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MUNICIPAL REPORT. 


The Council for the Foreign Settlement of Shanghai herein submits to the Rate- 
payers the Annual Report on Public Matters, together with the Financial Statement, 
for the year ending December 31, 1928, and Estimates of Revenue and Expenditure 
for 1929. 


The membership of the Council at the beginning of the year consisted of 
Mr. S. Fessenden, Chairman, Mr. A. D. Bell, Vice-Chairman, and Messrs. K. Fukushima, 
T. Funatsu, V. G. Lyman, W. R. B. McBain, J. J. Paterson, H. B. Roe and T. H. R. Shaw. 


To fill the vacancy on the Council created by the resignation in October, 1927, of 
Brigadier-General E. B. Macnaghten (referred to in the Annual Report for 1927), 
Mr. J. J. Paterson accepted the invitation of the Council to serve as 4 Councillor during 
the remainder of the Municipal year 1927. 


The resignation of Mr. H. B. Roe, owing to his departure from Shanghai, was 
accepted with regret previous to the Ratepayers’ Meeting in April. The resultant 
vacancy was filled by Mr. B. C. M. Johnston. 


The following nine Ratepayers, having been duly nominated, were, in accordance 
with the terms of Article XVIII of the Land Regulations, elected as Councillors for 
1928 :—Messrs. H. E. Arnhold, A. D. Bell, S. Fessenden, K. Fukushima, T. Funatsu, 
B. C. M. Johnston, W. P. Lambe, V. G. Lyman and J. J. Paterson. 


The new Council took office on April 19, when Mr. S. Fessenden was re-elected 
Chairman of the Council, and Mr. A. D. Bell was re-elected Vice-Chairman. 


On April 6, the Council issued an official announcement stating that “as the outcome 
of discussions with representative members of the Chinese community which commenced * 
nearly six months ago, arrangements have now been concluded whereby effect can be 
given to the principle of Chinese Representation on the Council”; and on April 19, the 
Senior Consul advised the Council of the election of Messrs. Pei Sung-sun, Yuan Li-teng 
and Chao Chin Ch’i ing as members of the Council, and Messrs. Lin K’ang-hou, Li Fu-sun, 
Ch’in Jun-Ch’ing, Huang Ming- tao, Ch’en T’ing-jui and Ch’ien Lung-chang as members 
of the various Council Committees. (Further reference to the question of Chinese 
Representation on the Council is made in a separate article in this volume). Mr, Huang 
Ming-tao’s resignation as a Committee member, and Mr, Hsu Hsin-loh’s appointment in 
his stead, were also, later, communicated to the Council.

There were no resignations from the Council during 1928. 

The Council learnt, with deep regret, of the death in England, on September 8, of 
Sir E. C. Pearce, the first and only Freeman of the Foreign Settlement of Shanghai, who 
was a member of Council from 1911-1920 and Chairman from 1913-1920. Further 
reference to the services rendered to the community by Sir E. C. Pearce will be found 
elsewhere in this volume. 

Meetings of the Council were held at intervals of two and three weeks during 
the year. 
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VOLUNTEER CORPS. 
ANNUAL INSPECTION. 


The Annual Inspection of the Volunteer Corps was carried out, during the year, 
between April 29 and May 4, and the Report of the Inspecting Officer, Major-General 
A. E. Wardrop, ¢.B., C.M.G., Commanding H.B.M. Forces in North China, is appended, 
together with letter conveying the Council’s thanks :—

Sir,—I have the honour to forward herewith my report on the inspection of the Shanghai Volunteer 
Corps between the 29th April and the 4th May, 1928. 
I particularly invite your attention to paragraphs 2 and 22 of the Report. 


I understand the organizations of the Shanghai Volunteer Corps and of the Police for the defence 
of Shanghai are now under review by the Council. I am neither aware of the terms of reference nor of 
the recommendations and decisions arrived at. 

In view of recent events, it is obvious that every community in China must, in so far as possible, 
organize its own defence and security. I cannot urge on you too strongly that the strength of the Shanghai 
Volunteer Corps should be made up to the utmost possible extent that the manhood and finances of 
Shanghai will permit.

REPORT. 


1. General Remarks.—I have already publicly expressed the high opinion I formed of the Shanghai 
Volunteer Corps. This opinion has been confirmed by the detailed inspection of units and the ceremonial 
inspection of the Corps. 

The men are keen and the Corps generally is efficient, well-trained, well-equipped and ready for 
any service it is likely to be called on to perform, 

2. Strengths and Attendances at Parades and Training —On the Ceremonial Parade, the strength 
present was 1,130 out of a nominal strength of approximately 1,500. Presumably, every man available 
was on this parade. It must be realized, therefore, that in calculating the numbers available for action, 
a large reduction must be made for absentees. Not more than 70 per cent. can be reckoned on as available. 

I was disappointed in the strengths and attendance of members at my inspection of some of the 
Units. If men wiil not, or cannot, turn out for the chief inspection of-the year for their own Unit, it is 
unlikely that they will turn out for ordinary parades. Yet without attendance and training there can be no 
efficiency of the individual. 

3. Ceremonial Parade of the Corps—Well and steadily carried out. Cavalry and Artillery looked 
and marched well in a good line and Infantry generally marched well in line and with a good swing. The 
saluting of Officers in some Units requires improvement. 

4. Nomenclature of Units—I suggest that the “Machine Gun Company” would be better named 
“The Armoured Car Company.” 

5. Inspection of Units—I saw the Artillery fire their practice at Woosung. I inspected each Unit 
of all arms individually and carefully. They had no previous knowledge of the tasks I called on them 
to perform. These varied for each Unit. 

Drill and handling arms generally good. My detailed inspection reports on each Company have been 
already sent to the Commandant, Shanghai Volunteer Corps. 

6. Personnel——Generally very good. The composition of “B” Company has been recently altered. 
It is for the Commandant to advise you as to whether he is satisfied that improvement will result or 
whether he recommends further changes. I consider an improvement is needed. 


7. Horses—Cavalry—aAll very serviceable and in good condition. The Cavalry are well-mounted 
and well-trained. 
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8. Horses—Artillery—Very good and in good condition. Six ponies per 4.5-in. Howitzer. I do 
not think these ponies could pull howitzers and wagons far over the heavy Chinese roads. I understand 
they cost the Municipality some Tls. 13,000 per annum. I recommend that lorries with a tractor hook 
attachment be substituted for the ponies. I have not gone into figures. A saving should result in a 
short period. 

9. Equipment—Machine Gun Company and Machine Gun Section, Light Horse—Very good and 
serviceable cars. Equipment locally made is extremely good and serviceable. Machine Guns can be used 
apart from cars, 

10. Artillery Equipment.—4.5-in. Howitzers in excellent order. 1,000 rounds good ammunition. 
Latest 106 fuze and fully up-to-date observation and range-taking instruments. Harness very good. 

2.75-in. guns on low platform lorries. Guns and all equipment in very good order. 1,000 rounds 
good ammunition, 106 fuze and up-to-date range taking and observation instruments. 

11. Practice of Artillery at Woosung.—4.5-in, excellent. 

2.75-in. very good. This is the first time this Battery has shot. My full notes have been circulated 
to both Batteries. 

12. Machine Guns of Corps——All effective and well kept. The effect of the fire of the Machine 
Guns of Armoured Cars from their cars disappointed me. 

138. Lewis Guns.—Never paraded for me. These form a large and valuable part of the fire power 
of each Unit. They should come on all parades including ceremonial. Their drill and tactical use should 
come into every parade. 

14. Rifles and Bayonets.—New pattern. 

All serviceable and good. Some bayonet scabbards dirty. 

15. Musketry—Carried out very keenly. 

16. Web Equipment—Very good. 


17. Clothing —All material extremely good. All of regular pattern except a few breeches of 
Artillery personnel. This is immaterial. 


18. Rifle Ranges.—The best equipped that I have ever seen. Range Staff very good. 


19. Barracks—For Shanghai Volunteer Corps at Hongkew exceedingly good. Can house officers 
and men with all conveniences. These are up to the latest British standards except that the men are 
2-berthed. 


Barracks for Russian Company in huts—These are well arranged. It is a pleasure to see the care 
taken of these men by the Municipality. 


The Russians themselves are to be congratulated in the care that they take of their huts. They 
show their soldierly self-respect. 


20. Corps Staff—Very good, 
21. Corps Headquarters.—Well equipped and well organized. 


22. Concluding Remarks.—l congratulate the Municipal Council and the Commandant and Staff and 
all ranks on the efficient force maintained. But again I urge to the utmost of Iny power, the necessity 
that must be clear to every patriotic citizen of every nationality, of joining the Volunteers. If too old or 
unfit to do so, they should do everything to prepare themselves to take a share in the maintenance of peace 
and in the defence of law and order in Shanghai.

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VOLUNTEER CORPS. 
REPORT OF THE OFFICER COMMANDING. 


1. Strength of the Corps—The strength of the Corps on J. anuary 1, 1928, inclusive 
of all reserves but omitting the Russian Detachment (126 men), amounted to 1,761 of all 
ranks. 


The strength on December 31, 1928, inclusive of all reserves and omitting the 
Russian Detachment (247 men), was 1,663. 


Tt will be seen from the above strengths that, dealing only with the purely 
Volunteer personnel, there has been a decrease in number of 98 men. The actual number 
of Volunteers leaving the Corps for all causes during the year amounted to 431 men. 


A decrease in strength of practically 100 men since the last report is much to be 
regretted. Every effort has been made to bring home to the foreign population of 
Shanghai the necessity for as many able-bodied men of military age as possible joining 
the Corps and it is to be hoped that there will be a large increase in its strength during the 
coming year. In my opinion a minimum strength of 2,500 men, exclusive of reserves, 
should be aimed at and if the manhood of Shanghai can be brought to realize that the 
safety of Shanghai may in the future lie to a great extent in its own hands such a number 
should be readily forthcoming. 

The Corps has unfortunately sustained a severe loss during the year by the deaths 
of Major W. J. N. Dyer and the Very Rey. C. J. F. Symons. I also regret to chronicle 
the deaths of Major A. W. Dixon and Lieut. T. Mellows. Major Dyer in particular will 
be missed. Although he had been on the retired list for some years, his interest in the 
Corps remained unabated up to the time of his death. 


The strength of the Corps by individual Units will be found in Appendix I. 


2. The Annual Efficiency and Musketry Returns for the year ending April 30, 1928, 
will be found in Appendix II. 


3. Officers and Warrant Officers’ Seniority Lists are given in Appendix III, 
4. Remarks on Individual Units. 


(a) Headquarters.—Col. W. F. L. Gordon, C.M.G., C.B.E., D.S.0., having com- 
pleted five years in command of the Corps, embarked for England on February 28, 
1928. His successor, Col. H. B. Orpen-Palmer, C.M.G., D.S.0., arrived from England 
on March 5, and assumed command of the Corps on that date. 


There is no other change to report in the personnel of the Regular Army Staff; 
Corps Sergt.-Major J. M. Stuart, M.c., M.M., and Battery Sergt.Major C. T. 
Welbeloved have both been granted an extension of two years in their present 
appointments. ’ 


Major R. W. Davis resigned from the Active List in June and was succeeded 
by Major E. H. McMichael as Senior Major. 

(b) Light Horse.—An efficient and keen Unit. I am glad to see that more 
attention is being paid to Musketry; the average in Part II for this year is 109.12, 
as compared with last year’s 90.47. If this improvement continues there is no 
reason why the Light Horse should not win some of the Corps trophies in the 
near future. The Machine Gun Section has done well and forms a valuable adjunct 
to the mounted portion of the Unit. © 


(ec) American Troop.—There has been a slight decrease in the strength which 
I hope will soon be made good. I am sorry to notice a very considerable decrease 
in Musketry efficiency ; the Troop has fallen from 4th to 14th place in the Order of, 
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Merit and the average by some 36 points. I feel sure that this is only a temporary 
set-back and that when more attention is given to this all important subject the 
Unit will recover the high place it formerly occupied. The Troop has been 
handicapped by the resignation of two of its Officers. 

(d) Field Artillery. 

(i) Howitzer Battery.—A most excellent Unit, keen and efficient, though 
I am sorry to see that there has been a decrease of 11 men in its strength. The 
Battery has experienced a change of outstanding importance during the year 
as after an existence of over 50 years as a horse-drawn Unit it has now become 
a mechanized one. It is unnecessary to enter into all the considerations which 
made for this decision; it will be sufficient to say that there can be no doubt but 
that the general efficiency and mobility of the Battery will be enormously 
increased and a very considerable saving of money will be effected by the 
change. The opportune purchase by the Council of 10 Karrier lorries enabled 
this most desirable reform to be carried out. I would like to record the very 
loyal way in which the Battery acquiesced in what to many of them must have 
been a very unwelcome change. 

The annual practice at Woosung, which was attended by Major General 
Wardrop, was carried out on April 29, when an excellent and instructive shoot 
was held. The Battery has done well in Musketry and has increased its 
average in the annual Musketry Course. 

(ii) Light Gun Battery.—A good and efficient Unit though here again 
there is a slight decrease (five men). For the first time in its history, the 
Battery took part in a “live-round” shoot at Woosung on April 29, when many 
valuable lessons were learned and the Battery was able to form an opinion of 
the actual efficiency of its guns. 

Up to this year the Battery has had to rely on P.W.D. trucks to haul its 
guns but in future it will have at its disposal four of the Karrier lorries 
referred to above. 

I am glad to notice a great improvement in Musketry; the Battery 
average has risen from 72.82 to 109.95 points, a highly creditable result. 


(e) Engineer Company.—This is a most valuable Unit, especially in times 
of emergency, and I regret therefore that it now only numbers 57 of all ranks and 
that there has been a decrease in its strength of eleven men. 

During the absence of Capt. Harder on leave practically the whole of the work 
in connection with the Company has fallen on the shoulders of Lieut. Berents, who 
has done much to maintain its efficiency. 

The Company’s Musketry average has fallen slightly and can be improved. 

(f) Units Armed with Machine Guns as the Primary Weapon. 

(i) Armoured Car Company (formerly Machine Gun Company) .—A keen 
and “live” Unit; many of its members have a most useful knowledge of Machine 
Guns and others have attained a high standard of efficiency as Drivers. 

There has been a considerable decrease in the strength cf the Company 
(36 men) ; this has been mainly caused by the resignation of those men who 
found themselves either unable or unwilling to give the time necessary for 
them to become efficient members of a technical Unit such as the Armoured 
Car Company. There should be no difficulty in replacing them. 

The musketry average has been raised by some 11 points and the Company 
now-stands fifth in order of merit. 

(ii) Italian Company—This Unit has not functioned during the year. 
As stated in last year’s Report, it has always been a matter of difficulty to 
keep this Company up to ‘a working strength owing to the paucity of the Italian 
community in Shanghai. It is hoped, however, that the Unit may come into 
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active being again in the near future though possibly not with the same 
armament and organization. 
(g) Infantry Units. . 

(i) “A” Company.—I regret to report a considerable decrease in the 
strength of the Company which now numbers only 87 men as compared with 
116 a year ago; it is to be hoped that individual members of the Company will 
make every endeavour to enrol new members into what is one of the two oldest 
Units in the Corps. 

The Company shows increased efficiency in musketry and has improved 
its average by some 30 points, a highly creditable performance. It has also 
done well in the competition for Corps trophies. 


(ii) “B” Company.—This Company has also failed to maintain its 
strength though its decrease only amounts to nine men. A special effort to 
obtain new members should also be made here. The Company has maintained 
its high musketry efficiency, has increased its average and now stands first in 
order of merit. It has also for the second year in succession provided the 
winner of the Municipal Challenge Cup in the person of Sgt. R. Davie. 


(iii) American Company.—A slight decrease in strength of nine men. 
The Company has done good work during the year and has paid particular 
attention to musketry with most satisfactory results as the average has risen 
from 73.71 to 109.98 points. 

(iv) Portuguese Company.—A very keen and efficient Unit, always turns 
out in good numbers for parades; its strength has been well maintained. There 
has been a slight falling-off in the Company musketry average. This is a good 
Company. 

(v) Japanese Company.—An excellent and efficient Unit, very keen and 
smart on parade. I regret that its strength has decreased by 21 men but with 
the large Japanese population resident in Shanghai there should be no difficulty 
in refilling the Company’s ranks. The high standard of musketry efficiency 
has been well maintained and the Company stands second in the order of merit. 


(vi) Chinese Company.—A very keen and efficient Company; turns out 
practically its full strength on every parade; has increased its strength by 13 
men. The Company is to be heartily congratulated on winning for the first 
time the Japanese Cup which is awarded to the Unit judged to be the most 
efficient one in the Corps on the year’s work. It has also won more than its 
share of Corps trophies. The high standard of musketry efficiency has shown 
no decrease and the Company is once again third in order of merit. Capt. 
Waung and every Officer, N.C.O. and man in his Company have every reason 
to be proud of their various successes during the past year, all of which have 
been won by keenness on parade and on the Range. 


(vii) The Shanghai Scottish—There has been a decrease of 20 men in the 
strength of this Company and a special effort should be made by the Scottish 
community in Shanghai to obtain recruits for their national Unit. The 
musketry efficiency has been satisfactory and a slight increase in the Company 
average can be recorded. 


(viii) The Russian Company.—This is a newly-raised Unit, the Council 
having sanctioned its formation in September, 1928. Its present strength 
amounts to three Officers and 65 other ranks. It shows every promise of 
becoming as strong and as efficient as any Infantry Company in the Corps. 


(ix) Reserve Company.—Strength 71, a decrease of 14 men. This should 
be one of the strongest Units in the Corps bearing in mind the fact that 
considerably less is expected from it in the way of attendances at drills than 
from “Active” Units. One would have expected that a large proportion of the 


+ 
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men who have completed their tour of duty with an Active Unit would have 

re-enrolled in the Reserve Company. 

The Company holds its own as regards musketry efficiency and ranks 
fourth in the order of merit with a good average percentage. 

(h) Reserves have dropped from a strength of 148 to 119. 

(j) Special Reserves have maintained their strength. 

(k) The Russian Detachment (formerly known as the Russian Unit). —This 
Detachment, which is now organized in two Companies, was first raised in January, 
1927, and quickly reached its full complement of 250 of all ranks. In June of the 
same year it was arranged that it should be reduced to 125 men. In July, 1928, 
however, the Council decided that it should again be raised to its original strength 
and recruiting accordingly opened on August 1, the extra 125 men being very 
quickly obtained. The new Company was put through an intensive period of train- 
ing and by October 10 commenced regular duties on “Bridge” Guard, Gaol and other 
duties. 

The Russian Detachment under the command of Major Thieme is now a most 
serviceable Unit; its drill, training and discipline compare favourably with those 
of the Regular troops of any Army and I would particularly instance the good 
behaviour and devotion to duty of the men. 

It forms in my opinion a most valuable adjunct to the Corps and the Council 
is fortunate in having such a reliable body of men which is available at any moment 
in case of emergency. 

5 Corps Trophies. 

The Barnes Cup was competed for on Sunday, January 8, and was won by the 
Armoured Car Company. 

The Inter-Company Challenge Shield was competed for in February and was 
won by the Chinese Company. 

The Japanese Cup was won by the Chinese Company. 

The Efficiency Shield was won by the Field Artillery Battery (Hows.) 

The Inter-Section Cup was won by No, 13 Section, Chinese Company. 

The Municipal Challenge Cup was won at the Annual Rifle Meeting by Sergeant 
R. Davie, “B’’ Company. 

The Durban Cup was fired for in September and won by the American 
Company. 

The Trueman Cup, awarded for the highest score obtained in the Annual 
Musketry Course, was won by Sergeant N. S. Li, Chinese Company, with a score 
of 186. 

The British Cup was competed for in October and won by the Portuguese 
Company, No. 2 Platoon. 

The Overseas Cup was competed for in October and won by No. 3 Platoon, 
“A” Company. 

The Bray Cup was competed for in October and won by No. 1 Platoon, “3 
Company. 

6. Corps Annual Rifle Meeting —Major A. J. Stewart and the Rifle Meeting Com- 
mittee are again to be congratulated on the excellent arrangements made for the Rifle 
Meeting; the weather was extremely wet on at least two days but despite this some 
excellent shooting was made. The Gold Cross was won by Sergt. R. I. Ito, Corps Head- 
quarters; the Silver Cross by Pte. L. M. Bell, Shanghai Scottish; and the Bronze Cross by 
Pte. R. M. Jordan, American Company. The Municipal Challenge Cup, as already men- 
tioned, was won by Sergt. R. Davie, “B” Company. 

As in previous years the numbers of ‘entrants from Classes “C” and “D” were 
somewhat disappointing, but the Committee hopes that with an alteration in the existing 
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conditions a very much larger number of men from these classes will ~ attracted in future 
years. 

7. Camps and Training.—The following Units were in camp at the Rifle Range at 
the dates mentioned :—

Two courses of Training for Officers and N.C.O.’s were held at the Rifle Range from 
15/10/28—19/10/28 and from 22/10/28—26/10/28. Both courses were very successful 
and were well attended; 65 Officers and N.C.O.’s were present at the first and 75 at the 
second, 


Every effort was made to make the courses of interest and the subjects chosen 
were especially selected as being those with which the S.V.C. would primarily have to 
deal in the event of an emergency. The success of the courses was in a very large 
measure due to the presence of a “Demonstration Platoon” from the 2nd Bn. Scots Guards 
(No. 11 Platoon) and the best thanks of the Corps are due to this Platoon, to Lt.-Col. 
E. C. T. Warner, D.s.0., M.c., Cmdg. 2nd Scots Guards, to Major A. H. Caldecott, D.s.0., 
Cmdg. 5th A. C. Company (Royal Tank Corps), to Capt. H. L. Graham, M.c., 2nd Scots 
Guards, and to the other Officers and N.C.O.’s of the British Regular Army and to the 
Officers of the Shanghai Municipal Police who either lectured or assisted in the demons- 
trations given during the two courses. 

During the last three months of the year classes of instruction under Regular 
Warrant Officers and N.C.O.’s were held in the Drill Hall in the following subjects :—

The Corps is therefore now in possession of a nucleus of instructors who should be 
of real service in passing on the knowledge gained to the men of their Units. 

Musketry.—899 of all Ranks fired the annual musketry course, 435 classified as 
Marksmen and 1st Class Shots and 464 as 2nd and 3rd Class Shots. 

The numbers exercised do not compare favourably with last year’s results, i.e., 899 
aS compared with 973 but on the other hand there has been a considerable improvement 
in the Corps Musketry average which has risen from 103.06 to 112.28 points. 


8. Attachment.—Lieut. G. D. Nicholl, Shanghai Scottish, was attached to the 
2nd Battn. The Welch Regiment, at Wei-Hai-Wei duri ing the period August 22—September 
9, 1928, and obtained a satisfactory report. 


9. Inspection—The annual inspection of the Corps as a whole was held on the 
Polo Ground on May 5 by Major-General A. BE. Wardrop, C.B., C.M.G., Commanding the 
British Forces in North China. In his report and referring to this parade General 
Wardrop writes that the drill “was well and steadily carried out. Cavalry and Artillery 
looked and marched well in a good line and Infantry generally marched well and with a 
good swing. ie 

During the week. previous to the above a eta individual Units were inspected by 
General Wardrop*who rendered a full report to the Council regarding his inspection; his 


remarks on the various Units of the Corps were circulated to all concerned.

ft: 
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I desire to call particular attention to the last paragraph of General Wardrop’s 
report in which he writes—“I congratulate the Municipal Council and the Commandant 
and Staff and all ranks on the efficient force maintained. But again I urge to the utmost 
in my power, the necessity that must be clear to every patriotic citizen of every nationality 
of joining the Volunteers. If too old or unfit to do so, they should do everything to 
prepare themselves to take a share in the maintenance of peace and in the defence of law 
and order in Shanghai.” 


“10. Long Service Medals.—Fifteen Long Service Medals were awarded during 
the year. 


11. Equipment.—The tenth Armoured Car (the provision of which has been 
sanctioned by the Council) has not yet been purchased owing to financial stringency but 
it is hoped that it will be found possible to order this car during the year, more especially 
as one or two of the older cars are showing signs of wear. 


All ammunition (artillery and rifle) has been inspected and tested by Army 
Ordnance officers and all Vickers and Lewis Guns have been overhauled, 


The Corps Equipment is generally in 2 satisfactory condition. 


12. Public School Cadet Company.—Strength 85. Has made great strides during 
the year and is now in a much more efficient condition than at any time since its formation. 
This is entirely due to the fact that it has had the advantage of Regular Army instructors 
from the British Army. I have seen the Company on parade on several occasions and 
have been much struck with the progress made. The boys are keen and take great 
interest in their training; many of the elder ones have already a good knowledge of 
Musketry. A Drum and Fife Band is in process of training. 


13. Liaison.—Following the example of my predecessor in last year’s Report I 
desire to express the gratitude of the Corps to the General Officer Commanding the 
British Force in North China, to the Brigadier Commanding the British Troops in the 
Shanghai Area, and to the Officers Commanding the various British Units stationed in 
Shanghai for the great assistance they have rendered us during the past year. On several 
occasions they have most kindly lent us their Bands and Drums and, as I have already 
mentioned, have assisted us in every way possible in our training by providing 
Instructors and troops for “demonstration” purposes. 


I also wish to mention the various shooting and sporting competitions which have 
been held between Units of the S.V.C. and those of the British Regular Forces and of the 
United States Marine Corps. Such competitions can be conducive of nothing but good. 


14. General_—tIn my remarks on individual Units of the Corps (para. 4) I have 
had in nearly every case to chronicle a decrease in strength. It may be as well, however, 
to make it clear that there has been no serious decrease in the strength as a whole if this 
year’s strength is compared with that of previous “normal” years. 


In 1924 the strength was 1,695, in 1925-1,681, and in 1926-1,601. This year (see 
para. 1) the “Volunteer” strength amounts to 1,663 and, if the Russian Detachment is 
added, to a total strength of 1,910.

The fires more particularly of note within the Settlement were as follow:— 


January 5, 9.04 a.m., 8.8. “Dorsetshire,” Old Ningpo Wharf, Sections of Central and 
Hongkew Divisions—Three coolies were found to be suffering from burns as the result of 
an explosion in the boiler-room of the Troop-ship “Dorsetshire”, lying at Old Ningpo 
Wharf. First aid was rendered and they were conveyed in the Brigade Rescue Van to 
hospital. 


January 9, 8.00 p.m., No. 216 Szechuen Road, Offices and Flats, Sections of Central 
and Hongkew Divisions—On arrival, dense smoke was found to be issuing from the 
second and third floor windows. On the third floor, six people had had their escape cut off 
and were calling for help. Escapes were at once placed in position, and the occupants 
rescued, but it was only with great difficulty that this could be effected on account of the 
network of electric wires. Two other persons escaped from a window on the West side 
of the building (Szechuen Road) by descending an improvised life-line of sheets and 
blankets and then dropping into a jumping sheet. The Brigade was greatly handicapped 
in extinguishing the fire, which had involved parts of the second and third floors, by 
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reason of partitions erected on the upper floors of the premises, and the boarding up of 
several communicating doors. The damage was comparatively slight. 


January 12, 4.11 a.m., No. S 218/9 off Fearon Road, Printing Works, Sections of 
Hongkew Division —Two large dwellings, converted into a printing factory, were well 
alight and the flames had spread to the upper floor of an adjoining egg-packing factory. 
Owing to the flimsy construction of the buildings involved, and the inflammable nature of 
the contents (paper, cardboard boxes, rice-husks, etc.), it took some considerable time to 
quell the outbreak. The printing works and the upper floor of the egg-packing factory 
suffered severe damage, 


March 8, 8.03 a.m., No, 15 Peking Road, Offices and Flats, Sections of Central and 
Hongkew Divisions.—A call to a chimney fire at these premises was received and a light 
tender from Central Station responded. On arrival, however, smoke was seen to be 
issuing from the roof and upper windows and the whole of Central Division and a 
Turntable Escape from Hongkew Division were turned out. The fire had gained a good 
hold of the roof and ceiling and threatened to spread throughout the whole of this 
extensive block of foreign property. It was also found necessary to ask the French Fire 
Brigade for assistance in the form of a Turntable Escape and Pump. After a hard fight, 
by the united efforts of the two Brigades the fire was checked and extinguished. The roof 
and attic floor suffered considerable damage. 

March 25, 9.03 a.m., No. Pe 973/9 off Elgin Road, Cigarette Factory, Sections of 
Hongkew Division—Fire broke out in the North-West corner of the upper floor of the 
above premises—a block of seven two-storeyed Chinese houses used as a cigarette factory 
(unauthorised conversion). The workers (women and young girls) becoming panic- 
stricken rushed for the staircase on the East sidé and became jammed together in a 
struggling mass. The staircase was entirely enclosed by a brick wall on the one side and 
a wooden partition on the other. The door at the foot of the staircase opened inwards, 
and when the Division arrived nineteen women and girls were found to be trapped on the 
stairs. Openings were made in the wall and partition and with difficulty the workers 
were extricated. ; 

Two girls were crushed to death, and seventeen persons were injured, six being 
detained in hospital. 

The fire did not assume serious dimensions, 

May 9, 8.31 p.m., No. 583A North Soochow Road, Godown, Sections of Sinza and 
Central Divisions.—This fire had evidently been burning for some considerable time before 
the Brigade was called, for the Division found the upper floor of a godown containing 
Indian corn, furs, silk waste, cocoons, etc., with interior construction mainly of wood, 
well alight, the roof having already fallen in. This was one of a block of poorly- 
constructed godowns, many of which contained inflammable merchandise, and for some 
time there was grave danger of the whole block becoming involved. 


The outbreak was confined to the upper floor of the godown, which, however, 
suffered severely. 


May 28, 5.24 a.m., No. Pa 806 Tsepoo Road, Printer’s Shop, Sections of Hongkew 
Division.—Apparently, there was considerable delay in calling the Brigade, for by the time 
Hongkew Division reached the fire three shops were a mass of flame on upper and lower 
floors, and the roof and the first floor of the premises on each side were well alight. A 
report to the effect that four persons had been trapped in No. Pa 805 was received, but 
these premises were already burning fiercely and had partially collapsed. Ag soon as the 
flames were sufficiently subdued, entry was made and the bodies of two women were found 
under a pile of debris on the first floor, whilst two others (a boy and a woman) were 
found on a bed nearby. The four bodies were badly burned and life was extinct in each 
case. Little difficulty was experienced in combating the outbreak. 


June 6, 11.35 p.m., No. 85/6 Foochow Road, Great China Dispensary, Sections of 
Central and Hongkew Divisions.—The Central Watchtower reported the fire, and, on the 
arrival of the Brigade, the rear of the premises was found to be well alight. The fire,

aided by the inflammable nature of the chemicals and medicinal supplies involved, had 
gained a good hold on the congested block of dwellings to the North of the dispensary. 
The work of the Brigade was greatly impeded owing to the difficulty of obtaining access 
to the interior of this block, where the fire was soon at its worst, and a large area of 
residential and business property was in grave danger of becoming involved. After a 
hard fight the combined Divisions succeeded in checking the blaze, but it was not until 
one house had been destroyed, and two others and the rear of the dispensary severely 
damaged, that it was extinguished. 

It is of interest to note that within eleven days during the month of May no less 
than three fires occurred on these premises, two of which were prevented from becoming 
serious outbreaks through exceptionally prompt calls being received from the Central 
Watch-tower. 

July 9, 9.05 p.m., No. Lu 207 off Chemulpo Road, Dwelling House, Sections of . 
Yangtszepoo Division —These premises were well alight when the Division arrived, but 
the fire presented little difficulty and was soon extinguished. However, the flames had 
so rapidly enveloped both floors that five persons were injured, two men, a woman and 
a boy suffering from burns, and a child sustaining injuries through being dropped 
hurriedly from an upper window. First-aid was rendered and the injured sent to hospital 
in the Brigade Rescue Van. 

July 24, 5.23 a.m., No. Rb 460 off Urga Road, Cigarette Factory, Sections of 
Hongkew Division——Responding to a Watchtower call Hongkew Division turned out to a 
large two-storeyed building used as a cigarette factory. The Division found the entire 
building alight with the roof and upper floor in a state of collapse. The flames were 
prevented from spreading to adjoining dwellings, but it was only after more than an 
hour’s work that the fire was extinguished. The factory was gutted. 


August 16, 6.24 p.m., No. F 77 Chili Road, Furniture Shop, Sections of Central 
Division—Workmen were refilling a spirit lamp in a polishing room on the first floor of 
the above premises when a light came into contact with the spirit. Consequently an 
explosion followed, which resulted in the death of two men. Two other occupants of the 
room sustained injuries through becoming panic-stricken, one falling down a staircase 
and the other jumping from an upper window. The damage by fire was negligible. 


August 30, 5.12 p.m., No. Le 429 off Yangchow Road, Dwelling House, Sections of 
Yangtszepoo Division.—Two dwellings were found to be well alight. The fire was soon 
under control and was practically extinguished when it was reported that a man had been 
trapped in the house in which the fire originated. After a search the body of a man, 68 
years of age, was found beneath the debris on the upper floor of the house. 


October 21, 1.23 a.m., No. Ll 328 Thibet Road, Watchmaker's Shop, Sections of 
Sinza Division—Both floors of these premises were found to be in flames. Although 
early information was received that the inmates had been trapped, it was impossible to 
effect a rescue. When the fire had been sufficiently subdued for an entry into the building 
to be made, the bodies of three adults and a child were found. A fireman was overcome 
by smoke. 


October 29, 2.40 a.m., No. Pa 753 Tsepoo Road, Rice Shop, Sections of Hongkew 
Division.—This was evidently a late call, for, within a few minutes of the arrival of the 
Division, eight houses and shops were in flames. Assisted by a stiff breeze the fire spread - 
with great rapidity threatening a very congested block of poorly-constructed dwellings. 
Hight houses were completely gutted and four others were severely damaged. 

The body of a young girl was found underneath the debris during damping down 
operations. 

December 12, 9.45 p.m., No. O 199 Chapoo Road, Tailors and Dry-Cleaning 
Establishment, Sections of Hongkew Division —A quantity of kerosene was found on the 
floor and a small fire occurred, but was extinguished by two small apprentices, the only 
persons left on the premises. ‘The proprietor was charged with arson at the Provisional 
Court. Judgment reserved. 
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The most notable fire in the Special-Rated Area was as follows :— 

April 29, 1.47 a.m., No. Y 526/7 North Szechuen Road, General Store, Sections of 
Hongkew Division.—The fire had spread with great rapidity to the rear of No. Y 527. 
As soon as the flames had been sufficiently subdued entry was made into the upper floor of 
No. Y 526, at the rear of which the fire originated and here a woman, badly burned about 
the face and body, and a young girl were found. Examination proved that the woman was 
dead, but the child had sought refuge underneath a bed and, although suffering from the 
effects of smoke, had escaped injury. She was at once sent to hospital for treatment. 
Four persons, a woman, two boys and a girl, suffered injuries through jumping from 
windows in the burning premises and were conveyed to hospital in the Brigade Rescue 
Van. The fire was confined to the premises of origin and to the upper storey of No. Y 527. 

The fires more particularly of note Outside the Settlement other than where Brigade 
Floats were used, are as follows :— 

February 2, 3.39 a.m., Cotton Waste Mill, Chapei, Sections of Sinza Division —The 
call was put through from the Bubbling Well Watchtower, but on arrival, the fire was 
found to be on the Chapei side of the Soochow Creek, opposite Penang Road. The mill 
was a mass of flame on all floors and as the Chapei Brigade had not arrived, and as there 
was grave danger of the mills and other property on the Settlement side of the creek 
becoming involved, the Division laid on. The fire, fanned by a stiff breeze, was threatening 
a large eight-storeyed flour mill and godowns to the East and tothe South. Efforts were 
accordingly concentrated on saving these buildings. In the meantime, the Chapei Brigade 
had arrived and were able to devote their attention to the extinguishing of the fire in the 
cotton waste mill. 

The flour mill and godowns were unaffected, but the cotton waste mill was 
practically gutted. 

The fires during the year at which the Brigade Floats were used are as follows :— 


February 1, 7.32 a.m., s.s. “Hsin Ning Shao”, Ningpo-Shaoshing Wharf, Nantao 
Bund, Sections of Central and Hongkew Divisions —Fire broke out in the No. 1 hold of the 
above steamer when she was some ten hours’ distance from Shanghai. The Brigade was 
called as soon as port was reached when it was found that the fire had gained a good hold 
on the cargo, comprising loose native cotton. Great difficulty was experienced in effec- 
tively tackling the outbreak on account of the fumes emitted when the hold was entered 
from between-decks. By working in short reliefs and with the aid of smoke helmets, the 
seat of the fire was eventually reached, but so many Officers and men were overcome by 
the fumes that assistance had to be obtained, and after continuous effort it was found 
necessary to flood the hold. ; 

May 3, 6.57 p.m., Huts at the rear of the Nisshin Kisen Kaisha Wharf, Pootung, 
Sections of Central and Hongkew Divisions.—A large portion of a village immediately to 
the rear of the Nisshin Kisen Kaisha godowns was found to be on fire. Attention was 
directed to protecting the godowns, and at the same time assistance was given the villagers 
in dealing with the outbreak. The village was practically wiped out. 

May 11, 1.10 p.m., Messrs. Olivier & Co.’s Godowns, Pootung, Sections of Central 
and Hongkew Divisions—On arrival, dense volumes of smoke were seen to be issuing 
from the windows of the fourth floor of No. 4 godown. Great difficulty was experienced 
in obtaining an entrance, and the fire was so intense that the fifth floor, which like the 
others was of re-inforced concrete, started to crack in an alarming manner. It was found 
necessary to bore holes in this floor and make use of revolving nozzles, which had the 
desired effect, for by this means the fire was speedily brought under control and extin- 
guished. The fourth floor contained jute only. 

August 7, 7.45 am., 8.8. “Kalyan”, Tonnage 9,144, P. & O.S.N. Co., Woosung, 
Section of Central Division—A message was received at 7.45 a.m., to the effect that a fire 
had broken out on the above steamer, some distance from Shanghai. 

At noon, the Customs Float, manned by a detachment from Central Division, 
proceeded to Woosung, and on its arrival the steamer was boarded. The fire had attained 
a good hold on bales of pressed-packed cotton and cases of crepe rubber in No. 3 hold, but 
the ship’s crew had succeeded in checking its spread to any alarming degree. 
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The fire was soon sufficiently under control to permit of the steamer being brought 
to Shanghai, where it was docked. Watching duties were continued during the unloading 
of the affected hold. 

August 27, 6.13 a.m., s.s. “Ludwigshafen”, Tonnage 5,918, Norddeutscher Lloyd, 
Sections of Hongkew and Yangtszepoo Divisions.—A call was received from the above 
steamer, lying in mid-stream opposite Wetmore Road Jetty. A detachment from 
Yangtszepoo Division crossed in sampans, whilst the Brigade and Customs Floats were 
manned by men from Central and Hongkew Divisions respectively. 

The fire, which had broken out amongst the cargo of beans in No. 3 hold, was not 
of a very serious nature, and little difficulty was experienced in extinguishing it. It had, 
however, been burning for some considerable time prior to its discovery, and consequently 
the bulkhead between the affected hold and the coal-bunkers had become overheated. 
There being a danger that the coal in the lower bunkers had become affected, the steamer 
was unable to leave port until this had been removed. 

November 11, 1.48 p.m., Messrs. Olivier & Co.’s Godowns, Pootung, Sections of 
Central and Hongkew Divisions—A large quantity of jute stored on the second floor of 
“P” godown was well alight. Extreme difficulty was experienced in effecting an entrance 
owing to the dense smoke, and the third floor had to be opened up and the fire tackled from 
above. In this connection, the Brigade was also very much handicapped by reason of the 
cargo (bales of cotton) being stacked in a solid mass, no consideration having been given 
to passage-ways. A portion of the cargo on the third floor caught fire owing to the over- 
heating of the floor. This was quickly dealt with. At one time part of the wall on the 
South side of the second floor collapsed outwards carrying bales of burning cotton with it. 

After about six hours’ work the fire was brought under control and extinguished. 

Special calls more particularly of note were :— 

January 6, 6.40 p.m., Chusan and East Yuhang Roads, Assisting the Police in the 
capture of an armed kidnapper.—The Brigade assisted the Police with the Rescue Van, 
Searchlights, Ladders, etc., in the capture of an armed kidnapper who had taken refuge 
in the attic room of a Chinese residence. 

April 30, 12.26 p.m., Yangtszepoo and Sungpan Roads, Collapse of Houses ——Two 
sections of the Yangtszepoo Division turned out and rendered assistance when seven 
houses collapsed. 

May 1, 3.50 p.m., Park Road, Collapse of Houses—Sections of Sinza Division 
assisted in rescuing a number of persons from the upper floors when a row of twenty 
houses collapsed. 

June 28, 10.58 p.m., off Pingliang Road, Collapse of Houses.—A section of 
Yangtszepoo Division rendered assistance when three houses collapsed at the above 
location.

The sincere thanks of the Council are due to those members who came forward 
when the Reserve was formed prepared to carry out any duties that might have been 
assigned to them. 

Weekly drills have been well attended by “A” section, and a system has been 
introduced whereby the members attend different Stations during the week from 7 p.m. 
to 10 p.m., thus affording them an opportunity of gaining actual fire experience. 

Their keenness and enthusiasm remain unabated and the thanks of the community 
are due this very useful unit. 

On July 1, Mr. V. G. Lyman, Chairman of the Watch Committee, inspected Hongkew 
Station, and witnessed a drill in which Hongkew Division and some of the auxiliary 
machines participated. He also presented District Officer Vincent with the Long Service 
Medal of the Professional Fire Brigades Association on completion of 15 years in the Fire 
Service.

The whole of the Professional Staff have worked well throughout the year. 
Sickness.—This has been abnormally heavy, and is undoubtedly partially due to the 
confined conditions under which the staff live. 
Drills.—These have been carried out throughout the year except during the two 
hot months. : 


Stations and Watchtowers. 
Central District Station —During the year, the Headquarters Offices were removed 
from Central Stationsto new premises No. 2, Honan Road, thus providing much-needed 
extra accommodation for the Central Station staff. 


Hongkew District Station—Modern sanitary arrangements and bathrooms have 
been provided. 
Sinza District Station—Similar improvements to the above have been carried out. 
Yangtszepoo District Station—Two bedrooms have been added to this Station 
which have considerably relieved the congestion in the single officers’ quarters. A new 
engine room floor has also been laid. 
Departmental Machines—A Graham 2-ton truck chassis was purchased. The 
Rescue Van body was removed from the Fiat chassis, lengthened and fitted. 
An additional Inspection car was purchased for the use of the Engineer Assistant 
(Buildings). 
? A new type body was fitted to a Fiat chassis. 
Hose.—During the year, the use of 314 inch hose has been extended by 3 an 
additional 8,296 feet being placed in commission.

Uniform.—During the year, the staff have been issue | with waterproof leggings. 
Also by the present system of buying, the standardization of cloth and other details it has 
been possible to effect an economy under this heading. rs 

Traffic and Accidents.—It is with regret that I have to report that the right of way 
for fire machines is not always given by the general traffic as it should be. 

Traffic under normal conditions is extremely congested, and when additional wilful 
and/or careless obstruction is caused to fire machines in spite of the sounding of the siren 
and/or carillon bell, the consequences may be very serious, for, naturally, every few 
seconds count for a great deal. I would, therefore, appeal to the public that more 
consideration be given. : 

There was only one serious accident during the year, this occurring on August 14, 
when departmental machine No. 23 (Rescue Van) and a hired car collided at the corner 
of Szechuen and Hankow Roads. A foreign lady and a Russian chauffeur were injured, 
the former being detained in hospital, whilst the driver’s injuries were very slight. 
Considerable damage was caused to the Rescue Van and the hired car. . 

Water Supply.—It is very pleasing to report that this has been entirely satisfactory, 
the. Shanghai Waterworks Company having been only too willing to render all possible 
assistance to this Department. 

Hydrants.—It is again satisfactory to report that 49 Treble-Outlet type S.F.B. 
Mark 2 Pattern Hydrants have been added during the year, and 5 of the old type hydrants 
have been replaced. This brings the total number of hydrants to 1,785. 

It is still necessary for more hydrants to be installed in certain districts, and it is 
hoped that during the forthcoming year progress will be made in this direction. :

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. Fire Alarms.—During the year, whilst on Home Leave, the Third Officer and the 
Officer-in-Charge of the Electrical side of the Department visited several of the large towns 
in the United States wheré the Fire Chiefs were good enough to render them facilities 
_ for studying their fire alarm system and work, and even went so far as to act as their hosts 
for two or. three ays at atime. In England, also, the above Officers and myself were 
privileged to stuc - the fire alarm systems of Birmingham and Manchester, and at the

same time had opportunities to. inspect the work of the various fire alarm manufacturers 
from which ‘a great deal of information has been gained. 

An amount has been allowed in the Budget for 1929 to enable one or two samples 
to be installed, probably in the Hongkew District, from which it will be possible to 
ascertain how the innovation will be regarded by the populace as well as how the instru- 
ments will behave under local climatic conditions. From the information gained, it is 
hoped that in 1930 a start will be possible in the direction of installing a fire alarm system. 

» Wireless Telephony—The work of this branch has been retarded owing to the 
absence of the Officer-in-Charge on Home Leave. Every endeavour will be made during

Great Britain, and much valuable information was gleaned from these sources, 
~ We were able to make a very comprehensive and thorough study of the most recent 
innovations in the Fire Service, to some of which it is hoped that circumstances will allow 
me to give practical effect in Shanghai, and the thanks of the Department are emphatically 
due to the Fire Services of the countries already mentioned for their hospitality and 
unstinted help in the matter of affording information. cig 
_ The ready assistance of the Police, at all times so willingly rendered, calls for 
Special appreciation. This enables fires to be extinguished in minimum time with 
absolute freedom from interference. : 
T also desire to place on record the thanks of this Department to the Harbour 
Master and his staff, all Departments with which the Brigade comes into contact, the 
Commandant and members of the French Brigade, and the Chapei Brigades for their 
assistance and co-operation. 
’ ‘Hazardous and/or Dangerous Goods.—During the year, 955 permits to land

Encounters with criminals during which shooting took place:— 

During the year 1928 the Police took part in no less than 117 encounters with 
armed criminals in which shots were exchanged. The casualties amongst the Police 
Force were 9 killed, of whom 2 were foreigners, 1 Sikh and 6 Chinese, and 11 wounded 
comprising 2 foreigners, 1 Sikh and 8 Chinese. 57 criminals were killed by the police 
and 18 wounded, and 135 arrested. 397 members of the Force were concerned in these 
encounters; 1,025 shots were fired by the Police and 364 by armed criminals, 

An encounter of outstanding importance occurred on January 6 at No, 101 Chusan 
Road, where a member of a gang of armed kidnappers had sought refuge consequent to 
Police pursuit when Mills bombs, smoke bombs, Thompson machine guns and various 
calibre arms were used to dislodge the fugitive who defended himself by pistol fire. 

Numerous shots were also exchanged between the Police of this Settlement 
and kidnappers during raids at premises situated in Chapei, and at house No. 903 
Ningkuo Road. , 

At the former place the late Sub-Inspector J. Crowley was accidentally killed by 
pistol shot from the weapon he was carrying.

I regret to have to record the deaths of Sub-Inspectors G. Sale and J. Crowley, 
Sergeant G. F. Adams, Constable M. V. Borovsky and Temporary Constable N, A. 
Biosfeld. Of these Constables Borovky and Blosfeld met their deaths at the hands of 
armed criminals, Sub-Inspector Crowley was accidentally killed after the successful 
conclusion of a pistol battle with an armed gang in Chapei and Sub-Inspector Sale and 
Sergeant Adams died of pneumonia. 

Discipline has been satisfactory and on various occasions great gallantry has 
been shown by members of this Branch in the arrests of armed desperadoes,

are under training.

The work of this Branch has improved considerably and the discipline is very 
satisfactory. 

Several armed criminals were arrested during the year by members of this 
Branch.

Sikh Branch.—During the year the establishment of the Sikh Branch was fixed 
at 609 (exclusive of men on special duty cost of whom is not borne by the Council) a 
decrease from previous years.

A system of refresher courses was instituted during the year by which 5% of men 
undergo a month’s training at the Depot. These men also form a Reserve which is 
available for use in case of emergency and has been used with effect on several occasions. 

The discipline of the Branch has been good despite the efforts of a section of 
disaffected Indians to tamper with the loyalty of the Branch. 

There was a large influx of Indians into Shanghai during the early part of the 
year and a corresponding increase in applicants for service as watchmen; this was 
somewhat counterbalanced by an exodus to Brazil and the Argentine in the Autumn. 

Details of Indian affairs apart from the Police will be found under the C.I.D. 
report. 

Chinese Branch.—The authorised strength of the Uniform Branch for 1928 
was 2,366. 

No difficulty has been experienced in obtaining suitable recruits, who take very 
well to physical training and rough games during their period at the Depot. 

The discipline of the Branch has been satisfactory, although gambling and opium 
smoking have made severe disciplinary action necessary in certain cases, 

Instances of great courage have been shown in encounters with armed desperadoes, 
As an illustration of the danger to which Constables on beat duty in outlying districts 
especially, are exposed, the following is illuminating. Two Constables on night duty 
called upon two suspects to halt, and without reply or hesitation these men immediately 
turned and fired point blank at them, wounding one mortally and the other very severely. 
The Constables, though wounded, fired nine shots and succeeded in killing one of their 
assailants. Chinese Constables have repeatedly distinguished themselves in encounters 
with armed criminals. 
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Greatcoats have been issued to the Branch for the first time. They are serviceable 
and smart and are much appreciated. ‘ 

At the Semi-Annual Spring and Autumn .380 automatic pistol course, certain 
alterations were made to exercise the Branch in quick drawing, shooting and re-loading, 
the results being satisfactory. 

During the year the Victoria Nursing Home has been occupied as a hospital for 
the Branch; much needed accommodation for the wives and/or families of senior members 
is still lacking. 

A considerable increase in the number of watchmen under Police supervision is 
to be noted, due to the abnormal conditions prevailing. As usual, most applicants ask 
that watchmen be armed. Supervision fees have increased from $2,889 in January to 
$3,199 in December.

During the year the Unit was called out on 19 and stood by on 34 occasions, In 
addition 788 search parties and 4 raids were carried out. Man 

3,046 members of the Unit were employed on special duties for whose services 4 
the Council received $9,324. 

The Reserve Unit Lorry travelled 2,237.5 miles, consumed 615 gallons of gasolene 
and 20 gallons of oil during the year. 

Bullet Proof Vests and Shields——To meet the demand for effective protection in 
raids against armed robbers, kidnappers, etc., 158 bullet proof vests and 80 shields were 
made by the Reserve Unit at a considerably reduced cost compared with those previously 
purchased, which latter had to be reconstructed to make them efficient. 


re 
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These vests have proved to be a valuable protection and were responsible for 
saving the lives of at least two members of the Force during the past year; the sense of 
security given to the wearer has made them exceedingly popular for dangerous work.

During the year routine and special duties have been carried out efficiently and 
well, The Branch supplied 31 escorts and special service parties and drills have been 
carried out whenever possible. 


The health of the stud has been good. Under veterinary certificate 12 ponies were 
destroyed and 1 died. 


Thanks to the generosity of the riding community of Shanghai the stud has been 
kept up to strength and the purchase of remounts has been unnecessary.

Three ponies were transferred from S.V.C. on the mechanization of the Field 
Artillery Battery. Fodder was plentiful, of fair quality but expensive. The cost per 
animal per month for fodder, shoeing and veterinary attendance was $26.01. 

Training Depét.—The staff at the end of the year consisted of 1 Foreign Inspector, 
2 Sub-Inspectors, 3 Sergeants, 1 Sikh and 1 Chinese Schoolmaster, 4 Sikh Drill Instructors, 
1 Chinese Sub-Inspector and 7 Chinese Drill Instructors. 

During the year 91 Foreign, 32 Japanese, 35 Sikh and 461 Chinese recruits were 
trained and posted to stations for duty. 4 Sikh police also underwent a short instruc- 
tional course on return from long leave. 


The following shows the number of recruits under training at the Depét at the 
end of the year :—

The health and physical fitness of all men during the year have been very 
satisfactory. 

Accommodation is insufficient to meet the growing needs of the Force and the 
rebuilding of the Depot block is much to be recommended. 

The Arms Identification Bureau has been in operation two years with very 
satisfactory results, On an average, four weapons taken from suspects are examined 
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at the Bureau every five days (excluding large seizures) and examinations prove that 
12144% of these have been used at some previous crime. 

It is of interest to note that in the trial of Browne and Kennedy in England last 
summer for the murder of Constable Gutteridge on a country road in Essex it was the 
evidence of a gunsmith and small arms experts which connected the cartridge cases found 
on the scene of the crime with the revolver found in the possession of Browne and was 
a deciding factor in securing the conviction of both the accused. 

Great credit is due to Sub-Inspector Sharman for the way in which he has 
systematized the application of this new branch of criminal investigation. 7a 

Musketry—During the year 9,815 automatic pistol, revolver and rifle practices 
were fired by the various branches of the Force including the training of 640 Police 
Watchmen. These practices involved the expenditure of 178,156 rounds of ammunition 
of various calibres. 

The Foreign and Japanese Branches are exercised quarterly, Sikh and Chinese 
Branches half yearly, and the results achieved on duty show that the system used in 
training is satisfactory. 

“Specials” Branch.—The strength of the Branch on December 31 was 2 Assistant 
Commissioners, 2 Superintendents, 14 Inspectors, 16 Sub-Inspectors, 45 Sergeants, 82 
Assistant Sergeants and 336 Special Constables, a total of 447. There were 141 resign- 
ations and 73 new members enrolled. 


The past year may be regarded as a quiet one for the Specials and apart from the 
normal routine duties only one emergency call was made on October 10. 

Pistol practice has been carried out regularly at the Town Hall Range and the 
standard of shooting is very satisfactory. The Divisional Cup, which is keenly contested 
at the Quarterly Shoots, has been won for the fourth time in succession by the 5th 
Division. 

Mr. R. G. MacDonald resumed charge of the Specials on his return from long 
leave in May.

Traffic Signal Lights are now installed at 26 crossings. This system will be 
iurther developed at other important crossings during the coming year. 

The Synchronised Block System is still in operation at the junctions of Szechuen 
and Kiangse Roads with Nanking Road, but as it did not prove effective at the Nanking- 
Honan Road crossing, it was abolished there in January. 

It is not proposed for the time being to extend this system. 

Mushroom Dome Lights have proved effective on certain outlying crossings in 
the Western District. Two Domes were installed on Yu Yuen and Kiaochow Roads 
during the year. Additional ones will be installed during the coming year at similar 
crossings where the type of traffic does not warrant the employment of Traffic Pointsmen. 

Traffic Guides at intersecting roads having proved very useful in controlling and 
dividing traffic, it is proposed to replace the temporary wooden structures by concrete 
guides. 

Temporary Traffic Islands were erected in Avenue Road near Carter Road and 
at the Gordon Road junction with Bubbling Well Road. These have given satisfaction 


for the purpose for which they were erected and it is proposed to make them permanent. 
6 
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Various types of Weather Shelters for Traffic Pointsmen have been tried, but no 
really satisfactory type has yet been evolved. It is considered essential that some kind 
of protection be given where practicable to these men as a protection against sun and rain. 

White lines indicating stopping places, glazed tiles and enamel tiles have been 
experimented with during the year and while none of them is entirely satisfactory, the 
glazed tiles appear to be the most efficient. Further experiments will be made as 
opportunity occurs. 

Parking space on Bubbling Well Road near the Race Course was provided for 
convenience of motorists, the southern pavement being set back to accommodate 14 
cars. This has proved most beneficient and it is proposed to continue the scheme as 

= *, 
far as Taising Road. 

“" 1e Special Traffic Squad was increased to 21 men during the year. They have 
proved very useful in dealing with a variety of traffic problems which require special 
concentrated treatment from time to time. 

+ Court Proceedings—The system of “Bail” for minor traffic offences was 
re-instituted in the early part of the year and has resulted in a considerable saving of 
time to all concerned. :

Driving Licences—The new form of Owner Motor Driving Licences, bearing 
photographs and renewable annually, was taken into use from January 1. These afford 
an easy method of checking the identity of a driver, thus abating the loaning out of 
licences, which was prevalent prior to 1928.

The Tramway service has been maintained throughout the year, no strikes having 
occurred. New Trolley Bus Route No. 20, running from Bubbling Well to Jessfield Park 
via Yu Yuen Road, came into operation from the end of September. Tramway Track 
deviation at Bubbling Well Terminus was completed in September and has proved very 
beneficient from a traffic point of view. Realignment of the tram tracks at Nanking 
Road and the Bund corner was completed in August. The widening of this section has 
greatly relieved traffic congestion formerly in evidence at this point. 

Motor Omnibuses.——The omnibus service was maintained throughout the year, 
no strikes having occurred. Route No. 1 from Bubbling Well to Hongkew Park was 
re-opened in February. Permission was granted in May for this route to be extended to 
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Jessfield Park on Saturdays and Sundays. Route No. 4, Bubbling Well to the Aerodrome, 
commenced in July. The fleet of omnibuses was increased from 52 to 74, all the newer 
vehicles being fitted with pneumatic tyres. Buses at the annual inspection by the police 
were found to be clean and in good condition. Permission was also granted to the Jien 
Kong Bus Co. to operate a service from Hungjao Bridge to the Aerodrome which service 
was inaugurated in March. 

Ricshas.—Private Ricshas show a quarterly increase of 144 whilst the number of 
Public Ricshas remains at 9,995. 

63,653 Public Ricshas were presented for inspection during the year. On the 
whole they have been maintained in better condition this year than in the past, due to 
more outside Police supervision. A strike amongst the coolies occurred on August 8 and 
continued till August 11, but this only affected a small number of owners. — 
Road District. ae 


Taxicabs.—These have not yet begun to operate as taxicabs, but are running as 
ordinary hire cars. Pg : 

Public Garages.—The definition of a Public Garage was altered under Municipal 
Notification No. 3745 to read, “Any building or place,” to cover open-air depots which 
were springing up in various parts of the Settlement and over which formerly the 
Police had no supervision. Frequent inspections of garages and Public Motor Cars by 
the Police have been carried out during the year. Public hire licences were increased 
from 368 to 393. 12 Foreign and 35 Chinese controlled garages are in operation, an 
increase of 2 over the preceeding year. Several Motor Repair Shops within the definition 
of a Public Garage were re-constructed to comply with the licensing requirements. 

Motor Freight Vehicles.—These vehicles have increased approximately 12% over 
the figures for 1927. Numerous prosecutions have been taken against owners of these 
vehicles for over-loading and false weight plates. From January 1, 1929, a new 
freight weight card will be issued which should tend to reduce the number of offences 
of the above natures. 

Livery Stables.—Only 61 are now in operation as against 64 in 1927, while carriage 
licences havé dropped from 266 to 236.

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Bridge Guards.—The Russian Detachment, S.V.C., working in conjunction with 
the Police, began to operate as guards on the various bridges over the Soochow Creek 
‘in October, 1927, and continued to do so throughout the past year. Their hours of duty 
were constantly changed, while occasionally they were posted at other points within 
the Settlement.

Opium Preventive Squad.—The work of this Squad, coupled with that of the 
Bridge Guards, certainly acted to a great extent as a check on smuggling or storage of 
the drug. Raw opium in any quantity can still be obtained from hongs situated just 
beyond the Settlement boundary, and retailers in the Settlement who supply a small but 
known clientele obtain such quantities as are necessary from these hongs. Smoking 
Dens, although their number is believed to be less in comparison with previous years, 
are still plentiful in spite of the laws towards the latter part of the year being made 
far more drastic. It can be safely said that there is a decrease in the number of 
smokers, a fair percentage of whom are getting rid of the habit.

The Chinese Staff consists of—2 Chief Supervisors (1 Acting) and 22 
Supervisors. 

These men who were previously seconded from the Uniform Chinese Police are 
now permanently engaged to serve on the Gaol Staff to supervise Juvenile Prisoners 
and the Reformatory. Their work on the whole has been satisfactory. 


Ward Road Gaol.—The year 1928 surpassed all others as regards the number of 
prisoners in Gaol. During the year 7,103 prisoners passed through Ward Road Gaol.

The serious congestion that has been created as a result of the unprecedented 
number of prisoners is being relieved by the construction of new cell blocks on ground 
adjacent to Ward Road Gaol which should be partially completed during 1929. It is 
also proposed to remove the Foreign prison to that locality as soon as accommodation 
can be provided, thus centralising the work of the Foreign and Chinese Gaols. 


A notable feature during the year was the increase in the number of long 
sentence prisoners, whereas the number of short sentence prisoners remained fairly

The number of prisoners awaiting execution of the death sentence was reduced 
to 44 on December 31, among whom were a considerable number whose execution has 
been much delayed. 

‘The conduct of the prisoners was satisfactory. There are no serious events to 
record with the exception of a certain amount of unruliness at the time of the Chinese 
New Year Holidays, which was quickly suppressed, and the accidental killing of a 
prisoner by two others in a fight. The prisoners concerned were charged and sentenced 
by the Provisional Court. One prisoner committed suicide. 

Certain modifications of diet, and especially the introduction of Low Diet as a 
form of punishment were found to assist greatly towards the maintenance of discipline 
and the reduction of misconduct amongst the prisoners, and it is believed that this has 
had the effect also of reducing the number of short sentence prisoners sentenced for 
petty crime. 


The percentage of prisoners dealt with for Gaol offences of all kinds amounts to 
only 6% of the total.

Reformatory—The number of boys in the Municipal Reformatory has greatly 
increased during the year. The conduct of the boys has been good on the whole. 

The prevalence of petty crime amongst juveniles shown by the large number of 
boys sentenced to the Reformatory leads to the belief of the necessity for an Institution 
for the reception and training of youthful offenders, maintained entirely separate from 
the §.M.Gaol, or its control. Such an Institution, it is believed, would be of great value 


towards preventing these boys from becoming habitual criminals, and turning them into 
useful citizens,

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Amoy Road Gaol.—The number of Consular and Provisional Court prisoners 
confined in Amoy Road Gaol has been greater than in any previous year. During the 
year 53 Consular prisoners were admitted and 237 Provisional Court prisoners. The 
daily average was 9 Consular and 51 Provisional Court prisoners. 


It was necessary to take back one of the two landings which had been handed 
over temporarily for use as Military Detention Barracks owing to shortage of 
accommodation. ' 


The conduct of the prisoners was good and with the exception of a half-hearted 
attempt at suicide on the part of one of the longer sentence prisoners there was nothing 
worthy of note. 


The number of Provisional Court prisoners sentenced to long terms has increased, 
and the organisation of regular industries has become possible. The prisoners are 
employed at printing and bookbinding, a new feature, as well as tailoring.

Convict Labour.—The usual work was carried out by prisoners in Ward Road 
Gaol during the year and articles were manufactured for the Council and public as shown 
in the following list. 


The output of work was not increased in comparison with the number of prisoners 
in the Gaol, and it is to be regretted that only a relatively small. number of prisoners 
can be employed on industrial work owing to lack of workshop space. 


The avefage number of prisoners employed on Convict Labour during the year was 
739 out of a daily average of 1,281 available prisoners or 57%.

SHANCHAI PROVISIONAL COURT. 


The Shanghai Provisional Court has now completed its second year as successor 
to the old Mixed Court. Many improvements having in view the expeditious administra- 
tion of impartial justice, which appeared possible towards the end of 1927, failed to 
materialize and in some ways the tendency has been in the opposite direction. The 
effort made by the former President to keep the judiciary independent of political control 
or influence failed. Upon his resignation under political pressure Dr. Ho Shih-chen was 
appointed President and the Court has since avowedly endeavoured to use its judicial 
machinery to give effect to the instructions of the Kiangsu Provincial Government. 
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The refusal of the Kiangsu Provincial Government to confirm sentences passed by 
the Court in a great number of cases of serious crime has undoubtedly emboldened the 
criminal elements and has rendered more difficult both the task of the Court and the 
efforts of the Police in the maintenance of law and order in the Settlement. 

Protests by the Senior Consul’s Deputies have been numerous, based mainly on the 
inadequacy or inconsistency of sentences and the lack of discipline and respect to the 
Court. on the part of a certain section of Chinese practitioners, 

The New Bandit Law has continued in operation and was extended for a further 
period of six months on November 18, 1928. 

The New Criminal Code of the Republic of China, promulgated by the National 
Government on March 10, came into operation on September 1.

Re-trials.—Under the Rendition Agreement all sentences of 10 years or over have 
to be submitted to the Kiangsu Provincial Government for approval. In a number of 
such cases this Authority has seen fit to order a re-trial. In many instances the reasons 
given for ordering such re-trials were of a nature difficult to comprehend on judicial 
grounds. The insufficiency of the reasons given and the more lenient sentences imposed 
in certain cases upon persons having affiliations with certain political or semi-political 
organisations tend to obstruct the judicial machinery of the Court and to embarrass the 
administration of justice in the Settlement. 

Criminal Courts.—The provision of four courts to try criminal cases each morning 
greatly facilitated the hearing of normal police cases, each court taking all cases from 
allotted Police Districts. The addition of two Chinese assistants to the Staff of the 
Prosecuting Solicitor and the appointment of four police officers, whose sole duties 
comprise the presentation of cases in court, have effected a much needed improvement 
in the conduct of police prosecutions. 

Expulsion.—The continued refusal of the Provisional Court to recognise the legality 
of the expulsion of habitual criminals from the Settlement or to impose penalties on 
criminals expelled by the former Mixed Court is an insuperable handicap in the suppres- 
sion of crime. 

Extradition—Under political pressure there is a tendency on the part of the 
Bench to ignore the necessity for a prima facie case togbe made out on occasions where 
the nature of the alleged offence is of an obviously political or quasi-political nature. 

Orders from Outside Authorities —Repeated efforts have been made to enforce 
such orders against residents of this Settlement. An outstanding case was an effort made 
by the National Government to force the Trustees of a Benevolent Fund, formed under 
the will of a deceased resident of the Settlement, to hand over this fund to Government 
control, ’ : 


CRIMINAL INVESTIGATION DEPARTMENT. 


During the year under review the C.I.D. has been re-organized and now consists 
of two main branches, viz., Crime and Political. An Assistant Commissioner is in charge 
of each branch, under the control of the Director of Criminal Investigation. The 
chart on the opposite page shows the present composition and distribution of the various 
sections and is self explanatory.

The work of the members of the C.I.D. during the past year has been excellent, 
and despite the very adverse circumstances under which they are called upon to act the 
results have been exceptional and unequalled in the history of the Department. 

During the process of re-organization it became obvious that the efficiency of the 
Department was seriously impaired by lack of accommodation in the Administration 
Building and although this has in some measure been rectified it becomes increasingly 
apparent that more office space is urgently needed to accommodate new sections made 
necessary by the ever growing activities of the Department. Several essential sections 
are much over-crowded at present and complete efficiency cannot be obtained until the 
accommodation needed is secured. 

During the year no less than 251 raids were made in connection with armed 
kidnappers and armed robbers resulting in the arrest of 1,138 persons. In addition 
21 persons were shot dead by members of the C.I.D., whilst resisting arrest, many 
individual cases of bravery of the staff being brought to notice. 

It is interesting to note that with the exception of armed kidnapping, reports of 
crime of all kinds were considerably less than during the year 1927. 

Serious Crime.—The statistics of persons murdered in the Settlement during the 
year show a decrease of 27 as compared with those of the preceding year, the figures 
being 96 and 123. Included in this total were 8 Foreigners made up as follows:— 


2 Foreign Constables killed in the execution of their duty, 2 Russian Watchmen 
and 1 Russian civilian, 2 Japanese civilians and 1 Sikh Policeman. The persons 
murdered in the remaining cases were Chinese, 6 of whom were members of the Municipal 
Police either killed in the execution of their duty by armed criminals or who died as a 
result of wounds so received. Twenty-four of the murders were committed by armed 
robbers, 3 by armed kidnappers, 6 in connection with Political matters and 5 in connection 
with labour agitation. The remainder were due to family quarrels, faction fights and 
other matters of a miscellaneous nature. In addition to crimes committed within the 
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jurisdiction of the Shanghai Municipal Police 14 murders occurred on Municipal roads 
situated outside Settlement limits and these were also investigated by the C.I.D. Among 
the murders of Foreigners the most callous was that of Miss Thompson, a nurse employed 
at the Victoria Nursing Home, who was deliberately shot by armed highway robbers on 
Keswick Road on October 3, while defending herself against the robbers. In connection 
with this case 3 Chinese were arrested and have since been sentenced to death. As 
indicating the desperate characters with whom the Police have to cope it is interesting 
to note that in addition to the murder mentioned, 4 charges of murder, 4 of attempted 
murder and 3 of armed robbery were preferred against this gang. Included in the 
cases committed outside Settlement limits, was the murder of a Belgian subject by armed 
robbers on December 31. One hundred and thirty-nine persons were arrested during 
the year on charges of murder and attempted murder. Eight of these were sentenced 
to death, 6 died from wounds received when resisting arrest. 


Pootoo Road Assassination Gang—From August 25, 1926 to March 27, 1928, 17 
murders and 4 attempted murders were committed in the Settlement in connection with 
labour disputes and matters of a political nature. In connection with these cases 22 
persons were arrested during the months of March and April this year by detectives 
attached to Pootoo Road Station. Of these persons, 13 were sentenced to various terms 
of imprisonment, ranging from 6 years to life imprisonment. Seven were handed over 
to thé Chinese Authorities on charges of communism, and the charges against 2 others 
were withdrawn. The arrest of this gang of assassins undoubtedly broke up the most 
desperate gang of criminals the S.M.P. have ever dealt with and rid the Settlement 
of a gang of paid assassins. 


65 were sentenced to imprisonment, 1 was fined, 7 were handed over to the 
Chinese Authorities, 1 escaped from custody. Charges against fifteen were withdrawn, 
27 were acquitted and 9 are still on remand. 


Nineteen persons on remand at the end of last year were dealt with:—3 were 
sentenced to death, 8 to imprisonment, 1 died of wounds received at the time of arrest, 
2 were handed over to the Chinese Authorities, the charge against another was withdrawn 
and 4 were acquitted. 


Five persons wanted for murders committed in Chinese controlled territory and 
two for a murder which occurred in the French Concession, were arrested and handed 
over to the Authorities concerned. 


Twelve persons died from injuries received in fights, etc., in which the charge 
was reduced to manslaughter. Twenty-three persons were arrested in connection with 
these cases, of whom 13 were sentenced to imprisonment, one was fined, 8 were acquitted 
and one is still under remand. 


Armed Abduction—During the year 49 persons were reported to have been 
abducted by armed gangs and held for ransom, an increase of 22 on the cases reported 
in 1927. It should be noted that these figures in no way indicate the true state of affairs 
existing in connection with crimes of this nature and it is known that many such cases 
were not reported to the Police at all. Of the 49 persons abducted, 11 were liberated 
by the Municipal Police, 1 by the Chapei Police (in some instances after prolonged 
battles with the kidnappers), 2 escaped from their captors, 27 were released after 
negotiations with the kidnappers (although in the majority of cases, this was strongly 
denied). There is no information available regarding the remaining 8 persons. Ten 
cases of attempted armed abduction were also reported. Two persons who were 
kidnapped in the French Concession and three in territory under Chinese Jurisdiction, 
were rescued by the Municipal Police. The number of persons arrested by the Shanghai 
Municipal Police in connection with crimes of this nature is unprecedented in the history 
of the Settlement, 443 being taken into custody and 9 shot dead while resisting ‘arrest. 
369 of these persons have up to the present been dealt with, 61 being sentenced to death, 
2 died from wounds, 78 sentenced to imprisonment, 29 handed over to the Chinese 
Authorities, 7 handed over to the French Police, 5 deported to Korea for trial, 2 released 
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on bond, charges against 63 were withdrawn, whilst 122 were acquitted owing to 
insufficient evidence. 74 are still on remand. 

Of the twenty persons on remand at the end of last year, 9 were sentenced to 
death, 1 to imprisonment and ten were released by the Court. 

Fifteen persons were arrested in the Settlement for armed abduction in territory 
under Chinese Jurisdiction and 47 for similar crimes committed in the French Concession. 


The extraordinary increase in this class of crime is definitely attributable to the 
following causes over which the Police have no control and it is safe to say that if these 
could be eliminated and the whole-hearted co-operation of Chinese obtained this method 
of terrorism could be eradicated in a few months :— 


(1) Failure of the victims to attempt to defend themselves or attract the attention of the - 
police whom they pass while in the custody of abductors. 
(2) Refusal of victims, their relations and friends to report cases to the Police. 


(3) The failure of relations to give any information and the deliberate lies told to hoodwink 
the Police and to protect the criminals. 


(4) The refusal of victims to identify persons arrested and the extraordinary measures taken 
to stop their friends and servants assisting the Police. 


(5) The criminal apathy of Chinese residents who witness acts of abduction. 


(6) Refusal to permit servants and relations to be interrogated despite the fact that the Police 
are aware that such persons are often the organisers of the crime. 


It has come to the notice of the Police that negotiations for the release of victims 
are carried out by influential persons and although these people never appear on the 
surface it is well known that kidnappers demand the good faith of such persons to 
guarantee immunity from arrest during negotiations. 

It is noticeable that such persons, although wealthy, are never kidnapped. 

Another important matter which has often been brought to the notice of the 
Police and which should be borne in mind by the Chinese residents of the Settlement 
is the fact that each case of kidnapping is well thought out before accomplishment and 
that the financial side of the scheme is the most important factor. It is estimated that 
each case of kidnapping involves an outlay of at least $1,000.00 indicating that the 
riff-raff who actually kidnap the victim and the guards who watch him, are simply tools 
in the business who are paid a small sum for the work and have nothing to do with the 
ransom. It is as well that the public should also realise that every case of kidnapping 
reported in the newspapers is not an authentic case and that the prevalence of this 
class of crime has provided a method for persons so disposed to disappear conveniently 
for a period in order to excite the sympathy of friends and relations by a story of 
kidnapping and payment of huge ransoms. Opium smuggling also plays a part in 
kidnapping and it is suspected that apparently respectable persons are kidnapped by 
accomplices in opium smuggling. 

The desperate character of this class of criminal was well illustrated on numerous 
occasions during the year, when Police whilst raiding premises occupied by kidnappers, 
met with armed resistance. The most outstanding of these cases are as follows:— 

On January 6, a kidnapper after his accomplice had been arrested, took refuge in 
an attic room of a Chinese house and although the Police in an effort to dislodge him 
used Mills grenades and tear-gas bombs in addition to pistols, he kept up a desultory fire 
for several hours before being eventually shot dead. 


Another serious affray occurred on March 15 when Municipal Police raided a 
house situated in Chapei and liberated a Chinese who had been kidnapped three weeks 
previously. A stubborn resistance was encountered, three of the kidnappers escaping 
to an adjoining house, where from various points of vantage, they continued to fire at 
the Police. Many shots were exchanged before the kidnappers were shot dead. Sub- 
Inspector Crowley, who was in charge of the Police party, was accidentally and fatally 
wounded by his pistol falling to the ground and discharging the bullet. He died a few 
hours later. 
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On May 17, as the result of a fusillade of shots fired at the Police when effecting 
the rescue of a Chinese who had been kidnapped from Chapei, a Foreign detective and 
an informer were wounded. This raid completed the capture of a large gang of armed 
kidnappers. 


Another hazardous rescue was carried out on October 3, when a combined party 
of French and Municipal detectives raided a house situated in the Settlement and 
liberated a Chinese who had been kidnapped from the French Concession. On entering 
the premises, the Police were met with a volley of shots, none of which, however, took 
effect. Two of the kidnappers were eventually shot dead and the gang arrested. 


Dixwell Road Kidnapping Gang.—Between March 1 and March 17, 1928, detectives 
attached to Dixwell Road Station raided twenty-four residences in the Settlement and 
French Concession and arrested 63 persons who were charged with being concerned in 
24 cases of armed kidnapping. In the course of these raids 3 persons who had been 
kidnapped were released and 11 pistols and a quantity of ammunition and spare magazines 
were seized. At the Provisional Court on June 8, after several hearings, 17 of the 
accused were sentenced to death, 2 to life imprisonment, 4 to terms of imprisonment 
ranging from 2 years and 11 months to ten years and the remainder were dismissed 
for lack of evidence, but ordered to leave Shanghai. 


The arrest and conviction of this gang constituted a record unparalleled in the 
history of the Settlement. 


Robbery.—Nine hundred and eighty-one reports of armed robbery were received 
during the year, a noticeable decrease on last year’s figures when 1,458 cases were 
reported. 812 cases occurred in shops, dwelling houses, etc., and 169 on the public 
highway. In connexion with the above, 2 Russian Watchmen, 1 Russian civilian, 1 
Japanese, 17 Chinese civilians and 1 Chinese Constable met their deaths, whilst 1 Japanese 
civilian, 1 Korean, 22 Chinese civilians, 1 Japanese Constable, 1 Chinese detective, 1 
Chinese Constable and 1 Indian Watchman were wounded. In addition, a Chinese 
Constable of the S.M.P. was wounded by robbers armed with pistols who were escaping 
after committing a robbery in the French Concession. As in armed kidnapping, the 
Police are greatly handicapped in combating this wave of armed robbery by the lack of 
assistance given by the victims, who, in the majority of cases, through fear but without 
reasonable cause, allow the robbers ample time to make good their escape before informing 
the Police. Two noticeable cases occurred, when, acting on information received from 
the public that armed robberies were to be committed at certain addresses, detectives 
were posted on the premises and in the vicinity, with the result that 7 armed robbers 
were taken into custody and 7 were shot dead whilst resisting arrest. There were no 
Police casualties. 892 persons were arrested for this crime during the year, of whom 
26 were further charged with murder and 27 with armed kidnapping. Eleven were 
sentenced to death, 14 died from wounds received at the time of their arrest, 461 were 
sentenced to imprisonment, 16 were handed over to the Chinese Authorities, 8 to the 
French Police, 1 was released on bond, 7 escaped from custody, 256 were released by the 
Court owing to insufficient evidence and 118 are still on remand. In addition to the above, 
26 armed robbers were shot dead whilst resisting arrest. 


Of the 97 persons on remand on December 31, 1927, charged with armed robbery, 
2 were sentenced to death, 69 to imprisonment, 2 died of wounds, the charges against 
10 others were withdrawn and 14 were acquitted. 


Sixty-one persons wanted for armed robberies occurring in Chinese controlled 
territory and 62 for armed robberies committed in the French Concession, were arrested 
in the Settlement by the S.M.P. and handed over to the Authorities concerned. 


Robberies in which no arms were used totalled 91; 7 occurring at dwelling houses 
and the remainder on the highway. In connexion with these cases, 85 persons were 
arrested, 69 were sentenced to imprisonment, 3 were handed over to the French Police, 
12 acquitted and one is still under remand. 
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A comparative table of robberies for the past ten years follows :—

As will be seen from the above table the number of armed robberies committed 
during the year has been considerably less than during 1927, while the number of arrests 
has exceeded those of the same period. 

The removal of the Kuomintang Army to the North in its advance on Peking 
undoubtedly carried with it a considerable number of armed robbers, and this coupled 
with the unprecedented number of arrests by the Police has considerably reduced the 
number of such crimes. There is still much to be done, however, before these pests can 
be eliminated and without the efficient co-operation of the Chinese Authorities on the 
Settlement border, the suppression of arms smuggling and the complete and effective 
disbandment of the superfluous armies there is little hope of complete immunity. 

Experience proves that the natural timidity of the Chinese resident is responsible 
for a large number of the successful robberies which have been committed. Ths 
absolutely impossible to place sufficient police on the streets to protect each individual 
house and while the victims make no attempt to call the police the latter have reason to 
complain of the poor assistance which they receive from the public even in the protection 
of their own property, 

In one instance four men entered a shop on Nanking Road at 7 p.m., held up forty 
persons, robbed the shop and got clear away with policemen probably passing the door 
and many in various posts nearby. 

Ten persons in a room above the shop locked an iron door to prevent the robbers 
going upstairs and calmly awaited their departure, despite the fact that there were 
windows in the room opening on to Nanking Road and a shout must have attracted notice. 

The collusion of servants and relations has been established in a number of cases 
and it is as well that the Chinese residents should realise the importance of scrutinising 
the antecedents of servants engaged by them before they are employed or permitted free 
access to the house. The removal of specie and money from place to place inadequately 
guarded, has led to several cases of armed highway robbery and the theft of very large 
sums of money. In most cases of this kind which have occurred, employees have been 
concerned either directly or indirectly. It cannot be too strongly impressed on employers 
of labour that such methods of moving money at stated and regular periods are much to 
be deprecated and are a direct incentive to employees to conspire with criminals to commit 
robbery. 


Property Stolen—During the year 5,321 reports of property being stolen were 
made, representing an estimated loss of $2,093,120.65. The return shows a decrease of 
1,149 reports on the figures of the previous year and a decrease of 616 on those of 1926. 
These reports include 386 cases of burglary against 402 for 1927, 112 of housebreaking 
against 100 for 1927, 85 of godown-breaking against 98 for 1927, 211 of shop and office 
breaking against 288 in 1927. Successful results were obtained in 2,827 cases, resulting 
in the recovery of property valued at $415,292.04. Ninety-nine cases reported as having 
occurred outside Settlement limits and 13 reports of property lost, were also successfully 
dealt with. B 
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Trafficking in Arms, ete——Twenty-nine foreigners and 29 Chinese were charged 
with offences connected with trafficking in firearms as against 15 foreigners and 13 
Chinese in 1927. 


Forty-one were sentenced to imprisonment, 4 handed over to the Chinese Author- 
ities, 4 fined, 7 dismissed and 2 are still on remand. Five hundred and fifty-nine pistols 
and revolvers and 46,140 rounds of ammunition were seized, a significant increase when 
compared with 118 pistols and 7,339 rounds of ammunition taken in 1927. In addition, 
4 machine guns with 800 rounds were also seized. 


One hundred and ninety-eight persons (3 of whom were in possession of bombs) 
were apprehended and charged for being in possession of explosives for an unlawful 
purpose, an increase of 118 over the figures for 1927. One was sentenced to death, 130 
to imprisonment, 5 were handed over to the Chinese Authorities, 22 fined, 2 released on 
bond, 1 escaped from custody, 30 were acquitted and 7 are still on remand. In addition 
to the above, 4 persons in possession of firearms were shot dead while resisting arrest. 
Twenty-one persons included in this category, were further charged and convicted on 
various counts of armed robbery, armed kidnapping and murder. 


Counterfeiting and Uttering Bank-notes.—Three Chinese were arrested during 
the year and charged with printing and forging bank-notes. Ten forged $5 notes, 
2 copper plates and a quantity of paraphernalia were seized. The accused were all 
sentenced to imprisonment. Eight foreigners and 62 Chinese were charged with uttering 
or being in possession of forged bank-notes. Forty-three were sentenced to imprison- 
ment, 9 were fined, 1 was released on bond, 15 acquitted and 2 are still under remand. 


Spurious notes of banks in Hongkong and Singapore appeared in the local exchange 
shops on several occasions during the year but in very small numbers. Convictions 
obtained for uttering these notes seem to have effectually stopped the circulation locally, 
but the actual source of supply was not discovered. As most of the men convicted were 
from other ports it is believed that they were not manufactured locally. 


Attempts made by Russians to work the confidence trick, wherein they claimed 
to be able to manufacture bank-notes with acid and presses, was nipped in the bud, but 
not before a number of Chinese had been swindled of large sums of money. 2 Russians 
were arrested and convicted of this fraud. 


In cases of this kind the Police experienced much difficulty in obtaining the 
assistance of complainants to give evidence, due to the fact that they themselves were in 
fear of prosecution and it may in future give confidence to such victims to know that it 


is part of the scheme to involve the buyer and compel him to keep quiet for fear of the 
consequences. 


Uttering Counterfeit Silver Coins ——Eleven Chinese were apprehended for offences 


committed under this heading of whom 7 were sentenced to imprisonment, 3 fined and 
1 acquitted. 


A considerable number of counterfeit rupees were discovered in circulation in 
the Settlement during the first few months of the year and many of these found their 
way to India with the Indian troops on their return to that country. Indian Watchmen 
and others from Shanghai were also found in possession of them in India, but extensive 
enquiries failed to locate the source of supply although it is suspected that they were 
manufactured in South China. Exchange shops and Banks accepted the coins without 
question, their intrinsic value being only slightly different from that of the government 
coinage, 

Enquiries from Germany also revealed the circulation of spurious copper pfennigs 
in circulation amongst seamen of the German merchant service and enquiries revealed 
the fact that these were sold at a cheap rate to seamen by Chinese at Southern Ports. 
The activities of the Police at those ports seem to have put a stop to this business. 

Threatening Letters—Six hundred and sixty-eight letters, the majority of which 
contained demands for money under threats of personal violence, were reported to the 


fm 
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Police as being received by 329 residents of the Settlement. One hundred and eighty 
of these were traced to their writers or senders, of whom 101 were arrested; six of these 
were further charged on various counts of armed kidnapping and armed robbery. One 
died from wounds received while resisting arrest, 71 were sentenced to imprisonment, 
1 was fined, 1 escaped from custody, the charges against 4 others were withdrawn, 13 
were acquitted and 10 are still on remand. In addition, 6 persons wanted by the Chinese 
Police and 3 by the French Police, were arrested and handed over to the Authorities 
concerned, 


The large increase in this class of crime is again attributable. to the timidity of 
the Chinese residents and to their reluctance to assist the Police, but it is gratifying to 
be able to say that this is being gradually overcome by the excellent results obtained by 
the Police in reported cases. 


Executions.—Seventy-eight Chinese arrested for serious crimes committed in the 
Settlement, were executed by the Chinese Authorities, 


No reliable statistics are available as to the number of persons executed for 
offences committed outside Settlement limits, but sixty-eight cases were mentioned in 
the Chinese Press, one of these taking place near the boundary of the Settlement at 
Yangtszepoo. 


“Hua Hui” Lotteries.—Three hundred and eighteen persons were arrested and 
convicted for conducting or being concerned with “Hua Hui” lotteries as against 216 in 
1927, 


The prevalence of these lotteries in the Settlement and surrounding districts has 
continued despite the number of arrests. This form of lottery is one of the oldest and 
most popular locally but is also one of the most fraudulent. Its demoralising influence 
is well known to the Chinese who still persist in it. It is patronized chiefly by poor 
Chinese, principally females. Its ramifications are wide-spread and its profits very 
great. It is conducted by known loafers who become rich on its profits. In Hongkew 
District it has resulted in murders, gang fights and suicides during the year and like 
opium smuggling demoralises officials and participants alike. 


Strenuous efforts on the part of the Police have had excellent results during the 
year and these people are now on the run holding their drawings in out of the way 
places to evade the police. 


Russians.—Russian pickpockets in large numbers made their appearance on the 
Shanghai Race Course at the May races but were successfully foiled by Police action. 
They then turned their attention to the theatres and picture houses; this also proved 
unremunerative and during the latter part of the year there were no reports of this nature, 


The activities of Russian specialists in shoplifting, pocketpicking, confidence 
tricksters, burglars and bag stealing in department stores, have received special attention 
during the year and a number of convictions have been obtained. 


A caution to shop-keepers and charitably disposed persons in regard to Russians 
of this type, both male and female, may not be out of place. It is advisable that the 
former should be wary of such persons working in couples (one male and one female) 
who usually wear special clothing for the purpose of concealing stolen articles. Persons 
willing to help indigent Russians should send their contributions to Russian charitable 
societies in preference to giving alms to persons who solicit from door to door, and house 
servants should be carefully instructed to refuse admission to females or males who present 
letters for their employers which might necessitate leaving them for a short time 
unobserved. 


Finger Print Bureau.—During the year under review the Finger Print Bureau 
received finger prints of 18,104 persons and identified 4,979 as having previous convictions 
recorded against them, making an average of 28%. 
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Of the total number of records received 18,111 were prints of prisoners arrested 
by the Municipal Police, of whom 3,760 were found to have been previously convicted 
and 2,534 prisoners arrested by the Police of the French Concession, 1,128 of whom were 
identified. 


The remainder consisted of finger prints of 1,284 chauffeurs taken prior to the 
issue of driving permits, 507 prospective Police recruits, 411 applicants for positions 
as private Watchmen under Police supervision, 68 Supernumeraries employed in the 
Police Department, 95 recruits of the Fire Brigade and 94 applicants for Bus drivers 
permits. 91 of these persons were found to have Police records. 


The total number of records is higher than any previous year, showing an increase 
of 1,229 on last year’s figures and an increase of 2,658 on the average figures for the 
preceding five years. 


The identification of prisoners works out at the excellent percentage of 31. 


1,119 ex-convicts, who had been released under the mark system of remission of 
sentence were re-arrested and had to complete the remitted portions of. their last 
sentences in addition to the terms of imprisonment imposed on them for the offences for 
which they were re-arrested. 


The finger prints of 5,464 prisoners arrested in the Settlement were sent to the 
Finger Print Bureau of the French Police, in accordance with the co-operation existing 
between the French Police and the S.M.P. for the exchange of criminal records. 


Police activities against two of the most prevalent types of local crime—Bag- 
snatching and pocket-picking—continue, as is shown by the number of arrests, 578 
bagsnatchers and 612 pickpockets being apprehended during the year, of whom 817 were 
found to be old offenders, making the identification 68%. ° 


The following table shows the number of records received and identifications 
made since the inauguration of the Bureau in 1910.

The total number of cases investigated by this Department during the year with 
the object of securing latent prints of the perpetrators was 142, comprising :—7 cases 
of armed robbery, 4 armed kidnapping, 1 murder, 56 burglary, 8 housebreaking, 17 
officebreaking, 30 shopbreaking, 6 godownbreaking, 1 garagebreaking and 12 larceny, 
finger prints being secured in 38 cases. 


‘Identification of the offenders was made in 12 cases of burglary, 1 housebreaking, 
1 shopbreaking, 2 officebreaking and 1 larceny. Of these, 4 burglars, 1 housebreaker, 
1 shopbreaker and 2 officebreakers were arrested and sentenced to imprisonment. One 
shopbreaker (Russian) was also arrested and sentenced to imprisonment for an offence 
committed in 1927. One Russian is at present under remand charged with larceny of 
jewellery from a foreign hotel. 


The finger-printing of dead bodies found by the Police, to establish identity, 
continues to show good results and has resulted in very important information being 
obtained. During the year 178 bodies have been finger-printed and photographed 
resulting in 8 armed robbers being identified. 

8 
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Finger-printing of persons found murdered has served a very useful purpose and 
has resulted in identification on seven occasions. ‘ 


Identification was also established in ten cases of persons who met their death 
by accident or natural causes, two of these being foreigners. 


A number of burglaries from foreign dwelling houses in the Settlement was 
perpetrated during the months of June, July and August. In eight cases finger prints 
were secured on broken glass from which a thief was identified, eventually arrested, 
charged and sentenced to 3 years and 6 months imprisonment. 


A foreign dwelling house in the Western District was broken into during March, | 
in gaining entry the burglar awakened the occupant who fired two shots at the intruder, 
but the latter made good his escape. Later in the day a Chinese reported at Gordon 
Road Police Station that he had been shot by armed robbers and he was removed to the 
Lester Hospital for treatment. Suspicions being aroused his finger prints were taken 
and he was found to be an old criminal with seven previous convictions for burglary and 
larceny and finally admitted having been shot by a foreigner whilst breaking into a 
_ dwelling house. He was sentenced to 2 years imprisonment. 


Five Chinese who were arrested during the year for sending threatening letters 
were convicted on hand-writing evidence produced by the Bureau and were sentenced 
to various terms of imprisonment ranging from 2 years and 10 months to 16 years. 


POLITICAL AND OTHER MATTERS. 


Military—Except for constant troop movements, the Shanghai district was 
comparatively quiet from a military point of view. Sporadic attempts were made by 
agents of the Northern Party in the early part of the year to tamper with the Nationalist 
forces quartered in the vicinity of Shanghai and damage the railways with explosives. 
Warships then affiliated to the Northern Party fired a few shells at the Woosung Forts, 
sent seaplanes to bomb the Arsenal, and then withdrew. Martial Law was in force in 
Chinese territory from January to May owin® to these incidents and frequent reports of 
the hostile intentions of Communists and Northern guerilla soldiery. 


Anti-Foreign and Anti-Japanese Agitations.—Japanese troops, sent to Shantung 
in April to protect the lives and property of their nationals came into collision with 
Nationalist soldiers at Tsinan on May 3. This incident led to the Kuomingtang Party 
and the Students’ Union joining forces to agitate against the presence of Japanese troops 
on Chinese soil. This agitation first took the form of intensive propaganda by students 
whose schools were closed for this purpose and was followed by the formation of 
several anti-Japanese organisations. Innumerable mass meetings have since been held 
marked by inflammatory speeches, the distribution of handbills, and the shouting of 
slogans. Isolated attacks have been made on foreigners by persons thus aroused. 


The most popular and remunerative form this agitation has taken is a systematic 
daily search for Japanese goods at wharves, godowns and shops in Chinese territory by 
pickets. The goods seized are either sold or have to be redeemed by their owners by pay- 
ment of a fine. No account is rendered of the money thus realized or how it is spent. In 
several instances merchants alleged to have dealt in Japanese goods have been paraded 
through the streets or subjected to other indignities, subsequently obtaining release on 
payment of fines to these self-appointed directors of the boycott movement. In connection 
with this and other methods to arouse public feeling against Japan, the agitators have 
resorted to such gross exaggerations that they have in some cases defeated the object 
they had in view. ‘ 


The foregoing agitations have entailed much extra work for the Municipal Police 
who have been obliged to take special measures to protect the Settlement from action by 
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mobs worked into a state of frenzy by unscrupulous orators at meetings held in Chinese 
territory and to prevent the boycott pickets extending their operations into the Settlement. 


Apart from the agitation against Japan, antagonism towards foreigners in general 
was shown throughout the year, particularly on what may be termed political anniver- 
saries, which now so plentifully dot the Kuomingtang calendar. These anniversaries 
are each marked by meetings at which anti-foreign speeches are delivered, lurid pamphlets 
are distributed and slogans are shouted. 


Anti-Christian Movement.—A series of anti-Christian meetings were held under 
the auspices of the Kuomingtang during the month of December, whose official organ, 
the ze Kuo Pap, published an anti-Christian supplement on Christmas Day. 


“Peitation, against, Municipal Council—Agitation against the Municipal Council 
was maintained throughout the year, directed and supported by officials of the Kuoming- 
tang, the Chinese Ratepayers’ Association, and Stréet Unions. The main points covered 
by this agitation were the retention of the increase in 1927 in the Municipal rates from 
14% to 16%, increase of Chinese representation on the Council, control of extra-Settle- 
ment roads, and retention of the protective barricades along the boundaries. 


Communism.—From time to time during the year reports that—Co: munistic 
risings would occur in Shanghai were received, but beyond the distribution Bf extremely 
inflammatory handbills and literature nothing of a serious nature occurred, except for a 
series of murders which were perpetrated in the Yangtszepoo and Pootoo Road districts. 
Measures adopted by the police in their efforts to suppress Communism included the 
raiding of a number of Communist cells and the arrest of 125 persons, of whom 76 were 
‘handed over to the Chinese Authorities by order of the Provisional Court. Among the 
literature seized in these raids were magazines entitled, “The Bolshevik,” “Battle Scenes” 
and the “Shanghai Worker.” 


In addition to those arrested for participating in actual Communistic activities, 
198 persons were successfully prosecuted for being engaged in the preparation and/or 
distribution of literature calculated to cause a breach of the peace and five premises 
were sealed by order of the Provisional Court. 


Strikes—As compared with 136*industrial disputes which occurred in 1927, 
there were 114 strikes in Shanghai in 1928. Of this number, 58 were of a purely 
economic nature, 22 were the result of internal friction and 34 were declared as a means 
of showing sympathy for other workers. The number of employes affected and the 
number of working days lost by them are shown in the following table :—

The enterprises affected included 88 silk filatures, 7 cotton mills, 9 tobacco factories, 
5 engineering, electrical and iron works, 64 printing houses, 3 wharf companies, 40 gold 
and silversmiths shops, 1 candle factory, 1 egg factory, 1 dairy, 1 match factory, 1 towel 
factory, 1 knitting factory, 1 shipping company, 5 foreign tailoring firms and a number 
of foreign tailoring establishments owned by Chinese, 1 hospital, 2 silk weaving factories, , 
public garages, ricsha hongs, the Chinese Post Office, the Shanghai Gas Company, the 
China General Omnibus Company, the Shanghai Electric Construction Co., the French- 
town and Chinese Tramway Companies, and Chinese stores which deal in articles of a 
varied nature such as dry goods, piece goods, sauce, rice, peanut and candy, beancurd, 
medicine, silk and satin, paper, cigarettes and money exchange, candle, clothing, etc. 


&, 
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An improvement was noticeable in the labour situation at the beginning of 1928, 
and at the end of January the Settlement, Frenchtown and Chinese territory were for 
the first time in many months free from strikes, the employes of the B.A.T, Factories 
in Pootung, who had been out for 314 months, having gone back to work in the course of 
that month. ‘ 


On March 9 about 30,000 workers of 88 silk filatures in the Settlement and Chapei 
struck work as a protest against the wounding by the Police of the Public Safety Bureau 
on March 5 of an employee of a filature in Chapei who subsequently died. These employes 
resumed four days later after the Chinese Authorities had consented to hold an inquiry 
into the wounding affair. They, however, again went on strike on June 7, as a result of 
dissatisfaction with the punishment inflicted on the member of the staff of the Public 
Safety Bureau who was responsible. The second strike was maintained by means of 
agitation, intimidation and sabotage. A threat by the local Garrison Commander to 
arrest ten of the ringleaders put an end to this lawlessness and the majority of the 
workers resumed unconditionally on June 25. A few days later intimidation again 
became rife and 23 filatures employing 11,000 hands were obliged to close down. The 
trouble was finally settled on July 5 when the management sanctioned an increase in 
wages. 


Intimidation, assault, threats and sabotage were also used to intimidate the 
workers in connexion with strikes affecting a Chinese printing shop, public ricsha hongs. 
and beancurd shops. In the printing shop dispute, a Chinese member of the executive 
committee of the Printers’ Union threatened to shoot the manager of the printing 
company, for which offence he was arrested by the police and convicted by the Provisionak 
Court. In the strike affecting public ricsha hongs, several coolies were arrested on 
August 8 and 9 for intimidation. On the former date a crowd of coolies on strike 
smashed the windows of two ricsha hongs on East Kashing Road. Another party of 
them made a demonstration outside Harbin Road Police Station, but were dispersed by 
the Police. On August 15, 400 workers of a silk filature at 5 Winchester Road struck 
work to further a demand for improved working conditions and subsequently proceeded 
to three filatures at Alabaster and North Soochow Roads where, by smashing windows, 
they intimidated the employes into joining the strike. With these and other employes 
who came out later, the total number of silk filature workers affected came to 4,450. 
Thése belonged to 12 different filatures, all of which are in West Hongkew district. 
Intimidation was also practised in strikes affecting employes of rice shops and printing 
shops. In the case of rice shops the trouble was stopped by the arrest of eighteen of 

’ the parties responsible. 


About 1,800 lower grade employes of the Chinese Post Office were on strike from 
October 2 to October 5 inclusive. During the strike the service of the Post Office was 
partially maintained with the assistance.of the senior employes, the Public School Cadet 
Corps and Boy Scouts from the French and Jewish schools. Apart from holding several 
meetings in the Post office building and in Chinese territory no incident occurred in the 
Settlement and order was observed throughout the period of the strike. Twenty-six 
persons were arrested and convicted during November for intimidation and assault in 

* connexion with the strike in beancurd shops and thirteen Chinese were arrested by the 
Municipal Police in the same month for attempting to drown an employee of the Gold 
and Silversmiths’ (Masters) Association which is situated in the Settlement. Twelve of 
the persons responsible for the attack on this individual, who fortunately was rescued by 
the Police, were convicted by the Provisional Court. 


On December 3, about 1,300 employes of the French Tramway Company declared 
a strike to enforce various demands. Agitation which followed was supported by 
members of various labour unions and the local Kuomingtang. In the course of 
disturbances resulting from the agitation, two members of the French Police were 
assaulted and wounded. The strikers went back to work.on December 12 but struck 
again on December 16 in consequence of disagreement with the company about the 
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terms of settlement. The employes eventually resumed work on December 30 after their 
_ employers had granted them several concessions including an increase in wages and a 
bonus for regular attendance. 


The Labour Unification Committee controlled local labour unions for the first 
four months of the year. Its place was taken on May 6 by the Shanghai Labour Union 
Reorganization Committee which in turn was replaced in October by the Kuomingtang 
Headquarters and the Social Bureau of the Greater Shanghai Municipality. The last 
mentioned organ, in its eagerness to arrogate to itself authority to which it has no 
claim, has interfered on several occasions in matters outside the sphere of its jurisdiction. 


In November, the Social Bureau and the People’s Training Committee of the 
Kuomingtang Headquarters jointly issued a mandate ordering that all disputes between 
employes and employers be submitted for settlement to the Social Bureau, or, in cases 
where that office fails to give satisfaction, to an Arbitration Committee. 


The National Government is reported to be considering the promulgation of a 
Factory Law under which establishments regularly employing more than thirty workers 
will be obliged to register with the Ministry of Industry, Commerce and Labour, 


Rice.—The average price of Chinese rice for 1928 was $11.98 per picul as compared 

_ with $15.90 per picul in 1927. The highest figure for the year was touched in December 

when prices began to rise owing to the crop for 1928 being well below the average. in 

quality and quantity. In consequence of this circumstance, famine is raging in some 
districts of the interior. 


Chinese Newspapers.—Since the advent of the National Party to power, a change. 
for the worse has been noticeable in the attitude of the Chinese press generally towards 
the Municipal Council and foreigners generally. Every wild rumour picturing foreigners 
or the Foreign Administration in an unfavourable light is published as reliable news and 
every incident calculated to cause friction between these parties and the Chinese popu- 
lation is accorded a space in a conspicuous part of the newspaper and exaggerated to the 
utmost. In an effort to create propaganda favourable to the portion of the policy of the 
National Government which adversely. affects foreigners resident in China, interviews are 
invented and statements attributed to prominent visitors-to the country which were 
never given or made and with which the parties concerned have no sympathy. While 
hostility of this nature is frequently displayed, useful and constructive suggestions are 
seldom forthcoming. 


Opium Traffic—Information obtained in the course of investigations during the 
year leaves little room for doubt that the traffic in opium and consumption of that drug 
is steadily increasing. Although the hopelessness of trying to suppress the illicit trade 
under present conditions becomes more apparent yearly, the Police have not in any way 
relaxed their efforts, and in the course of the year charged no less than 2,725 persons 
for offences of this character. Of these 2,023 were fined, 493 imprisoned and fined, 
67 imprisoned and 142 discharged. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


The year under review has again been one of strenuous activity for the Police 
Force. It may truthfully be said that hardly a day passes but the police are confronted 


with some problem of an intricate nature which if mishandled may lead to an intern- 
ational incident. 


In common with other Forces throughout the world, the Shanghai Municipal 
Police Force is at all times exposed to public criticism but it is doubtful if in any city 
public criticism is so searching as it is in Shanghai, where anti-foreign agitators 


immediately seize upon the slightest opportunity given by some error of police judgment 
ge 
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as an excuse for condemnation. The feeling of antagonism of certain sections of the 
public towards the Municipal Police is apt to become a severe strain on the nerves of its 
members and it is much to their credit that genuine complaints against the personnel 
have been few. 


Once again it is a pleasure to record the bravery displayed by members of the 
Force in the capture of armed kidnappers and robbers, and particularly that of the 
Chinese Branch, who on numerous occasions have shown pluck and resource that would 
do credit to highly trained soldiers. It is interesting to note that complaints of failure 
to answer the call for assistance in armed robberies, etc., have been practically nil. The 
public must not forget that a large percentage of the Shanghai Police Force is practically 
and continually on active service, and when on duty in the streets is liable at any time of 
the day or night to be in danger of loss of life at the hands of armed criminals who are 
attracted to the International Settlement as the richest and best field in China for their 
operations. 


The work of the C. I. D. is clearly demonstrated in this report and the untiring 
efforts of this Department in combating the never-ending wave of crime are worthy of 
the highest praise.

Of these 98 Death Sentences, 1 has been reduced to imprisonment by the Appeal Court 
and 8 on re-hearing after having been sent back for re-trial by the Nanking Government, 
while of 6,507 prisoners sentenced to imprisonment by the Court of First Instance 2 were 
later in the Appeal Court sentenced to death. 
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CHINESE REPRESENTATION ON THE COUNCIL. 


A highly satisfactory conclusion to the long-protracted negotiations on the subject 
of Chinese representation on the Council was reached during the year when, on April 6, 
an official announcement was issued apprizing the public of the arrangements completed 
between the Council and the Chinese community whereby Chinese representation on the 
Council became immediately effective. : 


The official announcement was as follows :— 


As the outcome of discussions with representative members of the Chinese community which com- 
menced nearly six months ago, arrangements have now been concluded whereby effect can be given to the 
principle of Chinese Representation on the Council. 

It will be recalled that a resolution affirming the desirability of participation by Chinese residents 
in the government of the International Settlement was passed at the annual meeting of ratepayers two 
years ago; and it is further a matter of record that, in pursuance thereof, the proposed addition of three 
Chinese members to the Council was officially accepted both by the Chinese Government in Peking and by 
the local Chinese authorities in Shanghai. 

For certain reasons the Chinese community have not hitherto appointed their three Chinese represen- 
tatives and the Council, to its regret, has consequently been deprived in the meantime of the advice and 
assistance of Chinese colleagues. , 

With the appointment of three Chinese Councillors, which it is hoped may be made effective at once, 
and the selection of six Chinese ratepayers to serve on its various Advisory Committees, the Council feels 
that a great step forward has been taken towards the settlement of a long outstanding question, and looks 
with confidence to future good results, which, with the genuine co-operation of all concerned, cannot fail 
to ensue. 

Copies of letters exchanged between the Council and the Chinese Ratepayers’ Association are 
appended :— 


(Translation.) 
Shanghai, March 26, 1928. 

Dear Sir,—With a view to effecting the removal of various causes of misunderstanding and friction 
in the near future as well as the immediate present, and with a view to manifesting a sincere desire for 
co-operation, Mr. Yu Ya-ching, our Chairman, and Mr. Li Ming, Chairman of our Budget Committee, 
pursuant to the policy of equality of treatment as the basic principle for the solution of outstanding 
problems, take the liberty of addressing you on behalf of our Association and of placing before you certain 
suggestions for your sympathetic consideration :— 

Seats for Chinese Councillors—The Association still considers the number of seats for Chinese on 
the Council should be determined by the amount of taxes paid into the Municipal Treasury. But as an 
indication of the sincere desire for co-operation on the part of this Association under present circumstances, 
a modus vivendi based on discussions that have taken place between the Association and the Council 
should be adopted in the form of adding six seats on the Council’s Committees to the original offer of three 
seats on the Council itself, making a total of nine seats in all. This arrangement should be carried out 
at once. 

The Association regards this arrangement as an interim arrangement only, and considers that an 
increase of six in the number of seats on the Council itself should be effected in the shortest possible time. 
In the a. it is understood that the functions and treatment of the six Chinese Committee Members 
will be in all respects similar to those of other members of the said Committees. 

| Chinese in the Secretariat and other Departments——The Association considers that in order to 
assist in the administration of the various departments of the Council there should be at least a Chinese 
senior executive respectively in the Secretariat, Police Department and other Departments in the Service. 
Chinese should also be liberally placed in other responsible positions in order that the spirit and principle 
of co-operation may be given due effect and in order that all misunderstandings may be removed and 
prevented. 


Chinese and Chinese Education—The Association considers that the Chinese Education Committee 
should be composed principally of Chinese Members and that, in principle, the appropriation for Chinese 
education should be fixed on a basis of 20 per cent. of the total municipal revenue. But in order not to 
render the present budget unworkable, the Association suggest that the appropriations to be made should 
consist of the original allotment plus the amount that will cover the minimum requirements for the exten- 
sion of education among the Chinese residents. This Association will be glad to assist in the appointment 
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of suitable Chinese as members of the Chinese Education Committee. With a view to meeting the 
educational requirements of Chinese pupils and to facilitating the future administration of the educational 
institutions, from the next term onward the Association considers that Chinese should be appointed to 
various responsible executive positions in the four municipal public schools for Chinese. 

In placing these suggestions before you we have been actuated by the motive of sincere desire for 
the advent of close Sino-foreign co-operation in all municipal enterprises, and we hope that in the interest 
of the residents of this Settlement and in the interest of the development of Sino-foreign trade relations 
you will see your way to do the necessary for the expeditious fulfilment of the wishes of this Association as 
embodied in this letter, bearing in mind that we are engaged in a movement in which we voice the 
sentiments of the Chinese ratepayers in particular and the Chinese community in general.

Sir,—I have the honour to acknowledge receipt of your letter of this date in connection with the 
questions of Chinese representation on the Council, the employment of Chinese in senior positions in the 
Municipal Service and the education of Chinese in the Settlement. 


The Council notes with satisfaction your views as to the desirability of filling the three existing 
vacancies for Chinese Councillors at once, and hereby confirms our arrangement for the selection of six 
Chinese gentlemen, in addition to the three Councillors, as members of the various Council's Committees. 
As already stated in conversation with yourself, the functions and treatment of the Chinese Committee 
members would be similar to those of the other members of the said Committees. 


As regards the view expressed in the third paragraph of your letter, the Council quite appreciates the 
point that, with the full-co-operation of the Chinese, the proposed arrangement will, in the ordinary course 
of events, lead to an increase in the number of Chinese members of the Council. 


As regards the other points mentioned in your letter, I have the honour to state that the Council has 
already given preliminary consideration both to the appointment of Chinese to senior positions in its 
service and to the question of increased educational facilities for the Chinese; but consideration of these 
subjects in extenso is being held in abeyance until such time as the authorized Chinese members of the 
Council take their seats.

Accordingly, immediately after the Annual Meeting of Ratepayers, the appoint- 
ment of three Chinese members of Council and six Chinese members of the various 
Council Committees was notified by the Senior Consul and these gentlemen took their 
seats at the first meeting of the newly-appointed Council. The names of the Chinese 
representatives appear in the Introduction to this Report. The arrangement has been 
completely satisfactory and the foreign members of Council have received considerable 
assistance on many occasions during the year from their Chinese colleagues on ‘es Council. 


ADMISSION OF CHINESE TO PUBLIC PARKS. 


One of the many difficult problems which had faced the Council for several years 
was solved during 1928 when the question of the admission of Chinese to the public 
parks and open spaces was finally settled on a basis satisfactory to all parties. In 1927, 
at the Annual Meeting of Ratepayers, a resolution was adopted that Jessfield and 
Hongkew Parks, the Public Garden, the Bund Lawns and Foreshore, Quinsan Square and 
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Brenan Piece be opened to Chinese on the same terms as to foreigners, but a qualifying 
amendment was passed by the meeting that no effect be given to the resolution until the 
conditions which then existed became normal. At the 1928 meeting of ratepayers, the 
Council was empowered to draw up and enforce from June 1, 1928, such regulations as 
might be necessary to give effect to the admission of Chinese to the Parks and Open Spaces. 


Subsequently, revised regulations governing admission to various parks were 
published, as follows :— 


HoNnGKEW Park. 
(1) The park is open to the public daily during the undermentioned hours:— 
From April 1 to September 30: 5 a.m. to Sunset. 
From October 1 to March 31: 6 a.m. to Sunset. 
On evenings when orchestral concerts are held the park will remain open until midnight. 

(2) Entry into the park is prohibited except through the gates provided. 

(3) An admission fee of 10 copper cents is payable by all persons not in possession of a season 
ticket, except children under 12 years of age, who may be admitted free of charge when accompanied by 
adults. 

(4) The children’s playground is reserved for the exclusive use of children accompanied by their 
parents or nurses. Admission is prohibited to all other persons. 

(5) Animals, bicycles and other vehicles (except toy vehicles and baby carriages) may not be 
brought into tie park. Baby carriages must be confined to the pathways. 

(6) Admission to the park is prohibited in the case of hawkers, beggars, persons not respectably 
dressed, and persons suffering from any communicable disease or believed to have been recently exposed 
to the infection of such disease. 

(7) Bird’s-nesting, picking flowers, causing damage to shrubs, plants or grass, shooting, fishing, 
boating, bathing and fire-lighting are prohibited. 

(8) Cricket, golf, lawn tennis, bowls, baseball, football and hockey are permitted only upon those 
portions of the ground specially set apart for these games. The season for football and hockey is 
approximately from October 15 to March 15. The season for cricket, lawn tennis, bowls and baseball is 
approximately from May 1 to October 15. 

(9) Grounds may be reserved for matches upon written application being made to the Superintendent 


of Parks. 


(10) The playing of games is not permitted when in the opinion of the Park Keeper the grounds are 
not in a fit condition, and a notice to that effect is exhibited at the entrance to the park. 

(11) Cricket, football, hockey and baseball are not permitted on Sundays before 1 p.m. 

(12) The positions of lawn tennis courts and bowling greens are arranged by the Superintendent 
of Parks. Persons using these courts are required to wear boots or shoes without heels. 

(13) The playing of golf is not permitted after 9 a.m. This restriction applies also to practice with 
golf club and ball, except on the practice putting-green. 

(14) All waste paper and other refuse must be deposited in receptacles provided for the purpose. 

(15) Speeches and public meetings are prohibited. ; 

(16) Spitting is prohibited. 

(17) No person shall commit a nuisance. 


(18) The Council shall not be liable for any damage, loss or injury of whatsoever nature to persons

(5) Visitors are not permitted to take walking sticks, parasols, umbrellas, flowers or parcels into the 
garden.

(6) Teasing or irritating the animals or birds in any way is prohibited. 

(7) Food suitable for feeding the animals and birds may be purchased at the gate-keeper’s lodge.

The Quinsan Square Garden was at first reserved exclusively for the use of children 
and for such adults as might be in charge of them, but this reservation was later with- 
drawn. Season tickets for all the parks were made available at a charge of $1.00 each. 

As anticipated, the Chinese community made great use of the parks and open 
spaces as is seen from the following statistics culled from the monthly reports of the 
Superintendent of Parks and Open Spaces :—

JUDGMENT. 


This is a-claim by the lessee of a café situated on a Municipal Road outside Settlement limits for 
an injunction restraining the Council from denying the café access to the Municipal Road, for an order 
to restore the supply of electric current to the café, and for damages, 
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It is admitted that the Plaintiff applied for and received a licence from the Defendants to conduct 
the said café, that in contravention of the terms of this licence the café was conducted in a disorderly 
manner, that verbal and written warnings to cease such contravention were not acted upon, and that 
when sued before his Consular Authorities on account of such contravention the Plaintiff set up a 
defence repudiating the right of the Defendants to issue any such licence to the Plaintiff. : 

The right of the Defendants to construct roads outside Settlement limits carries with it the obliga- 
tion to see that such roads and attached public utilities such as electric current are not made auxiliary 
to the creation of a public nuisance. 

The position of the Plaintiff being therefore that he does not come before the Court with clean 
hands, and the position of the Defendants being that they have taken no action beyond such as the 
Plaintiff’s own conduct rendered reasonably necessary to discharge their obligation as aforesaid, the 
Court holds that the Plaintiff is not entitled to succeed in his petition which is accordingly dismissed.

Ivan Boushkoff v. The Council for the Foreign Community of Shanghai 
North of the Yangkingpang. 


JUDGMENT. 


This is a case in which Ivan Boushkoff, a Russian, formerly temporarily employed by the Shanghai 
Municipal Council in their Electricity Department, claims damages from the Council for injuries 
sustained by him and which it is alleged are the consequence of an accident which occurred whilst in 
the Council’s’ employ, the said accident being due to alleged negligence on the part of another Council’s 
servant. 

It is admitted that on or about June 21, 1925, Plaintiff fell out of a lorry driven by a servant 
of the Defendants. Plaintiff alleges that this accident was due to the fact that the driver contrary 
to the custom previcusly obtaining set tne lorry in motion without awaiting notification from the 
Plaintiff that the party of which the latter was in charge was ready to proceed; Plaintiff further alleges 
that in consequence of the said accident his health is and will permanently be impaired and his earning 
capacity therefore diminished. 

Defendants deny any negligence on the part of the lorry driver and alternatively allege that if 
there was any such negligence, there was contributory negligence on the part of the Plaintiff, the latter 
having failed to exercise proper care in mounting and/or sitting in the said lorry; the Defendants 
further deny that there is any connection between the accident and Plaintiff’s alleged impaired state 
of health, 

From the evidence given by witnesses called by both parties and the expert evidence submitted 
by various medical practitioners, the Court has come to the conclusion that on the day of the accident 
the lorry driver set the lorry in motion without previously ascertaining in a conclusive manner that the 
workmen whom he had to transport were all on board and that in consequence Plaintiff who was about 
to sit down in the lorry fell out; that Plaintiff’s hearing capacity which was to be considered as normal 
before the accident became defective after the accident and that such deficiency must be ascribed to the 
shock sustained by the Plaintiff when projected out of the lorry; that although Plaintiff’s earning 
capacity can not be properly assessed such capacity has been reduced on account of deficient hearing; 
that no contributory negligence can be attributed to Plaintiff and that the Defendants are therefore 
responsible for the injury sustained by Plaintiff. 

The Court therefore adjudges: 


1—That the Shanghai Municipal Council pay to Ivan Boushkoff the sum of Shanghai Taels 
1,000 by way of damages and a further sum of Shanghai Taels 400 for medical fees; 
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2.—That the Shanghai Municipal Council bear the costs of this action including a Court fee 
of Shanghai Taels 50 and Plaintiffs attorney’s fee assessed in the amount of Shanghai Taels 200.

ARMED ROBBERIES AND KIDNAPPING. 


INAUGURATION OF SPECIAL CRIME SUPPRESSION FUND. 


In one of his speeches at the Annual Meeting of Ratepayers, the Chairman of 
Council devoted considerable attention to the armed robber and kidnapping menace, and, 
in the course of his remarks, he said :— 

“A situation exists in this Settlement to-day with regard to armed robbery and kidnapping which 
may safely be said to be without parallel in any other city in the world. The causes are more or less well 
understood generally and require no extended comment from me. 

The public is familiar with the splendid work done by the police in coping with this class of crime, 
especially during the past few months. Under our peculiar local conditions, the efficiency of Police work 
is dependent in a great measure upon the support of Judicial authority, the co-operation of the Chinese 
public and the Police and Military organizations functioning in adjacent Chinese territory. 

When this support and co-operation are lacking the efforts of our Police are necessarily hampered 
and restricted. 

Unfortunately this is the situation with which we are confronted at the present time. In this 
connection I might mention that although some 58 criminals have been sentenced to death by the 
Provisional Court since September 8, 1927, so far only one has been executed. 

Under existing conditions to put an end effectively to the activities of the armed robbers and 
kidnappers in this Settlement would require an addition to the Police force of approximately 3,000 men 
which would increase the annual cost of the Police Department by Tls. 1,000,000. 

Failing this, the only alternative is to try to persuade the Chinese authorities to deal more severely 
with crimes of violence and in particular to introduce the “Cat.” Many efforts have been made to induce 
the Chinese authorities to adopt corporal punishment for this class of crimes, but without success or hope 
of success. 

The whole problem is an extremely difficult one with little or no prospect of solution in the near 
future and one which the community might do well to ponder.” 

During the year, the Council gave special consideration to the problem and, in 


January, the following Proclamation was issued :— 


PROCLAMATION. 
(Translation.) 

The Council is glad to announce for public information that a Special Crime Suppression Fund 
has been started at the suggestion of responsible Chinese ratepayers. 

This Fund is supported by voluntary contributions. A number of subscriptions have already been 
received and more would be welcomed from all classes of the community. 

Subscriptions may be sent or handed in person to Mr. J. C. Bosustow, Assistant Treasurer and 
Comptroller (Room 231, 2nd Floor, Municipal Council Building) at any time during office hours and 
official receipts will be issued by the Treasurer and Comptroller’s Department. 
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All subscribers who so desire will be given distinguishing numbers and public acknowledgement of 
their contributions will be made by the Council in the Chinese and foreign newspapers under these numbers 
instead of under their names. Thus, if they wish it, will the anonymity of contributors be strictly 
preserved, 

_ The actual uses to which the money so received will be devoted will include the engagement of special 
nts, rewards to persons for useful information received, rewards to policemen for good work done, extra 
— to men engaged on specially arduous work in connection with the crime situation, and extra 
gratuities to men injured and to the families of men killed in the course of their duty.

CHINESE ADVISORY COMMITTEE. 


Under the caption of “Chinese Representation on the Council,” there was published 
in the Annual Report for 1927 the appended letter of December 1, 1927, from the 
Chairman of Council to Mr. Yu Ya-ching, Chairman of the Commercial Federation. The 
full correspondence is given hereunder, and a separate article in this volume deals with 
the question of “Chinese Representation on the Council” :— 


Council Chamber, Shanghai, December 1, 1927. 

Sir,—When the Council brought forward the resolution which was passed at the Annual Meeting 
of Ratepayers held in April, 1926, concerning Chinese representation on the Council, it was expected, I think 
by all concerned, that the three seats so authorized would be filled without undue delay. This, however, for 
certain reasons has not been done; and the Council in consequence now finds itself, on the approach of 
another administrative year, without the assistance and support of Chinese Members for which it had 
hoped. In these circumstances, I am writing to enquire whether in the meantime it would be possible to 
secure the services of a Special Advisory Committee for the purpose of assisting the Council in connection 
with the forthcoming budget for 1928; such Committee to consist of, say, from 3 to 5 gentlemen who would 
be well qualified, by reason of their own interests in the Settlement, to advise the Council on the larger 
questions of municipal finance. 

I may add that the Council would very cordially welcome the assistance of a Committee of this 
nature and I feel confident that its appointment could not fail to be to the great advantage of all parties 
concerned.

MUNICIPAL ROADS BEYOND 
SETTLEMENT LIMITS. 


The Council’s position with reference to the policing of municipal roads beyond the 
Settlement boundary was clearly laid down once more in the appended correspondence 
between the Senior Consul and the Chairman of Council :— 


Senior Consulate, Shanghai, December 23, 1927. 
Sir,—I have the honour to transmit herewith a copy of a communication addressed to me by the 
Commissioner for Foreign Affairs regarding patrolling by the Municipal Police of Kuang Fu Road. I 
should be grateful if you would make enquiries and inform me in due course of the views of the Municipal 
Council regarding ¢his letter.

A letter from Quo Tai-chi, Commissioner of Foreign Affairs for Kiangsu, 
to Senior Consul, Shanghai. 


December 8, 1927. 
Sir,—I have the honour to quote the following communication received from the Public Peace 
Bureau of the Special Shanghai Municipality: 


“Mei Yung-kuei, head of the 4th station, has submitted the following’ statement: 


‘On the 1st instant, two Chinese constables of the International Settlement came suddenly into 
my district and began patrolling in the vicinity of Kuang Fu Road. After explaining to them that 
the above-mentioned road is in Chinese territory where they cannot patrol or interfere in the 
exercise of our sovereign rights, the Chinese policeman on duty there required them to get out of 
this place. To-day I am informed by Li Yuan-ch’i, Chinese policeman on duty there, that the con- 
stables who transgressed the limit yesterday have to-day re-appeared on Kuang Fu Road patrolling 
as far as to Wuchen Road. The policeman on duty took these two constables to his station and

reported the matter to me. Upon receipt of such intelligence, I sent an officer by name of Ch’eng 
Yen-kun to the station to enquire of the constables as to the reason why they had to function beyond 
the Settlement limit. Stating that they patrolled this vicinity by order of the head of the Haining 
Road Station, the constablesgsked for release. After telling them that they cannot very well patrol 
this place, which is entirely in Chinese territory, the police officer, Ch’eng Yen-kun, noted down 
their numbers and released at once sergeant No. 1106 and constable No. 547 of the International 
Settlement by way of avoiding mis-apprehension. 


‘I would observe that Kuang Fu Road is under control of this station. In October, 1926, Yen 
Ch’ung-yang, the former Chief of Police, assigned beats to his men and numbered the houses here 
to the end that the boundaries may be observed. Contrary to all expectations, the Haining Road 
Station has twice detailed municipal police to patrol the above-mentioned road. It is fortunate that 
due to the amicable manner in which the Chinese policeman on duty handled the matter at that time 
no misunderstanding ensued. This report is submitted for your information and with the request 
that the matter be taken up with those concerned.’ 


“In transmitting the above-quoted statement, we have to request that you file a protest and take 
up the matter seriously with the authorities of the International Settlement.” 


The above was received together with a rough sketch at this office. I was on the point of transmit- 
ting such representations when another letter came from the Public Peace Bureau. It reads as follows: 


“In this connection, we have received a further report from Mei Yung-kuei, head of the 4th station, 
as follows: 


‘T have talked over the question of boundary on various occasions with Constable Walker and 
Chief Detective Lu Lien-kuei of the West Station, Haining Road. Constable Walker has verbally 
informed me that they patrolled Kuang Fu Road by order of the Superintendent; that the eastern 
end of Kuang Fu Road was constructed by the Municipal Council and is owned by the Municipal 
Council; and that, as it is their duty to do the patrolling, such an act cannot be construed as usurpa- 
tion of power. 


‘I have repeatedly explained to him that the toad in question was taken back by Yen, the 
former Chief of Police who assigned beats to Chinese policemen and numbered the houses there 
with numbers of the Chinese Police Administration; that by patrolling Kuang Fu Road ‘in this 
instance the Municipal police has transgressed the limit; that, in the past, the municipal police has 
never gone beyond the Thibet Road Bridge or the eastern entrance to Kuang Fu Road; that for 
more than a year both sides have been observing the boundary without trouble; and that, by going 
now from the Thibet Road Bridge through Kuang Fu Road to the entrance to Wuchen Road, the 
municipal police certainly meant to encroach upon the right to this road. I requested that, for the 
sake of friendly relations, the municipal police be withdrawn and that in future those patrolling in 
this vicinity can only go to the Thibet Road Bridge or to the eastern entrance to Kuang Fu Road 
without entering Kuang Fu Road and going thence to Wuchen Road. 


‘In reply, Constable Walker stated that, as a compromise, the municipal police would be with- 
drawn pending settlement of the point at issue with the Bureau of Foreign Affairs by the Municipal 
Council to which a report will be submitted.’ 


“The above is transmitted with the request that you take up the matter with those concerned.” 


It appears that Kuang Fu Road is in Chinese territory and that, although the eastern end of this 
road is alleged to have been constructed by the Municipal Council, the right of police is in the hands of 
Chinese authorities. That is why Colonel Yen, the former Chief of Police, assigned beats to Chinese 
policemen and numbered the houses there. As we have been on friendly terms for a considerable length of 
time, I do not see any reason why the West Station should suddenly detail police to patrol roads outside the * 
Settlement. This being no doubt a deviation from rectitude, I have to enclose a rough sketch and to 
request the Senior Consul to instruct the above police station that, in future, it must refrain from sending 
police to Kuang Fu Road and vicinity for patrolling purposes in order tha e regard may be maintained 
for the boundary line and misunderstanding avoided.

Sir,—I have the honour to acknowledge receipt of your letter of December 23, transmitting a 
communication from the Commissioner for Foreign Affairs, wherein he protests against netdbotling of 
Kuangfu Road by the Municipal Police. 


In reply, I have the honour to inform you that the protest refers to the North Soochow Road exten- 
sion between the Settlement boundary and Stone Bridge Road, which was constructed by the Council in the 
year 1902; in respect of the section between the Settlement boundary and Wuchen Road to the patrolling 
of which the Commissioner for Foreign Affairs takes exception, the Council acquired the land for this 
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road from the registered owners in the year 1900, and holds title to the whole of the land in question. 
Moreover, the road carries poles belonging to the Municipal Electricity Department and to the Shanghai 
Mutual Telephone Company, Ld., and also a water main belonging to the Shanghai Waterworks Co., Ld. 
Furthermore, the Council understands that an arrangement exists between the Consular Body and the 
Chinese Authorities that.no change should be made in the status of any road beyond the limits of the 
Settlement until the whole question of such outside roads has been brought up for consideration, 


I have the honour, accordingly, to state that the Council is unwilling to prejudice its position in 
regard to the major question by consenting to a particular concession in regard to one road which might be 
used to its detriment when the whole question ultimately comes up for settlement. 


In view of the foregoing, I have the honour, therefore, to request that you will be so good as to 
_ inform the Commissioner for Foreign Affairs that the Council is not prepared to relinquish its rights in 
respect to this road. 


For your information I have the honour to refer to a letter from the Commissioner-General to the 
Senior Consul under date, February 19, 1926, which relates to a similar protest from the Chinese 
Authorities in respect of this same road.

A letter from Quo Tai-chi, Commissioner of Foreign Affairs for Kiangsu, 
to Senior Consul, Shanghai. 


February 9, 1928. 
Sir,—I have the honour to quote the following communication which has been received from the 
Headquarters of Woosung and Shanghai Garrisons: 


“The attempt of the communists to agitate public mind and to do havoc to the community is 
detested by all nations. Having no way of executing their projects in Chinese territory where 
strict precaution is taken, they are posting slogans and conducting a counter propaganda campaign 
in the Settlement. Unless drastic measures be adopted to suppress their activities, there is a 
likelihood of the public order being menaced. This letter is transmitted with the request that the 
matter be brought to the notice of the Consular Body at Shanghai so that its subordinates may 
be required to take stringent measures to investigate and forestall such activities. 

We anticipate the pleasure of hearing from you in reply.” 


Th bringing the above to your attention, I have to request that you direct the Municipal Police to take 
stringent measures to probe and check the above-mentioned activities so that public order may be main- 
tained and the source of trouble eliminated. 


It is trusted that you will let me have the courtesy of a reply.

Affairs the assurance that the Council is fully alive to this matter and that he may depend upon the 
co-operation of the Municipal Police in all measures designed to curb the activities of Communists. 

In this connection, I have to add that the efforts of the Municipal Police in this direction are not 
assisted by the action of the Provisional Court in failing to mete out exemplary punishment where pro- 
secutions have been instituted for Communist activities.

No fewer than 88 entries were received for the competition and, in April 1928 
the Council nominated Messrs. Elliott Hazzard, K. Tsuchiya and F. A. Walker to act as 
Judges of the entries. Towards the end of that month these gentlemen submitted their 
awards to the Council. At a subsequent meeting, the Council adopted a design for a 
new seal, subject to a slight alteration being made by the artist.. The successful design 
for the new seal was submitted by Mr. R. Hall under the nom-de-plume of “Unita,” but 
its publication in the local press gave rise to considerable opposition and, later in the 
year, the Council decided to retain the present Seal and Flag. 


GREYHOUND RACING. 


Enthusiastic as always upon all forms of sport, Shanghai very quickly followed 
the lead of England in the matter of Greyhound Racing, and in less than twelve months 
after the commencement of this sport no fewer than three race-courses were in existence 
in the Shanghai district. The first of these courses to be opened was. that known as 
Luna Park in the Wayside—Yangtszepoo District; the second.was the Stadium, off Kiao- 
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chow. Road; the third, the Canidrome in the French Concession, which was opened in 
November. Racing was carried on two nights per week at each course with the result 
that at the end of the year there was greyhound racing on no fewer than six nights each 
week, 

In August consideration was given to the question of the Council’s attitude towards 
this sport with the result that the following notification was issued :—

DEATH OF SIR EDWARD CHARLES PEARCE. 


It was with deep regret that the Council learned of the death of Sir Edward 
Charles Pearce in England on September 8. 


Mr. Pearce came to China in 1884, and soon made for himself an assured position 
in the business world of Shanghai. He became a member of the Council on March 22, 
1911, and was elected Chairman two years later, holding this office until his resignation 
from the Council on April 8, 1920. During his membership he served on the Foreign 
Education Committee and the Permanent Education Committee. At the Annual Meeting 
of Ratepayers on March 27, 1918, he was made the first and only Freeman of the Foreign 
Settlement of Shanghai—a unique honour in recognition of his “long and distinguished 
service as a Municipal Councillor, and as Chairman of the Municipal Council.” His 
retirement in 1920 was signalized by a unanimous and heartfelt resolution of thanks and 
appreciation by the Ratepayers at the Annual Meeting in April of that year. 


In 1921 Mr. Pearce was made Chevalier du Legion d’Honneur by the French 
Government at the hands of Marshal Joffre. He was later knighted by the Prince of 
Wales in Hongkong, and further received the decoration of the Chia Ho from the Chinese 
Government, which some years previously had bestowed on him the Medal of Merit. 


It was during Sir Edward Pearce’s tenure of office, and largely as a result of his 
individual efforts, that the corporate life and activities of the Settlement were so advan- 
tageously developed. Most of the existing Municipal Schools were constructed or taken 
over by the Council during this period, the Yangkingpang Creek was culverted and con- 
verted into a broad highway in co-operation with the French Council, the Mixed Court 
was taken over on behalf of the Consular Body and its administration rendered more 
efficient, the strength and utility of the Police Force were increased by the establishment 
of a Japanese Branch and in other ways, Jessfield Park and several other open spaces 
were acquired, and the amenities of the Settlement were generally improved. 


To Sir Edward Pearce must be attributed in a large degree the Council’s success in 
maintaining both the integrity and the neutrality of the Foreign Settlement, and, by 
obtaining the Ratepayers’ consent in 1920 to the creation of a Chinese Advisory 
Committee, in initiating the movement for Chinese participation in Municipal affairs. 
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DEATH OF THE REV. C. J. F. SYMONS. 


Early in the year, the community suffered another serious loss in the death of the 
Rey. C. J. F. Symons, Dean of Holy Trinity Cathedral. 

Dean Symons for several years was a member of the Council’s Foreign Education 
Committee and his advice was of great assistance to his fellow-members. 

The following letter was sent by the Chairman of Council to Mrs, Symons :—

MapaM,—On behalf of my colleagues on the Council, and also on my own behalf, I have to convey to 
you and to your family an expression of very sincere condolence and deepest sympathy in the sad bereave- 
ment you have suffered in the death of your husband, the Very Reverend Dean C. J. F. Symons, M.A. 

The keen interest displayed by the late Dean in all matters pertaining to the public welfare and 
his active participation in many, particularly in the sphere of education, where he assisted the Council as 
a Member of the Foreign Education Committee, were of signal value to Shanghai, and in expressing its 
own sense of personal loss upon his lamented death, the Council feels that it is voicing the regret of the 
entire community.

HOUSE REFUSE DISPOSAL. 


The appended arbitration award was rendered by Mr. A. G. Mossop, arbitrator, in 
the matter of a claim made against the Council by Messrs. G. E. Marden & Co., Ld., for 
additional payment in respect of the removal of house refuse during 1926 :— 


ARBITRATOR'S AWARD. 


WuereASs by an Agreement in writing dated the 20th day of January 1928 and made between 
G. E. Marden and Company Limited having its Registered Office at Shanghai in China (thereinafter and 
hereinafter called “the Company’) of the one part and The Shanghai Municipal Council (thereinafter and 
hereinafter called “the Council”) of the other part—-after reciting that disputes and differences had arisen 
between the Company and the Council relating to the exact terms of the contract entered into between the 
Company and the Council for the removal and disposal of refuse during the months of September October 
November and December 1926 and regarding certain expenses incurred by the Company owing to the 
actions of Chinese Authorities in seizing boats employed by the Company in such removal of refuse and 
in arresting and fining various employees of the Company and in preventing and/or attempting to prevent 
the Company from employing the land which had been leased by the Company for the dumping of the said 
refuse—it was agreed that all questions and matters in difference between the parties thereto touching 
their respective rights duties and obligations under the said agreement for the removal and disposal of 
refuse with regard to the following matters that is to say— 

(a) The amount of remuneration to which the Company is entitled under the said contract. 


(b) The liability of either party for the expenses incurred by the Company on account of the 
seizure of some of the Company’s said boats the arrest and fining of various employees of the 
Company and the prevention of and/or attempt to prevent the Company from employing the said 
land for the said purposes 

should be referred to the award and final determination of me Allan George Mossop of Shanghai aforesaid 
Barrister-at-Law so that I should make my award under my hand on or before the thirty-first day of 
May then next:— 

2 Now I the said Allan George Mossop having had the said parties and their counsel before me on 
the 15th 16th 17th and 22nd days of May 1928 and having heard and duly weighed and considered the, 
several allegations of the said parties and their evidence do hereby make and publish this my Award 
of and concerning the matters so referred to me as aforesaid in manner following:— 
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1.—I am of opinion and so find— 


(1) that by the said contract, as entered into between the Company and the Council on or about 
the 30th day of August 1926, the Company thereby agreed to remove and dispose of the house refuse 
of the International Settlement at the fixed remuneration of $7,250 per mensem; 


(2) that when agreeing so to act at the said fixed remuneration the Company under-estimated 
the amount of the monthly tonnage of the said house refuse, but that no responsibility rested upon 
the Council for such under-estimate; and 


(3) that the said contract was not terminated prior to the 31st day of December 1926 by or 
in consequence of any actions of Chinese Authorities or otherwise. 


2—Accordingly, I award and adjudge that, under heading (a), the Company is not entitled to be 
paid any remuneration under the said contract other than the sum of $250 being the balance of remunera- 
tion for the month of September 1926, liability for the payment of which is not disputed by the Council. 


8.—I further award and adjudge that, under heading (b), no liability rests upon the Council for 
the expenses incurred by the Company on account of the seizure of some of the Company’s boats, the 
arrest and fining of various employees of the Company, and the prevention of and/or attempt to prevent 
the Company from employing its land for the said purposes. 


4.—I further award and direct that the Company and the Council do each bear its own costs of the 
reference and pay one-half the costs of the Award; and that if either party shall in the first instance pay 
the whole or more than half of the costs of the Award, the other party shall repay it so much of the 
amount as shall exceed the half of the said costs. The costs of the Award I settle at Shanghai Taels Two 
Hundred.

THE LESTER TRUST. 


REPORT OF THE LESTER TRUSTEES 
FOR THE PERIOD FROM MAY 15 TO DECEMBER 31, 1927. 


The late Henry Lester died on May 14, 1926, and the Residuary Account was 
made up as at May 14, 1927, for the purpose of handing the Estate over to the Lester 
Trustees. : 


Lester Trustees.—The Will provides for five Trustees who shall be British subjects ordinarily 
resident in Shanghai, and their number never less than four, any vacancies to be filled by appointment of the 
Shanghai Municipal Council. The first Trustees who proved the Will were Messrs. Ronald Neil Macleod, 
Gordon Morriss, Leslie Jary Cubitt and William Nation: on May 31, 1927, The Shanghai Municipal Council 
appointed Mr. Alexander Dunlop Bell as the fifth Trustee. (Since the date of the accounts now presented 
Mr. R.N. Macleod has resigned on leaving Shanghai and Mr. G. Morriss has gone to England on leave. 
Mr. Richard Eustace Stockdale Gregson has been duly appointed to fill-the vacancy caused by Mr. Macleod’s 
resignation). 


Period of Accounts.—To carry out the instructions under Clause 17 of the Will, the Trustees have 
decided to prepare the annual Report and accounts as at December 31, the first accounts being for the 
period from May 15 to December 31, 1927. 


Assets in United Kingdom.—With the exception of the Assets shown in Schedule 5 attached to the 
accounts, all assets in London have been realized and the proceeds remitted to Shanghai for investment. 
Bearer shares of the Canadian Pacific Railway and the Pennsylvania Railroad Company, as shown in 
Schedule 5, had to be included in the London Estate for payment of Duty and these have, therefore, been 
transferred from the Estate in U.S.A. and Canada. 


Assets in U.S.A. and Canada—tThe value of the Assets in Schedule 4 attached to the Accounts has 
been estimated in accordance with the late Mr. Lester’s personal records: delay in realization of these

assets is due to the necessity for compliance with the laws of various States of the United States of 
America, and Canada: all necessary documents have been forwarded for settlement of Estate Duty, ete., 
and instructions have been given to invest all proceeds in British 5 per cent. War Loan. 


Residuary Estate Capital Account.—The figure now shown (Ts. 14,704,261.78) is a further 
estimate, subject to realization of the Estate in U.S.A. and Canada, and of the remaining assets in the 
United Kingdom. All surplus income is being added to Capital Account and reinvested until such time as 
the Income is required to carry out the wishes of the Testator as per Clauses 13 to 16 of the Will. 


Henry Lester Scholarships.—In accordance with Clause 14 of the Will the sum of Tls. 50,000 has been 
appropriated from the Residuary Estate and invested as shown in Schedule 3 of the accounts. A Scholar- 
ships Committee of five members has been appointed by the Trustees to advise and assist in carrying out 
the wishes of the Testator, and arrangements have been made to award the first two Scholarships in 
October 1928. The Will provides for six scholarships tenable for four years each, two of such scholar- 
ships to be awarded annually: as this would mean that no scholarships could be awarded in each fourth 
year, the Lester Trustees, being satisfied that the Income available is sufficient to provide for eight scholar- 
ships in all, are seeking permission from H.B.M. Supreme Court to award eight scholarships instead of 
six only. 


The Henry Lester Institute and Lester School.—In order to obtain expert assistance in carrying out, 
in the most suitable manner, the wishes of the Testator as expressed in his Will, the Lester Trustees 
obtained the services of Dr. H. G. Earle, Professor of Hongkong University, who visited Shanghai and 
presented a detailed report to the Trustees dated September 30, 1927. Following this report special local 
Advisory Committees were formed to consider (a) The proposed Institute for Medical Research and (b) 
The proposed Technical Institute and the Lester School. Dr. Earle was later appointed as General Adviser 
to the Trustees on these matters in order that he might, in conjunction with the Trustees and the two 
Advisory Committees, draw up a detailed scheme to be submitted to the Court for its approval. 


Under Clauses 15 and 16 of the Will the income to be received from certain properties (as per 
Schedule 1 of the accounts) was allocated as an endowment for the Institute (or Institutes) and School and 
all such income accumulated since the Testator’s death has been invested and held in Trust for the institu- 
tions concerned, as shown in the Balance Sheet attached.

WATERWORKS NEGOTIATIONS. 


AGREEMENT BETWEEN MUNICIPAL COUNCIL AND SHANGHAI WATERWORKS co., LTD. 


Appended is the text of the Agreement entered into between the Council and 
the Shanghai Waterworks Co., Ld., on March 17, 1928 :— 


THIS INDENTURE made at Shanghai this Seventeenth day of March One thousand nine hundred 
and twenty eight BETWEEN THE SHANGHAI WATERWORKS Company Limirep (hereinafter referred to as 
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“the Company” which expression shall include its successors and assigns) of the one part and THE 
CouNcIL FOR THE FoREIGN COMMUNITY OF SHANGHAI NorTH OF THE YANGKINGPANG (hereinafter 
referred to as “the Council” which expression shall include its successors in office) of the other part 
Wuereas the Company is incorporated under the English Companies Acts with a capital of One million 
pounds sterling divided into Forty thousand two hundred and thirty six shares of Twenty pounds 
sterling each all of which said shares have been issued and are fully paid up and One hundred and 
ninety-five thousand two hundred and eighty shares of One pound sterling each of which said shares 
One hundred and eight thousand five hundred and five have been issued and are fully paid up AND 
Wuenreas the Council is the holder of Nine hundred and seventy five shares of Twenty pounds sterling 
each which were issued to the Council in the year One thousand nine hundred and five without payment 
Anp WHEREAS by an Indenture dated the First day of July One thousand nine hundred and five and 
made between the Company of the one part and the Council of the other part the Council for the con- 
sideration and upon the terms and conditions therein expressed agreed to grant to the Company facilities 
for supplying water to the inhabitants of Shanghai AND WHeEREAS the parties hereto have agreed to 
replace the said Indenture dated the First day of July One thousand nine hundred and five by these 
presents AND WHEREAS the business, assets and liabilities of the Fittings Department of the Company 
were on the First day of January One thousand nine hundred and twenty seven taken over by the THE 
SHANGHAI WATERWORKS Firrincs CoMPANyY LimiTep (hereinafter called “the Fittings Company’) 
Now Tuis INDENTURE WITNESSETH that the said Indenture dated the First day of July One thousand 
nine hundred and five is hereby cancelled and the parties hereto do hereby mutually agree as follows:— 


1— INTERPRETATION. 


For the purposes of these presents the following words and expressions shall have the meaning 
and interpretation here stated:— 

“The Settlement” shall mean the lands included within the boundaries defined in Article 1 of the 
Land Regulations for the Foreign Community of Shanghai North of Yangkingpang as they may exist 
from time to time. 

“Consumer” shall mean any person body of persons firm company or corporation who requires or 
receives a supply of water from the Company or who pays or tenders or is liable to pay any money 
charged by the Company for or in respect of such supply. 


“Intra Agreement Consumers” shall mean any consumer residing within the Settlement and any 
consumer residing without the Settlement in districts in which roads or lands under the control of the 
Council are opened and mains and pipes laid and whose premises abut on such roads or lands and who 
is required to and does remain bound by agreement with the Council to pay in respect of any such 
premises the special tax referred to in Clause 4 of this Agreement. 


“Extra Agreement Consumer” shall mean any consumer other than an Intra Agreement Con- 
sumer or a Shipping Consumer. 

“Shipping Consumer” shall mean any ship whether within or without the harbour limits of 
Shanghai and any wharf or cther premises not connected with the Company’s mains and supplied with 
water by means of water boats. 

“Water for Municipal Purposes” shall mean a supply of water for watering making recon- 
structing and repairing roads streets sewers and drains (including water for concrete mixing) for 
extinguishing fire for Municipal sanitary and cleansing purposes for Public Parks and gardens for 
Municipal Swimming Baths and for domestic purposes as hereinafter defined in the offices police- 
stations hospitals and other buildings of the Council but shall not include water for building purposes 
or for dwellings occupied by members of the Council’s staff. 

“Water for Domestic Purposes” shall mean a supply of water for the reasonable drinking, 
washing, cleaning, cooking and sanitary requirements of the occupier of premises and of the resident 
members of his household and of the persons employed by him at such premises but shall not include a 
supply of water for the requirements of persons visiting the premises for the sole purpose of satisfying 
such requirements nor shall it include the use of water for any of the following purposes, namely: 


Public institutions. 
Clubs theatres or other places of public entertainment. 
Hospitals nursing homes sanatoria colleges or schools. 


Hotels taverns public-houses lodging houses tea-houses restaurants or eating-houses or any 
premises where a business is carried on in the cooking or preparation of food for consumption either 
on or off the premises. 


Public garages livery stables or dairies or any premises where horses mules donkeys cattle sheep 
pigs or any non-domestic animals are kept. 

Public baths and purveyors of hot water. 

Steam gas motor or other like engines. 
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Railway tramway or omnibus purposes. 


Watering gardens by means of any outside tap or any hose tube pipe sprinkler or other like 
apparatus. 


Swimming baths fountains ponds or any ornamental purpose. 
Working any machine or apparatus. 

Ventilating or cooling. 

Washing motor vehicles. 


Flushing water-closets urinals drains or other conveniences by means of any apparatus dis- 
charging automatically. 


Building purposes. 
Fire extinction. 


Any trade manufacture or business or for washing or cleaning any vessel tool or other article 
used in connection with any trade manufacture or business. 


Where a consumer requires or uses water from the same service pipe both for domestic and for 
non-domestic purposes the supply shall be classed as domestic or non-domestic at the Company’s option. 


“Stand-by Supply” shall mean a supply of water to a consumer to be used only in case of 
failure of the Consumer’s Supply from a source other than the Company’s undertaking. is 


“A Class Share Capital” shall mean the 40,236 shares of £20 each of the Company issued and 
fully paid up at the date of these presents. 


“Net Profits” shall not include the balance at credit of the Shipping Consumers’ Account or half 
the balance at credit of the Extra Agreement Consumers’ Account hereinafter referred to. 


“Taels” shall mean Taels Shanghai Sycee. 


“Dollars” shall mean Silver Dollars Shanghai Currency. 


2.—OPENING OF ROADS. 


The Council shall from time to time grant to the Company and to none other permission to open 
the roads and other lands under the control of the Council within and without the Settlement for the 
purpose of laying mains and pipes and constructing other works necessary for the supply of water and 
for repairing altering extending and removing such mains pipes and works. Provided that such 
permission shall be given subject to such reasonable restrictions and conditions as to the dates when 
such roads and lands may be open and as to the periods during which they may remain open as may be 
necessary for the reasonable protection and convenience of the public. The openings so made shall be 
speedily and properly filled by the Company at its own expense and after they have been so filled such 
roads or land shall be remetalled and otherwise restored by the Council to the state and condition in 
which they were previous to such opening. The cost of such remetalling and other restoration shall be 
defrayed by the Company at charges to be agreed upon from time to time by the parties hereto. If the 
Company shall make default in the filling up of any such opening the Council may carry out or 
complete such filling up at the expense of the Company. 

PROVIDED ALWAYS that nothing herein contained shall be construed so as to prevent the 
Council from permitting the occupier of any premises abutting on a road alongside a river or creek to 
lay a pipe in and across such road for the purpose of obtaining solely for his own requirements water 
from such river or creek. 


3.—AcQuisiTION or LAND. 


In the event of the Company satisfying’ the Council that the acquisition of any land is necessary 
for the efficient working of the Company’s undertaking the Council shall provided that and in so far 
as it is so empowered by the Land Regulations as they may exist from time to time proceed to acquire 
such land and shall thereupon sell such land to the Company at the cost and expenses incurred in the 
acquisition thereof. 


4,.—SupPLy OF WATER. 


(a) The Company shall provide and keep in the mains and pipes laid down by it both by night 
and day except when it shall be prevented by unavoidable causes or during necessary repairs a 
constant and effective supply of pure and wholesome water as hereinafter defined for Municipal 
purposes and for the use of every Intra Agreement consumer who shall if required by the Company 
enter into a contract with the Company to pay and shall pay for the same and who shall comply with 
the reasonable rules and regulations of the Company hereinafter referred to and shall pay to the 
Company such cash deposit as the Company may require and whose water fittings as hereinafter 
defined shall have been tested and approved by the Company. 
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The water shall be supplied at a pressure when it leaves the Company’s water tower at Kiangse 
Road equal to a minimum head of water of 85 feet and at no point within the Settlement or in roads 
without the Settlement under the control of the Council existing at the date of these presents east of 
Edinburgh Road and south of Hongkew Park shall the pressure at road level be under normal 
conditions less than that due to a head of water of 50 feet. In other roads without the Settlement 
under the control of the Council the pressure at road level shall under normal conditions be not less 
than that due to a head of water of 30 feet. 


Mains shall be of sufficient size to maintain the above pressures under normal conditions of 
demand for domestic purposes and for purposes of trade business and manufacture PROVIDED that 
no permanent main laid in a road under the control of the Council shall except with the permission of 
the Council be of a less internal diameter than 6 inches. PROVIDED also that the provisions of this 
clause in regard to pressure and size of mains shall not until otherwise agreed apply to water supplied 
from the Company’s works at Rubicon Road. 


The Company shall use its best endeavours while safeguarding the interests of all consumers to 
effect the concentration of water for the purpose of fire extinction. 

Until otherwise agreed pure and wholesome water shall mean water which as it leaves the 
Company’s Pumping Stations complies with the standards laid down in Schedule D hereto. 

The Council shall support the Company in its endeavours to prevent undue pollution of the 
source of supply and contamination of water during its conveyance to consumers. 


Notwithstanding anything hereinbefore contained the Company shall not deliver water to any 
Intra Agreement Consumer residing without the Settlement (in the absence of any agreement existing 
on July 1st, 1905, as to such supply) except during such time as such consumer shall remain bound by 
agreement with the Council to pay and shall pay in respect of the building or land so supplied a 
special tax not exceeding such Municipal rates and taxes as may from time to time be payable in 
respect of similar premises situated within’ the Settlement PROVIDED that this requirement shall not 
apply to a supply of water to such a consumer in a district which has been exempted by the Council 
from payment of such special tax. 

(b) The Company shall not be bound to supply water (except a standby supply) for domestic 
purposes to an Intra Agreement consumer who obtains a supply of water for domestic purposes from 
a private well boring or source other than the Company’s mains nor to supply water (except a 
standby supply) for non-domestic purposes to an Intra Agreement consumer who obtains such a 
supply of water for non-domestic purposes. 

The Council shall require water obtained from a well boring or from any source other than the 
Company’s mains and used for domestic purposes to be pure and wholesome as hereinbefore defined. 

(c) The Company may make rules and regulations and from time to time alter amend or add 
to the same for the purposes of preventing the waste undue consumption misuse erroneous measurement 
or contamination of water and may by such rules and regulations prescribe the size nature materials 
workmanship and strength and the mode of arrangement connection disconnection alteration and repair 
of pipes meters cocks ferrules valves soilpans water closets baths cisterns and other apparatus hereafter 
referred to as “water fittings” to be used and forbid any arrangements and the use of any water 
fittings which may allow or tend to waste undue consumption misuse erroneous measurement or 
contamination. 


Such rules and regulations may inter alia empower the Company by its duly appointed officer or 
agent to enter with or without workmen into and upon any house or premises supplied or intended to be 
supplied with water for the purpose of examining if there be or is likely to be any waste undue 
consumption misuse erroneous measurement or contamination of water or any failure to observe any 
of the Company’s rules and regulations and to require the consumer to repair replace or alter any 
water fittings belonging to or used by him so as to prevent any such waste undue consumption misuse 
erroneous measurement or failure as aforesaid and in the event of the consumer failing so to do to 
make the said repair replacements and alterations and to collect the cost and expense thereof from 
the consumer. 


PROVIDED that the contract aforesaid and any such rules and regulations or any alteration 
amendment or addition thereto shall be submitted to and agreed by the Council and shall not be 
effective unless so agreed until a period of two calendar months shall have elapsed from the date of 
such submission. 


5.—INSTALLATION OF HIGH PRESSURE SYSTEM. 


If at any time the Council shall decide to consider the provision of a separate high pressure 
system for fire extinction purposes it shall notify the Company accordingly and within two years of the 
receipt of such notice the Company in collaboration with the Public Works and Fire Departments of 
the Council shall prepare and submit to the Council a scheme and estimate for such a system and on 
receipt of a further notice from the Council requesting the installation of such scheme the Company 
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shall commence the work as soon as may be practicable provided that the manner in which the cost of 
such high pressure system is to be borne shall be first agreed by the Council and the Company. 


6.—Firtincs CoMPANY. 


The Company shall undertake the management of the Fittings Company and at a fee to be 
agreed upon between the Company and the Fittings Company and approved of from time to time by 
the Council. Until otherwise determined the said fee shall be One thousand Taels per annum and a 
commission of 2% per cent. on the C.1.F. amount of all orders placed by the London office of the 
Company on behalf of the Fittings Company. 


7.—SuppL_y To SHIPPING AND EXTRA AGREEMENT CONSUMERS. 


The Company shall be at liberty to construct works and to lay mains pipes and other works and 
to utilise any of its mains pipes and other work for the purpose of supplying water to Shipping 
Consumers and Extra Agreement Consumers but in case of any deficiency in the supply of water 
through failure of machinery or otherwise Intra Agreement Consumers shall be supplied as far as the 
supply can be procured before any water is supplied to Shipping Consumers or to Extra Agreement 
Consumers. 


8.—SHIPPING CONSUMERS. 


As from the 1st day of January 1927 a separate account shall be kept by the Company to be 
called “Shipping Consumers’ Account” to which shall be credited the revenue derived from the supply 
of water to Shipping Consumers and ts which shall be debited the charges set forth in schedule A 
annexed hereto. At the end of each financial year after making due provision for bad or doubtful 
debts the balance at credit of Shipping Consumers’ account shall be payable to the shareholders of 
the Company in the form of an extra dividend or bonus. 


9.—ExtTRA AGREEMENT CONSUMERS. 


As from the 1st day of January 1927 a separate account shall be kept by the Company to be 
called “Extra Agreement Consumers’ Account” to which shall be credited the revenue derived from 
the supply of water to Extra Agreement Consumers and to which shall be debited all the charges set 
forth in schedule B annexed hereto. At the end of each financial year after making due provision for 
bad or doubtful debts one half of the balance at credit of Extra Agreement Consumers’ Account shall 
be payable to the shareholders of the Company in the form of an extra dividend or bonus PROVIDED 
Atways that should the limits of the Settlement be extended at any time the Company shall have no 
claim against the Council for loss of profits on supplies which may thus become subject to the Tariff 
of Charges for Intra Agreement Consumers referred to in Clause 10 hereof. 


10.—TARIFF OF CHARGES. 


The Company’s Tariff of Charges for Municipal purposes and for Intra Agreement Consumers 
(together with the periodical revision thereof hereinafter referred to) shall be agreed between the 
Company and the Council and shall at all times be framed on such a basis as_ will allow of due 
provision being made out of the net profits of the Company as from 1st day of January 1927 for the 
following matters :— 

(a) The payment of a dividend for each year on the Company’s A Class share capital not 
exceeding 9 per cent. per annum (excluding any extra dividends or bonus payable under Clauses 

8 and 9 hefeof) calculated at such rate of exchange as may be agreed upon between the Council 

and the Company or in the event of disagreement as may be determined by the Chairman of 

the Foreign Exchange Bankers Association or his nominee or some other independent person 
acceptable to both parties and which shall be referred to hereinafter as the Tariff Exchange. 


(b) The payment of a dividend for each year on all other share capital of the Company 
issued previous to the date of these presents not exceeding 7 per cent. per annum (excluding 
any extra dividends or bonus payable under Clauses 8 and 9 hereof) calculated at the Tariff 
Exchange. 

(c) The payment of dividends calculated at the Tariff Exchange for each year or part of 
a year on such additional share capital as may be issued by the Company under the provisions 
of Clause 19 hereof. 


PROVIDED ALWAYS that where in any year the net profits shall be insufficient to pay any of the 
dividends mentioned in sub-Clauses (a) (b) and (c) above, the deficiencies shall be payable out of the 
net profits of any succeeding year and the dividends for such succeeding year increased accordingly, 
and provided further that any differences that may occur between the rate of exchange as fixed by the 
Company at which dividends are paid and the Tariff Exchange shall be debited or credited as the case 
may be to the Equalization of Dividends Account referred to hereunder, but no such transfer shall be 
made until the dividends mentioned in sub-Clauses (a) (b) and (c) above, have been paid. 


12 
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(d) The setting aside as a reserve to be known as the Equalization of Dividends Account 
of a sum not exceeding 2 per cent. per annum on the Company’s A Class share capital 
converted to a silver basis at the Tariff Exchange PROVIDED ALWAYS that the total amount 
at eredit of such account (exclusive of any exchange differences) shall subject, to revision at 
the same times as the revisions of the said Tariff of Charges hereinafter referred to not exceed 
at any one time 9 per cent. on the Company’s A Class share capital converted to a silver basis 
at the Tariff Exchange. 

Until otherwise agreed between the Council and the Company the Company shall be entitled to charge 
for all water supplied for Municipal purposes and to Intra Agreement Consumers at the rates set 
forth in Schedule C annexed hereto. 


The Company shall be entitled to make such charges as from time to time the Company may 
think fit for all supplies of water to Shipping or Extra Agreement Consumers. 


11.—Tarirr Revision SUSPENSE ACCOUNT. 


The balance of the net profits of the Company in each year after making the allocations defined 
in the last preceding clause shall be set aside in an account to be called the “Tariff Revision Suspense 
Account” and invested in the business of the Company and the balance at credit of such account may 
be used and applied to meet any deficiencies that may arise in any year in making the allocations 
defined in the last preceding clause. 


12.—GENERAL RESERVE ACCOUNT. 


On each periodical revision of the Tariff of Charges one fifth of the balance at credit of Tariff 
Revision Suspense Account shall be transferred to the General Reserve Account of the Company 
PROVIDED ALWAYS that the balance to the credit of such account shall not exceed at any one time 
5 per cent. of the then fixed assets of the Company taken at cost. . 


18.—REVISION oF TARIFF CHARGES. 


The Tariff of Charges including all matters incidental thereto (excepting only the limitation of 
the Company’s annual dividends as herein provided) shall be subject to revision on the 1st day of 
July 1929 and thereafter quinquennially (or at such lesser periods as may be from time to time 
agreed upon by the parties hereto) when the balances standing to the credit of Tariff Revision 
_ Suspense Account and Equalization of Dividends Account shall be taken into consideration. 

At least five months before each such revision as afore-mentioned the Company shall prepare 
and deliver to the Council a revised Tariff of Charges and if such revised Tariff of Charges shall not 
be agreed upon between the parties hereto within two months of such revision the same shall be 
referred to and settled by arbitration under the provision of Clause 28 hereof and such revised Tariff 
of Charges when so agreed upon or settled as afore-mentioned shall become and remain in force until 
the next revision hereunder. 


14.—HypRANTS. 


Previous to each revision of the Tariff of Charges referred to in Clause 18 hereof the parties 
hereto shall agree upon the number and type of hydrants required for use in extinguishing fire and 
watering roads and other like purposes and the Company shall thereupon as soon as is conveniently 
possible at its own expense but to the satisfaction of the Council provide and erect and connect such 
hydrants with its mains PROVIDED ALWAYS that the Company shall not be bound to erect any 
hydrants to be connected with any of its mains or pipes which are supplied with water from its 
works at Rubicon Road so long as such mains or pipes do not execeed 4” in diameter. 

The Council shall as from the 1st day of July 1927 pay to the Company at the expiration of 
each half year a sum to cover depreciation and interest at rates to be agreed upon by the parties 
hereto on the depreciated capital cost to the Company of all hydrants including connecting pipes but 
not including T connections erected at any time previous to the commencement of such half year. 

As from the 1st day of July 1927 the Company shall at the expense of the Council repair and 
maintain all hydrants erected by the Company including connecting pipes hydrant branches and cocks 
but not including T connections and without prejudice to the foregoing the Council shall from time to 
time inspect such hydrants and shall notify the Company in writing of any repairs which may appear 
to the Council to be necessary. 

Unless otherwise agreed upon by the parties hereto all hydrants (including two hydrants to be 
erected at every four or more cross roads) shall b erected at as nearly as possible 250 feet apart in 


all districts. Where spacing of 250 feet is not possible the spacing shall be settled by agreement °~ 


between the Council and the Company but in no case shall hydrants be erected less than 200 feet 
apart. 
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In the event of any main being laid in an undeveloped or partially developed district Tees only 
will be installed on the main in accordance with the spacing above specified and hydrants shall only be 
erected as and when in the opinion of the Council such hydrants shall become necessary by reason of 
the development or further development of such district. 


The Company shall as soon as is conveniently possible provide and fix to such hydrants as the 
parties may agree upon hydrant branches with cocks of such pattern as may be agreed upon by the 
parties hereto and when such branches and cocks have been so fixed all water required to be taken 
from hydrants by the Council (except for watering roads or for fire extinction) or by any other 
consumer who may be authorized by the Company so to do shall be drawn from such cocks only. 


15.—MaIns. 


The Company shall lay mains in all such of the roads and other lands under the control of the 
Council within and without the Settlement in which mains are not then already laid as the Council 
may from time to time require Provipep that if in any case the estimated gross annual revenue to be 
obtained by the Company from the supply of water from any such main shall not amount in the whole 
to 12 per cent. of the cost to the Company of providing and laying down such main then in such case 
the Company shall first be entitled to require from the Council a sum equal to the amount by which 
the actual gross monthly revenue obtained by the Company from such supply is less than 1 per cent. 
of the actual cost to the Company of providing arid laying down such main PROVIDED that nothing 
in this clause shall restrain the Company from laying a main or mains at the request of a consumer 
upon terms to be arranged between the Consumer and the Company but nevertheless the Company’s 
sole right of ownership of any such main or mains shall not be affected by the payment of a 
contribution by the Council or Consumer. 


The Company shall have the exclusive right of executing any works on any of the water mains 
of the Company for connecting any communication or service pipe therewith and the Company shall 
on the request and at the expense of the consumer who is entitled to be supplied with water by the 
Company execute on any such main any work which shall be necessary to connect the communication 
or service pipe of such consumer therewith. 


The Company shall be entitled to require the consumer previous to the commencement of any 
such work to deposit with the Company a sufficient sum to cover the estimated cost of such work. 


Notwithstanding anything herein contained every part of every communication or service pipe 
between the Company’s main and the boundary of the consumer’s premises shall be and shall remain 
the sole property of the Company and shall be maintained by the Company. 


16.—DEFAULT. 


If the operations of the Company shall at any time substantially fail the Council may stop or 
take up all or any of the mains or pipes of the Company. 

If the Company shall make default in supplying water under clause 4 hereof the Company shall 
pay to the Council by way of penalty a sum to be fixed by arbitration in accordance with the provisions 
of Clause 28 hereof but not exceeding Eight hundred Taels for every day of such default. 


17.—VALUATION oF LAND. 


The registered land owned by the Company shall be written up or down to its Municipal 
assessed value from time to time and the reserve so created shall be credited to a Special Land 
Reserve Account. 


18.—BorRoWING POWERS. 


The Company’s borrowing powers shall not at any time exceed the nominal amount of the 
Company’s capital for the time being. 


19.—INCREASE OF CAPITAL AND DEBENTURES. 


Any increase in the capital of the Company that may be required by the Company or any 
moneys the Company may desire to borrow on the security of debentures shall be raised on the most 
economical terms possible PROVIDED ALWAYS that future issues of shares shall be of a separate 
class or classes from the “A” Class Share Capital and that the dividend on such shares shall not 
except with the consent of the Council exceed 7 per cent. per annum (calculated from a date not 
previous to the date of allotment) excluding any extra dividends or bonus payable under Clauses 8 
and 9 hereof PROVIDED FURTHER that the Company shall give reasonable notice to the Council 
of any contemplated issue of shares or debentures and of the terms proposed for such issue. 
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20.—IssUE oF SHARES AT A PREMIUM. 


In the event of any issue of the Company’s shares being made at a premium the amount of 
such premium shall be credited to the General’ Reserve Account of the Company. 


21.—DEBENTURE SINKING FUND. 


The annual instalments of the Sinking Fund established by the Company for the purpose of 
providing for the redemption of its outstanding debentures shall be charged against the Company’s 
Depreciation Account and the Fund shall be operated on lines similar to those at 1st day of January 
1927 adopted for the Council’s Electricity Department. 


22.—RESERVES. 


The reserves of the Company shall as from the 1st January 1927 be limited to a Special Land 
Reserve Account an Equalization of Dividends Account and a General Reserve Account which shall be 
invested in the business of the Company and the amounts at credit of these accounts shall not at any 
time be capitalized Provipep ALWAys that nothing in this clause shall be interpreted as in any way 
restricting the power of the Directors of the Company to invest temporarily the Company’s surplus 
cash or to purchase such securities as they may in their discretion deem advisable on account of the 
Company’s Debenture Sinking Fund Staff Provident Fund and Fire Insurance Fund or any other 
Fund or Funds from time to time established by the Company with the approval of the Council such 
approval not to be unreasonably withheld. 


23.—INSPECTION OF Books. 


The books financial records and minutes of the Company shall be open at all reasonable times 
to the inspection of accountants nominated by the Council. 


24.— QUARTERLY REPoRT. 


The Company shall submit to the Council each quarter of the year a full and detailed report 
covering such information regarding the Company’s activities as may reasonably be required by the 
Council having regard to the terms of this Agreement. 


25.—DIRECTORS. 


Two Directors of the Company shall be persons nominated by the Council and any such 
Director shall be entitled to continue in office until 

(a) He become bankrupt or suspend payment or compound with his creditors. 

(b) He be found lunatic or become of unsound mind. 

(c) He absent himself from the Meetings of the Directors during a period of three months 
without special leave of absence from the Directors and the Board resolve that his office be vacated. 

(d) By notice in writing to the Company he resign his office. 

(e) He be removed from office by the Council. 

Upon the happening of any such event as provided by sub-clauses (a) (b) (c) (d) and (e) of 
this Clause the Council shall appoint a person to fill the vacancy thereby created. 


26.—EXTENSION OF SUPPLY TO EXTRA-AGREEMENT CONSUMERS. 


Any extension of its mains contemplated by the Company for the purpose of supplying Extra 
Agreement Consumers shall be subject to the approval of the Council Provinep ALWays that such 
approval shall not be unreasonably withheld AND Provinep FurTHER that in the event of disagreement 
as to whether approval is or is not reasonably withheld the question shall be determined by H.B.M. 
Consul-General at Shanghai or his nominee or some other independent person acceptable to both 
parties acting as arbitrator. The Company shall at all times keep the Council fully advised of any 
negotiations that may hereafter arise with reference to any such extension. In the event of the 
Council being satisfied that an extension of the supply to Extra Agreement Consumers is in the 
general interests of the Ratepayers of the Settlement the Council may call upon the Company to enter 
into negotiations for such a supply on such terms as may be agreed between the Company and the 


Council Aways Provipep that the Company’s privileges under Clauses 8, 9 and 10 hereof shall in 
no way be prejudiced. 


27.—Power OF PuRCHASE BY THE COUNCIL. 


Subject to any amendments which may from time to time be agreed upon between the parties 
hereto this agreement shall remain in foree for a period of twenty years from the Ist day of 
January 1927 and at the expiration of this period or of any successive period of ten years the

Company shall on having received notice in writing from the Council two years previous to the 
expiration of such twenty or ten years sell to the Council as a whole the business and undertaking 
and all the land buildings plant machinery and effects belonging to the Company for such sum as may’ 
be agreed upon or as shall in default of agreement be fixed by arbitration Provipep that there shall be 
inserted in every contract or agreement entered into by the Company for the supply of water to any 
consumer a clause to the effect that such contract or agreement may be determined on the purchase by 
the Council of the undertaking. 


28.—ARBITRATION. 


Any difference dispute doubt or question which may arise between the parties hereto touching the 
construction meaning or effect of these presents or any clause or thing herein contained or the rights 
or liabilities of the parties hereto shall be referred to the arbitration in Shanghai of two indifferent 
persons (being British subjects) one to be appointed by each party or in the event of the arbitrators 
failing to agree of H.B.M. Consul General at Shanghai for the time being or his nominee (being a 
British Subject) as umpire and such arbitrators or umpire shall have all the powers conferred on 
arbitrators by the English Arbitration Act 1889 or any statutory modification thereof.

Schedule of Charges to be debited to Shipping Consumers’ Account (until otherwise determined) 
referred to in Clause 8 hereof. 


(A) Direct CHARGES which shall consist of:— 


(1) (a) Salaries wages and personal benefits chargeable against the Company’s Shipping 
Department. 
(b) All other expenses incurred directly for the purposes of the said Shipping Department. 
(2) Depreciation on the capital assets of the said Shipping Department. 


(3) Interest at the estimated average rate payable by the Company fcr the current year 
on all share capital and debentures issued (excluding any extra dividends or bonuses from 
Shipping or Extra Agreement Consumers’ Accounts) on the depreciated capital assets of the 
said Shipping Department at the beginning of the year Provipep that the rate charged shall be 
subject to adjustment in the next following year in the event of the actual rate paid being 
more or less than the said estimated rate. 


(B) CHarces ror WATER SUPPLIED which shall be the cost to the Company of water as it leaves 
the Company’s Pumping Station arrived at by charging to such cost:— 


(a) All Working Expenses as shown by the Company’s Working Account. 

(6) Depreciation as shown by the Company’s Profit and Loss Account. 

(c) Cost of Debenture Services as shown by the Company’s Profit and Loss Account. 

(d) The estimated dividends on all share capital issued payable by the Company for the 
current year (excluding any extra dividends or bonuses from Shipping or Extra Agreement 


Consumers’ Accounts) subject to an adjustment similar to that provided for under Clause (A) 
(3) of this Schedule. 


(e) Interest payable by the Company for the current year on all debentures issued. 

(f) The estimated amount to be transferred to Equalization of Dividends Account herein- 
after mentioned subject to an adjustment similar to that provided for under Clause (A) (3) 
of this Schedule, less such proportions of the aforesaid amounts respectively as may be debited 
to Shipping Consumers’ Account and Extra Agreement Consumers’ Account by way of Direct 
Charges and less any amounts which may be agreed between the Council and the Company as 
being in respect of cost of distribution of water and not applicable to cost of water as it leaves 
the said Pumping Station and in particular all amounts allocated to the following matters: 
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(1) Waste Detection 
(2) Upkeep of Water Towers 
(3) Cost of fixing meters 
(4) Repairs to all Mains Hydrants and other plant of like nature. 
(5) Fixing and repairing Stopcocks 
(6) Depreciation on Mains and Water Towers 
(7) Interest at the same rate as that provided for by Clause (A) (3) of this schedule on 
the depreciated value of Mains and Water Towers and subject to a similar adjustment. 
The cost per million gallons of such water as aforesaid having been ascertained, the Company’s 
Shipping Department shall be charged at such rate for all water supplied to Shipping Consumers 
and Shipping Consumers’ Account shall be debited accordingly. 


ScHEDULE B. 


Schedule of Charges to be debited to “Extra Agreement Consumers’ Account” (until otherwise 
determined) referred to in Clause 9 hereof. 
(A) Direct CHarces which shall consist of :— 


(1) (a) Salaries wages and personal benefits chargeable against the supply to Extra 
Agreement consumers. 

(b) All other expenses incurred directly for the purposes of the said supply and in 
particular the cost of maintenance and depreciation of meters and other capital assets excluding 
mains. 

(c) Interest at the same rate as that provided for by Clause (A) (3) of Schedule “A” 
hereof on the depreciated cost of meters and other capital assets used for the said supply at the 
beginning of the year excluding mains and subject to a similar adjustment. 

(2) Depreciation on the cost of mains used for the said Supply to be ascertained in the 
manner described in the Memorandum annexed hereto. 

(3) Interest at the same rate as that provided for by Clause (A) (8) of schedule “A” 
hereof on the depreciated cost of mains used for the said Supply and subject to a similar adjustment 
PROVIDED that for the purposes of this Clause the depreciated cost of mains used for the 
said Supply shall be calculated at the beginning of each year by deducting from such cost the 
actual depreciation written off mains used exclusively for the said Supply and a proportion to 
be calculated as provided by the Memorandum annexed hereto of the actual depreciation written 
off mains used jointly for the supplies to Intra and Extra Agreement Consumers. 

(4) A charge for repairs to mains being the actual expenditure incurred on mains used 
exclusively for the said Supply and a proportion to be calculated as provided by the Memorandum 
annexed hereto of the actual expenditure incurred on all other mains. 

(B) CHarces ror WATER SupPLiep which shall be the cost to the Company of the total quantity 
of the said Supply as shown by the meters used plus an allowance of one half per cent. (4%) 
thereof to cover leakage between the Pumping Station and the said meters and arrived at in the same 
manner as that provided for by Clause (B) of Schedule “A” hereof. 


MEMORANDUM. 


Formula for arriving at the cost of mains used for the Extra Agreement Supply, subject to ~ 
revision at each revision of the Tariff. 

A plan of the Settlement and outside districts shall be furnished to the Company annually by 
the Commissioner of Public Works on which the Engineer-in-Chief of the Company shall mark:— 

(a) In red lines the actual mains used jointly for the Intra and Extra Agreement Supply, 
and 
(b) In blue lines the actual mains used exclusively for the Extra Agreement Supply. 

The cubie capacity of the “red” mains shall be ascertained, as also the cubic capacity of 
theoretical mains (following the same route) which would be necessary to supply Extra Agreement 
Consumers on the assumption that there were no Intra Agreement Consumers. 

The cost of mains used for the Extra Agreement Supply shall be the proportion of the actual 
cost of the “red” mains which the cubic capacity of the theoretical mains bears to the cubic capacity 
of the “red” mains, plus the actual cost of the “blue” mains. 
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The calculations mentioned above shall be prepared by the Engineer-in-Chief of the Company 
and agreed by the Commissioner of Public Works. 


SCHEDULE C. 


Schedule of Charges to be made by the Company (until otherwise agreed) for all water supplied for 
Municipal Purposes and to intra agreement consumers as from ist October 1927 referred to in 


Clause 10 hereof. 


1.—MUNICIPAL PURPOSES: 


To the Council for all water suppliel for Municipal purposes at the rate of Three mace (Taels 
0.30) for 1,000 gallons but inasmuch as supplies of water for certain Municipal purposes are not 
measured by meter a memorandum is annexed hereto setting forth the method which shall be observed 
in calculating such supplies which memorandum shall be adjusted from time to time by consent of 
both parties hereto. 


2.—DOMESTIC PURPOSES: 


(a) To intra agreement consumers (for domestic purposes) whether the premises be residential 
or otherwise at the rate of 6 per cent. on the actual rent payable by the occupier as it may be from 
time to time and without any deduction whatsoever or where the occupier is the owner of the premises 
at the rate of 6 per cent. on the rent assessed by the Council for the purpose of taxation as it may be 
from time to time without any deduction whatsoever and in both such cases the rent shall be the rent 
for the whole of the premises occupied including any garden or other land forming part thereof 
PROVIDED that in the event of the actual rent or assessed rent for any one house being in excess of 
Taels Two hundred per calendar month where rents are payable in accordance with the Gregorian 
calendar or per moon where rents are payable in accordance with the lunar calendar the rate on such 
excess shall be 2 per cent. PROVIDED FURTHER that in the event of the occupier being the owner 
of the premises and the rent as assessed by the Council being on account of special circumstances 
lower than the rent would have been but for such special circumstances the said rate may be charged 
on what the rent would have been but for such special circumstances. 

The Council shall from time to time furnish the Company with all such information as the 
Company may require in regard to the assessment of rentals. 

(b) Notwithstanding anything hereinbefore contained the Company shall in the case of any 
building containing a number of offices or flats or a number of different consumers, where the Company 
requires the landlord to accept a service or supply and enter into a contract therefor pursuant to 
Clause (e) hereof, or in the case of any single building occupied and used solely as one office (which 
expression shall not include a shop whether wholesale or retail or any premises in which any person or 
persons shall reside) where the consumer demands a service or supply by meter and at its option may 
in the case of any consumer found supplying water to a non-consumer or in the case of any consumer 
found to be wasting water charge for water supplied for domestic purposes as measured by meter at 
the following rates :— 

$5.00 per meter for any quantity used where the monthly consumption does not exceed 10,000 
gallons. $0.50 per 1,000 gallons where the monthly consumption exceeds 10,000 gallons. 

(c) Except where the supply is measured by meter the rate for a supply of water for water 
closets shall be as follows:— 

$1.00 per month for one or two water closets. 


$0.40 per month for each water closet in excess of two. 

(d) Except where the supply is measured by meter the rate for the supply for automatic urinal 
flush tanks shall be as follows:— 

For each tank designed to flush .85 gallon $1.41 p.m. 

For each tank designed to flush 1 gallon $1.66 p.m. 

For each tank designed to flush 1.15 gallons $1.90 p.m. 

For each tank designed to flush 2 gallons $3.38 p.m. 

For each tank designed to flush 3 gallons $5.00 p.m. 


The rate for tanks designed to flush other quantities shall be determined by the Company from 
the estimated quantity of water that will be consumed calculated at the rate of $0.50 per 1,000 gallons. 
(e) In the case of any building containing a number of offices or flats or a number of different 
consumers or in the case of any block of buildings the Company shall be entitled to require the 
landlord of such building or block to accept a service or supply for the whole of such building or 
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block and to enter into a contract therefor as if such landlord were so far as the Company is 
concerned the sole consumer in respect of the whole supply or service to such building or block 
Provipep that in the case of a building containing a number of offices or flats or a number of different 
consumers the Company shall be entitled to require the landlord thereof to accept such service or 
supply and enter into a contract therefor only if the Company shall charge for such service or supply 
by meter but this proviso shall not apply to any building which in the opinion of the Company is not 
expressly designed for occupation by a number of different consumers. 


Except where the service or supply is by meter the Company shall also be entitled to require 
such a landlord to furnish to the Company at the end of each month or moon a statement in writing 
of the rent payable by each tenant of such building or block. 


PROVIDED FURTHER that in any case whatsoever where the landlord of any premises shall 
pay the water rate the Company shall not be bound at the request of such landlord to discontinue the 
supply of water to such premises or any part thereof so long as the same shall remain occupied but 
nevertheless such landlord shall not be relieved of his obligations to pay the whole of such water rate. 


(3) NoNn-DoMESTIC PURPOSES: 


(a) For all supplies of water to Intra Agreement Consumers for other than domestic purposes 
as measured by meter at the following rates: 


$5.00 per meter for any quantity used where the monthly consumption does not exceed 10,000 
gallons. 


$0.50 per 1,000 gallons where the monthly consumption does not exceed 200,000 gallons. 
$0.45 per 1,000 gallons for any additional monthly consumption on the same premises above 
200,000 gallons and not exceeding 500,000 gallons. 


$0.40 per 1,000 gallons for any additional monthly consumption on the same premises above 
500,000 gallons. 


(b) Provipep ALwWAys that where the supply is for both domestic and non-domestic purposes in 
lieu of charging by meter the Company may charge for a supply of water for other than domestic 
purposes a rate (exclusive of any charge made in respect of water-closets or automatic urinal flush 
tanks) in addition to the charge for water supplied for ordinary domestic purposes as hereinbefore 
provided. Such additional rate in the case of Purveyors of hot water shall not exceed $9.00 per 
calendar month and in the case of bean curd shops shall not exceed $6.00 per calendar month and in 
all other cases shall not exceed $5.00 per calendar month. 


The charge for water supplied for domestic purposes may be payable by the landlord and the 
additional rate by the occupier and the existence of a contract with the landlord shall not in any way 
prevent the Company from exercising its rights under a contract with the occupier or vice versa. 


4, Svranp-By Suppiigs: 


Notwithstanding anything hereinbefore contained the Company shall be entitled to charge Intra 
Agreement Consumers for all stand-by supplies by meter if the water is required for domestic 
purposes at the rate of $0.50 per 1,000 gallons and if the water is required for other than domestic 
purposes at the rates hereinbefore laid down for such PRovipep ALWAYS that the Company shall be 
entitled to charge for any such supply a minimum monthly rate varying with the size of the 
connection to the Company’s main as follows:— 


Size of Connection Minimum monthly rate. 
2-in. $79.00 
1%-in. 32.00 
1%4-in. 23.00 
1-in. 20.00 


The minimum monthly rate for other sizes of connection to the Company’s main shall be of 
sufficient magnitude to cover interest and depreciation on the estimated value of plant and mains 
required to furnish the average hourly consumption of water by the consumer and such minimum 
“monthly rate shall in all cases be assessed at the rate of $9.00 per 1,000 gallons of the estimated 


maximum rate of supply in gallons per hour of which the communication or service pipe installed 
shall be capable. 


The Company shall not be held responsible for either pressure or quantity in the event of the 
incidence of standby demand synchronising with that of the maximum hourly demand. 
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5. SUPPLIES FROM RuBICON RoAD WorKs: 


Notwithstanding anything hereinbefore contained the Company shall be entitled to charge Intra 
Agreement Consumers for all supplies of water from its works at Rubicon Road for whatever purposes 
as regulated by meter at the rate of $0.60 per 1,000 gallons PROVIDED that the Company shall be 
entitled to charge for each meter a minimum rate of $6.00 per calendar month which minimum rate 
shall entitle such consumer to a supply during such month not exceeding 10,000 gallons free of any 
additional charge. 


6. Private Fire HypRANTS—SPRINKLER AND DRENCHER SYSTEMS: 


The Company shall make no charge for the supply of water for the purpose of fire extinction 
drawn off from a private fire hydrant sprinkler or drencher system PROVIDED that such fire hydrant 
sprinkler or drencher system be supplied by a separate service pipe connected with the Company’s 
main and that the consumer enters into a contract with the Company as to such supply and to comply 
with the reasonable regulations of the Company and to pay an annual fee in the case of private fire 
hydrants of $5.00 per hydrant irrespective of size but not exceeding in any case $20.00 and an annual 
fee in the case of a sprinkler or drencher system of $0.10 per sprinkler or drencher head supplied by 
one connection to the Company’s main but not exceeding in any case $100.00 which said annual fees 
shall in all cases be payable by equal monthly instalments. The Company shall be entitled to seal 
every private fire hydrant after the same shall have passed the initial test following its installation. 
Any seal broken subsequently by the fire brigade for testing purposes or otherwise shall be replaced by 
a brigade seal. In the event of any seal being broken and water used for any purpose other than fire 
extinction the Council shall in every way assist the Company to recover compensation from the 
consumer or other party concerned. The Company shall be entitled to charge a consumer for every 


sealing by the Company of a fire hydrant a fee of One Tael or such other sum as may be agreed 
upon between the parties. hereto.

BURGLAR ALARM SYSTEM. 


Appended is the text of an Agreement entered into between the Council and the 
Oriental Electric Protective Association on September 15, 1928:— 


AN AGREEMENT made at Shanghai the Fifteenth day of September One thousand nine hundred 
and twenty-eight BETWEEN THE COUNCIL FOR THE FOREIGN COMMUNITY OF SHANGHAI NorTH OF THE 
YANGKINGPANG (hereinafter referred to as “the Council”) of the one part and THE ORIENTAL ELECTRIC 
PROTECTIVE ASSOCIATION (hereinafter referred to as “the Company”) of the other part. 


WHEREBY IT 1S AGREED as follows:— 


1.—INTERPRETATION. 


In these presents where the context requires or admits “The Settlement” means and includes all 
the Districts which during the continuance of this Agreement are for the time being under the control 
of the Council and all roads outside of such districts which during the continuance of this Agreement 
are for the time being under such control. “The Council” means the Council and its successors in office. 


2.—F RANCHISE. 


In consideration of the agreements and obligations on the part of the Company hereinafter 
contained and subject to the terms and provisions hereof the Council will not during the continuance of 
this Agreement except as herein provided establish or maintain or grant permission to any person or 
corporation other than the Company to establish or maintain any general public Electric Burglar Alarm 
System in the Settlement with any of the Departments or Offices of the Council Provipep ALWAYS that 
nothing herein contained shall prevent the Council from continuing the use and maintenance of any 
electric burglar alarm or other electric alarm system now in use by any of the Departments or Offices 
of the Council or from extending or enlarging the same or from establishing and maintaining any 
similar or other electric burglar alarm or other electric alarm system for the service or protection of 
the Council’s departments or offices or buildings or any of them or for police purposes or for the purpose 
of giving alarm signals to or receiving alarm signals from any local or neighbouring municipal or other 
publie body or authority or any public officials. 


3.—ESTABLISHMENT AND MAINTENANCE OF ALARM SYSTEM BY THE COMPANY. 


The Company will at its own expense and risk forthwith establish and during the continuance of 
this Agreement maintain in the Settlement to the satisfaction of the Council a first class modern Electric 
Burglar Alarm Service connected with the Council’s Police Stations or such of them as the Council 
shall from time to time designate. 
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4.—EFFICIENCY OF SERVICE. 


The said Burglar Alarm System so to be established and maintained by the Company shall be 
a continuous and effective service available at all times during the continuance of this Agreement for 
the protection of all persons and premises in the Settlement so long as such persons or the owners lessees 
tenants or occupiers of such premises shall (if required by the Company) have paid in advance the 
Company’s approved charges for the time being to subscribers to the said service and shall have signed 
and observed the provisions of the Company's form of contract with subscribers hereinafter mentioned 
PRovipeD ALWAYS that the Company shall not afford its said service to any person or premises to whom 
or to which the Council shall notify the Company that it objects and the Company shall itself have the 
right to object to connect any particular person or premises with the Company’s service and on any such 
last mentioned objection being made the same shall be referred to the Council by the Company and if 
the Council upholds any such objection the person or premises concerned shall not be entitled to be 
connected with the Company’s service but if any such objection is overruled by the Council then the 
Company shall be bound to connect the person or premises so objected to with the Company’s service and 
the decision of the Council shall in all such cases be final Provipep ALso that the Company shall not 
afford its said service to any premises or to the owner lessee tenant or occupier of any premises situate 
on a Municipal Road outside the districts which for the time being are under the control of the Council 
unless the owner lessee tenant or occupier of such premises shall remain bound by and continue to 
observe an agreement with the Council to pay in respect of the occupation of such premises a special 
tax not exceeding such Municipal rates and taxes as are for the time being payable in respect of similar 
premises situated within such districts, 


5.—RECEIVING STATIONS. 


The Council will permit the Company to install and during the continuance of this Agreement to 
maintain receiving stations in connection with its said service together with the appropriate apparatus 
in connection therewith in each of the Council’s police stations for the time being operating in the 
Settlement or such of them as the Council shall from time to time designate for the purpose PROVIDED 
THAT the place and manner of all such installations shall be first approved of by the Council or the Police 
Department thereof and all installations so made shall if and whenever the Council or such Depart- 
ment shall so require be removed by the Company to some other place in such police stations designated 
by the Council or the said Department and if any such Police Station shall be closed or shall be under- 
going alterations or repairs then any such installation therein shall if required by the Council or the 
said Department be entirely removed by the Company Provipep ALso that the entire cost of all such 
installations and the maintenance and repair of all such receiving stations shall be borne by the 
Company and all the Company’s apparatus in connection therewith shall be at the sole risk and 
responsibility of the Company and the Council shall not neither shall any of its officers or servants be 
liable. for any damage or injury to or arising from or loss of or occasioned by any such apparatus from 
any cause. 


6.—IDENTIFICATION OF PROTECTED PREMISES. 


The Company shall at its own expense whenever required by the Council or the Police Department 
thereof affix in a suitable manner and maintain outside all premises from time to time connected by the 
Company’s said alarm system with any of the Council’s Police Stations a distinctive light of a colour and 
kind approved of by the Council or its said Department and such lights shall be specially made for the 
purpose under a guarantee by the manufacturers thereof that similar lights will not be supplied to any 
person or company in China other than the Company and the Company will not use or permit the use 
of any such lights except for the purpose herein provided. All or any such lights shall be subject 
to immediate removal by the Company at any time at the request of the Council or its said Department 
and should the Council or its said Department at any time request the Company to adopt some other 
means of identifying any such premises as aforesaid the Company shall at its own expense comply with 
any such request. 


* 7—THE EMPLOYMENT OF ADDITIONAL POLICE. 


Should the Council at any time consider it desirable owing to the number of calls on the police force 
occasioned by the Company’s said service to employ extra police the Council shall notify the Company 
of its intention to employ such extra police and of the number it proposes to employ and of the estimated 
additional expense to be occasioned thereby and the Company shall reimburse the Council all expenses 
incurred by the Council by the employment of such extra police whether such expenses shall exceed any 
such estimate or not but any extra police so employed by the Council shall in no sense be the servants 
of the Company neither shall they necessarily be employed in connection with the Company’s said service. 


8.—COUNCIL NOT RESPONSIBLE FOR NOT ANSWERING CALLS. 


The Council shall not neither shall any of its Departments or servants (whether members of the 
police force or not) be responsible under any circumstances to the Company or any of its subscribers 
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for not answering any calls or alarm signals which may be received by the Council’s Police Stations 
or any of them or at any other places where the Company’s receiving stations may from time to time 
be installed and nothing herein contained shall be construed as placing the Council its Departments or 
servants under any such responsibility. 


9.—SUPERVISION BY THE COUNCIL, 


All works carried out or to be carried out by the Company under this Agreement and all installa- 
tions from time to time made by the Company in connection with or for the purposes of its said service 
including the affixing and maintenance of lights outside protected premises or other means of identifi- 
cation pursuant to Clause 6 hereof shall be subject to the supervision and approval of the Council and 
all such works and installations shall be maintained in good condition to the satisfaction of the Council 
ProvipED that nothing in this Clause contained shall relieve or be deemed to relieve the Company from 
liability in respect of any damage or injury caused to the property of the Council or of any other person 
or to the servants of the Council or any other person through any negligence on the part of the Company 
in carrying out any work or through defect in the Company’s plant. 


10.—INTERFERENCE WITH OTHER UNDERTAKINGS. 


The Company shall at all times indemnify and save the Council its officers and servants harmless 
against all actions suits claims and demands in respect of injury or loss caused to any person or company 
through any act neglect or default connected with or arising by reason of the construction maintenance 
repair or operation of the Company’s Alarm System and in particular through such system interfering 
with injuring or impairing the efficiency of any other undertaking. 


11.—ALL EXPENSES TO BE BORNE BY THE COMPANY. 


All expenses of whatsoever nature incurred in connection with the Company’s said service and 
the maintenance thereof and all losses damages costs and expenses in connection therewith shall be 
borne by the Company and the Council shall not be liable or be called upon to pay any expense whatsoever 
connected with or arising out of the Company’s said service or the installation or removal thereof. 


12.—PENALTIES FOR IMPROPER USE AND THE APPROPRIATION OF FINES. 


The Company shall at its own expense strictly enforce the undermenticned fines and penalties for 
improper use or abuse of the Company’s said systen. and the Company’s contracts with its subscribers 
hereinafter mentioned shall contain a clause whereby the subscribers signing such contract shall be 
bound to pay and to submit to such penalties and the Company undertakes to enforce such penalties by 
action against the subscriber concerned in case of refusal to pay or submit to such penalties, that 
is to say: 

For the first false or unnecessary alarm the sum of $25.00, 

For the second false or unnecessary alarm a similar sum, and 

For the third false or unnecessary alarm the subscriber concerned shall be disconnected with the 
Company’s service and the installation shall be removed. 

All sums which the Company shall from time to time receive in respect of the aforesaid fines 
shall forthwith be paid by the Company to the Police Department of the Council and shall be paid into 
the Police Recreation Fund or otherwise dealt with as the Council may from time to time determine but 
the Company shall not be concerned with the application of such moneys. 


13.—TARIFF OF CHARGES AND REVISION THEREOF. 


The Company shall not be entitled to make any charges to subscribers to its said service unless 
and until the same are first agreed on and approved by the Council and the Company shall from time 
to time submit to the Council its proposed Tariff of Charges to subscribers and any Tariff of Charges 
which may from time to time be agreed on between the Council and the Company shall be subject to 
revision by the Council at any time. The Council may determine the period during which any such 
charges shall be in force. The approval by the Council of the Company’s charges and any determination 
of the period during which they may be in force shall not affect the Council’s right to determine this agree- 
ment or to disconnect or suspend the Company’s service as hereinafter provided. 


14.— INSPECTION OF BooKS AND REPORTS. 


The Books, financial records and minutes of the Company shall be open at all reasonable times to 
the inspection of Accountants nominated by the Council and the Company shall submit to the Council 
semi-annually a full and detailed report covering such information regarding the Company’s activities 
as the Council may require. 
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15.—Contracts WITH SUBSCRIBERS. 


Every subscriber to the Company’s said service shall before such service is afforded be required 
to enter into a Contract with the Company binding on the Company and the subscriber to perform 
and observe the provisions thereof. The form of every such contract shall be first submitted to and 
approved by the Council. 


16.—PoWERS OF SUSPENSION AND DETERMINATION. 


The Council shall have the right at any time or times to suspend or disconnect the Company’s 
said service from the Council’s police stations or any of them during such period or periods as the 
Council or the Police Department thereof think fit if in the opinion of the Council or the said Department 
it is desirable for any reason to make such suspension or disconnection and the Council shall also have 
the right at any time to determine this Agreement in the event of the Company’s system working 
continuing injury to any other undertaking or if the Company shall commit a breach of any of the 
undertakings or agreements on the part of the Company herein contained unless the Company shall 
forthwith on being required to do so by the Council make good and remedy any such breach and if the 
Company shall fail to adhere to the provisions of Clauses 3 and 4 hereof or if in the opinion of the 
Council the working of the Company’s said system and the service afforded thereby shall prove 
unsatisfactory the Council shall have the right to terminate this Agreement on giving to the Company 
or leaving at its Registered Office in Shanghai six calendar months previous notice in writing of the 
Council’s intention to determine the same Provipep THAT if the system of the Company shall cease to 
be in regular operation owing to stress of weather or other unavoidable cause the Company shall be 
allowed such time as in the opinion of the Council shall be reasonably necessary in which to repair any 
damage done by such stress of weather or as may be attributed to any such cause. Upon the termina- 
tion of this Agreement under the provisions of this Clause the Council shall have a lien on the Com- 
pany’s plant and installations in the Council’s control or on any property of the Council for any claims 
which the Council may have against the Company at the time of such determination and if any such 
claims are not satisfied by the Company within two calendar months from the time of such determi- 
nation or if any such claims are disputed within two calendar months from the time such dispute 
shall be determined in accordance with the provisions of Clause 19 hereof the Council shall have the 
right to sell or dispose of all such plant and installations and to apply the proceeds after paying the 
expenses of any such sale or disposal in or towards satisfaction of any such claim or claims, 


17.—Councit’s Power To PuRcHASE UNDERTAKING. 


The Council shall have the option to be exercised by notice in writing to the Company during the 
first half of the last year of the term mentioned in the next succeeding Clause hereof to purchase that 
part of the business and undertaking of the Company and all property and plant belonging to the 
Company in connection therewith which shall be within the limits of the Settlement as hereinbefore 
defined and in the event of the Council exercising such option the Company shall sell its said business 
undertaking property and plant to the Council at such price as may be agreed on between the Com- 
pany and the Council and failing agreement at such price as may be determined by Arbitration under 
the provisions of Clause 19 hereof and there shall be inserted in every contract between the Company 
and its subscribers a clause to the effect that such contract may be determined on the sale to the Council 
of the Company’s business and undertaking. * 


. 18.—TERM OF AGREEMENT. 


This Agreement shall unless previously determined as hereinbefore provided remain in force for 
a term of five years from the date hereof and unless the same shall be renewed or extended by mutual 
agreement of the parties hereto all plant and installations of the Company then in the Council’s Police 
Stations or on property of the Council shall be forthwith on the expiration of the said term removed 
by the Company unless the Council shall have any claim against the Company in which case the Council 
shall have the same rights of lien and sale as are conferred on the Council by Clause 16 hereof in the 
event of the termination of this Agreement as therein provided. 


19.—ARBITRATION. 


Any difference, dispute, doubt or question which may arise between the parties hereto touching 
the construction meaning or effect of these presents or any Clause or thing herein contained or the 
rights and liabilities of the parties hereunder shall be referred to the Arbitration of two indifferent 
Persons one to be appointed by each party hereto or (in the event of the arbitrators failing to agree) 
to the Chief Judge or Acting Chief Judge of H.B.M. Supreme Court for China or his nominee as umpire 
and such arbitrators and umpire shall have all the powers conferred on arbitrators by the English 
Arbitration Act 1889 or any Statutory modification thereof for the time being in force.

CENSORSHIP OF CINEMATOGRAPH FILMS. 


In the following letter to the Senior Consul, the Chairman of Council suggests that 
there should be uniformity in treatment in the matter of censorship of cinematograph 
films offered for public exhibition in the Settlement and in territory under Chinese 
control :— 


Council Chamber, Shanghai, February 23, 1928. 

Sir,—I have the honour to request that you will transmit to the Commissioner for Foreign Affairs 
the suggestion that action should be taken to secure uniformity in the treatment of cinematograph films, 
which are offered for public exhibition in the Settlement and in territory under Chinese control, 

A Board of Film Censors was instituted on October 1, 1927, as announced in Municipal Notification 
No. 3641, of which two copies are enclosed herewith. It is considered that the Chinese Authorities might 
be willing to accept the decision of this Board in any case where it becomes necessary to prohibit the 
showing of a film or to excise parts of it, and that they would agree to render the prohibition effective 
in territory under Chinese jurisdiction. 

In this connection, I have the honour to refer you to your letter of June 3, 1926, forwarding copies 
of communications from the Commissioner for Foreign Affairs on the subject of the exhibition of improper 
pictures in cinematograph theatres. Though no agreement regarding procedure was reached at that time, 
it appears probable, from the nature of the communications alluded to, that the Council’s suggestion will 
be sympathetically received.

Notice is hereby given that a Board of Film Censors has been appointed for the control of cinema- 
tograph films intended for exhibition in the Settlement. 


In accordance therewith, Clause 7 of the Cinematograph Licence Conditions has been revised to 
read as follows:— 


“7.—That no film which has not been certified by the Board of Film Censors for public exhibition be 
shown without the express sanction in writing of the Council.”

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REPORT OF THE ACTING COMMISSIONER OF PUBLIC 
HEALTH. ’ 


The past year, though comparatively free from the major communicable diseases, 
and thus regarded as a reasonably healthy one, nevertheless shows a higher Foreign death- 
rate than the previous year. Whilst certain diseases were undoubtedly a factor in this 
higher figure, it is also probable that last year’s mortality figure was favourably influenced 
by the efflux of numerous children and elderly people following the general disturbance. 
The Defence Forces having now become completely established in Shanghai, less assistance 
was given to them this year than formerly, though all necessary co-operation was offered 
as occasion arose. ‘ 

The death-rate amongst Foreigners was 16.05 per thousand, compared with 14.93 
in 1927 (Defence Force figures are included in both totals). The Chinese death-rate was 
13.23, compared with 12.3 last year. Last year, however, was the healthiest year for a 
period of ‘ten years. 

Of the 620 deaths notified amongst Foreigners, 101 were non-residents. Amongst 
Foreign residents 56.8% of the deaths occurred amongst Asiatics other than Chinese, 
47.8% being among the Japanese population. 


In children up to the age of 5 years, the mortality was 33.3% of the total, compared 
with 26.2% last year, and this accounts for approximately a 1.5 increase in the total death 
rate. This factor may be said to account for the increased death rate this year, and it is 
probably due to the return to Shanghai of children in this particular age group. 


On investigating the cause of the increased death-rate one finds that Smallpox, 
Tuberculosis and Measles are mainly responsible. Measles frequently causes death in 
young children, and the increase this year is probably explained in the preceding 
paragraph. At the same time, an increase was noted in the death from Measles amongst 
the Chinese, which to some extent may be said to discount the above explanation. 


Deaths reported amongst the Chinese population total 10,868. Of these, 1,742 
were due to Communicable Diseases. Tuberculosis caused 871 deaths or 8% of the total, 
whilst Pneumonia and Measles were responsible for nearly 10% and Smallpox for 1.3%. 


Cholera was almost non-existent which may in part be attributable to sanitary 
improvements, though it is desirable to await confirmation and several consecutive years 
freedom before drawing any definite conclusion. Cholera is a disease of marked period- 
icity, even in such countries as are subject to constant epidemic outbreaks, while climatic 
and other factors enter into its epidemic frequency. 


. Malaria of the Benign Tertian type was still rather prevalent, but the incidence 
was chiefly confined to the Military Forces. It is, however, somewhat on the increase 
amongst the civilian population. 


The small increase in the number of Smallpox cases, which never rose to epidemic 
proportions, nevertheless served as a reminder to the population of the necessity for 
vaccination with the result that the free vaccinations in the Branch Health Offices 
increased from 32,686 to 47,058, constituting a record in the history of the Department. 


During the year certain changes tcok place in the Municipal Hospitals. The 
Victoria Nursing Home, after functioning for 25 years, was closed to the Public, and is 
now in use as the Chinese Police Hospital. 


The closure of the Maternity Home, which was not possible immediately owing to 
factors beyond the control of the Department, will take place in the near future. 

The Private Nursing Service has been discontinued, though on occasion, when 
owing to the absence of communicable diseases the Municipal Hospitals are slack, the 
services of certain nurses are still made available to the Public. 
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The new Tuberculosis Sanatorium, now in course of erection on Hungjao Road, 
will soon replace the Tuberculosis Wards in the Municipal Isolation Hospital. These 
Wards will then function as part of the Chinese Isolation Hospital. The Tuberculosis 
Sanatorium has been constructed with a minimum accommodation for paying patients, 
si such persons normally seek a change of climate. 


During the year arrangements were made for systematic visits to Municipal 
Schools, Police and Fire Stations, for the purpose of advising whenever necessary as to 
the suitability of the internal arrangements from the standpoint of Public Health. Such 
visits are naturally supplementary to those which have regularly been performed where 
special detailed advice was required as, for example, after cases of communicable diseases, 
or where disinfection is necessary. They were also undertaken to bring about, so far as 
possible, a closer co-operation between this and other Departments in matters of health. 


Visits were also made to the various Public Hospitals in order that fuller informa- 
tion might be available in the Department, as to their scope and accommodation. The 
courtesy of the various Medical Superintendents permitted the collection of extremely 
interesting and valuable information. It is hoped to follow up these visits with a view 
to keeping the information up to date.

The deaths of 620 foreigners occurred within the jurisdiction of the Shanghai 
Municipal Council and of this number 101 were non-residents. The death rate amongst 
the resident population was 16.05 per thousand, compared with 14.9 last year. 


The classification “Non-resident” refers to deaths occurring (and cases receiving 
treatment) within the limits of the International Settlement and outlying Municipal roads, 
but otherwise residing elsewhere. 


Deducting the 17 deaths which occurred among the Shanghai Defence Forces the 
death rate was 15.53. 


Of the total number of deaths among Foreign residents, 56.8% were non-Chinese 
Asiatics (who form 52% of the total population), 47.8% being Japanese (who form 47% 
of the total population). 


Pulmonary Tuberculosis, Pneumonia, Influenza, Bronchitis and Whooping Cough 
caused 27.6% of the total resident deaths, and a like percentage of the total number of 
deaths (Pulmonary Tuberculosis 58 and 71; Pneumonia 73 and 84 respectively). 


There was an increase in the infantile and child mortality over last year’s low 
figure, due mainly to 20 fatal cases of Measles and a number of deaths from Smallpox 
and Bronchopneumonia. 


The mean age at death was 25.7, compared with 29.4 in 1927. 


The mean age at death of adults was 40.2, compared with 40.9 in the previous year.

Deaths—Chinese. 


Among an estimated mean population of 821,400 the deaths of 10,868 Chinese 
residents were recorded compared with 9,966 in 1927 and 12,326 in 1926. The death rate 
was 13.23 per thousand, compared with 12.3 and 15.3 respectively in the two previous 
years. 36% of the total deaths were infants and children up to the age of 5 years. 


Of the total mortality—Tuberculosis caused 871 deaths or 8% ; Cholera, Typhoid, 
Dysentery and Diarrhoea 7.4% ; and Smallpox, Measles and Pneumonia together 11.4%. 
Measles alone accounted for 713 deaths, mostly between the period February-June. The 
heaviest mortality recorded in any single month occurred in March when 1,050 deaths 


were reported.

With reference to the voluntary registration of Medical Practitioners, Dentists and 
Veterinary Surgeons, negotiations were concluded with the principal national medical 
societies in November. The Regulations having received the Council’s formal approval, 
they were referred to the French Municipal Provisional Commission with a view to inter- 


Settlement co-operation and the nomination of a practitioner to serve as a representative 
on the Medical Board.

District, though a number also occurred in Western during the first part of the year. 


Vaccination. 


The number of free vaccinations carried out at the Branch Health Offices, chiefly 
of infants and children, reached the record total of 47,058, being an increase of almost

50% on 1927, and the total number of vaccinations performed by the staff of the Public 
Health Department was 55,734. (Full details are given in Part VI—Sanitation). 


Scarlet Fever. 


Scarlet Fever was prevalent throughout the year to a moderate extent, 49 resident 
foreign cases being notified, the single fatal case being an Indian child. Eight cases were 
British soldiers; and 8 cases were complicated by Diphtheria. 


70 deaths were recorded amongst the Chinese compared with 45 in 1927, 576 in 
1926 and 80 in 1925. A number of cases occurred amongst the Door of Hope girls in May. 


Diphtheria. 
55 cases were notified among foreign residents and 2 children died. 


39 deaths were recorded among the Chinese compared with 33 during 1927. 


Tuberculosis. 


There was an increased number of foreign deaths accounting for approximately 
a .6 increase in the death rate over 1927.

There were 871 deaths among Chinese reported from Tuberculosis, or 8% of the 
total Chinese deaths and exactly 50% of the total number of Chinese deaths from notifiable 
Communicable Diseases (Pneumonia and Measles not being notifiable).

Following three epidemic years, 1928 was comparatively free from Cholera, there 
being no cases amongst resident foreigners and only 24 amongst resident Chinese, of 
which only 4 were confirmed in the Municipal Laboratory. 6 Chinese died. The only 
foreign confirmed case (which proved fatal) came from local Chinese territory, and was a 
Japanese adult female. 

The Red Cross Summer Diseases Hospital, the Chinese Infectious Diseases Hospital, 
and the Shanghai Emergency Hospital were open during the summer for patients 
suffering from intestinal complaints.

Typhoid—Paratyphoid Group. 


18 resident foreign deaths occurred from these diseases, one less than last year, 
only 4 having any known history of inoculation. 12 were amongst the Japanese.

Rabies. 
A British child was bitten in Hongkew Park on 23 February by a dog which proved 
rabid. In spite of immediate Pasteur treatment the patient died on 14 March. 


3 Chinese also died from Rabies. 


Anthrax. 
4 cases were admitted to the Chinese Isolation Hospital during December, 2 being 
residents, of whom 1 died. The resident cases had been working amongst hides, and the 
origin of infection was never traced clearly. 
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Plague. 


No cases among either human beings or rats occurred during the year. 

During the months September-November an epidemic of Bubonic Plague prevailed 
in Manchuria in the Tungliao district near Newchwang. 433 deaths were reported 
to have occurred between 1 September and 16 November. 

In December, 4 suspicious cases were admitted to the Chinese Infectious Diseases 
Hospital, Thibet Road, one dying on admission. AI] came from the same house in the 
French Concession. Fortunately subsequent Laboratory examinations disproved the 
diagnosis of plague and showed them to be-of an Influenzal nature.

The single foreign case refers to a Russian male adult of unknown address. 


Beri-Beri. 


11 deaths amongst foreign residents were recorded, all were Japanese; and there 
were 29 deaths among the Chinese. 


Encephalitis Lethargica. 


4 cases occurred amongst British troops of which 3 proved fatal. 


Malaria. 


A number of cases occurred during the year amongst foreign residents and the 

. Defence Forces. A total of 100 fresh infections were notified which, though smaller than 

last year when the incidence of Malaria first assumed noticeable dimensions, indicates 
the necessity for a careful watch on this disease. ‘ 

The foreign death relates to an American who was first infected in 1903 whilst in

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IV.—PUBLIC HEALTH LABORATORY. 
PATHOLOGICAL. 


The number of specimens received for routine examination this year was 10,000 
at the Central Laboratory and 1,662 at the branch laboratory at the General Hospital: 
a total of 11,662, compared with 10,550 in the previous year. During 1928 the specimens 
received from the defence forces diminished, due to the establishment of an army 
Pathological Laboratory in the British Military Hospital. There was no considerable 
epidemic of communicable disease. The steady increase in the number of specimens 
submitted for examination denotes an all round increment in the demands made upon the 
Municipal Laboratory by the medical practitioners of the area, and an increase in 
examinations performed in the interests of Public Health. The steady increase in the 
Routine diagnostic work performed by the laboratory during the last twenty-nine years 
is outlined in a chart, given on another page.

A series of experiments was performed with a view to determining if the use of 
standardised formalised suspensions of the various enteric group bacteria were not 
sufficiently sensitive to agglutination with serum from cases of enteric fever in the 
early stages. Parallel agglutination tests were put up with suspensions preserved with 
alcohol but no variation of importance was noted in fifty consecutive cases. This 
investigation was based on a recent paper by A. Felix and I. Olitski in the Journal of 
Hygiene (August 1928)—‘“On the use of preserved Bacterial Suspensions for the 
Agglutination Test.” 


Owing to the lengthened period of incubation 24 hours at 37° C. which is 
required with the modified suspensions, it is not considered advisable to change the 
present technique of the agglutination test. A positive agglutination test is valuable 
as an indication of an enteric group infection when reviewed along with other clinical 
and laboratory data but, as an isolated observation, should not be taken as conclusive. 
Apart from previous anti-typhoid inoculation causing agglutination, unrecognised in- 
fections of the para-typhoid fevers in early life frequently cause positive reactions. 


Recently a patient’s serum gave distinct agglutination with B. paratyphosus C 
but further investigation revealed a positive blood culture for B. typhosus and later a 
rising titre for B. typhosus. The titre for para-typhosus C remained constant. Many 
otherwise anomalous readings can be explained by co-operation between the doctor in 
charge of the case and the laboratory staff.

Diagnosis by blood culture was attempted in 14 cases with 1 positive result. This 
is a most valuable procedure as in many instances early negative blood culture may be 
said to exclude the disease. More advantage could be taken of the facilities the laboratory 
offers in this connection. 


Examination of cultures from faeces and urine again proved valuable, 70 cases 
being examined with 8 positive results. 
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Typhus. 
The Weil Felix test was requested in 29 cases of suspected Typhus fever. 
Agglutinations with B. proteus strains was noted in 3 specimens. 
The Weil Felix test is now performed with 12 to 18 hour cultures of B. proteus 


X 19. Formalised suspensions have been discontinued since these may inhibit the 
reaction. 


The Dysenteries. 


Stools suggestive of dysentery (i.e., containing blood or mucus, or both) were 
received from 846 patients, with 521 positive results. Of these positive results, 131 
were Amoebic dysentery, 304 Bacillary dysentery due to B. para dysenteriae and 86 Bacillary 
dysentery due to B. dysenteriae (Shiga). In cases examined for acute dysentery, 15% 
proved to be Amoebic, 46% Bacillary dysentery, or taking the character of the stool as a 
guide 64% were Bacillary dysentery and in 15% the cause was not found. Bacillary 
dysentery was distinctly more prevalent than Amoebic dysentery. 


The Diarrhoeas. 


This term comprises stools which were submitted from 945 cases of diarrhoea as 
distinct from cases of obvious acute dysentery or cholera. 

In 83 amoebae were found and in 15 dysentery bacilli. In 80 Helminthiasis 
seemed to be the causative factor and miscellaneous protozoa such as Lamblia and other 
flagellates were present in 36. 

Chronic diarrhoea is found to be associated with the effects of bacillary dysentery 
as frequently as amoebic infection. 


Summary of the Dysenteries and the Diarrhoeas. 


Dysentery bacilli were isolated in 405 cases. Amoebae and cysts were found in 
241 cases. 

The relative proportion of bacillary infection to amoebic infection is represented 
by 12% for bacillary dysentery and 7% for amoebic dysentery out of the total number 
of specimens examined for diarrhoea and dysentery. 

The microscopical slide diagnosis of a dysenteric stool is valuable as an aid to 
practitioners in excluding entamoeba histolytica as a cause of an acute dysentery case 
thus giving an early indication for the use of anti-dysenteric serum and probably 
shortening the course of the disease. The cultural examination is performed as a 
necessary confirmatory measure but takes about two days to complete. 

It has been found that for clinical purposes and statistical records, the dysentery 
bacilli can be placed into the following main groups :— 


B. dysenteriae (Shiga strains). 
B. dysenteriae (Flexner Y strain). 
B. para dysenteriae. 


The latter group includes the many Flexner strains identifiable by homologous 
anti-sera and usually classified by type letters as U, V, X, Z, etc., ete. 

For all practical purposes this abbreviated classification is found sufficient and its 
use has permitted the pathologists to undertake a larger number of examinations during 
this summer and autumn dysentery season. 

B. para dysenteriae (Peking strain) was isolated in 6 cases. This organism has 
been recorded in previous years but its incidence apparently is becoming more frequent. 
Further investigation as to this is in hand. 
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The general classification of stools sent to the laboratory for examination into 
(1) Dysentery, (2) Diarrhoeas, (3) Non-Diarrhoeic stools has proved useful as noted in 
previous records. Statistics regarding diarrhoea are otherwise apt to be invalidated 
by the inclusion of stools from persons who do not suffer from intestinal diseases, these 
specimens being sent by practitioners to exclude the possibility of such diseases. 


NON—DIARRHOEAS. 


A large number of ankylostoma ova were noted in this category. These stools 
mainly were sent from patients in the Indian Police force. 

An attempt was made to gauge roughly the concentration of ova present in certain 
cases. This has a relation to the severity of infection in ankylostomiasis. The Clayton 
Lane method of ova examination was found very satisfactory for routine purposes. This 
technique gives excellent results in Ascaris, Taenia, Ankylostomiasis, Trichuris, etc. 

Possibly for Clonorchis it is not so valuable. 


CHOLERA, 


The incidence of this disease was very low. It was found practicable in every 
case submitted for examination to perform a full cultural examination in addition to the 
direct microscopical diagnosis. The number of cases examined was 102. Cholera Vibrios 
were isolated in 13. 

A survey of certain diarrhoea cases was made in order to find out if suspicious 
non-cholera vibrios were normally present which, although non-pathogenic, sufficiently 
resembled true V. Cholera to give misleading results by direct microscopical examination. 
The survey of 100 cases gave results entirely negative for vibrios which bore any 
morphological resemblance to true cholera. 


MALARIA. 


358 specimens were examined for Malaria with 48 positive results. The Benign 
Tertian type of infection prevailed in the large majority of the cases. 

One case of malignant malaria was noted. The case was a Chinese attendant in 
the General Hospital. 

With reference to the examination of blood films for malarial parasites and other 
conditions where a blood film examination is desired, it would be most helpful to the 
laboratory staff if practitioners would use only microscopic slides of the best quality 
when preparing films. Slides are available for this purpose on demand at the laboratory 
office. 

Inferior slides are composed of alkaline materials which destroy staining reactions 
and often render an examination almost impossible. Again, well taken blood films are 
only submitted in rare instances. In future the laboratory staff will decline to accept 
smears of blood on inferior slides for diagnosis. 


ANTHRAX. 


Material was examined from 4 cases of suspected malignant pustule. Anthrax 
bacilli were found in 2 patients. 


DIAGNOSIS OF VENEREAL DISEASES. 
The Wassermann Test. 


The same method has been employed as in past years. 


The number of Wassermann tests performed during the year was 1,682, with 596 
positive results. 
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The Kahn Test. 


This test is performed on the specimens of blood serum submitted for the 
Wassermann test should a sufficient quantity of blood serum be available for both tests. 
Kahn results may be had on application to the Chief Pathologist but with the under- 
standing that these results in no way replace the routine Wassermann test. Kahn 
results during the past year have been reported to the Municipal Hospitals and V. D. 
Clinic. 


Spironema Pallidum. 


457 specimens were examined by dark background illumination method. Positive 
results were obtained in 75 cases. The percentage of positive results amongst cases 
other than those from the venereal diseases clinic is 22. 

Clinic specimens are submitted as a routine measure in all cases of chancroid. 
Usually three examinations are made to exclude the possibility of syphilitic chancre. 

Practitioners are reminded that previous treatment of the lesion with a simple 
saline dressing is advisable before specimens are taken for dark background examination. 
Frequently patients are sent to the laboratory for examination with ointments and other 
antiseptic dressings to the sore which render the examination much more difficult and 
uncertain, 


Gonococcus. 


828 cases were examined with 71 positive results. 


DIPHTHERIA. 
2,949 specimens were examined from 1,554 patients with 681 positive results. 


Virulence tests for B. diphtheria were performed on three occasions. 


CEREGRO-SPINAL FEVER. 


There was a moderate prevalence of this disease during April, May and June. The 
majority of the cases were recognised at the Lester Chinese Hospital and subsequently 
transferred to the Chinese Isolation Hospital. 55 positive cases were confirmed in the 
laboratory. 

Cultural examinations’ of spinal fluid is rendered much more accurate when the 
spinal fluid is transmitted to the laboratory without delay and the specimen kept at body 
temperature. Special water-jacketed containers are available for this purpose and may 
be loaned on application to the laboratory office. 


PLAGUE. 


No human cases of plague were confirmed by laboratory examination. Certain 
suspects were examined during December but entirely negative results were obtained. 
25,090 rat examinations gave no positive results. i 


TUBERCULOSIS. 


1,449 specimens were examined, with 332 positive results. 


Ww 
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General Diagnostic Examinations. 


A total of 631 examinations were performed in specimens for general medical 
purposes. This figure includes haematology for the anaemias, urinary examinations in 
nephritis, ete. Two precipitin tests were performed on blood-stained garments for 
medico-legal purposes. 


Section Preparation and Surgical Pathology. 


The facilities the laboratory offers in this connexion have been utilised to a much 
greater extent during recent years. 165 tissues were examined by histological methods.

PUBLIC HEALTH EXAMINATIONS. 
Water Supplies. 


Routine bacteriological examinations are performed on the supplies of the Shanghai 
Waterworks Company. 


The standard of purity is taken as 10 B. coli per litre as a maximum. This 
standard has been well maintained in all samples taken from the mains. Any cases of 
pollution have been found to be due to local contamination resultant on damaged pipes 
in a water-logged subsoil. On account of the possibility of damage to pipe lines passing 
through contaminated subsoil by the increasing heavy road traffic of the city, it is a 
necessary safeguard to boil drinking water or to filter it efficiently for household use. 
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Service pipes and cisterns in new buildings, similarly old work subsequent to repair is 
especially liable to temporary pollution. This is almost inevitable and in these cases the 
whole system should be thoroughly flushed out before using water for domestic purposes.

This gives a total of 28 found below standard out of 247 which shows a high 
degree of purity, considering local conditions. 


Well Waters. 


The foregoing remarks apply to the results of bacteriological examination of deep 
well waters. The storage and conveyance system is of prime importance. The water may 
issue from the well at a high degree of purity only to be polluted in tanks or service pipes. 
It is necessary that the results of the bacteriological examination of water supplies should 
invariably be considered in conjunction with chemical analysis. Especially is this 
important where occasional sterilisation by chlorination is performed. Obviously the 
free chlorine content should be considered along with the estimated numbers of bacteria 
in relation to any particular sample. 


Water Supplies from Outports. 


Where a Bacteriological analysis is desired it is necessary to have the samples 
sent to the Shanghai Municipal Laboratory in sterile water sampling bottles kept on ice. 
Without this precaution the results of bacteriological examination would entail an 
unknown relation to the original bacterial content of the water. The greatest care should 
be exercised in taking the sample and noting the location, time and general conditions 
prevailing. A sample should be taken for chemical analysis at the same time. When 
these conditions are fulfilled a much more valuable report can be obtained. 


Aerated Waters. 


Of the 16 samples examined, all were found to be up to a reasonable standard. 


Ice Cream. 


The standards required have been unchanged. Most ice creams manufactured 
locally have been satisfactory, thus indicating that there is no reason why a pure ice cream 
can not be manufactured in Shanghai, provided adequate precautions are taken.

During the year the Semple modification of the Pasteur Treatment was used. 
447 persons came from the outports and Shanghai area for advice regarding treatment. 
Of this number 189 received a course of treatment with Anti-Rabic vaccine. 


The appended table indicates the category in which persons bitten by suspicious 


animals are placed 


for statistical purposes. 


“A” represents patients bitten by animals proved rabid by post-mortem examination 


in the pathological 


laboratory. 
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“B” by animals certified as rabid by veterinary surgeons. 


“C” by animals strongly suspected of Rabies from an investigation of the available 
data but where no material for 1icroscopic examination and animal experiment was 
submitted. 


“D” bitten by animals about which the information obtained was too vague to 
warrant any deduction. 


“Non-Rabid” classifies persons who consult the laboratory as to wounds received 
from animals but there is no evidence as to the animal being in a Rabid condition at the 
time of causing the injury. 


“Licked” is a category in which patients who have been in contact with Rabid 
animals may be placed. A percentage receive precautionary treatment. For statistical 
purposes these cases are not recorded in order that no undue favourable bias may be given 
to the returns. The year under review is taken as from October 1, 1927 to October 1, 1928 
following the precedent established in two previous annual reports. Records are thus 
rendered more accurate. It is obvious that a period of at least three months is required 
to lapse before cases can be finally classified. 


For instance a “B” or “C” class patient would be ultimately categorised as “A” 
should subsequent to treatment the laboratory experimental animal test give a positive 
result. Similarly any mortality rate can be accurately recorded. A period of over three 
months covers the probable time in which a fatality may take place. 


The Pasteur Treatment by the dried cord method between the years 1899 to 1922 
is included in the statistical summary. As mentioned in previous analyses the Semple 
anti-rabic treatment compares very favourably with the older method. It has also many 
advantages such as its availability for Outport treatment which renders it the most 
suitable treatment for the Shanghai area. . 


The comparative death rates for the two treatments are 1.40% of the Semple 
method and 3.53% of the dried cord method. These figures are based on careful analysis 
of data derived from the records of the Municipal Pasteur Institute. 


Similar comparisons have been in the larger Pasteur Institutes in India and Europe 
and the Semple method is year by year maintaining its position as the safest and most 
valuable treatment known to present day science. 


The sale of Rabies vaccine for outport cases is increasing rapidly and is of great 
value to persons who cannot for various reasons travel to Shanghai for treatment. The 
warships of the United States Navy in China waters have been supplied with emergency 
stocks of the Municipal Laboratory vaccine as a routine. This measure was instituted 
this year owing to certain personnel being bitten by a rabid dog in a distant up-river 
station and having to be rapidly transported to Shanghai by special ship to undergo the 
treatment here. Fortunately no fatalities occurred. An emergency supply of the 
Shanghai Municipal Council Semple vaccine being available at Hankow, treatment was 
commenced en route. 


Doctors and Hospital authorities in outports are advised to order stocks in cold 
weather and to store the vaccine on ice until required. Vaccine stored with care will 
keep effective from six to ten months. Stocks may be returned at date of expiry for 
replacement with fresh vaccine providing the vaccine container has been unopened and the 
seals are intact. No extra charge is made. 


Patients who are able to come to Shanghai are advised to do so. Cauterisation of 
the bite or injury inflicted by a suspicious animal is strongly advocated. The method 
most favoured is by using concentrated Nitric acid. Preliminary treatment of the wound 
by means of a local anaesthetic renders this measure much less painful. Other substances 
for cauterisation are permissible but do not satisfactorily replace this somewhat drastic 
treatment. 
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Chloramine T is considered better than most household antiseptics. Silver 
caustic stick or Iodine are regarded as distinctly less efficacious and have the disadvantage 
of rendering a wound difficult to cauterise in the laboratory by the standard method. 


A pamphlet outlining the “Prevention of Rabies” has been prepared by the Public 
Health Department. This gives in simple terms what precautions owners of animals 
should take and the best procedure to follow when a suspected animal causes injury.

There were 5 deaths during the year. Of these 2 are regarded as failures, Two 
deaths were within the 14 days after treatment (which is usually regarded as being too 
short a time in which to establish immunity and can not thus be classed as failures). A 
further patient who completed treatment on September 3, died on October 20, after 
10 days illness. It is doubtful whether this was actually a case of hydrophobia as the 
clinical history was more suggestive of pneumonic meningitis. 


The total number of patients for the Institute since the beginning is 2,017. Death 
Rate 2.99%. Failure Rate 1.22%. (Note:—The figures of the Death Rate and Failure 
Rate do not include cases treated in the Outports, as insufficient information is available 
concerning them). 


From 1922 onwards “licked” persons are placed in a separate category. These 
persons run little risk, as a rule, though treatment is always advisable. 


Of the 57 animals examined for Rabies 44 proved Rabid. The average incubation 
period in the Rabbit was 14 days. 


Results of Microscopical Examinations for Negri Bodies.

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There were no brains in which the stained section gave an incorrect positive 
result. Thus in 82% rabbit inoculation was unnecessary except as a check on the 
diagnosis. In view of the uniformly good positive results of staining, the system of only 
taking 20% of the brains giving positive microscopical findings for animal experiment is 
maintained. The saving in rabbits and unnecessary pain is thus considerable. It will 
be noticed, however, that 9% of the results are wrongly negative owing probably to the 
rapid development of rabies not permitting Negri bodies to develop. 


The routine staining methods for Negri Bodies have been much improved as the 
result of considerable investigation into stain technology in the Municipal Laboratory 
during the last three years. A method has been adopted which is based on an Azure C and 
Phloxine stain used recently for another purpose in bacteriology.

Observation Kennels—Animals admitted to the Kennels under observation for Rabies numbered 
203 dogs and 9 cats, as compared with 174 dogs and 2 cats for the preceding year. Of the total number 
of animals admitted, 190 had bitten people, an increase of 28 over the returns for 1927. 13 dogs died 
in the Kennels during the year and of this number 11 were rabid, 5 less than last year. 


MANUFACTURE OF VACCINES. 
Smallpox Vaccine. 
The preparation of smallpox vaccine has been elaborated during the past five years. 


Very stringent tests as to its potency and freedom from pathogenic organisms are applied 
before any batch is passed for issue. 


Reports are received from the Public Health Department free vaccination centres 


as to the “takes” in primary cases when a new lymph batch is issued from stock. This 
additional control is regarded as very valuable. 


289,943 doses of Smallpox Vaccine have been issued. 
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Certain free issues have been made to vaccinating centres in adjacent Chinese 
areas and reduced charges are made to Mission Hospitals, etc., in the Shanghai district 
and Outports. The S.M.C. Smallpox Vaccine has been used by units of the Naval and 
Military forces of several nations stationed in Shanghai and other ports in North China. 


Anti-Typhold Vaccine. 

2,107 sets of this vaccine have been issued. Anti-typhoid vaccine consists of 
B. typhosus, B. paratyphosus A, and B. paratyphosus B. So far it has not been found 
advisable to incorporate B. paratyphosus C. 

The vaccine is supplied either in large ampoules sufficient for the complete 
prophylactic inoculation of 14 persons or in small sets for individual use. The three 
dose system of prophylactic inoculation is becoming more popular and the sets are so 
designed that they can be used in this way. 


Cholera Vaccine. 
8,512 doses were issued. A large stock of this vaccine was prepared in the early 
part of the year but owing to the favourable conditions prevailing only a small amount was 
required. 


Anti-Plague Vaccine. 


1,062 doses were issued. This vaccine was requisitioned for the Italian naval units 
in Northern waters and certain hospitals in the Foochow district. No local issues were 
required. 


Semple Vaccine. 


This vaccine was used in the Pasteur Institute. 52 sets of 18 doses were issued 
to Outports: (Vide Pasteur treatment). 


EXPERIMENTAL AND TEST ANIMALS. 
Housing of Animals. 


During the latter part of the year the laboratory animals were transferred to more 
suitable Animal Rooms constructed in the basement of the building. A new type of 
cage was adopted and much improved hygienic conditions for experimental animals 
resulted. 


Calf Stables and Vaccinating Room. 


The calf stabling and operating room were likewise transferred in the latter part 
of the year to improved quarters. The accommodation for calves has been increased 
from two to four. Two new calf operating tables have been constructed by the Public 
Works Department. These incorporate a device for more conveniently handling the 
animals. The new calf room is better lighted and the generally improved conditions 
should facilitate Smallpox vaccine manufacture. 


Breeding Stock. 


Normal healthy animals are obtained from the breeding houses supervised by the 
Food Division. The stock of animals at the breeding sheds was very well maintained 
throughout the year. 397 rabbits and 234 guinea pigs were supplied to the Pathological 
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Laboratory. In addition, 441 rabbits and 381 guinea pigs were supplied to local and 
other Hospitals, Colleges and Laboratories, leaving 441 rabbits and 234 guinea pigs in 
stock at end of year. 


Operative Procedures. 


Routine operative procedures include the injection and bleeding of animals for the 
preparation of diagnostic reagents such as amboceptor and agglutinating sera.

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The percentage of adulterated samples in those from licensed dairies is again 
satisfactorily low. In samples from unlicensed dairies the ratio of adulterated to 
genuine milks is roughly 3 to 1. The freezing point test has been regularly applied to 
differentiate between the deliberate small adulteration with water and milks of naturally 
poor quality and the samples returned as being of poor quality have been either those 
with a fat content approaching too nearly the minimum limit of 3 per cent or those with 
a naturally somewhat low solid-not-fat content. 


A number of analyses of milk were made in the course of a feeding experiment at 
one of the licensed dairies and this experiment is still continuing.

The results of the monthly analyses are tabulated above. 


Daily observations have been continued on the clarity of the water, temperature, 
chloride, free chlorine and saline ammonia contents and the presence or absence of 
nitrites. These observations have been made on samples taken from the laboratory taps. 
Free chlorine determinations have further been instituted on samples taken at the same 
time and place as the samples taken for bacteriological test. 


The clarity of the water has been consistently good throughout the year. 
Variations in the chemical figures have been unimportant except for those caused by 
infiltration of salt water at intervals during January, February and March. In January 
a sudden rise to 15 parts per 100,000 of chlorine in chlorides occurred about the end of the 
month. This had fallen again to 4.0 parts within 4 days. A similar sharp rise of 
equally short duration was evident towards the end of February, the maximum figure 
then noted being 14.6 parts per 100,000. During March increased salinity was noted 
from the 6th to the 14th when a maximum of 18.4 parts per 100,000 of chlorine in 
chlorides was attained and again during a period commencing on March 22nd. On the 
23rd the chlorine in chlorides figure was 40 parts per 100,000 and the figure remained 
between 30 and 40 parts for several days, falling again to 9 parts by the 31st and reaching 
approximate normality by April 10th. At the peak point the water contained 66 parts 
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per 100,000 of sodium chleride (salt), representing an admixture of between 114 and 2 
per cent. of sea water. The last occasion on which a rise of similar magnitude occurred 
was in February 1923. 


Free chlorine has varied between a minimum of 0.03 and a maximum of 0.3 parts 
per million in samples from the laboratory tap. The saline ammonia figure was high 
during February and March but normal during the remainder of the year. The minimum 
temperature noted was 6° C. (42.8° F.) in February and the maximum 31.5° C. (88.7° F.) 
in July. 


Deep Well Waters. 


Amongst deep well waters examined during the year were 14 samples from new 
deep borings in and around Shanghai. The characters of these waters accorded with 
the observations already made and noted in the paper entitled “Deep Well Waters in the 
Shanghai Area” and no unusual property was found. Generally it may be stated that 
the least highly mineralised type of deep well water obtainable has, where no natural 
softening process has taken place, a total hardness round about 30 parts per 100,000 
(21 grains per gallon) chiefly of the carbonated (temporary) type. This water 
frequently contains iron in amount sufficient to render filtration necessary. Waters with 
much lower degrees of hardness show evidence of a natural softening process, as the 
reduction in total hardness is accompanied by a definite alkalinity due to the presence 
of sodium bicarbonate, the amount present being inversely proportional to the degree 
of hardness. These definitely alkaline waters are as a rule clear and bright and are free 
from iron except in minute amount. 


Deep well waters from Nanking, Ningpo and Wei-Hai-Wei have also been 
examined. 


Open Air Swimming Pool. 


Special attention was devoted to this during the 1928 season and a regular routine 
of tests instituted to determine the most efficient method of treatment in conjunction 
with the operation of the filtration plant. To inhibit the algal growths, which are 
always troublesome in a pool exposed to strong sunlight, a daily copper treatment was 
found necessary. An initial treatment with 142 to 2 parts of copper sulphate to one 
million parts of water and a further daily treatment with smaller amounts determined 
by twice daily tests was found to be efficient. The daily treatment is necessary as the 
copper is fixed by the developing algal spores and other organic matter introduced into 
the water and removed, with the killed organisms, from the water by the sand filter. 
With the filtration and sterilising plant operating so as to treat the whole volume of 
the pool once in every 24 hours, the water was kept in excellent physical condition and in 
a high degree of purity. 


Gas Analyses. 


The Shanghai Gas Company’s gas has been found well within the limit in respect 
of content of Carbon Monoxide, on each occasion of testing. 


Toxicological and Allied Investigations. 


Nine viscera were examined for poisons, positive results being obtained in five of 
the specimens. Opium was found in two cases, in quantities computed at 27 and 50 
grains respectively. Morphine was isolated in small amount from another specimen 
whilst a fourth showed the presence of alcohol in appreciable amount. Viscera from a 
case of homicidal poisoning in an outport contained white arsenic (arsenious acid) in 
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amount of 1114 grains. Three specimens of liquor and drugs were also examined in 
connection with the above. 


A powder used with fatal results as an abortefacient contained 87 per cent. of 
litharge (lead monoxide) and it was stated that this dangerous chemical was being 
commonly sold by native quacks for the purpose. Pills said tobe sold for abortefacient 
purposes were examined with negative results. Four specimens of medicines were 
examined in connection with non-fatal or suspected poisoning cases but no ingredients of 
poisonous character were found. Four garments were examined for bloods stains, two 
giving positive results. 


Narcotics (Opium, Morphine, etc.). 


The total number of materials examined was 44. Of 34 powders, 7 contained 
morphine or heroin, 3 consisted of cocaine hydrochloride and the other 24 consisted of 
inert drugs with no narcotic admixture. An anti-opium medicine contained morphine and 
caffeine in solution whilst another one in the form of tablets contained morphine, quinine 
and strychnine. Two lots of pills also contained the same alkaloids. Three lots of the 
thick dark brown paste (Li Au Tz) were examined and 2 were found to contain opium 
in small amount. No narcotics were found in some partially smoked cigarettes which 
were claimed to have caused unconsciousness in the person who smoked them. 


Coloured Chinese Sweetmeats and Cakes. 


The examination of these for poisonous mineral pigments has been made a routine 
since the discovery in 1926 of the use of arsenical and other poisonous pigments for 
colouring, and special attention is paid to them at the time of the Chinese New Year. A 
total of 185 samples were examined in 1928 and two only were found to contain lead in 
amount which would suggest the use of a lead pigment. Six others contained traces of 
heavy metals, probably from accidental contamination, but not in dangerous amount. 
No arsenical pigment was found. One contained an excessive amount of an aniline colour. 
Of six samples of colours taken from food shops, 5 were harmless and one yellow powder 
was found to be a mixture of Barium Sulphate and Barium Chromate. 


Green Teas. 


As a result of a report to the Department that chrome yellow (Lead Chromate) 
was being used in the facing of green teas, samples of the green teas sold for consump- 
tion in Shanghai were obtained and examined for the presence of lead. Out of 18 
samples examined, one contained lead in amount of 40 parts per million, two others in 
amount of 20 parts per million and the others were either free from lead or contained it 
in amount of less than 5 parts per million. 20 parts per million of lead is equivalent to 
about 1/8 grain in 1 pound and if 1/3 ounce of tea is taken as an average daily consump- 
tion this amount would contain about 1/350 grain of lead. In the case of the more 
heavily contaminated sample 1/3 ounce would contain about 1/175 grain of lead. It is 
perhaps doubtful whether these amounts would be definitely harmful, particularly as it 
is not certain that all the lead present would pass into solution when the tea is infused, 
but nevertheless the use of such colouring agents in the treatment of tea should be 
prohibited. 


Other Food Samples have included native sauces and condiments, butter, margarine, 
flour, baking powders, condensed milk, etc. A specimen of native sauce sent in to the 
Laboratory, was found to contain a dangerous amount of arsenic. Specimens were at 
once obtained from food shops in various parts of the settlement and examined and all 
found free from any similar contamination. Later information received in regard to the 
origin of this particular sample was suggestive of a deliberate addition of arsenic. A 
number of native food condiments were also examined for their general characters and 
freedom from harmful ingredients. 29 samples of butter and margarine were examined. 
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Two samples which were represented to be butter, though not definitely labelled so, were 
found to be margarines blended with a butter flavouring. Several of the margarine 
samples contained boric acid preservative. Six brands of baking powder were examined. 
One only was found to contain alum. 


Foods and Liquors. 


Liquors examined have included rum, whisky, champagne, beer, etc. 

Fabricated wines appear to be as numerous as fabricated spirits and mostly 
labelled as “genuine old” wines. In the absence of excise control of alcohol it is difficult 
to see how these can be suppressed. 


Specimens examined for medical diagnostic purposes include urine (114), blood 
(for sugar, urea, uric acid, etc., 51), faeces (for occult blood, fats, etc., 31), gastric 
contents (22), fractional test meals (5), human milk (9) and sugar tolerance tests (6). 


Drugs and medicinal preparations have included bleaching powder, eusol, opium 
and preparations, spirit of nitrous ether, liquid extracts, etc. The preparation of sodium 
—potassium—bismuth tartrate has been continued. 


General analyses and tests have included disinfectants, coal, egg products, fertilisers, 
proprietary medicines, feeding stuffs, etc. Materials examined in connection with Police 
investigations have included materials from arson cases, papers with writing in invisible 
inks, etc. Anti-fly and mosquito mixtures were prepared for the Sanitation Division and 
experiments made on stamping inks for the Food and Markets Division. 
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V.—HOSPITALS. 


This Division is concerned with the medical and nursing services administered by 
the Public Health Department.

General Remarks, 


During 1928 there was no epidemic of communicable diseases, and in consequence, 
neither of the Isolation Hospitals was ever very full. 


A moderate number of both types of dysenteries occurred among the Chinese 
Police Force, which, for a short time, took up one large ward in the Chinese Isolation 
Hospital. ° 


Smallpox continued in a modified form all the year round and did not stop com- 
pletely in the summer as usually happens; it assumed a more severe type during the 
last six weeks of the year among the Foreigners and Chinese, with an increasing number 
of cases seeking admission to both Hospitals. 


The Tuberculosis Clinic has continued to be well attended, with quite a number of 
new cases applying for diagnosis and treatment, especially during the last two months. 
A number of tables are appended to show what has occurred during its two years of 
activity. These can be found under a separate report on the Clinic. 


The attendances at the Venereal Diseases Clinic have remained about the same. 


An endeavour has been made to get the Child Welfare Work started, and an 
additional Assistant Nurse was detailed for the purpose. For the present it is too early 
to make any definite statement as regards progress. 


The Victoria Nursing Home closed on May 15, the Maternity and Mental Blocks 
continuing as before. As regards the Mental Block, it has been found to be much too 
small for the number of patients who seek admission, and serious overcrowding has 
occurred, more especially in the female ward. 


The Private Nursing Service ceased as a regular service on September 1, and 
“nurses have only been supplied when available during slack periods in the hospitals, 


iM 
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The Visiting Nursing Service also ceased, as the number of cases did not warrant 
detailing a special nurse for the purpose; it has been continued, where necessary, by 
the District Nurses. 


The Mokanshan Sanatorium remained closed, as a sufficient guarantee for the safety 
of Foreigners could not be given. 


The Chinese Police Hospital, which was transferred to the Victoria Nursing 
Home on October 1, is working under very much better conditions than in the old 
Hospital, which has now been demolished. The present Hospital, while answering the 
purpose fairly well, can only be looked on as a temporary measure, for to run it econo- 
mically it would have to be completely modernised and even then, with the numerous 
small rooms, it can never be run as an efficient hospital for one class of patients. 


The Indian Police Hospital in its temporary new quarters at 72 Woosung Road, 
has proved to be too small. An outside shelter had to be constructed for tuberculous 
patients awaiting invaliding. 


No further improvement in the condition of Ward Road Gaol Infirmary has been 
effected, and the greatest congestion of all the hospitals occurs here in the Infirmary. 
Three-quarters of the patients are suffering from tuberculosis, while the remainder 
comprise a mixture of medical and surgical cases. 


The number of prisoners is about 4,000, and our accommodation for patients is 
about 80 beds. As a great number of prisoners admitted are already sufferers from 
tuberculosis, they at once become patients and remain as such for their term of imprison- 
ment, or until they die. The construction of a new prison hospital is the most urgent 
matter in the Hospitals’ Division at the present moment. 


The Reformatory has continued in the godown adjacent to the Prison. There has 
been a noticeable increase in the number of boys admitted during the latter end of the year; 
their health has remained excellent. 


Amoy Road Gaol Infirmary consists of one small ward and answers the purpose 
while the present prison exists. 


Remanded prisoners have greatly benefited by daily visits of a doctor, as many 
small medical matters can be attended to on the spot, without having to send patients to 
the Chinese Police Hospital. 


A mass re-inoculation and vaccination of the Police Force, Chinese and Indian, 
will be undertaken after the present lapse of two years. The results obtained previously 
were very satisfactory and materially reduced the incidence of the two diseases concerned. 


The Nursing Service has fallen below normal requirements, due in a great measure 
to the recent changes and closure of hospitals, also to the unsettled state of affairs induced 
by the Economy Commission’s Report. 


We have had to engage an additional doctor for the Chinese Medical Staff in order 
to cope with the work that is constantly increasing in volume, 


The Medical Examination of foreign and senior Chinese candidates for employment 
is being held at 23 Hankow Road. This examination will be stricter and more searching 
in character in the near future. 


There have been a fair number of medical boards held during the year, and quite 
a number are for cases of tuberculosis of the lung, which disease is very much more 
prevalent than is generally recognised.

FOREIGN ISOLATION HOSPITAL. 


The total number of cases admitted was 395, compared with 376 in 1927 and 624 
in 1926. 


A flush system of sanitation was introduced in the early part of the year which 
is a great improvement. 


19 
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A few minor repairs were done to the roof of the cookhouse and a new boiler 
installed in the wash-house. A three line telephone system was installed with a hospital 
exchange to all wards. 

Cholera.—No authentic cases of Cholera were admitted during the year. 

Smallpox.—There has been an increase in the number compared with last year, 
and several haemorrhagic cases occurred. Admissions were 81 and deaths 19, compared 
with 8 admissions and 1 death last year. 

There were a few cases of Mumps and Measles, mostly from the families of the 
British Defence Force. 

One case of Hydrophobia was admitted and died. 

Tuberculosis—The male wards have been more or less full during the year, the 
female about half full. 

The smaller number of female cases is due, not to a smaller incidence among 
women, but to the fact that many of them cannot come into hospital owing to family ties. 

Where possible, patients who are admitted have to agree to remain in for a 
minimum period of three months, as little can be done for them in a shorter time than this. 

Permanent improvement in most cases is still very unsatisfactory, as when they 
leave the hospital they usually return to their former state; one of the reasons for this 
is that many are indigent patients, and when they go out they cannot obtain work, which 
results in inadequate food and poor living conditions generally. Where possible, the 
various Societies help these cases, and try to arrange that they go out to some form of 
light work. 

With the opening of the new Sanatorium on the Hungjao Road, much better results 
are confidently expected. 


CHINESE ISOLATION HOSPITAL. 


During the summer extensive repairs were done to one half of the Hospital; the 
roof was completely renewed and painting of the building both inside and out was also 
carried out. 

The other half, which is in a bad state of repair, was not touched. When the 
Foreign cases are removed to the new Sanatorium, this section of the Foreign Isolation 
Hospital will be used for Chinese patients. 

The whole scheme has been done at small cost and was considered to be the best 
way out of the difficulty as a temporary measure. 

Smallpox.—166 cases were admitted during the year. In the summer a few cases 
continued to be admitted, which does not usually occur. 

Towards the latter end of the year there has been a good number of admissions 
with many severe cases of the confluent and haemorrhagic type, which, as a rule, prove 
fatal. 

Scarlet Fever—98 cases were admitted. Scarlet Fever was not of a severe type 
this year. The anti-scarlet fever serum was extensively used with satisfactory results. 
The cost is somewhat prohibitive for it to be used on indigent cases generally, but when 
thought necessary, it was always given.

Diphtheria.—In this disease cases often come in when the patient is in a dying 
condition, thus causing a rather high death-rate: 


On two cases, tracheotomy was performed, with satisfactory results. 


Cholera.—Only 16 cases were admitted. The improved conditions in the water 
supply of Chapei probably helped a good deal in reducing the number of admissions. 


Dysentery.—85 cases were treated, compared with 104 in 1927. Most of these 
were sent from the Chinese Police Hospital and 8 cases of indigent foreigners were 
admitted from the General Hospital. 


Rabies.—5 cases occurred: all were fatal. 


VICTORIA NURSING HOME. 


This hospital ceased to function as such on May 15. 


Certain alterations were made which included the construction of a prison ward 
and a Chinese cookhouse. On October 1, it opened as the Chinese Police Hospital. 
During the remainder of the year it has continued in that capacity and has proved 
satisfactory as a temporary hospital. 


The present year has been, on the whole, a healthy one with no epidemics of any 
kind, so that the accommodation has proved sufficient, but with the possibility of an 
increasing Police force, it would be too small. 


The top floor has had to be used as Nurses’ quarters, as sufficient accommodation 
elsewhere is not available. 


The old Chinese Police Hospital in the compound has been pulled down. 


MATERNITY HOME. 


This block, which formed part of the Victoria Nursing Home unit, has continued 
as a separate establishment. 


The admissions for the present year have been 128, compared with 166 in 1927. 
There was a notable decrease in the number of cases for admission, due in a certain 
degree to a misconception on the part of doctors and the general public that it would 
close at the same time as the Victoria Nursing Home. 


There were no deaths among the adult patients, 


MENTAL WARD. 


The female ward has been continually overcrowded, necessitating the refusal of 
admission to several cases. One of the difficulties experienced is that most of the present 
inmates require to be kept separate, and consequently rooms that could accommodate two 
cannot always be used. The female ward is also gradually being filled with chronic cases, 
who are likely to live many years in their present mental state. It will be absolutely 
necessary to increase the accommodation for these patients in the immediate future. 
The male ward has not been so crowded as the female. A small extra plot of ground was 
arranged so that both male and female patients could exercise outside at the same time. 


Most of the present cases are indigent Russians. The admissions and discharges 
are as follows :—

PRIVATE NURSING SERVICE. 


The Private Nursing Service was discontinued this year. The houses which it 
occupied in Boone Road had however to be kept on in order to accommodate the Nursing 
Staff, and are now known as Boone Road Quarters. 


The discontinuance was necessary in view of the reduction and re-arrangement 
of the Nursing Staff, and at present it is no longer possible to reserve specified nurses 
for Maternity or other cases, though nurses may be detailed for private work when hospital 
exigencies permit. 


In consequence of the above changes, only 37 cases have been nursed privately, 
and 195 requests for nurses’ services have had to be refused,

DISTRICT NURSING SERVICE. 


This Service has continued as in 1927 in close co-operation with the King’s 
Daughters’ Society. 


It was found quite impossible to attempt child welfare work with only one nurse; in 
August of the present year an assistant nurse was detailed to help and develop the work. 


At the present moment suitable clinics, where mothers and their children can be 
seen, are not available in all districts, but it is hoped in the future that such places can be 
arranged as the work develops. It has been found that house-to-house visitation gives 
much better results than compelling mothers to attend clinics, as in most cases they cannot 
afford the time or money to attend regularly. This work is of great importance, as is now 
generally recognised, and will, in time, effect a great improvement in the general health 


and upbringing of the poorer classes who cannot always afford a doctor to attend their 
children :—

MOKANSHAN SANATORIUM. 


This Sanatorium has remained closed all this year as satisfactory protection could 
not be guaranteed. : 


CHINESE POLICE HOSPITAL. 


This hospital was transferred to the former Victoria Nursing Home, after certain 
alterations had been made, on October 1. 


The old Chinese Police Hospital has been, for a long time, quite inadequate in 
accommodation for the number of patients; during the present year it has always been 
full, notwithstanding the fact that the year has been a healthy one. The Police Force, 
for which it was constructed, has increased out of all proportion to the accommodation 
available, and in consequence summer disease cases, e.g., Dysenteries, had to be sent to the 
Chinese Isolation Hospital for treatment. 

The Prisoners’ ward was much too small to accommodate all cases and much over- 
crowding was the result; the present Prisoners’ ward has accommodation for double the 
number of patients and, so far, has proved sufficient, though it could easily be filled with 
cases from Ward Road Gaol, which is in a hopeless state of congestion. 


The medical and nursing staff have had to be considerably increased since the 
transfer to the present building.

The average number of days off duty sick in the Chinese Police Force for the last 
five years is as follows:— 


1924 = 5.7, 1925 = 6.5, 1926 = 6.2, 1927 = 6.8, 1928 = 6.17. 


The total number of admissions during the year is 1,436, consisting of 968 Chinese 
police, 234 prisoners, and 234 Municipal employees other than Police. 


Admissions of prisoners is 234 compared with 191 last year. 
Tuberculosis.—5 Police were invalided on account of this disease. 


Venereal Disease.—There has been an increase of 3 cases of gonorrhoea and a 
decrease of 8 in syphilis. 


Eye Diseases.—Quite a number of eye cases have to be admitted, some of them 
not being very severe, as it has been found that if they are treated as out-patients, they 
invariably become worse. 


Communicable Disease.—There were 6 cases of typhoid and paratyphoid. 4 cases 
of diphtheria were transferred to the Chinese Isolation Hospital. No cases of true 
cholera were recorded. Dysentery cases were treated mostly in the Chinese Isolation 
Hospital. 


Operations —116 cases were operated on, of which 26 were major operations. 
Towards the latter half of the year the number of police suffering from bullet wounds 
has decreased. Several cases of abdominal bullet wounds, which were considered hope- 
less, recovered. 


Examinations as to fitness for services :— 


Chinese Police recruits examined were 785, of whom 541 passed as fit and 79 were 
passed subject to re-examination. 


Fire Brigade recruits examined were 161, of whom 108 passed as fit and 32 were 
passed subject to re-examination. 


Chinese candidates for employment other than the above were 143, of whom 104 
passed as fit and 27 passed subject to re-examination. 


Most of the routine laboratory work is done in the hospital by one of the Chinese 
Medical Officers. 


INDIAN POLICE HOSPITAL. 


The building at 72 Woosung Road has continued to be the temporary hospital for 
the Indian Police pending the construction of a single unit hospital, to accommodate both 
Indian and Chinese. As a temporary hospital it has proved too small, although it is a 
great improvement on the old one. The occasional occurrence of communicable disease 
has been the cause of considerable difficulty in the isolation of patients. The operating 
theatre is too small. Fortunately very few major operations were necessary. 


In accordance with the custom of recent years, wives and children of the Sikh 
Police attended the out-patient clinic for advice and treatment. 


As will be seen from the following figures, there has been an increase in the 
numbers of patients treated during the year in comparison with the numbers for 1927 :—

Average number of days off duty sick of the Indian Police during this year was 
11.4 compared with 9.82 in 1927. 


Tuberculosis——A small mat shed with a wooden floor was built in the Police 
Compound to accommodate three patients. This was used exclusively for those patients

suffering from Pulmonary Tuberculosis who were awaiting invaliding to India; during 
the summer and autumn months it was quite satisfactory, but too cold and unprotected for 
winter use.

Invaliding—28 men were invalided out of the service during the year. Tuber- 
culosis was responsible for 11 of these. 


Communicable Disease——There were no epidemics except for a small outbreak 
of Mumps in April and the early part of May. The following cases of communicable

One patient was invalided out of the service on account of Syphilis. 


Operations.—These included 17 minor and 4 major: 2 for acute appendicitis and 
1 for varicose veins.

The medical examination of Sikh Police recruits as carried out in India has not 
been at all satisfactory ; quite a number have had to be rejected as not up to standard when 
medically examined in Shanghai. Most of the applicants are found to be suffering from 
Ankylostomiasis. 


In view of present conditions, a new medical history sheet has been drawn up, 
which, if approved, will make the examination of recruits more complete and stringent. 


WARD ROAD GAOL (MEDICAL SERVICE) 


This service has continued to function in the same manner as in previous years. 
Owing to the increasing numbers of prisoners an extra Chinese doctor had to be engaged 
in order to cope with the medical work entailed. The wards are hopelessly overcrowded, 
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mainly with prisoners suffering from tuberculosis of the lung, and this state of affairs is 
becoming worse every day. A certain number are recommended for release on medical 
grounds, but in most cases, they either die before release or there are no relations to take 
care of them. Furthermore, it is not a very sound medical principle to release an infected 
prisoner, who will probably disseminate the disease among his relations and friends. 
Many prisoners, at present, have to be treated in cells owing to this overcrowding, an 
altogether unsatisfactory method, except in the case of minor ailments. It is hoped that 
this state of affairs will be remedied in the immediate future. 

An amended dietary for prisoners was brought into force, involving a considerable 
saving in food; in conjunction with this diet, careful weighing of the prisoners was done 
monthly, and, in no case was there noticeable loss of weight directly attributable to the new 
scale. 

The general health of the prisoners has kept remarkably good considering the over- 
crowding, and with the exception of a small outbreak of influenza lasting two weeks, there 
was nothing special to note. In connection with this influenza outbreak, all prisoners 
were made to gargle and inhale through the nose a weak solution of potassium perman- 
ganate twice daily; the results were excellent, as almost immediately it started, the 
outbreak subsided. 

A system of rapid examination of prisoners reporting sick in cell blocks, and 
separating those for further treatment from those requiring some very minor attention 
was adopted with excellent results; it prevented overcrowding of the medical inspection 
room, and the prisoners were returned to duty in a much shorter period of time. 

The method of medical inspection of new prisoners is as follows :— 

On admission they are thoroughly examined by a Chinese doctor who notes down 
any disease or condition requiring treatment. After a certain period they are brought 
before the Assistant Commissioner of Public Health (Hospitals) who re-examines them 
and classifies them into the various categories; they are then subjected to the prison 
regulations. 

Serious cases of illness requiring special hospital treatment and attention are sent 
to the Prisoners’ ward in the Chinese Police Hospital. All surgical cases requiring major 
operations are also sent there. No improvement in hospital accommodation has been 
carried out during the year, as, with the possibility and necessity of a new hospital being 
built, any outlay of money was thought inadvisable. 

Venereal Disease.—This branch continued as in 1927. The injections of N.A.B. 
to prisoners serving a short term was stopped, as it was considered an unnecessary 
expense, except in those who obviously required the treatment. 1,288 cases of venereal 
disease were treated, an increase of 364 compared with 1927. 

Tuberculosis and the Death Rate-—58 deaths occurred this year including 10 in the 
Police Hospital; of these, 43 were due to tuberculosis. There was an increase of 22 
compared with last year. 

The average population of the Gaol increased from 2,458 in 1927 to 3,526 in 1928. 

The death-rate per thousand is 16.4, an increase of 1.8 per thousand over that of 
1927. 

Communicable Diseases.—The Gaol was again free from any communicable disease 
except one case of diphtheria and two of scarlet fever. Pulmonary tuberculosis was 
the main cause of death during the year. Very few cases of pneumonia and bronchitis 
occurred. 


REFORMATORY. 
This institution has continued to function in the large godown adjacent to Ward 
Road Prison. 
During the latter end of the year the number of cases has increased to over 70. 
The boys get plenty of exercise as they have a ground outside to play about in 
during certain hours, and during the rest of the day they are always occupied in some 
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form of work, principally carpentry and mending of clothes. When the new system of 
dietary started in Ward Road Prison, they were put on a medium diet, but it was 
found insufficient for them, and they were put back on a full adult diet; the results 
justified the increase. 


The health of the boys has been excellent and only a few cases were sent to the 
Chinese Police Hospital, where they were placed in a separate ward from the adult 
prisoners. They are visited daily by a Chinese Medical Officer, and at intervals by the 
Assistant Commissioner of Public Health (Hospitals). 


AMOY ROAD GAOL. 


During the year the health of the prisoners has been excellent and only 7 cases 
have had to be treated outside the prison precincts. The diet of the prisoners has been 
improved by the addition of cooked fresh fruit twice weekly, and has been much 
appreciated by them. A new system of cooking their food has also been inaugurated with 
very satisfactory results. 


A dresser is in daily attendance who brings to the notice of the visiting medical 
officer any cases that require attention. 


The prison has been somewhat overcrowded for the reason that part of it was used 
as billets for troops. 


During the year 290 committals were made :—

Venereal Disease.—37 cases of gonorrhoea, 14 cases of chancroid and 14 cases of 
syphilis were treated during the year. 

Communicable Diseases.—There was almost complete freedom from communicable 
diseases. 5 cases of dysentery were treated in the prison infirmary. 


Cases of Serious Illness.—There were no cases. One prisoner had to be forcibly 
fed as he refused to eat. He responded to treatment in a satisfactory manner, 
20 
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REMANDED PRISONERS. 

This service has continued to work excellently. A doctor attends stations on 
alternate days, and his services are also available for those police who may require some 
simple form of treatment. The diet of remanded prisoners, which was deficient in fats, 
has been considerably improved. 


Seriously ill and wounded prisoners are taken to the Chinese Police Hospital. A 
certain number of suspected mental cases are also sent to the Hospital for medical opinion, 
and kept there under observation in a small special ward.

VENEREAL DISEASES FREE CLINIC. 


This Clinic is held at the General Hospital on three evenings weekly. Its purpose 
is to provide free of charge, complete modern treatment for those patients suffering 
from venereal disease who are unable to afford a doctor. At the same time it serves as 
a centre where patients are able to continue a course of treatment previously commenced 
elsewhere. These patients usually bring a travelling card which records the treatment 
already carried out, and similar cards are issued to cases of fresh infection in accordance 
with the International scheme for the combating of venereal diseases. 


The majority of the patients applying for treatment are indigent Russians residing 
in the International Settlement, but of all patients seen during the past year almost 20% 
were found to be living in the French Concession, while at least 17% of cases were 
infected in brothels situated in the same area. 


The authorities administering the French Concession have not agreed, so far, to 
offer financial aid in the maintenance of this free clinic. 


As will be seen from the following Table, practically all nationalities have attended 
during the year :—

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From information received from patients, the following figures regarding the 
incidence of venereal infection have been obtained. It will be seen that infection is con- 
tracted in the majority of cases from Chinese prostitutes, and to a lesser extent from 
Russian prostitutes :—

The remaining 13% were Japanese and prostitutes of other nationalities. 


With regard to the treatment carried out, the routine methods have not varied 
appreciably. Vaccines for gonorrhoea are not used, as apart from the expense involved, 
their action is too uncertain to be of real value. Wassermann reactions and examina- 
tions for S. Pallidum were performed at the Municipal Laboratory. It has recently been 
possible to re-institute the Kahn test for syphilis as an additional check, which has 
proved of considerable interest. 


The Diathermy apparatus has continued to give useful service, mainly in the treat- 
ment of chronic gonorrhoea and its complications. As far as one can judge from results 
obtained, it is especially indicated in cases of epididymitis and gonorrhoeal rheumatism, 
and it is certain that the course of the former complication is appreciably curtailed. 


During 1928 Diathermy was used 457 times on 116 cases.

TUBERCULOSIS CLINIC. 


This clinic which started in 1927 has continued to function in a satisfactory manner 
during the present year. Patients are visited periodically in their homes by the tuber- 
culosis nurse and inspector who report on conditions of living. Such matters as 
specimens for examination, the disinfection of the houses, clothes and bedding, explana- 
tion of the principles of personal hygiene, etc., are also attended to jointly by the nurse 
and inspector. 


For a great number of cases we have to obtain the help of the various Benevolent 
Societies, who, to the best of their ability and means, help the indigent patients in the way 
of food, clothing, etc. Unfortunately many cases are seen, for the first time, when the 
disease is in an advanced stage, and for these very little can be done in the way of effecting 
a cure. 

During the year all doctors were again notified in their several languages that 
the Clinic was available for use of their poor patients, where diagnosis was doubtful and 
further examinations such as X-Ray photographs required. 

There are a number of pre-tubercular patients who come up regularly for medical 
inspection, and we send to the King’s Daughters’ Society’s Convalescent Home in Hungjao 
Road, those cases to whom fresh air and a regular semi-hospital life is necessary. Results 
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have been extremely satisfactory, as almost without exception, patients have shown great 
improvement in their health at the end of three months’ stay. 


It is hoped, in the future, that medical practitioners will make use of the facilities 
offered by the Clinic to the fullest extent for the early diagnosis of suspected cases.

TUBERCULOSIS SANATORIUM. 


This Sanatorium is being built on the Hungjao Road near the Municipal Nursery. 
It will be of the bungalow type facing South. There will be a total accommodation for 48 
patients. The building consists of four wards, and four rooms for first class patients. 
A Nurses’ home and staff quarters are being built on the same plan behind the main 
building. When this Sanatorium opens in the early part of 1929, it is confidently expected 
that very much better results will be obtained in the curing of patients than at present 
is the case in the Foreign Isolation Hospital, where lack of a proper type of building, and 
the smoky atmosphere of the District, combine to retard progress. 


This Sanatorium is not intended for hopeless cases, but rather for those in whom 
it is hoped to effect a cure, partial or complete. A course of graduated exercises and 
light occupations will also form part of the treatment, as is now done in all modern 
sanatoria. 


MEDICO-LECAL. 


The new form of post-mortem report adopted in 1928 to meet the requirements of 
the Provisional Court seems to work quite satisfactorily. Alterations and additions 
were made in the Public Mortuary buildings for the convenience of those attending 
inquests. The causes of death found at autopsies on Chinese and unrepresented foreigners 
were as follows :—

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Reports of external injuries, wounds, etc., were made on 617 bodies. Medical 
certificates were issued on inspecting bodies at the place where death occurred in 47 cases. 


LECTURES ON FIRST AID AND HYCIENE. 


-Lectures and demonstrations are given to Chinese police recruits only, but it is 
hoped to start a more advanced course for senior members of the Force. The lectures are 
given in Chinese by a foreign trained Chinese doctor. 


Lectures and demonstrations are made as practical as possible, especially in treat- 
ment of the apparently drowned and cases of street accidents. 

All recruits are required to attend these lectures which are considered highly 
necessary in view of the fact that most recruits come from the country, and have little or 
no knowledge of modern methods. 


During 1928, 100 lectures and demonstrations were given. 


Medical Examination of Foreign Candidates for Municipal Employment. 


This work is carried out at 23 Hankow Road. Candidates are seen on Tuesdays and 
Thursdays at 9 a.m. 


Chinese candidates of the higher grades are also examined there. 


In the future a stricter examination of candidates is to be instituted, especially for 
these who are likely to rise to senior appointments. During 1928, 91 candidates were 
found physically fit for employment. 8 candidates were rejected as unfit and 4 were 
recommended for temporary employment, subject to passing periodic examinations.

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VI.— SANITATION. 


The Sanitation Division includes within its duties some branches of work which in 
a more highly developed department are divided among several divisions. It deals with— 


Investigation of cases of Communicable Disease and Disinfection. 
Verification and registration of Chinese deaths. 

Smallpox Vaccinations. 

Plague Prevention. 

Mosquito Reduction. 

Fly Reduction. 

Inspection of licensed and other premises. 

Health Education. 

Public Swimming Baths. 

Investigation of Public complaints and abatement of nuisances. 


Enquiries were made by the Health Inspectors as to the sources of infection in 545 
cases of communicable disease notified among foreigners and in 3,822 cases among Chinese. 
The latter figure includes a comparatively small proportion of notified cases, being for 
the greater part composed of deaths reported by refuse coolies as occurring in their 
districts. 

During the year Health Inspectors made enquiries into the cause of 10,868 Chinese 
deaths. A total of 47,058 persons were vaccinated, of whom 45,871 were Chinese and 
1,187 Foreigners. 


745 complaints were received from the public, investigated by the Health Inspectors 
and remedied. In addition 23,090 insanitary conditions, discovered in the course of 
routine inspections, were remedied. 


Branch Health Offices. 

The Branch Health Office which formerly existed at J. 428 East Seward Road was 
given up and the Inspector transferred to No. 5 Eastern Branch Health Office. Of the 
14 Branch Health Offices now in use only 2 are rented premises, the remainder being the 
property of the Council.

The number of vaccinations done at the Branch Health Offices was 47,058, which 
is an increase of nearly 50 per cent. over those done for the previous year. This is the 
highest annual total in the history of the Department. 
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Vaccination and revaccination are slowly but steadily increasing in popularity 
among the Chinese population, though the yearly totals will always be liable to fluctuation, 
being affected considerably by the presence or absence of Smallpox in Shanghai and the 
surrounding districts. Smallpox was present to a slight degree throughout the whole 
year. 


Vaccination facilities are being extended to allow for the work being carried out 
daily at the Branch Health offices.

Disinfection Station 


During the year 192,104 articles of clothing, bedding, ete., were disinfected by 
steam and 5,836 by formalin. One or other of the two steam disinfectors was in daily use 
throughout the year and often it was found necessary to use both at the same time. 


There are six disinfection vans now in use, one for foreign disinfections, one for 
each of the four sanitary districts and one in reserve. 


The disinfection staff consists of five squads of three men each ; one squad for each 
district and one special squad for disinfection of foreign houses. Each squad is provided 
with disinfectant spraying pump, formalin sprayer, pails, mops, cleaning cloths, 
fumigation apparatus and overalls. 


During the year a high pressure steam disinfector was ordered to replace the 
existing Thresh machine, which is now too old for economic use and maintenance. 


Chinese Dwellings. 


For the first time in several years the environments of the Settlement were free 
from the military operations of rival Chinese forces. Many of the refugees previously 
crowded within the Settlement have returned to their homes, but it has been observed 
that some of them have established permanent businesses in the Settlement. 


Overcrowding amongst Chinese remains acute and will probably remain so until 
the age-long problem of the poverty of the people is solved. 


It is unfortunate, however, that the Chinese cling to the one or two storied type 
of house. Thus, whereas the replacement during this year of numerous blocks of 
dilapidated buildings by new, has greatly improved these areas both as regards rat- 
proofing and general sanitary conditions, and though a reduction in the general congestion 
has ensued, it would seem obvious that were it possible to persuade these people to live in 
higher buildings, the erection of even another storey would help enormously in the housing 
of the population, and in rendering it possible to abolish the various squatters’ huts and 
other undesirable dwelling places. 


Again, the lack of cheap transport prevents development in sparsely populated 
areas, and for the present a vicious circle exists in that cheap and rapid transport does 
not extend to the sparsely populated areas owing to their small population, and builders 


— 
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find that this retards economic development. Communications, however, are improving 
rapidly.

Foreign Dwellings. 


Most of the important building operations this year related to the construction of 
Apartment Dwellings. 


The increasing cost of living is driving the foreign population out of detached 
houses into flats and converted flats. This tendency may be considerably augmented 
when the new Tariff further increases the cost of living. In such dwellings arrange- 
ments are rarely in accord with the ideas of this Department, and a serving room is 
usually remarkable by its absence. 


A number of the buildings intended as detached dwellings are erected outside the 
boundary of the International Settlement, and thus’ adequate supervision is difficult. 
There has been some development in regard to housing in the Northern District. With 
regard to the Russian population it is satisfactory to note that the improvement in 
economic conditions noted last year has continued. There is a steady movement on the 
part of the poorer classes into better surroundings. This has been most marked in the 
Eastern district—which the Russian population shows a tendency to leave—to move into 
the Northern District or the French Concession. 


On January 4 the Public Works Department took over the collection of house refuse 
and disposal thereof. 


The collection of dead rats for Plague examination and the reporting of Chinese 
deaths remained a function of the Refuse Coolies, thus involving a small amount of dual 
control, and it is satisfactory to report that no loss in efficiency resulted therefrom. 


In co-operation with this Department, the Public Works Department continued to 
fill in ponds and creeks with house refuse, removing a number of mosquito breeding 
areas, and adding to the efficacy and diminishing the cost of anti-mosquito measures. The 
larger staff and better transport facilities available in the Public Works Department 
afforded a more prompt removal of the refuse and resulted in speeding up the above- 
mentioned operations. 109,703 tons, or 47% of the total house refuse, was used in this way. 


Whilst such use of house refuse in the past was of the utmost value, and has most 
probably saved the community large sums which would have otherwise had to be spent on 
this work, the continuance of this policy becomes increasingly difficult with the develop- 
ment of the outlying regions of the Eastern, Northern and Western Districts. Whilst 
there are still a few undeveloped areas which can be thus dealt with, it is to be feared that in 
the near future adherence to such procedure may lead to an anomalous state of affairs, 
inasmuch as on the one hand the Public Health Department will be suppressing a fly 
nuisance, and on the other perpetuating it as part of its anti-mosquito measures. 


Until recently it has been possible to diminish the large fly population by con- 
centrating it in deserted areas, and at the same time to fillin creeks and ponds. Super- 
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ficial reasoning might consider that this procedure itself was perpetuating a fly nuisance. 
A little thought, however, will show that, by transporting the flies far from their food 

- supply, and some distance from the centre of population, diminishes their numbers and 
concentrates them in areas where extensive measures for their destruction can be most 
conveniently carried out. 

Now, however, it is possible that the ideal method will lie in one of two solutions, 
namely, the incineration of the refuse and the use of the sterilised residue for filling in 
operations, or the removal of the entire bulk to more distant areas. 

Since the first method still leaves some material available for filling in purposes, it 
presents certain advantages over the other from the purely Public Health standpoint. 


Mosquito Reduction. 


Although expenditure on Mosquito reduction was reduced this year, nevertheless 
a considerable amount of valuable work was done. 


Eastern District—The work inaugurated by the Health Department of filling in 
stagnant ponds and dumps has been continued by the Public Works Department. The 
activities of this Department were limited to the control of the fly nuisance caused by 
such dumping. 


Western District—Malaria prevention in the Western district received special 
attention. A number of surveys were made in the vicinity of the Kiaochow Road Camp, 
Country Club and other foci of infection. 

Central District—Here a new series of breeding areas were discovered, the control 
of which presents considerable difficulty. It is found that mosquitoes breed in the founda- 
tion rafts of the high buildings which are coming up in this district. Whilst every 
assistance has been given towards prevention, by the architects and others responsible 
for this work, nevertheless the fact remains that new buildings and the work connected 
with them, instead of abolishing mosquito breeding areas, as used to be the case, creates 
them. Thus the problem requires investigation, and the devising of preventive measures, 
which it is feared may prove difficult to put into practical use. 

General.—The difficulties confronting mosquito reduction in this town were com- 
mented upon in one of the “Monthly Reports” but may again be briefly alluded to here. 

The universal distribution of water kongs and the low-lying nature of the 
surrounding country renders the control of Malaria a difficult and almost insoluble 
problem. Fortunately, however, this disease has never yet assumed an epidemic form in 
Shanghai. When it is realised that in a survey of a single area, mosquito breeding centres 
are found in such a variety of localities, it is plain that the control of the whole area of 
the Settlement is a task which, in the present state of public opinion and interest, is one 
which can hardly be attempted with any reasonable hope of more than partial success. 
Co-operation on the part of individuals is essential and is, so it would seem, impossible 
to obtain. This is especially the case as regards kongs, ornamental ponds and small 
areas of stagnant water within private premises, etc.

Anopheles Larvae.—These were found breeding in 15 different centres throughout 
the focus, 2 of which were in water kongs, 7 were in ponds, and 6 in low-lying swampy 
land; 12 of these centres were inside the Settlement and 3 outside limits; 12 breeding 
centres were within a radius of 500 yards of the Kiaochow Road Military Camp. 

Mosquito FisH:—Gambusia A ffinis—Seasonal floods and droughts were res- 
ponsible for a decrease in the stocks of these fish. Since a certain mortality was attribut- 
able to the process of acclimatization, observations were made on local top-minnows. 
One species was found inhabiting the waterways around Henli. Observation and 
investigation showed it to be a voracious feeder on Larvae. - Another local fish also gave 
promise of ultimate value, but it was found inferior to the Gambusia and Henli species. 
The thanks of the Department are due to the Bureau of Fisheries, Department of Com- 
merce, Washington, D.C. and to the International Board of Health, Rockefeller Founda- 
tion, New York, for much valuable information in regard to the breeding of these fish. 

During the summer use was made of these fish to stock the blind ends of certain 
ereeks and ponds which should eventually render the control of these areas possible without 
oiling, which is both expensive and, when not performed regularly, inefficient. Fish may 
be obtained for stocking private ponds on application to the Public Health Department. 
It is certain that such stocking of ponds will lead to increase in the comfort of householders 
and their neighbours by reducing somewhat the number of mosquitoes, though, as already 
noted, full public co-operation is needed to produce any marked reduction. 


Fly Reduction. 


Since the prevention of fly breeding depends largely on the efficient removal of 
house refuse, the subject has to some extent been dealt with under the latter heading. 
Other preventive measures, however, were undertaken, and a small unit of coolies was 
maintained as an anti-fly squad. 

In the Eastern and Western districts 3,485 ordure pits and kongs were emptied, 
638 were treated every ten days throughout the year, and, during the 28 weeks of the hot 
weather, 12,504 (in addition to those mentioned above) were treated weekly. Experience 
shows that kongs and pits have to be emptied on many occasions, as it has been found that 
in the intervals between inspections the kongs have been reinstated, or the pits redug. 

In the Country districts fly breeding is encouraged mainly by the Chinese agricul- 
turist, though the foreign gardening enthusiast cannot always be held free from blame. 

Public co-operation is essential and can be given if householders would supervise 
their own premises, their househoid refuse receptacles, the disposal of kitchen refuse and 
the screening of servants latrines. Managers of mills, factories and wharves can also 
assist by insisting on similar steps. 

The menace from flies has been emphasised in previous Annual Reports and need 
not be further elaborated. The climate of Shanghai during the summer presents ideal 
conditions for their development in large numbers, and they must inevitably contribute 
to the prevalence of intestinal diseases. Numerous conflicting factors enter into control 
in this town and it is possible that revision of methods will become desirable at some future 
date. 


Laundries. 


Licencees on the whole have shown a commendable spirit of co-operation with the 
Health Inspectors but prosecution has been necessary in certain cases where licencees 
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would not maintain laundries in the required standard. Laundries are constantly exposed 
to bug infestation owing to the indifference of the laundry workers to their presence. 

The application of disinfestation measures presents considerable difficulty to the 
untutored mind of the Chinese licencee and, to him, considerable expense. Frequent dis- 
infestation by the Health Department as a routine measure appears to be indicated as staff 
becomes available. 

Residents are warned that laundries exist outside the Settlement over which the 
Public Health Department has no control. These unlicensed laundries are generally in 
a very insanitary condition. Residents are therefore advised to ascertain from the Public 
Health Department whether the laundry they are patronising, or propose to patronise, 
conforms to Municipal regulations. Many Shanghai residents utilise unlicensed laundries 
outside the Settlement limits, but they would not do so if they were aware of the conditions 
under which their clothes are washed. The practice of using unlicensed laundries is not 
only unfair to the licensed laundryman but involves greater risk of infection from 
communicable disease. 


Tailors Shops. 


About 450 tailor shops conducted by Chinese and supplying clothes to foreigners 
have now been licensed and brought under sanitary supervision. This policy will be 
extended to other classes of tailor shops until all are under the sanitary control of the 
Department. It is satisfactory to report that when improvements have been suggested 
by the Health Inspectors little opposition was shown, although in a few intractable cases 
prosecution has been necessary. 

Residents are advised to patronise licensed tailor shops only, as this will reduce 
the liability of communicable disease being spread, and will, in addition, encourage the 
tailor who complies with Municipal regulations. 

The sanitary history of the shop can always be seen by the customer on the Public 
Health Department Inspection Sheet, which is displayed together with the licence in a 
prominent part of the shop. 

A new type of vermin-proof table for tailor shops was designed by the Department, 
and is being introduced. Financial considerations render its complete adoption rather 
slow. 


Lodging Houses and Chinese Hotels. 


Routine inspection and monthly disinfection proceeded as usual in the lower type of 
common lodging house and no outbreaks of communicable disease were reported or dis- 
covered. The common lodging house fitted with bunks and patronised by the poorer 
Chinese continues to improve. Licencees are advised to have as many as possible of the 
bunk fittings made moveable to facilitate cleansing and disinfestation. They take some 
interest themselves in the elimination of vermin by using boiling water and disinfectant. 
The Chinese hotel is rapidly improving. More modern-style places are being opened with 
all, or most, of the conveniences to be found in foreign hotels. This appears in part to 
be due to competition and, perhaps, partly also to the higher standard of comfort and 
cleanliness now demanded. 

On account of the prevalence of communicable disease, especially of the intestinal 
group, all foreign boarding houses now come under the sanitary supervision of the Public 
Health Department. 


Publicity. 


The general policy of economy prevented any considerable extension of this work. 

Certain notices were improved, and the usual pamphlets and handbills were dis- 

played and distributed. In addition, a rather more ambitious attempt at Publicity was 
22 
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made in the preparation and publication of an illustrated Booklet entitled Health Hints. 
By incorporating selected advertisements this Booklet did not incur any expenditure of 
public funds. Residents may have a copy upon application to the Public Health Depart- 
ment. A Chinese edition is in the course of preparation, and should be available shortly. 
These booklets are in the nature of an experiment, and improved editions will be produced 
should it be found that they are of value. One is shortly to replace the Rabies leaflet, 
which is regarded as being somewhat too condensed. 

Chinese teachers continued to give lectures in schools and Branch Health Offices, 
the principal subjects dealt with being personal hygiene, Smallpox and Vaccination, 
Tuberculosis and the prevention of intestinal disease. At the Branch Health Office No. 23 
Hankow Road, the lectures were illustrated by films and lantern slides. 

Public education in Health matters is a measure which has hitherto been somewhat 
neglected in view of the cost involved. It is one of the chief functions of any Health 
Department organised on modern lines, and will require expansion in future when suitable 
methods for economical development can be devised. 


Smoke and Industrial Nuisances. 

The difficulty in dealing effectively with such nuisances was felt during the year. 

The smoke problem in Shanghai has been thoroughly discussed in past years and 
its probable increase predicted. 

Though certain Bye-Laws might be utilised in the suppression of these nuisances, 
in particular Bye-laws Nos. 31 and 40, it is improbable that in an International com- 
munity success would attend legal action until the state of public opinion demanded the 
suppression of all such nuisances. 

Complaints were often received regarding nuisances from the odour of various 
industrial activities, but the more dangerous dust nuisances, caused by certain trade pro- 
cesses, seem to pass unnoticed. 

The fact that in Shanghai trade functions are not centralised in large establish- 
ments, but are carried on in scattered small factories, in many instances converted 
dwelling houses, renders action extremely difficult. It may be suggested that possibly in 
future the town might be demarcated into Industrial, Residential and other areas, and that 
the provision of certain structural features, such as dust towers, and forced ventilation, 
etc., could be made obligatory in the various factories where noxious conditions detrimental 
to the health of the workers or the general public, are liable to result as a consequence of 
the nature of the trade. 

Public Swimming Bath. 

The Bath was opened on May 15, and closed on September 30. Certain hours were 
reserved for the Public and during the rest of the time it was thrown open to the Defence 
Forces. 

10,172 persons made use of the Bath during the season, a disappointingly low 
figure, which is ascribable to two factors:—the Military have now better bathing 
facilities, and therefore made less use of the Bath, which is not very conveniently situated 
to the main camps; and, the nearness of the Bath to the Open-Air Swimming Pool 
seems to mitigate against its success as far as the general public is concerned. 

Chinese were admitted into the Bath this year but made very little use of it, probably 
because they preferred the Open-Air Pool. 

Nightly chlorination, under foreign supervision, was continued and the purity of 
the water was satisfactorily maintained. 


Open-air Swimming Pool, 
The Pool was opened to the Public on May 22 and closed on September 30. 


The number of entries was 43,826, which is slightly higher than in 1927. It is 
believed, however, that since Chinese were admitted and made considerable and frequent 
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use of the Pool, the numbers would have been far greater had not the weather been 
extremely cool. On the warmer days the Pool was crowded to full capacity, and indeed 
sometimes overcrowded. Private parties showed a considerable falling-off and it would 
seem that this form of entertainment is no longer popular. 


This year a satisfactory method of preventing the growth of Algz was discovered. 
The purity of the water in this respect was greater than before, and except for a slight 
growth, unavoidable in open-air conditions, Algze were entirely checked. There was 
nothing original about the method used which merely consisted of adding the amount of 
copper sulphate, as found by experiments to be necessary, to the Pool, and combining this 
treatment with thorough Chlorination, and removal of Algz, during the periods of clean- 
ing. Nevertheless, considerable experimentation was necessary to discover a suitable 
method of treatment.

The points of outstanding interest in the year’s work of this Division include the 
following :— 


1.—The further improvement of licensed dairies and the raising of the standard of milk production. 

2—Further improvement in the general condition of premises used for the sale and preparation 
of food. 

8.—The record in the Municipal Abattoir both as regards the kill and the fees received. 

4.—The provision of additional market facilities. 

5.—The licensing of private pig slaughterhouses and inauguration of a system of pig inspection. 

6.—Further revision of licence conditions, 


Aerated Water Factories. 


The same four licenced factories are manufacturing aerated waters, three in the 
Eastern and one in the Northern district. Their standard has remained satisfactory. Two 
new applications for licences had to be refused on account of failure to comply with the 
licence requirements. Sixteen specimens were taken from licensed premises for bacterio- 
logical examination and all proved to be within the standard required. The sale of 
aerated waters manufactured in unlicensed premises, in shops and stalls in the Settle- 
ment, was prevented wherever noted. Action was also taken against vendors who 
attempted to sell aerated waters for consumption under insanitary conditions. 


Bakeries. 


Close attention was given to the condition of licensed bakeries and the methods 
of production employed. Plans were drawn up on which to model new premises, but 
premises which could be suitably adapted for the purpose were difficult to obtain. It is 
unfortunate that economic conditions appear to prevent the building of premises designed 
for this use. The general standard in licensed bakeries shows some improvement but 
much more remains to be done before the condition of this important trade can be 
regarded as satisfactory. Increasingly large quantities of bakery products are being 
brought daily into the Settlement from places not licensed by the Municipal Council. 
An effort was made to check this, and distributing tickets were issued for use by delivery 
coolies employed by the licensed bakeries. In the revised Licence Conditions which were 


enforced as from 1st April, an important feature was that the weight of bread must be 
stated on the wrappers, 


Dairies. 


When the Food Division was formed in April, 1924, there were 42 licensed dairies 
supplying dairy produce in the Settlement. Since that time 22 licences have been with- 
drawn or cancelled; two this year and 20 previously. Thirteen new licences have been 
issued, including two this year, leaving at the close of the year, a total of 33 as last year. 
Eight have Grade A licences and 25 Grade B licences: an increase of 1 Grade A and a 
decrease of 1 Grade B on last year. Twenty-two of the dairies are owned by Chinese, 9 by 
Europeans and 2 by Japanese. Two dairies closed and gave up business completely and 
one other was on the point of closing towards the end of the year and had already ceased 
delivering milk to private customers. One of the dairies closed had existed for over 
thirty years. Two new dairies were constructed and licensed, one foreign-owned, housing 
24 animals, and the other Chinese-owned with accommodation for 40 animals. Two 
dairies are under construction to replace old premises which do not comply with the 
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Dairy Building Rules. New modern cowsheds were erected at two licensed dairies, giving 
accommodation for 40 and 30 animals respectively. Two dairies installed automatic 
drinking vessels, and many others provided improved machinery for dealing with milk. 
All the cowsheds erected during the year were provided with the latest type of standings 
and all fitted with modern yokes. 


Milk bottles of an approved type are now in regular use at all the dairies licensed 
by the Council. Unfortunately these are not all of one standard capacity, some dairies 
preferring to use the American pint of 16 ozs., and others, the English pint of 20 ozs. 
Steam boilers connected to washing plants for bottles and containers, and to sterilizing 
chambers are now installed in all the dairies except one. The general cleanliness of 
licensed dairies has been, on the whole, well maintained throughout the year. 


With the steady and marked improvement in dairy premises more attention is 
now being devoted to the actual methods of the production and handling of milk. 


Unlicensed Dairies. 


These still exist in dwindling numbers on the outskirts of the Settlement, and in 
Pootung. They eke out a precarious livelihood, selling their milk mainly to those ignorant 
of the difference between licensed and unlicensed premises, or who are insufficiently 
interested to make sure of the origin of their milk supply. Then again they sell their 
milk to certain licensed establishments for fraudulent resale under the name of the 
licensed premises, or even to delivery coolies, who either sell it under the name of the 
dairy which employs them, or definitely under the name of the unlicensed supplier. 


It is natural that dairies run on such lines can neither afford to attend to the sanitary 
condition of their byres, nor to market a wholesome product. Dark, unwholesome, un- 
ventilated byres, drawing their water supply from the nearest creek, and using unhealthy 
cattle, are all that such establishments can afford to maintain. 


Householders should therefore, in their own interests, make sure that frauds, such 
as enumerated above, are not practised on them, and if any doubt is felt as to the origin 
of their milk supply, should call for assistance from the Public Health Department 
(Telephone No. 13038) or the nearest Branch Health Office. 


A number of prosecutions against unlicensed dairymen were undertaken during 
the year, with fines varying from $2 to $50. Unlicensed dairymen mostly work at night, 
or very early in the morning, and are adepts at deception. Thus to discover them in 
the act of delivering milk is not easy. They may conceal the bottles on their person in 
specially designed coats, and sometimes use bottles with labels resembling those of 
licensed dairies, or bearing the name of dairies which at one time had a licence. 


Special Chinese Police and Foreign Overseers were engaged from time to time, in 
an endeavour to catch these unlicensed dairymen. 


Milk Samples for Analysis. 


The purity and quality of milk supplied by licensed dairies continued to be of high 
standard. More samples were taken for analysis during the year 1928 than during any 
previous year, the total from licensed dairies being 1,858. The number of non-genuine 
samples from licensed dairies was 23 against 21 last year, or 1.23 and 1.13 per cent. 
respectively, of the samples taken. 


Of the 23 non-genuine samples from licensed dairies, 6 were from one dairy; 
15 were adulterated by the addition of water in quantities of from 2 to 25 per cent.; 
whilst 8 were deficient in fat in amounts varying from 3 to 33.3 per cent. Close on 100 
samples were reported as being of poor quality, either in respect of fat content or on 
account of low amount of solids-not-fat. 
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In addition, 11 samples were taken from unlicensed vendors, 7 of which were not 
genuine, or 63.63 per cent. Six contained added water in quantities of 11.4 to 45 per cent. 
One was deficient in fat to the extent of 16.7 per cent. and 2 were of poor quality. 


As it is such an easy matter to adulterate milk, especially by the addition of water, 
it is remarkable that the practice is not more common. A large proportion of the milk 
supply of the Settlement is delivered during the early morning hours when there are not 
many people about. As in former years delivery coolies had to be watched and some were 
found tampering with milk in bottles and containers during course of delivery. It is 
most regrettable that the penalties imposed by the Provisional Court were very small as 
compared with previous years. Fortunately, however, the worst offenders have been 
eliminated. 


On the whole, a high standard of purity is maintained by licensed dairymen due to 
an improved sense of responsibility in this matter on the part of licencees and to the 
elimination of constant offenders by the withdrawal of licences and closure of premises. 
Resort to the latter step in extreme cases of repeated adulteration is found to be a strong 
deterrent. Frequent inspection and sampling assist in maintaining a high standard.

Bacteriological Examination of Milk. 


One hundred and thirty-nine specimens of milk were taken for bacteriological 
examination. Of this number ninety-one were raw milks and forty-eight pasteurised. Of 
the raw milks fifty-five, or 60%, were within the Grade A Standard, twenty-one below 
that and fifteen unsatisfactory. Of the pasteurised milks thirty-two, or 66%, were within 
the standard. Most of the unsatisfactory samples were obtained during the hot summer 
months, at which time particular care is necessary in the production and handling of milk 
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if the bacterial count is to be kept as low as is desirable. Inspection of the dairies from 
which unsatisfactory samples came showed the need for cleaner methods, improvements in 
sterilising milk bottles, containers, etc., and greater care in keeping the milk cool. One 
dairy had not a single sample below Grade A standard during the whole of the year. 


Veterinary Examination of Dairy Cattle. 


The names of eight qualified Veterinary Surgeons are on the Register, as approved 
for the examination and certification of cattle at licensed dairies—an increase of one as 
compared with last year. 

Eighty-one certificates were received during the year, certifying 4,853 examina- 
tions. Two hundred and twelve animals were certified as suffering from one or other 
of the conditions noted in the schedule attached to the certificate, including those given 
below. The Tuberculin Test was applied to a number of cows suspected of being affected 
with Tuberculosis, All those reacting were slaughtered.

Cattle Disease. 


Many more cattle were rejected at the dairies this year than last, mainly owing to 
Rinderpest. Early in the year this disease was prevalent. It was a most virulent type 
and some dairies, not taking the precaution of having their animals immunised, lost 
nearly 50 per cent. of their herd. To replace losses, cows were imported from Japan, 
Manchuria, Canada and Great Britain. 

Particulars were obtained of 891 animals disposed of by dairy owners, as 
compared with 391 last year. Some of the animals died on the dairy premises while 
others were sent for slaughter at the Municipal Slaughterhouse, or in knackers’ yards. 
Four deaths from Anthrax, all from one dairy are included in the above. Two of the 
carcases were dealt with at the knackers under our supervision and two were cremated 
on the dairy premises.

Food and Drink Stalls and Stands. 


Innumerable small establishments coming under this heading added considerably 


to the work of the Division in the course of the year, particularly during the warmer 
months. 


The sale of foodstuffs from stalls in public thoroughfares and alleyways cannot 
be regarded with favour in Shanghai, owing to the constant exposure to contamination 
from dust, flies and filth. Food and drink stalls should only be tolerated where there is 
a public necessity for them, and it is doubtful if this exists. 
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Most of the existing stalls are insanitary in the sense that food is unduly exposed 
to contamination from dust and flies. Alleyways are often used and obstruction caused 
by these stalls whose owners have little or no regard for even the most elementary 
requirements of public health. 

During the summer an intensive campaign was organised against the sale of con- 
taminated foods and iced drinks from stalls, and efforts were made to get rid of the worst 
offenders. 


Food Shops—Chinese No. 1 (Chinese Eating House). 


This class of premises includes eating houses or restaurants, serving food exclu- 
sively in the Chinese style. There are a large number of these, many being unsatis- 
factory. A higher standard than formerly is being required in shops of this class, 
especially in the case of new premises before licensing. 

Licence conditions have been amended to come into force on 1st January, 1929. 
From that date the term “Chinese Eating House” is to be used for this class of premises. 


Food Shops—Chinese No. 2( Chinese Food Shop). 


Premises in this group deal in pork for Chinese consumption, Chinese dried food- 
stuffs, etc., for consumption off the premises. All new shops of this class are required to 
conform to reasonable requirements before licensing. Pork sold in these shops is not 
prepared at the Municipal Slaughterhouse, but at private pig slaughterhouses where 
inspection by Municipal Officers commenced on the 1st November this year. The shops 
are under the regular inspection of the District Inspectors. 


Food Shops—Foreign No. 1, 


This class of premises comprises the butchers’ shops mainly patronised by the 
Foreign community. All are under regular inspection, and may not keep or expose for 
sale meat unless it has been inspected at the Municipal Slaughterhouse. As a rule 
licencees observe this condition, but a few cases had to be dealt with by the Provisional 
Court in which unsound or unstamped meat was found. 

First quality beef prepared at the Municipal Slaughterhouse is marked with a 
circular stamp, bearing the words “ KILLED MUNICIPAL SLAUGHTER HOUSE,” 
while a similar inscription in triangular form is applied to mutton, pork and veal. The 
date on which the particular animal was slaughtered is also shown. Meat not displaying 
a mark in the abovementioned forms has not been prepared at the Municipal Slaughter- 
house. 

In general the condition of premises of this class is good, but in some cases improve- 
ments are necessary before individual places can be regarded as conforming to present 
day requirements for butchers’ shops. Most of them have their own refrigerating plant. 


Licence conditions were revised and come into force on January 1, 1929. 


Food Shops—Foreign No. 2. 


This class includes those usually known as “Compradore Shops.” These premises 
are under regular inspection by the staff and in general their condition is satisfactory. 
In individual cases, however, improvements are indicated, particularly in regard to 
ordinary cleanliness of shops and fittings, and in the methods employed in handling 
foodstuffs in bulk. Licence conditions for this class of premises were also revised and 
come into force on January 1, 1929. 
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Special regulations were drawn up dealing with the sale of Margarine as this 
substance was found in some cases on sale as butter, or names suggesting butter or again 
with the word “Margarine” in very small type. 


Fruit Shops and Stalls. 


Constant attention especially during the summer is given to these in order to check 
the sale of bad, cut and contaminated fruit. 

The licence was revised last year to cover contamination from dust or other harmful 
substance, as well as from flies, as formerly, and in practically every case of infringement, 
prosecution followed confiscation of the exposed, cut and bad fruit. Nearly one hundred 
prosecutions were undertaken during the year in connexion with fruit shops and stalls 
and a large amount of cut and unsound fruit was confiscated and destroyed. 


Hawkers. 


The enormous number of food hawkers in the Settlement is a constant source of 
anxiety, and even with the assistance of sanitary police it is found impossible adequately 
to control this class of trade. 

The general methods adopted by food hawkers are well known to the public, but 
some of their special practices are not, such as the storage of foodstuffs in the bedrooms 
and other rooms of dwelling houses, the use of dirty water for “freshening up” certain 
articles of food, the use of dirty and contaminated natural ice as a refrigerant. 

Hawking should only be permissible where market facilities are not yet available 
but even where these facilities are provided strenuous endeavours have to be made to 
get hawkers to use the markets. 


Hotels and Restaurants. 


These premises are under regular inspection. The leading establishments are 
mostly in good condition from a structural point of view and also as regards the methods 
of handling food, but in some cases improvement is to be desired. 

Many of the Chinese hotels and restaurants are far from satisfactory. The 
kitchen and food preparation rooms are usually totally inadequate, many of them so 
small that a good deal of the work of preparing food is done in the adjacent yard or 
alleyway. : 


Ice-Cream Shops. 


During 1928 applicants for licences to make ice-cream were required to produce 
a bacteriologically safe product, in addition to providing satisfactory premises, before 
the application was approved. The hawking of ice-cream anywhere within the Settlement 
was prohibited. 

Only seventy-one samples of ice-cream were taken for bacteriological examination 
from forty-two factories and shops as compared with one hundred and fifty-one samples 
last year and seventy-eight during 1926. 

There is a steady increase in the demand for ice-cream among the Chinese and the 
amount sold increases year by year. Ice-cream is now mostly made by wholesale dealers 
who supply shops for retail business. A certain quantity is imported from the U.S.A. and 
Canada and finds a ready sale. 

The bacteriological results of the samples taken are shown below. 26.7% may be 
classed as unsatisfactory against 20.5% last year. The four samples reported as being 
unsafe for human consumption were all taken from Chinese shops; three being in the 
Central District and one in the Northern.

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Ice Factories. 


Eleven premises are now licensed for the manufacture and sale of machine-made 
ice. The quality of the product sent out by the licensed factories is usually satisfactory 
and the premises are under regular inspection. 


Thirty-one specimens were taken for bacteriological examination, twenty-one show- 
ing no signs of contamination. : 


Natural ice, on the other hand, is a highly unsatisfactory material for use as a 
refrigerant. For the most part such ice is collected during the winter months from 
flooded paddy fields and wherever stagnant collections of water exist. These are 
invariably grossly contaminated with sewage organisms, and are, therefore, potential 
sources of serious intestinal diseases such as typhoid, paratyphoid, dysentery and cholera. 
The danger attending the use of natural ice in connexion with food will be readily 
apparent. 


Markets. 


There are now fourteen Municipal Markets in the Settlement, an addition of one 
during the year. Seven are situated in the Eastern District, four in the Northern 
District, one in the Central, and two in the Western District. One new one was con- 
structed during the year in Pingliang Road and opened to business in November, meeting 
a long left need. 


The Western District is very short of market accommodation and the construction 
of further markets is an urgent necessity. One of these markets might support a foreign 
section and thus assist in checking the rising cost of living in this area and provide an 
outlet for country produce and competition for the local shopkeepers. 


The receipts from fees for the year amounted to $192,414, as compared with 
$185,797 for the preceeding year, an increase of $6,617. Every market except Yangtzepoo 
showed an increase as compared with last year. Hongkew Market had the largest 
increase and it is significant that slightly over half the total receipts were derived from 
this market. 


EASTERN District.—There are now seven Municipal Markets in this District. 
Two more are required, one in Lower Yangtzepoo for which a site has already been 
obtained and one off Yuenfong Road and Market Street where an open street market has 
existed for many years. 


Sungpan Road Market, in Lower Yangtzepoo is not yet fully occupied, but will no 
doubt become so as the District develops. 


Yangtzepoo Market, is old, small and overcrowded. There was a slight decrease in 
revenue. 


Pingliang Road Market, a new cement concrete market opened in November. All 
the space was occupied at the time of opening and a few took up space on the roof. The 
latter have since been accommodated on the ground floor.

Wayside Market, at the corner of Ward and Chusan Roads is now very well used. 


East Hongkew Market, at the corner of Yuhang and Tungchow Roads is popular 
and has all available space occupied. The site is a good one, but the structure should be 
rebuilt with two floors, as soon as possible, so as to provide additional accommodation. 


Wuchow Road Market is increasing in popularity. It is a difficult market to keep 
clean as a number of cooked food dealers have stalls and they, and other dealers, do not 
care to vacate the market at the recognised closing time. It is hoped to complete the 
structure in the near future by the addition of an upper storey. 


Tsitsihar Road Market has proved difficult to popularise on account of the large 
number of hawkers in the neighbourhood, who deprive market stall holders of a certain 
amount of business. There is still much spare space which will no doubt be taken up 
with the growth of the District. 


NORTHERN District.—This District is well supplied with Municipal Markets, 
having four, including Hongkew, the largest and most popular of all markets. 


Hongkew Market.—With the exception of a very small portion at the extreme north 
end, all the space on the ground floor is occupied. The first floor is crowded with 
vegetable dealers, while the roof of the old portion has been put into use. The second 
floor is now more than half occupied, although this section was unpopular at first among 
the cooked food dealers. Space on the ground floor of the market, near the sides, is 
eagerly sought after. In addition to Chinese dealers, a considerable number of Japanese 
have stalls and a number of Russians and other foreigners occupy box shops. It will soon 
become necessary to enlarge this market by the reconstruction of the single storey 
portion. 


The system in vogue of stall holders providing their own stalls has many advan- 
tages, mainly cheapness and mobility. On the other hand, it is difficult to get the 
stall holders to keep their stalls clean and in good repair. Many had to be prosecuted 
during the year for failing to comply with the Market Regulations in this respect and for 
the obstruction of passageways. Others were prosecuted for selling meat that had not 
been prepared and passed inspection at the Municipal Slaughterhouse, and some for 
using incorrect weights and scales. 


Elgin Road Market needs reconstruction. There is still some space available at 
the rear for a few more stalls, but this will doubtless be taken up later. 


North Fokien Road Market is a cement concrete structure of two floors and has 
only been in use for about four years. There is still a good deal of space available, but 
this will probably be taken up in the near future. Hawkers prefer to stand at the mouth 
of alleyways than occupy space on the upper floor. 


Purdon Road Market is a small market of two floors, but on a good site. There is 
still some space available on the ground floor and only about half the space on the first 
floor is occupied. 


CENTRAL DisTRIcT.—The Maloo Market, situated at the rear of the Town Hall, is 
the only one in the Central District. The Maloo Market, of different construction to the 
other markets, has a well patronised Chinese section and a disappointing foreign section 
with much space wasted owing to inadequate lighting. This market should be replaced in 
the near future. . 


There is no Municipal Market between Nanking Road and the Soochow Creek, 
although there is a small street market in Woo Foo Loong. A northern and a southern 
market (in relation to the Nanking Road), would prove the ideal solution. 


WESTERN DIsTRICT.—There are only two Municipal Markets in this rapidly 
growing district. At least four more are required. One of them might be situated at a 
point convenient for foreign residents in this neighbourhood. 
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Sinza Market in Avenue Road is an old, low, wooden structure, much too small for 
present needs and very much overcrowded. A modern structure ona larger site is required. 

Mohawk Market is situated in Taku Road and has become more popular since 
reconstruction in 1926. The additional and improved accommodation resulted in an 
increase of revenue. 

Private Markets—There are three licensed private markets in the Settlement, all 
situated in the Western District; an addition of one during the year, namely, the Shing 
Ping Market in Seymour Road. The control of private markets presents considerable 
difficulty owing to the fact that the stall holders occupying them are not the Licencees. 

The owner of a Private Market is nominally responsible for the vendors function- 
ing in the market, but in actual practice it is difficult to hold one person responsible for 
the acts of another. In Shanghai, Private Markets may be regarded as local anomalies 
which interfere with the development of a comprehensive system of Municipal Markets.

Slaughter House. 


The year has been a record one for the Municipal Slaughterhouse. More cattle 
were killed than during any previous year. The receipts from fees exceeded $55,000 for 
the first time in the history of the Settlement, amounting to $55,680.95, compared with 
$52,563.10 for the year 1927, itself a record up to that time. 

The number of animals killed was 101,726, being 1,961 more than last year and 
13,332 more than during 1926. The supply of cattle from Tanyang via the Shanghai- 
Nanking Railway was well maintained throughout the year. At no time was there a 
shortage of live stock for the local market. As stated in previous reports, the existing 
Slaughterhouse and Cattle Sheds are hopelessly inadequate. The congestion has now 
become so great as to be a matter for grave concern. The present Cattle Sheds have a 
maximum capacity of three hundred and forty oxen. During 1928 it was not uncommon 
for over five hundred head of cattle to be on the premises at one time, in addition to 
increased numbers of sheep and calves. In consequence, animals had to be tethered in 
the passages adjoining the sheds and this made it impossible to keep the premises in a 
satisfactory state. Furthermore, under present conditions, animals are exposed to the 
weather day and night. They often break the securing ropes and wander about loose. 
There are no proper facilities for feeding or watering the cattle outside the sheds. 
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The Regulations governing the Cattle Sheds and Slaughterhouse were revised, with 
wider powers covering the control of the Meat Supply during emergencies, providing for 
the formal registration of butchers, and the levying of lairage and storage charges where 
necessary. There are now fifty-two registered butchers, compared with fifty-nine last 
year. 


The immediate provision of modern Cattle Sheds and Slaughter-house is an urgent 
necessity in consequence of the remarkable growth of this branch of Municipal activity.

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PORK FOR CHINESE CONSUMPTION, 


Inspection of Private Pig Slaughterhouses. 


In past years pork slaughtered for Chinese consumption was not inspected as 
a routine practice. This was due to several factors: 


(a) a deference to Chinese Public opinion, and 


(b) the view that Chinese methods of cooking pork rendered the element of 
danger in consuming it more remote. 


Certain circumstances, however, made it desirable to institute inspection under the 
same conditions as those obtaining in the Municipal Slaughterhouse. 


Considerable opposition was met with in the initial stages, as the private owners of 
the pig slaughterhouses were by no means desirous of yielding the privileges in this 
matter, which they had enjoyed for so many years. 


On November 1, 1928, most of the objections having been met or overruled, 
inspection of the four private slaughterhouses commenced. Licence conditions were 
drawn up, and a charge of 10 cents was made to cover the inspection fee. Objections 
were raised both to the fee of 10 cents and to the licence conditions. In the ensuing 
negotiations the fee was agreed upon and since the License Conditions imposed no real 
hardship, it is hoped to bring these negotiations to a successful close shortly. 


To meet with the desires of the owners to continue night slaughter, four 
Inspectors are employed on this duty. They are specially selected senior men qualified | 
to examine meat. 


In the Yangtszepoo District, as no slaughterhouses properly so-called existed, a 
Municipal Slaughterhouse is being built, and should be ready for use early in 1929. 


Improvements are being effected as regards the sanitary conditions of the private 
slaughter houses. It is hoped to devise a more satisfactory method for the ultimate 
disposal of rejected carcases and organs. 


It is regrettable to report that, in spite of the great improvement from the health 
standpoint wrought by these measures, the officials of the Municipality of Greater 
Shanghai refuse to permit this pork to enter their area, in spite of the fact that the pork 
inspected by the officials of the Municipality of Greater Shanghai is allowed free access 
into the Settlement. 


Samples for Bacteriological Examination and Chemical Analysis. 


Five specimens of Shanghai Waterworks water were taken weekly from various 
parts of the Settlement for bacteriological examination in the Municipal Laboratory. 
The results of these examinations are contained in the report of the Pathological 
Laboratory. 


Forty-five specimens of water from various wells, and swimming pools were 
taken; thirty-one specimens of ice, sixteen of aerated waters; one hundred and thirty-nine 
specimens of milk from licensed dairies and seventy-one specimens of ice-cream, six 
specimens of tinned food, in addition to the routine specimens of Waterworks’ water 
mentioned above, were taken for bacteriological examination. 


Samples for analysis included one thousand eight hundred and sixty-nine samples 
of milk and one hundred and fifty-one miscellaneous samples, the latter including Chinese 
sweetmeats for poisonous colouring matter, table butter, margarine, deepwell waters, 
aerated waters for presence of preservatives, various alcoholic liquors, teas, sauces, 
baking powders, etc., swimming bath and pool water for chlorine content, and chlorinated 
lime as to potency.

HuNGJAO RoaD CEMETERY :—During the year there were 161 burials: 39 First Class, 
93 Second and 29 Paupers. 

Seven of the First Class burials were Christian Chinese, and there were 25 Military 
and Naval interments. 

Chapel.—The interior was re-decorated, and the exterior treated with a preservative 
solution. 

Grave Sections—Sections “D”, “H” and “G” (Pauper Section), have been marked 
out with section stones bearing the letter and number. 

Drainage——Improvements to Cemetery drainage effected by raising inspection 
chambers to path level. Pauper Section path drained. 

BUBBLING WELL CEMETERY.—There were 92 burialsin this Cemetery. First Class 
58, Second 44 (including four still-born infants) and 11 indigent Foreigners. 

Additional Grave Spaces.—A strip of land bordering the Western boundary of the 
Cemetery has been reclaimed, and prepared for First Class interments. Altogether, there 
are now 80 spaces available. At close of year 31 of these had been used and 5 reserved. 

Chapel.—To provide additional seating accommodation the Cathedral Trustees have 
borne the expense of altering the frontage of the Crematorium. 

Crematorium.—85 cremations were carried out during the year. The Chamber 
has worked satisfactorily. 

PAHSIENJAO CEMETERY.—There were 21 First Class, 18 Second Class, and 4 Pauper 
burials. The remaining spaces for Pauper burials are:— Children 2, Infants 3. 

Chapel_—The front window of Chapel, which was dilapidated owing to age, has 
been replaced by a new one. 

SHANTUNG RoAD CEMETERY.—Due care and attention has been given to this 
Cemetery, where rest the remains of the earliest residents of the International Settlement. 
An improvement has been effected by repairing and refacing the outside of the boundary 
wall. The drainage of the Cemetery, which is of the old brick type, is unsatisfactory. 
A new Lodge and entrance gate are also needed. 

\ PooTtuNG CEMETERY.—The general condition of this Cemetery was fairly well 
maintained, though some difficulty is experienced in preventing beggars and others from 
gaining access. 

SoLDIERS CEMETERY.—This Cemetery, which holds the mortal remains of those 
British soldiers who died in the early strenuous years of the history of the Settlement, 
1862-1865, during the Taiping rebellion, has been maintained in proper order. A high 
boundary wall is badly needed.

REPORT OF THE ACTING DIRECTOR OF CHINESE 
STUDY. 


Translation and other routine work.—With the advent of Chinese members of 
Council, increased interest in the Municipal Administration has been evinced by the 
Chinese section of the community, and this has very materially added to the volume of 
work undertaken by this section. 

Semi-Annual Examinations and Monthly Tests—These tests continue to be well 
attended by more Municipal employees who are engaged in Chinese study, and the genuine 
desire to acquire a good working vocabulary exhibited by the students is worthy of the 
highest commendation.

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EDUCATION. 


The Annual Reports by the Heads of Council Schoois follow in general on the lines 
of past years. They afford, by means of statistical tables, over a period of three years, 
a ready comparison of attendance, which shows a high average figure. Apart from this 
they record an account of the ordinary school work during the past year, examination 
successes, general conduct, school functions, and other matters of general interest con- 
nected with Council Schools. A casual glance through the following pages affords an 
indication of an orderly and closely observed system, of records of school happenings 
carefully preserved, and in spite of the standardized form of the various entries which 
necessity imposes upon them, there is still evidence remaining of the persistence of a type 
of personality possessed by each school. 


Foreign Education—From an administrative point of view notable among the 
happenings of the year was the granting of an independent status to the Boone Road 
Public School for Girls. This school had hitherto been a branch establishment of the 
Senior School in Yu Yuen Road, a state of affairs which necessitated a relaying of reports 
and directions through a form of dual control, which was not in the interests of efficiency. 


Among other matters which came up for consideration, the question of a permanent 
Junior School for Boys in the Western District met with strong support from the 
Committee for Foreign Education. The present school, housed in army huts, is regarded 
as inadequate for the needs of an extensive district, and its replacement by a permanent 
building was pressed for urgent settlement. As however, the recommendation was not 
adopted, members of the Committee directed their efforts at a betterment of present 
conditions with considerable advantage to the present structure, and no small addition to 
the comfort and convenience of the children. 


The long standing suggestion of a new site for the Thomas Hanbury School for 
Girls already purchased in the Northern District, was again held in abeyance. The 
expenditure involved is considerable, and the proposed site in Scott Road from various 
points of view is open to objection. Consideration was further given to a sale of the 
Scott Road site, in favour of one in the Eastern District, in the Baikal Road area, but 
present financial considerations precluded further discussion in this regard, and the 
subject is still pending. 


A visit of inspection of all Council Schools was carrted out by the Acting 
Commissioner of Public Health, whose report bore out in general the satisfactory nature 
of buildings and appointments. 


The Committee met on ten occasions during the course of the year—a statement 
conveying a most inadequate conception of the various matters involving staff changes, 
new appointments, questions of curricula, and general school management, which are 
referred to them from time to time for their assistance and advice. 


Chinese Education—Secondary Schools—Few matters of special account appear to 
warrant mention here with regard to the four Public Schools for Chinese children, 
maintained by the Council. They pursue an even tenor, and by reason of this very 
unobtrusiveness their great utility to the community may easily be overlooked. After 
all, in schools of this type there exists a ready medium of a closer understanding between 
Foreigners and Chinese. In fact, while it is difficult to measure the value of these schools 
at their true worth, there can be no doubt, that they do, as they now exist, give a direction 
to the current of local life which makes for cordiality and good understanding. 


Mention may here be made of the Polytechnic Public School for Chinese, which is 
centrally located, and has in its new premises all the advantages of a thoroughly well 
equipped modern school building. It will afford on the one hand, entry to Higher 


, a 
, 
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Polytechnic Institutes, and in this connexion suggests some form of possible adjustment 
between itself and the proposed Lester Technical School. On the other hand the 
Polytechnic Public School prepares for the Universities. It thus affords a wide choice 
to its students in separate branches of study, and furnishes the community with what may 
possibly develop into a centre for Higher Education. 


Chinese Education—Primary Schools—The subject of Primary Education for 
Chinese was considered at length by the Special Committee convened at the invitation of 
the Council. As an immediate outcome of their discussions two Primary Schools for 
Chinese children, functioning in the Eastern and Northern Districts, were opened by the 
Council in October, 1928. A full report by the Special Committee will be forthcoming in 
due course,

THE LONDON CHAMBER OF COMMERCE EXAMINATION. 
The following letter was received by the Headmaster on November 24, 1928.

Dear Sir,—I beg to inform you that at a meeting held last evening, my Committee have decided to 
close the local centre of the London Chamber of Commerce, Education Department.

The necessary steps have, however, been taken to re-introduce this Examination 
and in the event of failure a suitable substitute. 


Cadets.—This year has marked great progress in the efficiency and strength of the 
Cadet Company. Practically all boys in the Upper School who are not Scouts have 
voluntarily joined the Company whose training has been under the charge of N.C.O.’s of 
regular units stationed in Shanghai. During the Autumn Term the instruction has been 
in charge of Drill Sgt. Blakeley of the Scots Guards for which privilege we have to thank 
the courtesy of the Officer Commanding H. M. Scots Guards. For two years Drill Sgt. 
Blakeley was instructor at Sandhurst so that it is not surprising to record the great 
interest and progress of the Company in their work. Owing to the munificent gift 
of $500 from Mr. Ellis Hayim, a drum and fife band was purchased and again the Scots 
Guards provided a most efficient instructor in Sgt. Sparry from their own band. Drill 
and general practice work has continued regularly throughout the year, wet or fine. All 
the elder Cadets have gone through a firing course on the range and some have shown 
excellent promise as marksmen. Mr. White joined the Company in October, filling a very 
urgent need for a second in command. 


In October the Cadets as individuals were called upon for duty during the Post 
Office strike. Within one hour of the call 60 members of the Cadet Company were, with 
their parents written permission, on duty in the Main Post Office and a complete 
emergency organisation for the sorting and delivery of incoming mail was in operation. 
Within 114 hours, Cadets were delivering mail which they had sorted all over the Inter- 
national and French Concessions. Over 200 bags of foreign mail were dealt with in 10 
hours actual work. As a memento of work done a handsome silyer shield was presented 
to the Company as a trophy for interplatoon rifle championship. 


The Company was greatly indebted to the Bedfs. and Herts. Regiment during the 
Spring Term the Officer Commanding which allowed a platoon of his command accompanied 
by the battalion drums and fifes to take the Cadets on a seven mile route march. This 
was immensely appreciated by the Company and the Cadets stood the test well. 

Boy Scouts.—In the early part of 1928, Mr. P. Corneck was in charge. On his 
relinquishing command owing to the demands of business the Troop came under the care 
of Mr. Schmuser who has ably continued the splendid work of his predecessors. 


On the return of Mr. Hore from Long Leave in November the Troop was 
reorganised. Scouts of fourteen and over were formed into a senior section of two 
patrols, and younger Scouts and recruits—three patrols in all—comprised the junior section. 
The two sections will work as independent units except on special occasions.

It is hoped that Messrs. Hore and Schmuser will obtain the co-operation of old 
Scouts in bringing the efficiency of the Troop up to its usual standard. 


Wolf Cubs—A pack was started in November of this year by Mr. Hore and 
promises to be very enthusiastic. Including Wolf Cubs the present strength of the School 
Troop (Northern School) is seventy. 


Magazine.—The School Magazine “Arts and Commerce” was published regularly 
throughout the year. The present circulation is about 450 and is still increasing. 


Historical Association——The Historical Association was formed in October 1928 
with a view to furthering :— 
(a) Interest in buildings and institutions of Shanghai. 
(b) Historial research in economic problems of China. 
(c) Debates, discussions, etc., on problems of topical interest. 
(d) Practical work in the history room—models, scrap albums, time charts, etc. 
Membership has been limited to the Senior and Middle School. The members 
chose their own chairman, secretary and assistant officers; these officers and assistants 
were responsible for all meetings. 


The following is a diary of meetings held :— ; 


Oct. 4. Practical work in History Room. 


Oct. 20. Visit to Siccawei—inspection of Schools observatory, workshops. 

Nov. 17. Discussion on Patriotism. 

Nov. 24. Practical work in History Room. 

Nov. 27. Mr. J. R. Jones addressed the Society on “Patriotism and Patron Saints.” 
Dec. 20. Xmas Historical Party—plays, speeches, games—all bearing on History. 


Library.—The demand for books is still very keen and the library is one of the 
most popular features of school activities. We now possess about 1,200 books. Many 
new ones have been added this year and some boys have made gifts of others. 


In addition many books suitable for boys of the Lower School have been added. 


Nature Study.—The School Green House with its tank and miniature fountain 
is in fuli swing. Plants and flowers are now available for Nature Study, art and 
decorative purposes. The School takes this opportunity of expressing its appreciation 
to Mr. Kerr for the advice and assistance given so freely throughout the year. 


Geography.—The special Geography Room is still far from complete but in view 
of the great importance of this subject it is hoped that the equipment necessary will soon 
be available. 


It is also expected that greater use will be made of the Meteorological Reports 
obtained from the school instruments. Everything is ready for practical exercises in 
map-making and surveying. 


Singing.—This subject was reintroduced into the Time Table and the Lower Forms 
were given an opportunity of becoming familiar with the most popular folk music and 
songs of the world. It is hoped that through the medium of singing the boys will learn 
to appreciate some if not all of the beauty of the music of the past as a lesson to distinguish 
the good from the indifferent in that of the present generation. 


Boxing.—1928 was a busy year for the school boxers. No less than four tourna- 
ments were decided. 


In March, before a large gathering of parents and friends, the Northern School 
were successfully opposed to the Junior School for the Police Officers Chailenge Cup. It 
was an excellent exhibition, the winners being only 1 point ahead at the end of the series. 


In May the School (Junior and Northern) won a leg on the Marden Challenge Cup 
from the American School, the former winning by a margin of 5 points. 


. &! : : 
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Again in December before a record crowd the American School suffered defeat but 
only by two points on the occasion. 


It was by far the best school-boy display yet given locally and both teams are to be 
congratulated on their excellent shewing. 


Good reports still arrive regarding ex-pupils at home. 


Swimming.—The Annual Gala was held in September and provided an excellent 
afternoons entertainment. 


C. Wheeler won the grand aggregate prize. 


The Lower School boys did particularly well, and judging by their display, we can 
look forward to seeing some near champions in the not too distant future. 


Hockey.—The School now boast of a strong Hockey XI. 


The majority of matches during the season were in opposition to different branches 
of the Defence Force—the school winning most matches. 


It has been decided to enter a team in the local league for the 1929-30 season.

Junior School—Mr. S. Hore, the Master-in-Charge for the last four years, 
proceeded to England on Long Leave in February, his place being taken by Mr. Drake. 


In spite of the great handicaps under which this school has laboured, the numbers 
on the roll increased during the year from 65 to 138. This increase was largely due to 
the more convenient situation of the Tifeng Road Huts to which the school removed from 
Jessfield Road at the end of June. 


The standard of work has been well maintained throughout the year. A number of 
boys, of very low average age, were entered in March for the Royal Drawing Society’s 
Examinations—with the following results :—

B. Cornfield gained the further high distinction of being awarded the Society’s 
special Book Prize for the best all-round papers in the Preparatory Division from Over- 
seas Schools—the fourth prize of this kind to be won by a boy from the Public School. 


At the end of the year seven of the older boys also sat for the Cambridge Locals 
(Preliminary). 

In outside activities the School continues to do well. In addition to a keen Troop 
of close on thirty Scouts, the School has two Packs of Wolf Cubs. The total number of 
boys taking part in scouting or cubbing is approximately 100 or 70% of the number on 
the School Roll. This number would be increased if it were possible for the Association 
to lower the age for joining.

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Many of the boys are enthusiastic members of Mr. Tingle’s Boxing Classes and the 
general improvement which this admirable training produces is shewn remarkably in the 
class room as well as in spirit, disposition and carriage. 


The School’s Cricket, in all departments of the game, thanks to Mr. Pugh’s kind- 
ness and generosity in placing his ground at our disposal, and to his, and Mr. Read’s, 
patience and skill in coaching, has reached a very high standard. 


Football is played in.season once a week on the Race Course but until a turfed 
playing-ground is available near the School it is not possible to obtain very satisfactory 
results. The added importance of daily exercise, particularly of deep breathing in air 
reasonably free from dust, makes the acquisition of suitable playing space a matter of 
first class importance to the health and vitality of the School. 


It is due to the lady members of the Staff to record that they have always loyally 
carried on, invariably at great personal inconvenience in temporary quarters ; our success 
as a School has been made possible by their energy and enthusiasm in striving for the 
best interests of the boys under their care, assisted and encouraged as they have been 
throughout by the zeal of the members of the Foreign Education Committee who, in the 
face of great difficulties entailed by the unrest in China, have spared no efforts to obtain 
all possible support for the School. 


Prize Distribution—The Annual Prize Distribution was held on Friday, December 
21, 1928, and was well attended by both parents and friends. 


His Honour Judge Sir Peter Grain presented the prizes to the successful boys and 
at the conclusion made a short delightful speech on Duty and its relation to the individual.

Curriculum.—tThe one important change in the curriculum was the institution of 
the “Commercial Class” to provide another line of education of a vocational nature. At 
first the class was well attended. The pupils studied Shorthand, Typewriting, Business 
Arithmetic, Business Geography and the more important subjects of the ordinary curri- 
culum. Gradually, however, the number of pupils became so small that it was considered 
inadvisable to continue the class after December. 


Discipline.—The discipline of the school is uniformly good. The prefect system 
is beneficial to the girls themselves and helpful in maintaining good discipline. Great 
credit is due also to Elsie Aveyard who made a splendid school Captain throughout the 
year.

Girl Guides—Company III number forty-five at present but there is a long 
waiting list. The girls are keenly interested, the attendance at the meeting is excellent 
and the discipline splendid. The girls seem to appreciate more than ever the aims of the 
Guide Movement. It is the aim of Mrs. Souter, who is in charge, to improve the standard 
of the Company before increasing its strength. 


The most important “Guide” events of the year were :— 


(1) The Guide and Brownie Rally—May 19, where No. III Company won the “Marshall” Cup 
for the highest number of points in five competitive events, and also the Signalling Cup. 
(2) The Autumn Rally—October 13. 


(3) Camping Week End for Patrol Leaders and Seconds—October 26 to 29. 


Brownies.—The Brownies had a successful year under the leadership of Miss 
Walker. One of their most interesting events was a visit to H.M.S. “Berwick” in July.

Until November 13, Boone Road School was a branch of the Public School for 
Girls, and was administered from 70 Yuyuen Road, but on November 13 it was granted 
the status of an independent school, with the Preparatory Branch at 17 Yulin Road 
dependent upon it. 


Associated with this change were certain alterations of staff. 


From the departure of Miss Gosse on Long Leave in February, Miss Ware acted 
as Headmistress of Yuyuen Road School, and the post of Mistress-in-Charge at Boone 
Road was filled by Mrs. A. M. Kirk until November 13. On that date Miss Ware went on 
Long Leave, and Mrs. Kirk was transferred to the Polytechnic School for Chinese. 


Transfers and Adjustments—Miss Harvey became a full time mistress at Boone 
Road in January. 


Mile. Bourdin was transferred from Yuyuen Road to Boone Road and Yulin Road 
Schools. 


Mrs. McLennan, a student Mistress, was transferred from Yuyuen Road to Yulin 
Road on May 11. 


New Staff—Mrs. Cornaby was engaged in January as a half-time Student Mistress 
at Boone Road School. 


Miss M. Morris joined the Staff of Yulin Road School on January 18. 


On Leave.—Mrs. C. M. Jones, of the Yulin Road School, went on Long Leave on 
May 8. ; 


During the year the usual activities were pursued, and the School curriculum was 
followed without interruption, except for a short period of 3 weeks, from April 17 to 
May 6, when the School was closed owing to an epidemic of measles. 


The School Prize-Giving was held in conjunction with Yuyuen Road School in 
January, but there was a separate Sports Day held at Boone Road on May 25, prizes being 
given by Mrs. Leslie. Many handsome donations were given towards prizes by friends 
and local firms. 


On December 19 and 20 a Children’s Performance of “Pinafore” for the funds of 
the “Ministering Children’s League” was given in the School Gymnasium, and resulted in 
the handsome sum of $135.00 being handed over to the funds of that Charity. Great 
credit is due to the untiring efforts of Miss Harvey, and to the enthusiasm of the children, 
who presented a most enjoyable entertainment. 


From May until the end of September the girls enjoyed the privilege of a weekly 
visit to the Hongkew Open Air Swimming Pool when instruction was given in the art of 
swimming by Miss MacGillivrary, Games Mistress at Boone Road School. 


Sports and Games are supervised by Miss MacGillivray and the girls are exceed- 
ingly keen on tennis, net-ball, volley-ball, and indoor base-ball. Several inter-form volley- 
ball and base-ball matches were played; there was a School tennis tournament in June; 
and two net-ball matches were played with the Thomas Hanbury School for Girls. It is 
hoped that in 1929 still more will be done in the arrangement of inter-form and inter-school 
matches, as the girls become more proficient. 


The girls also practise folk-dancing as a variation from the usual formal drill. 


Library.—With a view to fostering an interest in Literature and developing a 
better command of English, the School Library, which was very poor and inadequate in 
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the choice and variety of literature it offered to the children, has been completely over- 
hauled and catalogued by Miss Eubank, many new and interesting books being added. 
It is now developing steadily and the girls show considerable appreciation of this 
privilege, and make great use of the books now at their disposal.

Attendance.—The number on roll during the year showed a steady increase until 
the end of November during which month the Matriculation and Local Examinations of 
the Hongkong University were held, and the school examinations took place. With the 
completion of the year’s syllabus of work those boys whose prospects of employment 
warranted their leaving, went off roll and the figures for December showed a slight 
decline. 

The tables below give the figures showing details of the numbers on roll. 

As in former years the greatest influx of new boys occurred in September. This 
is, as a rule, counterbalanced by the number of boys who leave school in June just before 
the long vacation.

Health—tThe general health has been good. Cases of indisposition of the usual 
character occurred occasionally throughout the year amongst the boarders and were as a 
rule treated in the Sick Room. These included boils, abrasions, coughs, biliousness, 
sprains and malaria. One case of dysentery was successfully treated in the General 
Hospital. 

One case occurred which threatened not only to be very serious but to involve the 
situation unduly by reason of the insistent desire of the parents to engage a native 
physician and to put the boy under native treatment. The patient developed an obscure 
form of tetanus following treatment for a discharge from the ear which necessitated the 
injection of serum of a very uncommon kind. The boy has completely recovered his health, 
One dayboy broke his leg. 
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Sickness amongst the members of the Staff was more prevalent than is generally 


the case. 


The boarders are vaccinated periodically. 

Eyesight tests are undertaken at the beginning of each term. 

Members of the staff undergo inoculation for both smallpox and the typhoid group. 
All pupils are inspected each morning by the master on duty for the day. 

Boys are weighed and measured at the end of each month and the figures recorded.

Organization—The upper classes which contain boys whose attainments in English 


are passable are VIa, VIb, V and IV. The lower classes, whose work leads up to 
Cambridge Preliminary requirements, are III, II and I. Between these two divisions 
two classes (or three as occasion warrants) exist, called the English Class A and English 
Class B, formed of boys who are too old to be put in the Lower Division of the school and 
too backward in their knowledge of English to join the Upper School. 


They are in the great majority of cases capable enough in some language other 
than English and have also reached a standard in arithmetic and elementary mathematics. 
These boys proceed to join the classes taking the University Locals Syllabus as soon as 
their attainments in English reach a standard sufficient to warrant it. 


School Work.—The beginning of the year under review found the Upper School 
Classes full, many of the boys had just been transferred from the English Classes and 
were of an age to make them eligible candidates for the Hongkong Junior, Senior and 
Matriculation Examinations. Work was begun on these lines, two classes being allotted 
to the Hongkong Junior syllabus, and the Upper Sixth Form prepared to meet Hongkong 
Senior and Matriculation requirements. 


w 
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A serious interruption in the work was caused in May and June by the absence 
owing to ill health of Mr. Standring, at a time when his presence was most required, the 
more so as the date of the examination had been put forward by one month. In June the 
English master, Mr. Rose, left for Home on the expiry of his agreement and was replaced 
by Mr. Brown who had barely two months in which to pick up the broken threads and send 
his pupils for examination. 


By the end of the year, a total of 50 boys, or 25% of the whole school were working 
on Hongkong University lines. In the Junior School Form III and IV were combined in 
one class, the syllabus being arranged on Cambridge Preliminary Local lines. The 
English classes as usual were fairly full. In order to co-ordinate the work in these classes 
with that of the Upper School, the syllabus this year allowed for the rotation of all 
masters in these classes instead of one teacher being in complete control as in previous 
years. 


It will be a matter of a year or two before the effect of this change is definitely 
evident and judgment can be passed on the wisdom of the change. The Lower School has 
been under the able direction of Mrs. Peach and has had a satisfactory influx of pupils 
during the year.

Sports Meeting.—The custom of holding the Annual Sports Meeting in October at 
the beginning of the cool weather was abandoned this year because the Hongkong Univer- 
sity put their Local Examinations forward to November but a scratch programme was 
carried through on November 28 in Hongkew Park at which the usual items which count 
towards the Inter-House Challenge Shield were run off. The trophies won were dis- 
tributed at a public function in the Assembly Hall as part of an entertainment programme 
arranged by the pupils. One play by the Seniors and one by the Juniors were staged. 


Fire Drills—Fire Drills are held at intervals, generally one each term. On two 
occasions during the year these drills have been conducted in conjunction with the Fire 
Brigade who provide ladders, escapes, engines and hose. A set of Fire Rules hangs on 
each staircase landing and fire buckets, fire hose and extinguishers occupy prominent 
positions in the main corridors. Demonstrations in the filling and manipulation of extin- 
guishers have been carried out with every class in school. 


Church Services.—Boarders attend Church Service at the Holy Trinity Cathedral 
on Sunday morning throughout the year. In the afternoon a short service is held in the 
Assembly Hall, and our thanks are extended to the Rev. F. J. Hopkins and to Mr. Wheeler 
of the C. E. Men’s Society for their unflagging interest in these Sunday afternoons. 


Wolf Cubs—The activity of the Wolf Cubs during the year has been very marked. 
Mrs. Pinnick, the Cubmistress, is to be congratulated on the amount of support she has 
received at the enthusiastic parades which her indefatigability has so successfully 
organized. 


Library.—The school library has been well used. The management has been in 
the hands of one master and two senior boys. 


Tuck Shop—The Junior Trading Company, an organization in miniature on the 
lines of a limited company, with directors and officials, supplies the school with sweets, 
cakes and similar articles. It issues shares, keeps accounts, submits to audit, arranges 
meetings and declares dividends. The advantages are, first, that we have some control 
over the sort of delicacies which the boys consume; second, that the native hawker is dis- 
couraged ; and third, boys get an insight into company trading. 


Magazine.—The school magazine which has been issued regularly each half year 
was sufficiently successful financially at Midsummer to pay for itself and wipe out an 
overdraft, but the December number I regret to say did not materialize.

French.—A great stimulus has been given to the study of French by our taking 
advantage of the services of the Société pour la Correspondence Scolaire Internationale, 
Ministére de l’Instruction Publique et des Beaux-Arts. 


Through this society, each girl who wished has been put into touch with a French 
school-girl of similar age and tastes, with whom she has kept up a regular correspondence 
during the year. The society so arranges matters that the girls here are receiving 
letters from practically all parts of France. We are in correspondence at the moment 
with girls in Paris, Lyon, Marseille, Bas-Pyrénées, Bordeaux, La Rochelle, Finistére, Pas 
de Calais, Grenoble, etc., etc. The correspondence is entirely voluntary but almost all 
the girls in their 2nd, 3rd, and 4th year courses are writing to at least one French girl, 
several to two or more, and this correspondence is being kept up when the girls leave 
school. The letters give them an insight into French family- and school-life, and the 
industries, history and scenery of the districts in which their correspondents reside, 


besides accustoming them to the style of French which we would have them use 
themselves. 


Music and Singing.—In addition to the “Musicales,” which are held once a term, 
in November the school commemorated the centenary of the death of Schubert. A short 
and interesting address on Schubert’s life was given by Mrs. Marden, several of his songs 
were sung delightfully by Mrs. E. Snowden Jones, who very kindly came to assist, and 
some of his shorter pianoforte solos were played by the girls. 


A choir composed of Forms III to VI inclusive was entered for the Schubert 
Festival Competition arranged by the B.W.A. 


Hockey.—The Hockey Season was most successful; out of 7 Matches played, six 
were won and one was lost. The school XI came out second in the Hockey League results, 
scoring 45 goals and losing 7. 


Netball.—Great interest has been shewn in this game and the school is now running 
5 teams, all of which have played matches. In addition to the matches played against the 
Yu Yuen Road, Boone Road and Cathedral Schools, many inter-form matches, the annual 
match “Boarders versus Day Girls,” and a match “Staff versus School” were played. Of 
the inter-school matches 7 were won and 4 lost. 


Badminton.—Badminton was introduced during the Spring and was well supported, 
but as there is no hall large enough to permit of the game being played indoors, the game 
has been played entirely in the playgrounds, where the wind is frequently a great 
hindrance, 

Swimming.—Swimming takes the place of Hockey during the summer months. 
The School Races were held on Thursday, June 28, at the Open Air Swimming Pool, when 
nine events in Swimming and Diving were competed for by girls in the Senior Forms. 


Chess.—A School Chess Team competed in the Inter-school Chess Tournament, 
which was won by the Public School for Boys.

Two sketches, “Le Gouribole des Indes” and “La Bébé est Malade,” were 
acted by Form IV (2nd year of French). The third play “All6! All6!” une tragédie du 
téléphone” was performed by Form VI (4th year of French). This play was written by 
the girls themselves for this performance and included a part for each girl. 

A scene from Macbeth was given by Form IV. The Ballad “Robin Hood’s Death 
and Burial” was dramatised and performed by Form II; and 2 dramatic recitations in 
costume were given by Form I Upper. 

In an entertainment arranged by Form V to celebrate the bi-centenary of the birth 
of Oliver Goldsmith, items from his works, including 2 scenes from “She Stoops to 
Conquer,” were given. 

Prize Distribution—The Upper School Prize-giving was held in February. A 
short entertainment including a scene from “A Midsummer Night’s Dream” was given. 

The lower School Prize-giving was held in December. Mrs. F. E. Hodges, an old 
friend of the school, kindly presented the prizes. 

Girl Guides.—The 5th Company Girl Guides have had a very healthy and busy year 
under the energetic leadership of Mrs. Pinnick. 

The following events give an idea of the Company’s activity during the past year.

Brownies.—Brownies’ work has been interrupted this year owing to the departure 
on home leave of Mrs. Seddon, our Brown Owl, and the absence on short leave of her 
successor, Mrs. Callender. 

Old Girls’ Society—The membership of this Society is steadily increasing and a 
regular attendance of a large percentage of members is maintained at the weekly 
meetings held at school. Keen enthusiasm is shown in Hockey, the Hanbury First Eleven 
being chiefly composed of old girls. A Tennis Court in Hongkew Park was allocated to 
the Society during the summer.

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PUBLIC SCHOOL FOR CHINESE, 
REPORT OF HEADMASTER. 


Enrolment and Attendance.—From the beginning of the year until the end of 
April part of the Shanghai Defence Force was quartered at the School, hence it was 
impossible to admit more than 367 pupils at the commencement of the summer term. 
During the summer vacation the rooms which had been occupied by the soldiers were 
reconditioned, and in September it was possible to enrol the full complement of boys, in 
fact, more than the usual number were admitted and several eager candidates had to be 
sent away.

Staff—Mr. H. B, Lobb, B.sc., assistant master in this School since September, 
1919, was transferred in February, 1928, to the Polytechnic Public School primarily to 
assist in the organization of a physical laboratory. In March Mr. G. N. Ling, M.A., joined 
the staff of the English Department. The Headmaster left Shanghai on April 10 for 
eight months’ leave. During his absence, the senior assistant, Mr. T. G. Baillie, B.sc., acted 
as Headmaster. Mr. Pan Shun, pupil teacher, left the School in May to take up a position 
in the Asiatic Petroleum Company, where his knowledge of theoretical and practical 
chemistry will be utilized. In September Mrs. G. R. Hunt was appointed a temporary 
assistant mistress on the English Side, and Mr. Tong Mung-ngoo began duty as a teacher 
in the Chinese Department. 

Health.—Mr. J. M. McLaggan, assistant master, underwent a successful operation 
for appendicitis in July. The Headmaster was on the sick list for a few days shortly 
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after returning from England in December. Except for the usual common colds, sore 
throats, and other slight ailments the health of the pupils and the staff was remarkably 
good. 


Work.—For the first time for several years the work of the School in 1928 went 
on throughout the year without interruption. The soldiers who were quartered in the 
premises until April affected with the routine of the School but slightly, and in fact they 
were in many instances an asset. The School Band (Drums and Fifes), as in the previous 
year, was in the capable hands of the Sergeant-Drummer and two corporals of the 1st 
Battalion of the Bedfordshire and Hertfordshire Regiment, part of which was quartered at 
the School. Now the School has a band of which the masters and pupils are decidedly 
proud. One other effect that the British soldiers had upon the pupils was this: they 
implanted a fine spirit of sportsmanship in the boys. No change was made in the 
curriculum of either the English or the Chinese Department. The following subjects 
are taught in the English Department: Reading (oral and silent), Recitation (poetry and 
prose), Spelling and Dictation, Literature, Composition, Grammar, Arithmetic, Algebra, 
Geometry, Trigonometry, Chemistry, Elementary Science, History (Forms 3 and 4), 
Geography and Drawing. 


In the Chinese Department the curriculum is as follows:—Reading, The Classics, 
Grammar, Composition, Mandarin (oral and written), Writing, History, Geography, 
Translation. : 


In addition vocal music is taught in the Preparatory School, and physical exercises 
and military drill are taken regularly by all the pupils. Twice a month the whole school 
parades for drill with the School Drums and Fifes. Fire drill is taken once or twice a 
term. 


Conduct and Discipline—With very few exceptions, the pupils behaved with admir- 
able propriety throughout the year. No religion is taught, but the Chinese classics are 
still read in the School, although in many other schools throughout the country these 
wonderful books have been dropped for some extraordinary reason, and the valuable 
ethical teaching contained therein lost. The University of Hongkong sets a very high 
value on the writings of the great sages of China, and no Chinese candidate who enters 
for the Hongkong local examinations can expect to pass unless he or she has a thorough 
knowledge of these classics. No boy or girl who really puts into practice the teachings of 
Confucius need fear criticism as regards character. 


One pupil, found guilty of taking text-books belonging to other pupils or to the School, 
was expelled in October. There was no other serious case of misconduct. 


In his remarks on the general conduct of the pupils, Mr. T. G. Baillie, Acting Head- 
master from April to December, says, “There has been an excellent spirit of rivalry in the 
School, and the various forms and classes have challenged one another to play football, 
volley-ball, fives, and other games. Two forms hada team relay race the other day. This 
spirit forms an excellent antidote to external propaganda.” 


The general feeling between the teachers and the pupils has been one of wonderful 
cordiality, and the parents or guardians of the pupils have almost invariably given 
cheerful help to the masters in their efforts to keep the School up to a high standard of 
efficiency. 


The teachers and the parents of the pupils desire that the School be left alone by 
anti-social agitators, so that its benign influence may have full effect. 


Examinations —Two examinations of the whole School were held during the year, 
and in November the pupils of forms five and six sat for the Junior or the Matriculation 
examination of the University of Hongkong. From 1908 until 1917 the senior pupils of 
the School regularly took the local examinations of the University of Cambridge, and 
acquitted themselves well, but it has been found that the local examinations of Hongkong 
University are in many respects more suitable for Chinese pupils. More than twelve 
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hundred candidates from schools in China, Hongkong and the Straits took the Hongkong 
tests in 1928. 


The results of the Hongkong local examinations held in December, 1927, are given 
below. They cannot be called good, but as the School had to be closed for several weeks 
during 1927 on account of the disturbed state of the district in which the school is situated, 
it would be unreasonable to expect better results. 


Hongkong Matriculation Examination—Sha Hung-tsao passed. 


Junior Examination—The following passed:—Cheng Tsee-shiang, distinguished 
in Mathematics ; Chu Cheng-ching ; Fan Feng-ling, distinguished in Arithmetic, Chemistry, 
Mandarin and Mathematics ; Ling Shang-tse; Sung Tai-tse. 


Rayner Memorial Prize——Under the terms of the bequest of the late Mr. Samuel 
Rayner, formerly a much valued assistant master, who was lost in the great war, a special 
examination in Mathematics was conducted in January, 1929, by the senior assistant 
master, Mr. T. G. Baillie, B.se. The prize was won by Yu Peng-tan, a very promising 
scholar of Form V. 


Recreation —Mr. N. Scowcroft, B.A., Honorary Secretary of the Athletic Club 
reports as follow :— 


“This year (1928) it was again decided that there should be no competition for 
the Chairman’s Shield presented by the late Sir Edward Pearce and awarded annually to 
the Municipal school for Chinese which gains the most marks in an athletic sports contest. 
The School sports were held in the School grounds on October 26, and again the pupils 
entered in large numbers. Rare keenness was displayed and some good times in the 
running events were recorded. The senior shield was won by Forms V and VI who should 
be congratulated on their very fine achievement, for although they had fewer boys to draw 
upon than any other form, yet their average score was far greater than that of their 
nearest rivals. The junior shield was gained by Class 3a of the Preparatory School. 


The inter-form footbali tournament commenced on October 1, but at the time of 
writing has not been brought to a finish. At present Form III and Form II tie for the 
first place, and everything points to a keen tussle when these forms meet to decide which 
shall win the shield. : 


This year two School football teams were organized, senior and junior, membership 
of the latter being restricted to boys under the age of fifteen. So far the senior has 
played two matches and the junior one. On November 24 the senior eleven played 
Medhurst College on the College ground, the match resulting in a draw. The next game 
was with the Ellis Kadoorie School, on December 8, on the Ellis Kadoorie ground. On 
this occasion our team emerged victorious with a score of six goals to two. The junior 
eleven met the junior team of the Thomas Hanbury School on December 1, on our own 
ground, and after an exciting struggle the game ended in a draw of five goals each. 


One form of the School, Form III, has a wonderfully organized games schedule 
comprising fives, football, running, ping-pong, etc. After each football match the boys of 
this form thoughtfully provide tea, and what is more, they always invite the referee to 
partake, even if they lose the match!” 


Library.—Mr. K. 8. Huang, Honorary Librarian, reports as follows :— 


“The practice of keeping a selection of books in each classroom proved so successful 
in 1927 that it was decided to employ it again in 1928. Some forty new books were added 
to the Library at the beginning of the year, the new books being specially picked to suit 
the pupils in the lower classes. I regret to report that no fewer than 49 books were 
missing from the class libraries of the upper forms at the end of the summer term. The 
Library has at present 642 English or Chinese volumes and all were kept in the Reading 
Room during the second term, and could be taken out only with the Librarian’s permis- 
sion. The Reading Room was used as a classroom during the summer term of 1928, so 
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the daily papers ; the North-China Daily News, Shanghai Times, Shun Pao, and the Eastern 
Times were put on stands in the corridor outside the Reading Room. During the winter 
term the Reading Room was available and was often very crowded during the tiffin and 
recess periods. Besides the newspapers, the room was supplied with suitable periodicals 
and papers: such as the Illustrated London News, My Magazine, the Students’ Magazine, 
the Eastern Miscellany, and “I See All.” Pictorial Education, a monthly magazine, was 
found very instructive. Competitions were held during the summer term in answering 
the questions on general knowledge and geography included in this useful publication.” 


General.—The annual meeting of the “old boys” of the School was held in March 
in the spacious lounge of the China United Apartments. After an unusually spirited 
contest the following were elected officers for 1928:—President: Mr. C. N. Loh; Vice- 
President: Mr. K. S. Huang; Treasurer: Mr. B. L. Yu; Secretary: Mr. Z. D. Chang. 


The Alumni Association held a garden party in the grounds of 781, Avenue Joffre 
on June 22, the day of the Dragon Boat Festival. About 200 guests attended and enjoyed 
various entertainments and tea. The School Drums and Fifes played a number of 
selections which were greatly appreciated. 


Mr. R. G. Dowie, for many years Headmaster of the Ellis Kadoorie School, retired 
in June. In honour of Mr. and Mrs. Dowie a dinner and dance were held at the China 
United Apartments on April 3. About forty members of the teaching staffs of the 
Municipal schools were present. During the evening a pair of binoculars suitably 
inscribed was presented to Mr. and Mrs. Dowie as a mark of the esteem felt for them by 
their co-workers in the schools. 


The School was first opened in September, 1904. Up to December 31, 1928, 4,036 
pupils have been admitted. Some of these have remained in the School for only a short 
period, but many have spent seven, eight or nine years therein, and a few have remained 
even longer. The aim of the School is to provide for Chinese boys an education 
leading up to the entrance examinations of various universities, and sufficient to enable 
them to bear their part as citizens of their native land. That the School is fulfilling its 
function is evident from the keenness displayed by employers for pupils of the School who 
have completed the course. Moreover the “old boys” of the School are sending, in 
increasing numbers, their own sons to the School—a good sign surely. 


Many of the former members of the School are in business in Shanghai, and some 
occupy very responsible and honourable positions. Mr. A. J. Hughes, the Managing 
Director of the China United Assurance Society, has had no fewer than sixteen of the 
“old boys” in the service of his Society. A few are in government or in diplomatic 
service, and two at present hold high positions in the Nanking Government. One former 
pupil, a Master of Science of the University of Durham, has recently been made an 
associate member of the Institute of Electrical Engineers (Great Britain) and has for 
many years been on the staff of one of the largest electrical engineering companies in 
Shanghai. 


It is only right and proper that I should here acknowledge my deep indebtedness 
to many of the former pupils, who have been untiring in their efforts to make the school 
that nurtured them a lasting success. 


In conclusion, I wish also to express my sincere appreciation of the loyal 
co-operation of my colleagues on the teaching staffs of both the Chinese and the English 
Departments.

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Staff—Miss E. M. Wheeler went on leave in July, and part of her work in the Lower 
School was temporarily taken over by Miss Adlam. 


Mr. Lee Bih Zung, Teacher of English, resigned his position in May; Mr. Sung 
Tung Ying, a former pupil here, was engaged in June as a pupil-teacher. 


Mr. Zung Poeh Zung, Teacher of Chinese, owing to prolonged and serious illness, 
was replaced in October by Mr. Liu Sing Fah. It is hoped that Mr. Zung will shortly be 
able to resume his work. 


Mr. T. O’Neill Lane, who had charge of English literary subjects and Book-keeping 
in the Upper School, was invalided in December. 


Health.—As evidenced by the attendance records, the health of the School was good. 
Colds and affections of the eyes and throat were common, and minor ailments among the 
Staff were more than usually frequent. No death was recorded during the year. 


Work.—Work has proceeded throughout the year uninterruptedly and efficiently ; 
the changes in Staff have not affected its continuity. The chief difficulties are those 
experienced in adapting the classification of the pupils to the limited accommodation of 
the school premises, and these show a tendency to increase year by year. While the upper 
forms are generally small, congestion occurs in the middle classes, Forms II and I and 
Classes 1 and 2 being unduly large. If the number of classrooms permitted, it would be 
advisable to form another division of Form I grade so that promotion to the higher forms 
would be possible for a larger number of boys. 


Throughout 1928 the work on the English side in the Upper School has been 
apportioned as in recent years; the foreign members of the Staff take part in the work 
of each form, and every boy in the School receives at least part of his instruction in 
English from a foreign teacher. The following teachers have been in charge of special 
subjects: 


Mr. Bartley Geometry, Arithmetic and Trigonometry 
Mr. Kay Algebra and Mechanics 

Mr. Lane Book-keeping and English 

Mr. Smith Drawing and Geography 

Mrs. Burke-Scott English 

Miss Adlam Geography 


In Forms V and VI Messrs. E. K. Foo and T. Y. Koo have conducted courses in 
Translation, in preparation for the Hongkong University Examinations. é 


The Chinese Department continues under the supervision of Mr. Wong Sz Pah, who 
effected a reorganization of the time-table at the beginning of the year. Mr. Wong 
himself, and Mr. Zung Poeh Zung, have been responsible for the teaching of Classics in 
the Upper Forms; Mr. Yang Tsuh Hur took up special work in this subject, including 
preparation of the candidates for the Hongkong Junior Examination, when Mr. Zung’s 
long illness began. Mr. Tai Fu Chu is the teacher of Mandarin for all classes in the 
School. 


In the revised Chinese time-table, more time has been allotted to instruction in 
Hygiene and Civics. A newly-issued series of class reading books, approved by the 
National Board of Education, has been introduced throughout, replacing the obsolescent 
“Republican Readers.” Great importance is attached to progress in Chinese, and where 
this is not satisfactory the pupil’s promotion is deferred. 


Conduct and Discipline.—Discipline has been well maintained during the year, no 
serious breach being recorded. The general conduct of the boys, including their attitude 
towards their teachers and their work, deserves high praise. 


Examinations—Seventeen boys entered for the Hongkong University Local 
Examinations in 1927. The pass-lists came to hand early in 1928, too late for inclusion 
in the previous annual report. The results were as follows:—

This was a record year for the School, with regard both to the high percentage of 
passes and to the distinctions gained. In the Junior Examination, of the 9 boys presented, 
8 were awarded the Hongkong Junior Certificate, and these boys gained 11 distinctions. 


Of the Hongkong Local Examinations in 1928, detailed results had not been 
published in time for inclusion in this report, but the names of those who passed were sent 
in advance, and are here set out:

These results were very gratifying, particularly in respect of the 3 Matriculation 
candidates who gained Honours; there were only 4 such awards in Shanghai. Further 
comment, however, may be made when the detailed results are available. 


School Certificates ——These were awarded to Tsung Zung Poo, Zea Tuh Loh, Zung 
Chih Kong, Zung Shee Nyeu, Wong Ta Djeu and Zung Kweu Sung. The number of 
School Certificates issued, up to the present date, is 34. 


Functions and Visits—On March 2 Mrs. Dowie presented the Form and Class prizes 
and School Certificates. 


The prizes won in the Annual Sports Meeting were presented on November 9 by 
Mrs. Holland. 


Dr. Jordan, Acting Commissioner of Public Health, visited the School on 
November 23. 


The outstanding function of the year was the farewell in June to Mr. R. G. Dowie 
who had been Headmaster of the Ellis Kadoorie School for twenty-five years, including the 
inception of its existence as a Municipal institution. Mr. Dowie’s retirement was marked 
by demonstrations of esteem and respect by his colleagues throughout the various 
branches of Municipal service, In educational circles particularly there was a series of 
valedictory functions; a notable feature of these was the rallying of an exceptional number 
of former students, many of them parents of present-day pupils, testifying to the 
affectionate regard which Mr. Dowie invariably inspired in those under his charge. 
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Recreation Football and tennis have been played with fair enthusiasm on the 
limited playing-space available. Two tennis-courts were in use throughout the summer. 
In the football season, the School eleven played regularly every Saturday. Of four 
matches played against outside teams, the results were 1 win, 1 draw, and 2 defeats, with 
10 goals in our favour and 13 against. The Inter-class “Sixes” football tournament was 
won by Form III, seven teams having competed. The final was keenly contested with 
Class 2, and extra time was required to score the winning goal. The winning team in this 
competition is presented with a shield bearing the names of the six players. 


The School Sports Meeting was held on the afternoon of November 19. As the 
entry list was a very full one it was necessary to run off the various heats previously, 
leaving only the finals for the Sports Day. 


The meeting was in every respect highly successful; especially pleasing was the 
spirit displayed by the boys, and their hearty co-operation with the Staff and prefects who 
carried out the arduous work connected with the long and varied programme. 


Library.—In charge of Mrs. Burke-Scott, the Library continues to be an important 
feature in the life of the Upper School. The accommodation was somewhat improved 
during the year, a small store-room being cleared and equipped as a Library Room. Still 
the housing of the books leaves much to be desired and it is hoped to effect further improve- 
ment, including the provision of a Reading Room for the senior boys. 


General.—Troops of the Defence Force still occupied part of the School premises, 
including the Main Hall, at the beginning of the year. They were reduced to a single 
platoon and during May they were finally withdrawn. Soldiers had been quartered in the 
School for over thirteen months continuously ; relations were friendly and there was little 
interference with the daily routine of the School. 


The gratifying record of the year under review, which witnessed the culmination 
of the devoted labours of Mr. R. G. Dowie, may be regarded as the natural outcome of 
his steady work and efficient organization, fostered by peaceful conditions and supported 
by the efforts of an energetic and loyal Staff. I wish to express my deep appreciation of 
the zeal and goodwill shown by my colleagues on the teaching staff during the initial 
stages of my service as Headmaster,

REPORT OF HEADMASTER. 


Enrolment and Attendance.—For the first term of the year, 317 pupils were enrolled, 
of whom 66 were new. This was an increase of 18 on the enrolment for the second term 
of 1927. Several candidates were refused, as they were over 15 years of age. 


For the second term of the year, 362 pupils were enrolled, of whom 82 were new. 
This was a substantial increase on the enrolment for the first term, and, as a consequence, 
it is expected that the school will be filled during the coming year. 


The attendance throughout the year was satisfactory.

Movements of Staff: Mr. H. Rogerson 
was on Long Leave from February 14 to October 15, and Mr. A. F. T. Holland was 
appointed Headmaster of the Ellis Kadoorie School on September 6. Mr. T. Y. Vae was 
invalided in September, and Mr. W. L. Tsoong was appointed Pupil Teacher. 


Health—tThe general health of the school has been fair. Several cases of sore 
throat,.red eyes, and fever were reported. Three members of the staff were absent from 
duty at various times owing to sickness. 


Work.—The School removed to its own premises on January 9, after nearly a year 
in temporary quarters, and the necessary re-adjustments of classes and of the time-table 
were made for the term commencing February 6. 


- The usual endeavour to raise the standard of proficiency in the English Language 
has been made during the year, and considerable improvement has been shown. At the 
same time, strict attention to the study of the native language has been insisted on, in 
accordance with the standard of education set for the Municipal Schools for Chinese. 
The time spent per week on the study of the Chinese Language has been 107 hours 40 
minutes, as against 96 hours 10 minutes allocated to the study of the English Language. 


In other subjects, excepting Mathematics, the teaching in Chinese has accounted for 
52 hours 20 minutes, and the teaching in English for 46 hours 25 minutes. 


The study of Mathematics has been conducted in English, with the exception of 
training in the use of the abacus: and the school Drill and Drill-Games have been taken 
solely by the English-speaking members of the Staff. 


In all branches of study satisfactory improvement has been shown. 


Manual Training.—Throughout the year Manual Training Classes have been held 
on Thursday evenings from 4.10 to 6.10, and on Saturday mornings from 8.30 to 10.30, 
and from 10.30 to 12.30. During each of these periods 3 classes have been held, one each 
in Wood-work, Wood-carving, and Metal-work, the last including bench, forge, and lathe 
work. The total number of pupils employed in Manual Training has been 66, and, of this 
number, 30 have taken Wood-work, 12 Wood-carving, and 24 Metal-work. A good number 
of these pupils have now completed the courses in the three branches of this work. 


The demand for places in the classes has been in excess of the number of pupils 
that can be accommodated, and, so soon as gas is properly installed in the school, it is 
proposed to extend the scope of the work to include tin- and brass-work. This will allow 
of the inclusion of some 20 more pupils in the classes. 


Attendance at the classes has been good, and the number of modeis completed is 
proof of the keenness of the pupils for this branch of the work of the school. 


A high standard is being maintained in this work, and great care is taken to ensure 
that the pupils receive the full educational benefit of this work in addition to acquiring 
mechanical skill. 


Conduct and Discipline—The discipline of the school has been good. Chinese boys 
are as prone to get into mischief as the boys of any other nationality: and no one would 
have it otherwise, as perfect behaviour in a school of this size would be synonymous with 
a lack of spirit and a deadly dulness that would be unbearable. Normal mischievousness 
is a welcome change from the spirit of unrest that, for a year or two, threatened education 
with extinction. 


Examinations.—Of the 3 candidates entered for the Matriculation Examination of 
the University of Hongkong in December, 1927, 2 passed with credit, and, of the 9 
candidates entered for the Junior Examination, 3 were successful. These results were 
above expectation, in view of the trouble of the previous May. 
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The results were :—

In December of the year under review, 9 candidates were entered for the Junior 
Examination. The results are not yet to hand. 


School Certificates—A School Certificate was awarded to Ing Tse Hoong. 


Visits.—The school was visited on November 19 by Mr. W. P. Lambe and the 
Reverend T. Darlington, Members of the Chinese Education Committee. 


Recreation.—Organized games were resumed in January, when the school grounds 
were taken over from the Shanghai Defence Force. The ground was available, however, 
for only a short period, as extensive re-turfing was necessary in the spring. The autumn 
schedule of games was carried through without interruption. 


Volley Ball.—The usual Inter-Company volley-ball competition was held during May 
and June. The Shield was won by “G” Company, with “B” Company as runners-up. 


Basket Ball.—This game was introduced during the year. No outside contests 
were undertaken, but a considerable number of practice games and class matches were 
played. 


Football—tIn accordance with the policy of the school football games were so 
arranged as to enable as many boys as possible to participate in the sport. The following 
games were played: School Matches, 10; Practice Games, 21; Inter-Company Games, 7; 
Inter-Class Games, 10; a total of 48 games. Itis estimated that 40% of the school played 
in these games. 


Track and Field Sports.—The 12th Annual Sports Meeting was held on the school 
ground on October 20. After a most interesting and well-fought contest, the Company 
Championship was won by “C” Company, captained by Wong Pah Kwun, with “G” 
Company only 114 points behind. The Senior Championship was won by Sung Tsoo Dong, 
the School Captain, who took first place in every Senior event. The Junior Champion- 
ship was won by Kung Tsz Kai. 


Library.—The school Library has continued to justify its existence. The import- 
ance of a good library cannot be over-estimated, and the grant made each year for the 
provision of new books is money well spent. Further books of reference are needed. 


General.—The year under review has been a very satisfactory one, and I wish to 
take this opportunity of expressing my high appreciation of the work the Members of the 
Staff have done, and of thanking them for their loyal co-operation.

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POLYTECHNIC PUBLIC SCHOOL FOR CHINESE, 
REPORT OF HEADMASTER. 


Buildings.—The site transferred to the Council under the terms of the Polytechnic 
Trust Deed became available for building purposes in 1925. The foundations of the new 
school were laid in January 1926, and the structure was finished in the Spring of last year. 
Upon completion the building was converted into a hospital for the Defence Forces, the 
School remaining in its temporary premises. 


In January the military authorities were able to secure accommodation elsewhere, 
whereupon the building was immediately vacated, and the School took possession. At the 
time of writing parts of the premises containing hospital fittings are being reconditioned 
in preparation for the reception of 400 pupils next term. 


Enrolment and Attendance-——The number of pupils enrolled each term appears in 
the table below. No less than 221 new pupils were admitted, making 68 per cent. of the 
total on the roll at the end of the year. 


Of the pupils who enrolled for the first term 223 or 80 per cent. returned to school 
after the summer vacation.

The following teachers joined the staff during the year :—Mrs. A. M. Kirk; Messrs. 
H. B. Lobb, Lee Hsi-loo, Zing Soen-pai, Chu Dzong-yee, and Zung Yung-pao. The last 
two are ex-students of the School. Mrs. Kirk was transferred from the Public School 
for Girls, Mr, Lobb from the Public School for Chinese. 


Health.—The health of pupils and staff has been eminently satisfactory. The 
School is provided throughout with modern sanitation, heating, and ventilation systems, 
as also with adequate playing space. 


The visual acuity of pupils is tested at intervals by the staff; parents are notified of 
cases of defective vision and advised to consult an oculist. One hundred and sixteen such 
notices have been sent out during the year. 


Although vaccination is not compulsory it is strongly advocated. Municipal Health 
Officers attended the School in April and November and treated altogether 272 pupils. 


Work.—The curriculum is designed to provide a general education on secondary 
school lines, enabling pupils on completing the course either to train for a professional 
career or to take their part in the commercial and industrial life of Shanghai. 


In view of the importance to pupils of a thorough knowledge of their own language 
and literature and the obvious advantage to them of an adequate command of English, 
considerable stress is laid on the study of these subjects. 


While Science, in the form of Physics or Nature Study, has occupied a place in the 
time-table for some years, the school hitherto has lacked facilities for practical work. As 
soon as the new laboratory is available it is intended to make Experimental Science a 
prominent feature of the curriculum. 


At the beginning of the year a Manual Training Class was organized, the medium 
selected being Woodwork, which is generally regarded as the form of technical training 
best suited to pupils of school age. Later on Forms III to VI were included in this work, 
the classes being conducted after the usual school hours. In view of the recognized value 
of Handwork in education and in order to fulfil the letter as well as the spirit of the 
Polytechnic Trust Deed, instruction in Woodwork will be given in future as part of the 
regular school course. 


A three years’ course in Book-keeping is provided for the benefit of those expecting 
to assume business responsibilities, as well as for others who appear destined to find 
employment as clerks. It is hoped, however, that the work done in Science, Mathematics, 
Woodwork, and Drawing, will introduce many to the possibility of seeking a career con- 
nected with engineering, the building trades, and similar skilled occupations, instead of 
drifting into the overcrowded ranks of clerical assistants. 


In the region of social study the syllabus includes lessons in History, Geography, 
Civics, and Hygiene. 
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Conduct and Discipline —A firm but kindly discipline is maintained with little 
difficulty on the whole and it is a pleasure once again to report that no serious breach of 
conduct has occurred. Rules are few, clearly defined, and their purpose made evident; 
senior pupils are appointed to positions of trust and taught to appreciate the influence 
of personal example on the rest of the School; the usual schoolboy delinquencies are 
checked by’a system of order marks; no corporal punishment is administered. 


Examinations.—While every care will be exercised to ensure that the School does 
not grow an examination tail that will eventually wag the dog, it is proposed to continue 
the practice of entering pupils for external examinations provided the latter fit in with 
the curriculum of the school; so that, in taking them, pupils will merely be giving natural 
expression to a normal development. 


In the past the percentage of pupils completing the course has been small; but with 
the establishment of a much larger school the Upper Forms will tend to grow. The top 
Form now consists of 6 pupils, of varying standards of attainment, who entered in 
December for the Junior Local Examination of the University of Hongkong.. Two of 
these sat prematurely, against the advice of their teachers, and failed. Three were 
successful, their names being :— 


Koo Sze-ming (it wy +) 
Sung Wei-tsung (x [i] _ 4) 
Zung Yung-fong (si at 2%) 


The usual schoo] examinations were conducted at the end of each term, individual 
reports being issued to the parents. 


In June Mr. A. J. Stewart and Mr. A. C. Wheeler were kind enough to inspect the 
models made by the Woodwork-Class, and to conduct an oral examination in that subject. 


Recreation.—By the end of June the temporary buildings and other property 
occupying part of the school site were demolished, thereby releasing for use as a play- 
ground approximately 6 mow of land—an area sufficient for practising football and track 
events. Several matches have been played against other schools with encouraging results. 


Owing to the demands made by a modern day curriculum little time is available for 
formal physical culture. The junior boys, however, have definite periods for drill, and 
all pupils are encouraged to take part in organized games. 

Two other forms of recreation—the School Library and the Drum and Fife Band 
—have been taken advantage of by a large number of pupils. 


General.—In conclusion it may be mentioned that the past two or three years have 
been a time of appreciable difficulty. The task of conducting classes in the midst of 
building operations; the work of transferring the school to its new premises without inter- 
ruption to studies; and the preparations needed to cope with the influx of a large body of 
new pupils have combined to make unusual demands on all members of the teaching staff. 
Though they seek no commendation for the due performance of duty, this report would be 
sadly incomplete if it failed to acknowledge the willing and efficient service rendered by 
both Chinese and Foreign Assistant Masters during a period calling for special effort on 
the part of all concerned.

Medical Examination.—All the children who applied for entrance were medically 
examined. In the Eastern School, 4 per cent. of the children were found to have trachoma, 
and 6 per cent. with enlarged tonsils, while in the Northern School, 13 per cent. were 
found to have trachoma and 5 per cent. enlarged tonsils. 


Children’s Mottoes—In order to make teaching more definite the teachers of the 
two schools decided upon ten mottoes for the children. They are: “Be Clean,” “Be 
Honest,” “Be Kind,” “Be Cheerful,” “Be Courageous,” “Be Polite,” “Be Obedient,” “Be 
Prepared,” “Be Self-reliant,” and “Be Loyal.” 


Outings.—The children of the Eastern School visited Hongkew Park for a half 
day and had a very good time there. The children of the Northern School came to play 
on the playground of the Eastern School once and were very royally entertained. 


Parents’ Social Gathering —The Eastern School invited the parents of the children 
to a social gathering in which children’s work was exhibited and an interesting programme 
was presented. There were more than sixty visitors on that occasion. 


Teachers’ Meetings.—Each week, the headmasters called a Staff Meeting to discuss 
problems which had arisen during the course of the week. The Education Officer 
occasionally called a meeting of teachers to discuss educational problems and teaching 
materials. This resulted in interest and efficiency in teaching. 


Publications.—The Education Office has published two children’s story books with 
their accompanying charts and pictures, and in co-operation with other educational 
organizations in the country, has edited two issues of “Child Education,” a monthly 
magazine devoted to the interests of Kindergarten and Primary Education.

STATEMENT OF ACCOUNTS FOR 1928. 


Shanghai, November 27, 1928. 
DEAR Sir,—Enclosed please find the accounts of the Providence Orphanage, attached to St. Joseph’s 
Institute for the year 1928. 


Your letter of November 22nd. requests us to state in writing if we intend to apply to the Council 
for financial support during the coming year. 


Certainly, dear Sir, this is our intention nor could we do otherwise under the circumstances, which 
you will allow me to explain to you briefly. 


The closing of St. Joseph’s Institute, our paying school, has left the Orphanage dependent solely 
on charity; at a time when even ordinary charitable donations are greatly diminished owing to one

For sixty years we have kept 120 European, American, and Eurasian children whose parents’ death 
left them no protection or means of education. These children are accepted irrespective of nationality 
and creed; they are given a good education; found a good position and stay with us in a Young Girls’ 
Home until they are well settled in life. Instead of being stranded and lost, all ‘these children have 
become useful, self-respecting members of the foreign Community. 


As Consuls of Japan, Tientsin, Bangkok, etc., as well as of Shanghai give us the children of their 
nationals it would seem as if there were no other establishment in the Far East which accepts the total 
responsibility of these children, gratis. 


Till now we have used the utmost discretion in asking aid, as the surplus of the Institution went 
naturally to the Orphanage, but now we are obliged to have recourse to all those who are still able 
and willing to help us. 


We are only too pleased to continue this good work to which we have put heart and soul for so 
many years, and we count on the timely aid that the Council gives us as the best source of income that 
we possess. 


Needless to say that we are very, very grateful for the help given and which we really could not 
do without,

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PUBLIC WORKS DEPARTMENT. 
REPORT OF COMMISSIONER OF PUBLIC WORKS. 


The more important works that have been proceeded with during the year are as 
follows :— 


Bridges.—Reconstruction in concrete of Yalu Road Bridge over the Hongkew 
Creek. 
Buildings.— 
Eastern Police Depét. 
Gordon Road Police Station, new cell block. 
Gaol, two cell blocks, boundary wall and watch tower. 
Tuberculosis Hospital, Hungjao Road. 
Pig Slaughter House. 
Market, Pingliang Road. 
14 water-flushed latrines. 
Yangtszepoo Fire Station, additional accommodation. 


Roads.—Important widenings have been effected in Foochow Road, Honan Road, 
Nanking Road, North Szechuen Road, and Bubbling Well Road. 
Construction work was as follows :— 


New ballasting and surfacing 25,547 super. yards. 
Asphalt surfacing 19,890 ,, PA 
Sheet asphalt on binder course laid in 

place of macadam 2.025 miles. 


Drainage and Sewerage.—1.528 miles of surface water drains, 3.167 miles of sewer 
and 1.377 miles of sewer connections from private properties. 


An old timber bridge over the Hongkew Creek at Yalu Road was replaced during 
the summer months by a permanent reinforced concrete bridge of 60 feet total width and 
60 feet clear span and of unusual design. With a view to getting a very low total cost, an 
arrangement was devised which made construction possible without the use of cofferdams 
or falsework piles, and the abutments were constructed without any foundations in-the 
commonly accepted meaning of the term. These abutments consist of a series of slab 
cantilevers restrained at the toe by sheet piles and at the top by the bridge-deck, and 
are capable of supporting both their own weight and that of the bridge by virtue of a 
batter of 1 in 10 on the back face. A slight initial settlement with such an arrangement 
forces the abutment against the solid backing, giving a very high value to the frictioned 
supporting power which had been determined by trial before designing. As a result of 
these features, the whole cost was very much less than that of other bridges previously 
constructed over the creek. Special arrangements were made to carry one 20-in and two 
30-inch water mains, the cost of this work being contributed by the Waterworks Company. 


Acting on the advice of the G. O. C., North China Command, British Forces, the 
temporary defences on the Northern boundary of the Settlement have been replaced by 
9 steel barrier gates designed to close the carriageways and footways independently. 
Bullet-proof police posts fitted with water supply and electric light have been erected at 
the boundary of the Settlement at the East end of Boundary Road, West end of Boundary 
Road, Kaifeng Road and Thibet Road junction, and at the North end of Thibet Road 
Bridge. 

After the comparatively quiet year of 1927, there has been considerable activity in 
private building, the value of buildings for which permits have been issued amounting to 
Tls. 20,162,225, compared with Ts. 9,207,752 for 1927. This valuation for 1928 has been 
exceeded on only two occasions, viz., in 1921 when the Hongkong and Shanghai Bank was 
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included and in 1926 when the Sassoon House permit was issued. A certain proportion 
of the buildings probably consist of schemes originally intended to be proceeded with 
in 1927, and postponed on account of the unsettled conditions then prevailing, but even 
so, the activity during the past year appears to indicate considerable confidence in the 
future of the Settlement. 


Permits were issued for the erection of 3,508 Chinese houses and shops, 55 foreign 
residences, 7 hotels, 4 apartment buildings, 24 office buildings, 77 foreign stores, 7 theatres, 
3 schools, 7 cotton mills, 1 flour mill, 37 factories, 58 godowns, and 742 other buildings, 
the total of all buildings being 4,332. 


The number of plans submitted for approval was 2,225, and of this number, 1,257 
were approved. 


The number of demolitions, mostly for the purpose of redevelopment of the sites, 
was 2,364 Chinese houses, and 160 foreign buildings. From the foregoing figures it 
will be seen that an increase in the number of Chinese houses in the Settlement continues 
steadily, the net increase for 1928 being 1,144, that for 1927 being 1,767. 


A notable feature has been the number of applications for permits for the erection 
of cinema theatres. No less than 16 preliminary applications for the approval of theatre 
sites were received during the year. Of this number, 13 were approved, and the work of 
construction of 7 theatres has been commenced. An unusual occurrence was the large 
number of tobacco godowns and small cigarette factories. i 


The lack of regard for Municipal Regulations and control, both in regard to many 
buildings in course of construction and also in the amount of unauthorised work, involves 
the expenditure of a considerable amount of time and trouble on the part of the staff of 
this Department. No less than 978 notices were served in respect to infringement of 
Municipal Regulations and Building Rules in connection with buildings in course of 
construction, while 1,503 notices were served in the cases of work which was discovered 
to be either completed or in progress and for which no permit had been issued. 


The acquisition of land for road widening and extension purposes amounted to 
58.309 Mow. 107 claims were settled during the year. The aggregate sum claimed was 
Tls. 1,305,790, the finally agreed sums amounted to Tls. 946,115. 


Five claims were referred for settlement by the Land Commissioners. In these 
cases the total value of the claims was Tls. 239,399 and the sums awarded amounted to 
Tls. 120,606. No special measures were taken by the Department to effect road widenings 
and the amount of work done is consequent upon new building and rebuilding schemes by 
private enterprise. The total length of road frontage affected is 3.7 miles. 


Apart from the improvement at the East end of Nanking Road, no material 
progress has been made on other East and West Roads. Motor traffic on both Nanking 
Road and Avenue Edward VII has probably nearly reached its maximum during “rush” 
hours. 457 motor vehicles in half an hour (in one lane) has been recorded in Avenue 
Edward VII, and in view of the interference of cross traffic and turns in and out of the 
traffic stream, this is regarded as a very high figure. 


The greater portion of the site of the Concreteware Yard and Highways Depot on 
Fearon Road between Thorne and Range Roads was sold in the early part of the year to 
the Shanghai Japanese Residents’ Corporation for the erection of a School. 


Accordingly, the worksheds were removed and re-erected on a new site at the corner 
of Ningkuo and Chinchow Roads. The new site, after filling and levelling, was enclosed 
by a brick boundary wall, following the erection of new cement sheds and offices. 


All stocks of material were removed from the old site in the early part of the year, 
and the operating part of the Yard was gradually transferred towards the end of the 
year to avoid interruption of output. 


. 
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The administration of the leased Quarry at Pingchiao came under review at the 
early part of the year on account of the difficulty and responsibility involved in maintain- 
ing adequate foreign supervision during the unsettled conditions prevailing during the 
previous year. The reduced requirements of recent years resulting in lowered output of 
stone had increased the proportion of the cost of supervision to the whole running cost and 
had also permitted the accumulation in Shanghai of at least six months’ supply of material. 
The operation of the Quarry has, therefore, been put into the hands of a Contractor 
who is permitted to supply outside requirements after filling those of the Council. In this 
way the anxiety and difficulty of maintaining an establishment at the Quarry (150 miles 
distant) has been eliminated and the costs of material are those of maximum demand and 
output. An adequate cash deposit has been made against the plant in the hands of the 
Contractor. The arrangement has worked satisfactorily since it came into operation on 
July 1. : 
Considerable difficulty has again been experienced during the year in connection 
with the problem of house refuse disposal. The usual contract was entered into at the 
beginning of the year for the conveyance of the refuse to a tipping site, this being situated 
on the right bank of the Whangpoo opposite to Loongwha. This contract was sub- 
sequently cancelled in March and a new one entered into, the refuse being conveyed to 
The Point and removed from there to low lying land along and adjoining Point Road. In 
June, arrangements were again made (at increased cost) to take the refuse to an up-river 
tipping site with the approval of the Chinese River Police Authorities. 

On November 11, however, the Chinese River Police stopped the boats from 
proceeding and immediate arrangements had to be made for the refuse to be landed near 
The Point. "This was still being done at the end of the year and will be satisfactory for 
a few months. The ultimate solution of the problem still remains to be solved and will 
form the subject of further investigation, 


As a result of a typhoon which passed over Hangchow in a northerly direction on 
September 15, Shanghai experienced the very heavy fall of 7.8 inches of rain on the 
following day. This coincided with exceptionally high spring tides and resulted in the 
flooding of some of the roads in the Central and Northern Districts and parts of Bubbling 
Well Road and Weihaiwei Road in the Western District. 


The level of water reached 13.91 near Bubbling Well. The Whangpoo at the Bund 
Gardens rose to a level of 14.80. This is higher than many of the Settlement roads. 
From the extensive flooding which took place West of the Settlement (greater than any- 
thing recorded during the past 30 years), it is inferred that the greatest intensity of rain- 
fall was in that region and may have measurably exceeded that recorded near the Town. 

The flood rapidly subsided and was clear of nearly all the roads by the following 
morning, having had the rather salutary effect of completely washing down the alleyways 
of the town. The whole of the storm water drainage system was under unusual pressure 
for several hours, but no permanent damage appears to have resulted. 

The Municipal Crane at Wayside Wharf has been put to considerable use during the 
year. 3,653 lifts were made, the aggregate weight being 6,125 tons. 1,349 motor vehicles 
and 480 cases of machinery account for slightly more than half the weight lifted. 
Towards the end of the year there was a great deal of congestion at this wharf, very 
largely owing to the fact that hogsheads of tobacco were loaded on to the wharf at a 
much quicker rate than they were taken away. During the month of December the weight 
of all cargo landed was approximately 8,000 tons.

In connection with the resurvey of the Settlement and the survey of the district 
West of the Western District, a total area of 4,393 mow has been surveyed during the — 
year. Approximately 75% of the Western District has been completed, also that portion 
of the West of Western District bounded by Avenue Haig, Edinburgh, Great Western, 
and Tunsin Roads, the Railway line, the Soochow Creek and the Settlement boundary. © 


In accordance with the notification in the Municipal Gazette, dated May 25, 1928, 
a charge of one-twentieth of one per cent. on the assessed value of all lots, with a minimum 
charge of $25, was inaugurated in connection with the preparation of official plans — 
involving re-measurements of land, adjustments of boundaries and divisions or amalgama- 
tions of lots. 52 Consular lots came under the provisions of this notification and a sum 
of $2,946 has been collected in charges since June of this year. Why 


The computation of the areas of the Central and Northern Districts in connection an 
with the resurvey of the Settlement resulted in additional land of a net assessed value of { 
Tis. 375,541 being placed under taxation during the year, the total value of additional land 
placed under taxation in this connection since July 1927 being Tls. 967,694. 


For purposes other than road widenings and extensions, 25.5 mow have been 
acquired at a cost of Tls. 334,803 in 19 transactions.

The daily average amount of sewage being treated amounted 
at the end of the year to, approximately, 1,500,000 gallons.

At the Western Sewage Treatment Works, the plant has been maintained in con- 
tinuous running order during the year, an increasing volume of sewage being dealt with, 


the average daily flow towards the end of the year amounting to, approximately, 350,000 
gallons.

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In order to steady the flow of mixed liquor to the sedimentation tanks, syphons 
were introduced in place of the weirs. By this means the chart of the “Palatine” Recorder 
more nearly approximates to a smooth curve which enables the area to be easily computed 
and the flow calculated to check against the integrator readings. 


The two compressors have been running alternately throughout the year. 
Eight new sludge beds were constructed on the west side of the Aeration Tanks.

The work of the ordure contractor has been carried on very satisfactorily during 
the past year and all complaints received were dealt with more promptly than was 
possible in the past. The institution of printed forms which have to be returned by the 
householder who signs the forms when his complaint has been satisfactorily dealt with, 
has done much to improve matters in this direction. 


There is still a certain amount of extortion attempted, but the contractor has dis- 
missed the coolies of whom complaints have been received, and this appears to have had 
a restraining influence on the others. 


The emptying of cesspools in properties not connected to the sewerage system 
has been carried out partly by means of vacuum tank wagons and partly by contract.

P. W. D. WORKSHOPS 


Plant and Machinery.—10,358 jobs were completed during the year, an increase of 
about 35 per cent. over those for 1927. This increase was very largely due to the 
plumbing, heating and electrical jobs at the various municipal and leased properties 
being carried out by direct departmental labour instead of by contract as hitherto. 


The Italian Marines remained in occupation of a portion of the Workshops until 
August, and on their departure, the carpenters’, saddlers’ and tinsmiths’ shops were 
reinstated. 


No additions were made to the plant, but all the existing machinery was in constant 


use. The battery charging plant at the Soochow Road Depét was removed and installed 
in the Workshops. 
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A considerable economy has been effected in the running costs of all motor vehicles 
by the use of gasolene economizers, 

The Motor Boat “Surge” was given a complete overhaul and refit. 

The furnaces of the central heating plant, Administration Building, were changed 
to oil fuel and economy in the running cost is anticipated, as well as increased efficiency. 

No. 3 Steam Roller, an Aveling and Porter 14-ton machine, was sold to the Nanking 
Government in August. 


Boiler Inspection.—Forty-two boiler inspections were carried out, and no serious 
defects were found. 

Lift Inspection.—The five Administration Building lifts and the installations at the 
Isolation Hospital and Temporary Chinese Police Hospital (old Victoria Nursing Home) 
were kept in running order. 


The Chinese Police Hospital lift was completely overhauled, the motor being partly 
rewound, the starting-panel completely renovated and improved on, and new ropes fitted. 


This lift was previously a continuous source of trouble, but since the last overhaul, 
has been running satisfactorily. 


During the year twenty outside lifts have been inspected and reports thereon 
forwarded to the owners.

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PARKS AND OPEN SPACES. 
DEPARTMENTAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 


Jessfield Park.—This Park was used extensively during the year under review. 
The number of visitors during the Spring months may compare unfavourably with the 
previous year, but this is attributable to the fact that, during 1927, a display by massed 
drums followed by a concert by a Military band took place each Sunday. These displays 
attracted an average of 8,000 persons. This year, only two displays were held. 


The attendance greatly increased after June 1, when the Parks were opened to 
the Chinese. The area known as the “South Camp,” was evacuated by the Shanghai 
Defence Force during the Spring, and with one exception, all hutments were removed. 
The hut retained was effectively screened by trees and shrubs remodelled, and the 
necessary fixtures installed to render it suitable for use as an additional public lavatory. 
The land vacated was levelled where necessary, and turfed. Trees and shrubs received 
attention and the area was reinstated into its former condition. 


The buildings on the west boundary were renovated and reopened to the general 
public during August. 

The barbed wire entanglements, placed in position adjacent to Park boundaries 
during 1927, were lifted and re-erected more compactly on the actual boundaries. The 
effectiveness of this fence was demonstrated during the week-end, June 2-3, when groups 
of persons who had been denied admission to the Park (authority—Park Regulation No. 
6), attempted to gain ingress via the fence. 


The Park entrances abutting on the Chinese country road were closed, and the 
wooden bridge at the same point was demolished. 

A small area south of the Chinese road was handed over to the Shanghai Defence 
Force for use as a small bore rifle range. 

In the Alpine Garden, a low wire railing was erected to minimize damage to the 
centre beds; crazy paving was laid along the most frequented walks and the rustic bridge 
was demolished, a new structure being erected in its place. 


Stepping stones and numerous stone seats were placed in position around the 
Model Yacht Pond, which proved a great attraction during the Summer. 


A Children’s Garden was laid out in the south-western corner of the Park; an 
area of approximately 10 mow was enclosed by a bamboo fence with an entrance on 
Brenan Road. Included in the lay-out were 10 swings, 5 see-saws, and 2 giant strides, a 
shelter and a drinking fountain. This garden enjoying the shade of some of the largest 
trees in the Park was very popular amongst the younger generation. 


The various flower and ornamental beds were kept in good order during the year ; 
although the Rose and Iris-gardens were enclosed within the boundaries of the North 
Camp, arrangements were made whereby visitors could enjoy the beauty of the flowers 
during the season. Other special features were the displays of Sweet Peas in the Spring 
and Dahlias during October, the latter being especially fine. 


Zoological Garden.—The arrangements of the various animals and birds were 
attended to; all pens, outhouses, etc., were repaired where necessary, various improve- 
ments were carried out to the indoor monkey and bird cages with a view to minimizing 
damage from rats. An iron cage was erected for the porcupine. The health of the 
various inmates during the year was excellent until the month of December, when fowls 
were subjected to an attack of Cholera; numerous losses were sustained despite the fact 
that professional assistance was received, the chief loss sustained being the death of the 
Cassowary. The additions were numerous monkeys, a tame badger, a collection of birds 
and a peacock, 


ee 
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Hongkew Park.—The chief alteration to this popular Park and recreation ground 
was the enclosing of a small area surrounding the Bandstand for use as a Children’s 
Playground; 5 swings, 3 see-saws and one giant stride were erected. This additional 
playground was much appreciated by residents in the Northern District, and it relieved 
the congestion in the existing playground on Kiangwan Road. 

All fences, with the exception of the one separating the Park from the Rifle Range, 
were strengthened with barbed wire. 

For the first time in the history of the Parks, Chinese Tennis and Football Clubs 
were allowed to make use of the facilities offered by the allocation of playing spaces. 
As was to be expected, the demand exceeded the number of grounds available. 

The Park was reserved by the Japanese community on two occasions during the 
year, viz., the celebration of the Birthday of H.I.M. the Emperor of Japan on April 29, 
when 14,000 persons passed through the gates, and the Coronation Celebrations which 
took place during the period November 11 to 16, over 40,000 persons attending during 
the first two days. ‘ 

Fishing permits were issued to applicants under Council Order No. 3766; during the 
year a carp, measuring 4214 inches in length and weighing 48 lbs., was caught in the pond. 

“A section of the Store Block was altered and the fixtures installed therein to 
enable it to be opened as a ladies lavatory. 

The centre bridge was demolished and a wider structure erected. 

Groups of Catalpa were planted and pergolas were renewed early in the year. 

Wayside Park.—The British Troops were granted the exclusive use of a swimming 
pool during the summer months; the regular changing of the water was carried out by 
the Fire Brigade, working in conjunction with this department. 

On the removal of the Yangtszepoo Bowling Club to their new premises, the old 
unsightly matshed was demolished; the bowling greens were in constant use during the 
season, it being found necessary to lift and relay the South green as soon as the official 
season terminated. The usual number of Lawn Tennis courts was allocated to clubs. 

The Dutch Garden was kept bright with plants in season, a special feature being 
the summer bedding. 

Public Garden (The Bund Garden). —This Garden was opened to the Chinese 
public on June 1, and during the summer months was overcrowded, at times with a 
seething mass. On the occasion of the Dragon Boat Festival held during the month of 
June, 16,436 persons passed through the gates. Despite the huge crowds of down-town 
residents, who availed themselves of the new privilege, very few court prosecutions 
resulted ; the crowds generally conducted themselves in an orderly manner. 

A low wire railing was erected round the flower garden. A special feature was 
the designing of four “Chinese twelve-pointed star” beds. 

It was found necessary to erect a fence inside the existing boundary wall to 
prevent the handing through of season tickets, 

The Garden Bridge entrance and also the entrance adjacent to the Peking Road 
Jetty were closed. 

The Chinese Public Garden—Soochow Road.—Owing to the pernicious habits of 
the class of persons who visited this garden, subsequent to the opening of the Parks on 
the 10 copper admission basis, the flower beds were discarded and the whole area was 
levelled. 

During the year, a fire occurred in one of the summer houses, but this was quickly 
extinguished, with little loss. 

Conservatory and Reserve Garden Greenhouses.—Despite conditions unfavourable 
to the successful culture of plants, these greenhouses were kept well stocked with plants 
in season, most of which were grown in the Jessfield Park greenhouses and transferred 
immediately their flowering period commenced. The most notable addition during the 
year was a consignment of twelve Tree Ferns (Cibotium Schiedei) received from Hawaii, 
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The Bund Foreshore.—The small section immediately north of the Customs 
building was evacuated by the U. S. Marine Corps and made into a parking space. 


Soochow Road Foreshore—The area west of the Rowing Club was levelled and 
turfed. 


Quinsan Square.—This open space was divided into two sections during the year, 
the north-eastern section being reserved for children, and the south and west sections 
for adults of all nationalities. With a view to preventing the garden being used as a 
thoroughfare, the gates on Quinsan Road were closed. 

Nanyang Road Children’s Garden—This area was vacated by the U. 5S. 
Marine Corps and, after the removal of all hutments, was planted, turfed and reopened 
as a playground for children. 

Yuyuen Road Children’s Garden—A small section of this playground was handed 
over to the Soldiers’ Christian Association for use as a recreation centre. The remaining 
area was kept in good condition and is a favourite playing ground for children. 

Studley Park.—This playground, for children in the Eastern District, is becoming 
very congested. Existing shrubberies and shade trees received attention and the fences 
were renewed and repaired. 

Brenan Piece.—With the exception of the digging of shrubberies and daily cleaning 
of this area, no departmental work was carried out. 

Bubbling Well Carriage Turn—This small area was converted into a tramcar 
and omnibus terminus, two large trees and three grass plots being removed. 


Nurseries —Part of the nursery stock has been removed to land comprising part 

of the Hungjao Road Cemetery. Propagation of stock has been carried out chiefly by 

seeds and cuttings. The main nursery was completely inundated during the heavy rains 

of September 15 and 16. Heavy losses were sustained amongst seedlings, but these losses 

were afterwards replaced by later sowings. During the year, 116,315 bedding plants 

and 8,537 trees and shrubs were delivered to the various Parks, etc. & 
Roadside Trees.—The excessive drought experienced during the Spring, conjointly 

with the destructiveness of loafers, caused much damage to newly planted trees, trees 

in the Eastern District suffering greatly in this respect. 


A typhoon visited Shanghai on September 15 and 16, with a result that 574 trees 
were more or less damaged; in the majority of cases, however, the damage was slight. 


Road widening schemes again called for the removal or the transplanting of 
established specimens; the north side of Avenue Haig was included in this work and 
hard heading back was necessary. 


Established roadside trees on Yuyuen Road were subjected to severe pruning 
during the year; this work was rendered necessary on account of inauguration of the 
railless tramcars. 


General.—During the year, 200 garden seats were made and deposited in the three 
Parks. Waste paper receptacles were placed in position throughout the three main Parks. 
Existing garden seats were painted and repaired. Ash pathways were resurfaced and 
shrubberies received regular attention. Two temporary ticket-issuing kiosks were 
erected at Jessfield Park, one at Hongkew Park and one at The Bund Garden. Automatic 
ticket-issuing machines were also installed in the above kiosks. 


Open Air Concerts.—Orchestral concerts were held thrice weekly at Jessfield Park 
during the season and band concerts at Hongkew Park and The Bund Garden. The 
tickets sold at Hongkew Park and The Bund Garden give but a very slight idea of the 
number of the persons who enjoyed these concerts. Hundreds of visitors were to be 
Seen scattered around the Gardens who did not purchase seats in the Auditorium. 


Hungjao Road Cemetery.—Routine work was carried out as usual, this including 
the mowing and weeding of lawns, replenishing flower beds, pruning of trees and shrubs, 


trimming Pyracantha groups, staking and tieing of trees and digging shrubberies. A ~

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MUNICIPAL PROPERTIES. 


Town Hall and Market Site—As the present Town Hall site was considered 
unsuitable for the purposes for which it was used, arrangements were concluded with 
Mr. S. A. Hardoon for the sale of this site, Cadastral Lot 631, Central, exclusive of the 
portions required for road purposes, or a net area of Mow 6.482, for a sum of 
Tls. 1,300,000. This sum includes the buildings standing thereon. 


Penang Road Depét.—In order to extend the above depét, an area of Mow 0.424 
ex-Cadastral Lot 4438 Western was purchased from the Asiatic Petroleum Co. (North 
China), Ltd., at the rate of Tls. 10,000 per mow, or a sum of Tls. 4,240, 


Country Hospital.—tIn order to meet any future need for extension of this site, 
and also to prevent the possible development of B.C. Lot 5866, Great Western Road, in 
any way which might prove undesirable to the Hospital Authorities, the Council purchased 
the lot measuring Mow 5.440 together with the residence standing thereon from Mr. J. J. 
Dunne for a sum of Ts. 55,000. 


Point Road.—In order to consolidate the Council’s surplus land, Cadastral Lots 
6321 and 6336 Eastern, arrangements were made with the Chinese owner for the 
acquisition of Cadastral Lots 6332 and 6333, measuring a total area of Mow 0.468, in 
exchange for the Council’s surplus land, Cadastral Lot 6335, measuring Mow 0.770, and 
payment to the Council of a sum of Tls. 906 as equity of exchange. 


Electricity Sub-Station Site—Range Road.—An area of Mow 0.190 surplus to the 
above site ex Cadastral Lot 755 Northern was sold to Mr. P. W. Young for a sum of 
Tls. 8,000. 3 


Avenue Haig and Bubbling Well Road.—Owing to the reduction in radius of the 
South-west corner of Avenue Haig and Bubbling Well Road, a total area of Mow 0.1215 
became surplus and was sold to the adjacent Chinese owners for a total sum of Ts. 1,700. 


Ichang Road.—Owing to the deviation of this road, a piece of road land measuring 
Mow 0.441, originally surrendered free to the Council in 1905, and a portion of former 
creek land measuring Mow 0.010, both fronting Cadastral Lot 4734 Western, were 
rendered surplus and were released without payment to Messrs. Atkinson & Dallas, Ltd., 
the registered owner's. In this connexion Messrs. Atkinson & Dallas, Ltd., surrendered 
free an area of Mow 0.075 required from the above lot for the widening of this road. 


East Hongkew Depét—Tungchow Road.—An area of Mow 0.500 of land, surplus 
to the requirements of the above depot ex Cadastral Lot 853 Eastern, was sold to 
Mr. I. H. King for a sum of Tls.

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ROAD EXTENSIONS AND WIDENINGS. 
OFFICIAL PLANS FOR 1928. 


The plans shewing new roads and modifications of existing roads in the four 
districts of the Settlement were issued on February 17, 1928, vide Notification 3686. 
Among the more important alterations and improvements for which provision was made 
were the following :— 


NORTHERN DISTRICT.

Mr. Ambrose states that, in his opinion, there is no reason why the Council should deduct 1/6th 
for betterment by widening the Road to over 30 feet in respect of Lot 558, more especially in that 
district, which is purely a Chinese locality, though he agrees that up to 80 feet, a deduction of 1/3rd 
for betterment is justified, the original width of the area being 26 feet. He also does not see any 
reason why the registered owners should make any contribution in regard to the footings in the soil 
also the overhang of verandahs, citing Lot 1071 Hongkew Fire Station and Lot 1131 Muirhead Road 
where the owners were not penalized; he therefore submits his claim in the sum of Tls. 25,402. 

Mr. Jones, on behalf of the Council, states that the point at issue is the deduction of 1/6th for 
betterment respecting Lot 558 and draws the Commissioners’ attention to the undoubted benefit the 
owners will derive in the widening of the Hoopeh Road at this point, thereby making a broad 
thoroughfare through to Avenue Edward VII, which is essential in these days of motorized traffic 
and the tendency for larger buildings being erected which owners are able to do by virtue of such 
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road widenings; the questions of footings and overhang of verandahs were only mentioned incidentally 
in the correspondence, being in the nature of an easement. 


He quotes Land Regulation 6A on the point of increase or decrease in values to the remainder 
of properties and further in support of the Council’s contention that benefit does accrue to the extent 
of 1/8rd up to 30 feet and 1/6th from 30 to 40 feet, quotes the Commissioners’ Award in Case 128, in 
1923, Kiukiang and Shantung Roads in the ownership of Messrs, Probst, Hanbury & Co., Ltd., and 
the Award in Case 182. 


The Council, however, in this particular case, has offered to compromise by asking only for a 
deduction of 1/6th from 26 feet to 40 feet, instead of 1/3rd for 26 feet to 30 feet and 1/6th from 30 to 
40 feet. 


Mr. Ambrose replies that the owners derive no extra length in frontage, and that the setting 
back of the road deprives the houses of their kitchens, which is most important. 


In answer to Mr. Okada, Mr. Ambrose states that there would be no depreciation in the value of 
the property by the widening, but, on the other hand, no great advantage would accrue, any benefit 
being of a public nature. 


In reply to the Commissioners’ enquiry as to whether the Council bases the deduction of 1/8rd 
or 1/6th for betterment in such cases on any principle or on a rule of thumb, Mr. Jones replies that it 
is no mere rule of thumb but an approximate working formula arrived at and long established by 
Land Commissioners after the careful investigation of a large number of cases with reference to the 
circumstances obtaining in the Settlement. 


After further discussion, both parties retire and the Commissioners decide as follows:— 


AWARD. 


That the Registered Owners be compensated in the amount of the Council’s offer, namely, 
Tis. 22,111.

Tls. 5,829 as equity of exchange.

A total area of Mow 0.383 required from P.B.C. Lots 471 and 1037 for the widen- 
ing of this road was acquired from the China Realty Co., Fed. Inc., U.S.A., for a sum of 
Tls.

Negotiations were concluded with Messrs. Davies & Brooke for the surrender of 
Mow 0.319 ex Cadastral Lot 365 required for the scheduled widening of this road. Of 
this area Mow 0.152 was subject to compulsory free surrender and for the remaining area, 
i.e., Mow 0.167, compensation was arranged at the assessed value of the lot, i.e., Tls. 17,000 
per mow, less one-half for betterment in respect of an area of Mow 0.095 required to 
widen this road to 30 feet, plus ten per cent. for compulsory surrender, making a total sum 
of Tis, 2,235.

Negotiations were concluded with Messrs. Brandt & Rodgers, Ltd., for the sur- 
render of an area of Mow 0.244 required from Cadastral Lot 1550 for the scheduled 
widening of Dalny and Tongshan Roads and the extension of East Yuhang Road, in 
exchange for an area of the Council’s surplus land, Cadastral Lot 1549, measuring Mow 
0.050 and payment to the Council of a sum of Tls. 394 as equity of exchange. 


EAST YALU AND JUKAO ROADS.— 


Arrangements were concluded with the Chinese owner for the acquisition of his 
property situate East of Cadastral Lot 345, measuring Mow 0.847, the major portion of 
which was required for the extension of Jukao Road for a lump sum of Tls. 17,500. ‘This 
sum includes the buildings standing thereon and also the buildings on an area of Mow 0.153 
fronting this property which was surrendered to the Council in 1908 for the widening of 
East Yalu Road. 


EAST SEWARD ROADS.— 


Negotiations were concluded with the Chinese owner for the surrender of the area 
of Mow 0.097 required from his property situate East of Cadastral Lot 120 for the 
scheduled widening of this road at the rate of Tls. 21,000 per mow plus 10% for com- 
pulsory surrender, plus a sum of Tls. 2,580 for temporary loss of rent and for the 
buildings standing thereon, making a total sum of Ts. 4,821. 


POINT, PINGLING AND KUEIYANG ROADS.— 


Negotiations were concluded with the Dah Kong Cotton Spinning Co., Ltd., for the 
surrender of the area of Mow 1.980 required from Cadastral Lot 6500 for the scheduled 
extension of Point Road and the widening of Pingliang and Kueiyang Roads. Of this 
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area Mow 0.336 is subject to compulsory free surrender and for the remaining area of 
Mow 1.644 compensation was arranged at the assessed value, i.e., Tis. 3,000 per mow, 
plus 10% for compulsory surrender, or a sum of Ts, 5,425; the Council in this case also 
agreed to bear the cost, estimated at Tls. 200, of setting back the piles and gate on the above 
lot to the scheduled road line.

Negotiations were concluded with the Asiatic Petroleum Co. (North China), Ltd., 
for the surrender of the area required from Cadastral Lot 6066 for the scheduled exten- 
sion of this road at the assessed value of the lot, less one-half for betterment in respect of 
an area of Mow 1.074, plus ten per cent. for compulsory surrender, making a total sum of 
Tls. 18,927 for the area of Mow 2.995 involved. 

The Whangpoo Conservancy Board refunded a sum of Tls. 8,202 in view of the fact 
that the Council was compelled to modify its claim for betterment in respect of those 
portions of Cadastral Lots 6060 and 6066 which were below the level of the approach to 
the Tinghai Road Bridge.

Of this area Mow 0.807 
was required for the scheduled extension of this road and the remaining area of Mow 0.222 
is available for disposal as surplus land. ; 


BUBBLING WELL ROAD.— 


Arrangements were concluded with the Shanghai Race Club for the surrender of 
the area of Mow 1.934 required from Cadastral Lots 231 and 1310 in exchange for an 
area of Mow 1.823 of the Council’s road land fronting Cadastral Lot 1457 rendered 
surplus by: the deviation of this road.

This case was heard by the Land Commissioners in the Council Chamber on Thursday, May 24, 1928, 
at 5 pm. 


PROCEEDINGS. 


Mr. M. Reader Harris and Mr. A. H. Hatherly appear for the beneficial owners of the property 
who also attend, Mr. J. R. Jones, Deputy Secretary, supported by Mr. C. Harpur, Commissioner of 
Public Works, representing the Council. 

Mr. Reader Harris states that the Council have offered a figure of Tls. 4,500 per mow, plus 10 
per cent. for compulsory surrender, for this Fangtan land and which has no assessed value. His 
clients claim compensation at Tls. 12,500 per mow. He draws the Commissioners’ attention to land 
adjacent which has changed hands at much higher prices including:— 


Cadastral Lot 6132—North of the property at Tls. 6,700 per mow—2 years ago, 
Cadastral Lot 6118—Owners asking Tls. 8,500 per mow. 
Cadastral Lot 6126—Owners asking Tls. 8,500 per mow. 
Cadastral Lot 6173—Owners asking Ts. 8,400 per mdw. 


Further the most recent sale in this vicinity, to the South, Lots 2657/8 by the Maritime 
Customs on the Avenue Road, was effected at Tls. 10,270 per mow. 


The effect of the making up of the road divides his clients’ property into two pieces, one very 
narrow piece on the East, and the other portion of but little use for development. Further, he 
contends that the road development by the Council should be for public purposes, whereas in this 
instance it is for the development of a private enterprise, namely the China International Greyhound 
Association and under certain conditions, without charge to the Council, and that this is contrary to 
the Bye-laws governing the International Settlement. 


He states brokers first approached his clients in October last and the owners were, in point of 
fact, forced to sell, so that in fixing compensation he suggests the Commissioners should bear these 
points in mind. He further gives measurements showing how much land remains in the ownership of 
his clients after the extension of the road is completed. 


In reply, Mr. Jones states that Mr. Reader Harris’ suggestion of the Council benefiting a 
private enterprise is unfortunate and unfounded. That there has been no question of favouring any 
particular enterprise is seen from the fact that the Yenping Road extension was first scheduled in 
January, 1927, to join up eventeually the Connaught, Sinza and Wuting Roads. The erection of a 
Municipal Market in Wuting Road was proposed in April, 1927, and the extension of the road was 
already in contemplation with reference to a scheme of development under consideration as early as 
April, 1927. 
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As to value of land, he compares the price offered by the Council for the area under discussion 
with the values placed on property immediately adjacent, quoting Lots 6203 and 6205 assessed at Ts. 3,000, 
also Lot 6200 at Ts. 5,000 which had extended frontage on Connaught and Kiaochow Roads, also the 


projected Wuting Road. Turning to Lot 2658, he points out that this has immediate access on to a 70 feet 
road. 


In further rebuttal he points out that:— 


Cadastral Lot 6132—is on Kiaochow Road. 
Cadastral Lot 6118—whole frontage on Connaught Road. 
Cadastral Lot 6173—borders on Kiaochow and Connaught Roads. 

Further the Council is not asking for any deduction for betterment although they contend the 
opening up of internal property confers betterment. 

It is pointed out that the surrounding lots were assessed at the figures mentioned as late as last 
year, and although assessed value is merely for taxation purposes, properties are assessed on their 
individual merits with reference to the same advantages as would be considered in the case of a sale. 
This is clear from the Council’s instructions to the Land Assessors. 


Mr. Reader Harris draws the Commissioners’ attention to the fact that his clients’ frontage on 
the Connaught Road is reduced from about 160 to 100 feet by the making of this road. 
After further discussion, both parties retire and the Commissioners decide:— 


Awarp. 


That the beneficial owners be paid for the area to be excised at the rate of Ts. 6,000 per mow.

CASE 181.—HAIPHONG ROAD.— EAST OF CAD. LOT 5920. 


Rough Translation of Note to the Council from Yao Keng-sung and Yao Foh-foh, dated June 4, 1928, 


The writers say they have received the Council’s note which mentions the non-payment of 
compensation for land for the new Haiphong Road. They say this is a departure from the Council’s 
established procedure, and point out that they have suitable road access, and do not need nor have 
applied for the making of a new road, but if a road must be made, then due compensation must be 
paid for the road land involved. They are, therefore, at a loss to understand the reason for non- 
payment of compensation. Furthermore, they state that their property is in the joint ownership of 
four people and does not belong to any one individual member of their family, also the road is not 
made in a straight line and is extended to the West side of their property. 

In equity, special compensation should be paid for the land in this case, according to the 
provisions of the Land Regulations, but if compensation is not paid and the road is constructed, they 
hereby give notice that they will not give their consent. An answer will oblige.

GENTLEMEN,—In reply to your letter of June 4, I am directed to inform you that, in view of 
the obvious betterment which would accrue to your property on the construction of the scheduled 
extension of Haiphong Road, the Council is unwilling to offer any compensation for the surrender of 
the area scheduled therefrom; and to state that, if you are not prepared to withdraw your claim for 

compensation, the case will be submitted at an early date to the Land Commission for decision.

Our clients do not agree to the appropriation by the Council of their land without their consent, 
and hereby enter their protest against the matter. They offer, however, without prejudice, to set 
aside the indicated area, Mow 0.288 for the use of the Council, provided that the Council would be 
prepared to compensate them at the rate of the present market value, viz., Tls. 5,000 per mow, plus 10 
per cent. for compulsory surrender. Our clients cannot allow anything for any betterment, on the 
ground that such betterment, if any, is set off by the splitting of their land into two pieces which 
frustrates their plan to dedicate the land for certain purpose. 

Our clients regret that they cannot take up the matter with you earlier owing to the fact that 
the Council’s letters are not translated to them until recently.

GENTLEMEN,—In reply to your letter of August 9 I am directed to draw your attention to the 
enclosed extract from Clause VIA of the Land Regulations, from which it will be seen that in 
determining the compensation to be paid for any land required for public purposes the Land 
Commissioners must take into account the increase or decrease in value of the remainder of the 
property. 

In the case of your clients’ property East of Cadastral Lot 5920, the Council considers that the 
increase in the value of the remainder of the property following the construction of Haiphong Road 
will be such as to justify the demand made by the Council for a free surrender of the scheduled area, 
and as your clients do not agree with this opinion the matter has been referred to the Land 
Commission for decision. 

I shall therefore be obliged if you will request your clients to sign and return the plans 
forwarded with the Council’s letter of August 3, in order that the case may be heard at an early 
date.

Extract from Clause VIA of the Land Regulations. 


After the said period of three months from such publication and in case such protest be over- 
ruled and in case such foreign renters or native owners as the case may be are unwilling to surrender 
to such public uses the land so required, then the Municipal Council may after the expiry of four 
months and within one year from the publication of notice of such plan apply to the Land 
Commissioners, to be appointed as hereinafter mentioned, and the said Land Commissioners shall 
after hearing the parties, and calling for evidence determine the compensation (if any) to be paid 
or given for the land so required and for the buildings (if any) thereon and in respect of any 
tenancy of the said land and buildings respectively, taking into account the increase or decrease in 
value of the remainder of the property, and surrender of the land (notwithstanding the restrictive 
words contained in Regulation VI) on the terms of the award and finding of the Land Commissioners, 
shall in case of need, be enforced by the Court or Courts having jurisdiction over the owners and 
occupiers of the land. 


This case was heard by the Land Commissioners in the Council Chamber on August 30, 1928, 
at 3 p.m.:—

PROCEEDINGS. 


The beneficial owners, Messrs. Yao Keng-sung and Yao Foh-foh, are represented by Mr. Tsai 
of the legal firm of Messrs. Chen & Tsai, also Mr. Brown of Messrs, White-Cooper & Co. Mr. Yao 
Keng-sung also appears, together with the Tipao of the District, 
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For the beneficial owners, Mr. Tsai states that Mr. Yao Keng-sung is really the sole owner, 
and takes the opportunity of apologizing that no acknowledgment of the Council’s communication had 
been made. The omission was due to the fact that the owner had no knowledge of English, but Mr. 
Tsai’s firm had been instructed to act in the matter and had communicated with the Council on 
August 9. 

Mr. Tsai informs the Commissioners that Mr. Brown will conduct the case. 

Mr. Brown states that, whereas the assessed value of land in the immediate vicinity is Tls. 
2,500 per mow, the market price is Tls. 5,000 per mow, and in support of this calls the Tipao of the 
District. The owner therefore claims compensation at the rate of Tls. 5,000 plus 10 per cent. for 
compulsory surrender, or an amount of Tls. 1,584 for the area of Mow 0.288 to be surrendered. 

His client admits there is betterment accruing to the remaining portions of the property, but 
not to the extent of about 1/4th of the total area, for the making of a road through his land will 
leave two small pieces of ground difficult of advantageous development. 

At the present time, access to the property is effected by two footpaths of 3 feet from Ferry 
Road, which are sufficient for his needs. 

The Tipao, when questioned, informs the Commissioners that in June last he negotiated a sale 
of land adjoining Cadastral Lot 5922 at the rate of M. $7,000 per mow, there being no buildings 
erected thereon. 

For the Council, Mr. Jones states that there is no necessity to question the bona fides of the 
Tipao’s statement. ‘ 

The two paths referred to by Mr. Brown as giving access to the land at present cannot be 
regarded as public footpaths, and their omission from the Chinese Land Office plans is prima facie 
evidence that they are unauthorized and could be built over. 

The land for which the owner claims Tls. 5,000 per mow plus 10 per cent. for compulsory 
surrender is an interior lot and undeveloped. The land obviously cannot be developed without the 
construction of the proposed road. The present paths are hardly wide enough to admit a ricsha nor 
do they form a thoroughfare. 

The Council’s claim is that the construction of the road 50 feet wide which cuts the land into 
two lots, each having an access on a wide metalled thoroughfare, justifies the surrender of the area 
to be excised amounting to Mow 0.288. 

Haiphong Road, when completed, will be an arterial highway linking up the industrial centre 
of Markham Road with Jessfield—an essential in this industrial district both for vehicles and 
pedestrians. 

In further support of the Council’s case he states that adjacent land had been surrendered free 
by the National University for the extension of the same road. This free surrender was made in 
May last through Professor Chiling Yin, the President of the University. The land sold through the 
Tipao in June last for $7,000 per mow was sold to the National University, and the price obtained for 
it was due to the enhanced value of the land through the construction of the proposed road. It might 
also be added that the land had access to Singapore Road as well. 

The increase in the value of land through which the proposed road would pass is shown by the 
fact that when the road was scheduled in 1915 the assessed value of the land was only Tis. 600 per 
mow; in 1927 when the National University developed their property along the proposed road the 
assessed value rose to Tls. 2,500, and the progress with regard to the proposed road enabled the land 
referred to to be sold through the Tipao at about Tls. 5,000 per mow. 


For the Commissioners’ guidance, he quotes Awards in re:—

In reply, Mr. Brown states that the increase in betterment to the remaining portions is not 
proportionate to the area to be given up by the owner without compensation, when it is realized 


that the total area is only about one mow, and the area to be excised amounts to Mow 0.288. 
Both parties having retired, the Commissioners decide as follows:—

That the benefit accruing to the property by the construction of the Haiphong Road 
extension amply offsets the value of the area acquired by the Council, whose claim is 
therefore upheld.

Sir,—I am directed to refer to the area of Mow 0.307 required from your property situated 
West of Cadastral Lot 5910 for the scheduled extension of Haiphong Road, and to state that in view 
of the betterment which will accrue to your holding on the construction of this road, the Council is 
of opinion that an area of Mow 0.188 extending to the centre of the road should be surrendered free. 
For the remaining area measuring Mow 0.119 I am directed to offer compensation at the rate of 
Tls.

This case was heard by the Land Commissioners in the Council Chamber on August 30, 1928, 
at 3 p.m.:— 


PROCEEDINGS. 


The Council is represented by the Deputy Secretary, Mr. J. R. Jones, Mr. C. Harpur, the 
Commissioner of Public Works, being in attendance. The Deputy Secretary reports that the beneficial 
owner, Mr. Yao Woo-shun, was not present, but that he had called on the Public Works Department 
the previous day, and evidence of this gentleman’s conversation with Mr. H. F. Lewis of that 
Department would be produced during the hearing of the case. The Commissioners decide to hear 
the case in Mr. Yao’s absence, notice of the convening of the meeting having been handed to him 
under a letter dated August 24, 1928, from the Commissioners’ Secretary. 

He also states that Mr. Yao was personally willing to accept the Council’s offer of a cash 
payment of Tls. 327, but that he wished to consult his two brothers who, he said, were joint owners 
of the property. Mr. Yao had signed the official plan in the presence of Mr. Lewis. 

Mr. Jones further states that Mr. Yao either himself or jointly with his brothers owned a 
portion of land which on the Northern side had access to a narrow path under 3 feet wide and had 
no other road frontage. The cutting of a road 50 feet wide through this part of the land would 
confer such undoubted betterment upon the property as to justify the free surrender to the Council 
of an area of Mow 0.188, being the area extending to the centre of the new road, and the cession of 
the remaining area of Mow 0.119 at the rate of Tls 2,500 per mow plus 10 per cent. for compulsory 
surrender, making a total of Tls. 327. 

Mr. H. F. Lewis, in answer to Mr. Jones, gives evidence that Mr. Yao Woo-shun called at his 
office at the Public Works Department on the previous day, August 29, and said to him that he was 
willing personally to accept the Council’s offer of compensation amounting to Tls. 327, and that in 
his presence he signed the official plan showing the portion to be surrendered free and the portion to 
be paid for according to the Council’s letter dated July 2, 1928. He further says he notified Mr. 
Yao that he would have to appear before the Land Commissioners at 3 p-m. on the following day. 
Mr. Yao said to him that he would endeavour to bring his brother to the Council and sign an 
undertaking to accept the Council’s offer. Mr. Lewis says that he warned him that in the event 
of his non-appearance the Commissioners would nevertheless hear the case. 

Mr. Robinson draws attention to a proviso in the Council’s letter offering compensation to the 
following effect :— 

“This offer is subject to your signing an agreement to pay Municipal Land Tax on the 
remaining portion of your holding.” 

The Deputy Secretary, in reply, states that this matter is not one for the Land Commissioners’ 
consideration and that the condition is withdrawn. 

Both parties having retired, the Commissioners decide as follows:—

That the Council’s offer as placed before the Commissioners be upheld, namely: surrender 
of Mow 0.188 to the centre of the road free, the remaining portion Mow 0.119 to be paid for 
at the rate of Tls.

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CASE 183.—CHENGTU ROAD EXTENSION.—CAD. LOTS 1253 AND 1265.

Dear Sir,—As it is proposed shortly to develop B. C. Lots 2780 and 12513, Chengtu Road, with 
Chinese shops and dwellings, we have been instructed by the owners to come to a settlement with the 
Council regarding their claim for compensation for the area to be surrendered for the Chengtu Road 
extension. 

The Chengtu Road was originally scheduled as 30 feet which is the recognized economic width 
for the development of Chinese houses, any increase over this width not constituting a betterment. 
This is a recognized principle laid down and accepted by the Council. 

The area of the original 30 foot road was less than 3 mow of which we are called upon to 
surrender about half free which is more than the usual penalty for betterment. 

We have also to draw attention to the fact that taxes have been paid for over 25 years on the 
area to be surrendered free. 

Our claim based on the above facts is as follows:—

Sir,—I am directed to acknowledge receipt of your letter of April 25, on the subject of the 
areas shown coloured red and blue on the accompanying plan required from Cadastral Lots 1253 and 
1265 for the scheduled extension of Chengtu Road. 

In reply thereto, I am directed to state that the portions shown coloured blue, measuring Mow 
1.452 which were included in the original 30 feet road scheduled in 1902, are subject to compulsory 
free surrender under Clause VI of the Land Regulations. 

With regard to the question of betterment, as the construction of this section of Chengtu Road 
will provide the property with an additional road frontage of over 1,000 feet, and thus considerably 
enhance the value of the remaining land, it is considered that a free surrender should be made of 
a larger area than that subject to compulsory free surrender. 

In the circumstances the Council is willing to pay compensation on the following basis:— 

(a) The owners to surrender without compensation the land required for a 30 feet road 

(excluding radii), between Burkill Road and the Northern boundary of Cadastral Lot 242. 
(b) For the remainder of the scheduled area between Burkill Road and the Northern boundary 
of Cadastral Lot 242, compensation to be paid at the assessed value of Cadastral Lot 1265, 
i.e., Tls. 20,000 per mow, plus 10 per cent. for compulsory surrender. 

(c) For the scheduled area of Mow 0.470 West of Cadastral Lot 242 not subject to compulsory 
free surrender, compensation to be paid at the assessed value of the Lot, ie., Tls. 20,000 
per mow, less one-fifth for betterment, plus 10 per cent. for compulsory surrender. 

Accordingly, I am directed to offer a sum of Tls. 63,118 for a total area of Mow 5.423 calculated 
as follows:—

With reference to the fourth paragraph of your letter, I am directed to state that the question 
of payment of taxes on the area subject to compulsory free surrender cannot be regarded as relevant 
to the question of compensation, as the owners have had full use of this area since it was scheduled.

Dear Sir,—In reply to your letter of the 21st ultimo, we note that, regarding the question of 
betterment you consider a 30 foot road should be surrendered without compensation. 


In this connection, we have to point out that the Western portion of this property is already 
developed and that the main access road running North and South is 15 feet in width and the side 
roads 12 feet in width. Such width of road is ideal for development of this nature as it allows of a 
larger building area, tends to privacy, gates can be closed and the premises properly controlled, a 
highly important matter in these days of robbery and kidnapping. 


Furthermore the road, as now scheduled, instead of passing through the centre of the lot 
where some advantage might result, lies on the East boundary of the property, leaving a margin of 
land in places of even less width than the road itself, 


Whilst considering the matter of betterment, we wish to say that we are advised by the former 
owners of Cad. Lot 242, that the Council offered them compensation for Chengtu Road Extension 
with no deduction for betterment. Also in the case of Cad. Lot 2019, Chinhai Road, the Land 
Commissioners awarded compensation on the basis of 1/5 betterment, being the equivalent of 8 feet 
for a road 40 feet in width over a frontage of 200 feet. 


Assuming that a road 40 feet in width is sufficient for ordinary public purposes and applying 
this same method of compensation in the present instance, for say 300 feet from the Bubbling Well 
Road and 300 feet from the Burkill Road, the road would practically be carried through the property 
with a free surrender of only 8 feet. 


We are, however, willing to concede more than this but bearing in mind that the existing road 
through the developed property on the West (and we consider this to be the proper development) is 
only 15 feet in width, we are of the opinion that a fair proposal would be a free surrender of a 
strip of 15 feet by say 700 feet in length or 10,500 sq. feet, i.e. 1.4 mow; this area is, however, the 
same as that which we are called upon to surrender free, and we must therefore adhere to the 
proposal contained in our letter of the 25th April that no more than 1m, 4f. 51. 2h. be surrendered 
free. 


With regard to the value of the land to be surrendered, the Council’s offer is on the basis of 
the assessed value. We can find no justification for this and apparently the Land Commissioners are 
of the same opinion, because to-day’s “Gazette” gives their award in the case of the Yenping Road 
on a value considerably higher than the assessed value of any land in the locality, without any 
deduction for betterment. Previous awards of the Land Commission also bear out our contention that 
compensation is based upon what the Commissioners consider the market value of the property. 


As to what the market values in the locality may be, we would submit for the Council’s 
consideration that Cadastral Lot 241 was sold in 1926 at approximately Tls. 50,000 per mow, and 
Cadastral Lot 1478 (including houses) at approximately Tls. 75,000 per mow. Cadastral Lots 1995 
and 1965 were bought by the Council at Ts. 28,000 per mow. The building on the property is old 
and can not figure to any extent in the purchase price. Cadastral Lot 1965 has a comparatively 
small frontage on Bubbling Well Road and Cadastral Lot 1995 has no frontage whatever on Bubbling 
Well Road. Our property on the other hand has extensive frontages on both Bubbling Well and 
Burkill Roads. 


In view of the foregoing, we consider ourselves justified in claiming compensation at Tls. 40,000 
per mow plus 10 per cent. for compulsory surrender for an area of 3m. 9f. 7l. 1h. as set forth in our 
original letter. 


Finally it must be remembered that no claim has been made by us in respect of the demolition 
of the buildings on the scheduled area. However with a view of possibly effecting a settlement with the 
Council, we are prepared without prejudice to reduce our claim to Tls. 150,000.

Sir,—I am directed to acknowledge receipt of your letter of June 15, on the subject of the 
areas required from Cadastral Lots 1253 and 1265 for the scheduled extension of Chengtu Road and to 
draw your attention to the following observations on the points raised in your letter. 


It is a fact that in November, 1922, the Council offered assessed value plus 10 per cent. for the 
surrender of the area scheduled from Cadastral Lot 242 without any deduction for betterment. That 
property, however, is essentially a Bubbling Well Road lot, it is of comparatively small area, has a 
good frontage on Bubbling Well Road compared with its depth, and is of such shape and size that 
the addition of a small frontage on the new Chengtu Road could hardly be regarded as a betterment. 


The case, of Cadastral Lot 2019 Chinhai Road in respect of which the Land Commissioners 
upheld the Council’s claim to the deduction of one-fifth for betterment was governed by attendant 
considerations which were peculiar to that particular case. The property had a small frontage on 
Bubbling Well Road as compared with its depth, ownership was limited to one side of the road, and 
the lot was bounded on the West by a private road the use of which could have been arranged with 
the owners. 

The surrender of the areas scheduled from Cadastral Lots 1253 and 1265 is in a different 
category. The property has a total area of approximately 76 mow and an owner having in mind the 
efficient development of such an estate would need to construct a road of a width of twenty-five feet. 
Further a public road is necessary to facilitate police and fire protection, and, moreover, will provide 
the estate with an additional road frontage of about 1,000 feet on which it is understood the owners’ 
propose to erect Chinese shops. 


The Council is of the opinion that a through road is essential for the development of the 
estate, and that, therefore, there is no reason why the claim for betterment should be limited to the 
interior land only. As regards the scheduled area West of Cadastral Lot 242, only one-fifth better- 
ment is claimed as the estate does not extend to both sides of the road in this section. 


With regard to your contention that compensation should be based on the prices at which land 
in the vicinity has recently changed hands, it should be noted that prices obtained for comparatively 
small lots on Bubbling Well Road are no criterion of the value of Cadastral Lots 1253 and 1265 
which, although possessing long frontages on Bubbling Well Road and Burkill Road, have a large 
area of back land to reduce the average value of the property. Also in calculating compensation the 
Council differentiates between the purchase of an entire lot and the surrender of a relatively small 
area for road purposes. 


With regard to the last paragraph of your letter, the statement that no claim has been made 
in respect of buildings appears to be hardly relevant as the Council is not pressing for the extension of 
Chengtu Road and has only submitted an offer of compensation on being informed by you that it was 
proposed to redevelop the property. 


Accordingly, I have to inform you that after due consideration of all the circumstances the 
Council is willing to make an increased offer of Tls. 72,000 for the total area of Mow 5.423 involved, 
and I shall be obliged if you will inform me whether this offer is acceptable.

Dear Sir,—In reply to your letter of the 9th instant, we note the Council now consider that 
a 25 feet road is sufficient for the development of this property as against their previous contention 
of a 30 foot road, but we regret we are unable to agree to such a small concession as we are of 
the opinion that a 15 foot road is all that is necessary for the efficient development of this portion 
of our property; we contend that a 25 foot road would not assist to develop any greater area of the 
property than a 15 foot road in the scheduled position. 


We base our contention on the fact that a 15 foot main road has proved sufficient for the 
development of the Western portion of this lot, so why not this portion, also we would like to draw 
your attention to another recent example of this in Cad. Lot 205 Western. 


Regarding the statement of efficient development, no owner in his right senses would place the 


road where the Council require it, so that it cannot be said seriously that the Chengtu Road will tend 
to the efficient development of the lot. 
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It is misleading to state that the estate will be provided with 1,000 feet additional road 
frontage, as the greater part of the Eastern portion is already developed with the necessary road 
frontage, and this private road will simply be absorbed by the Chengtu Road so that the actual 
extra road frontage would be about 600 feet, the present road frontage being Bubbling Well Road 
827 feet, Burkill Road 693 feet and Private Road 400 feet. 

Further we take strong exception to the statement that “the owners propose to erect Chinese 
shops” and we would like to know how the Council obtained their information, as there is no intention 
of doing any such thing, the neighbourhood not being suitable for shops, and we enclose for your 
information a plan showing how we propose to develop this portion of the property. 

With regard to the value of the property, we are of the opinion that the fairest way to arrive 
at same would. be by comparing assessed values with the most recent sale, which is the Race Club's 
purchase from Jardine, Matheson & Co., Ltd. This property is assessed at Tls. 35,000 per mow, and 
was sold for Tls. 75,000 per mow, therefore our claim of Tls. 40,000 per mow for land assessed at Tls. 
20,000 seems to us very reasonable. 

We submit that the argument advanced in the first part of the third paragraph of your letter 
bears out our contention that this lot having very considerable frontages to Bubbling Well and Burkill 
Roads, there should be no question of betterment over and above the area that is subject to free 
surrender, @ 

Under these circumstances we regret we are unable to accept the Council’s increased offer, and 
must adhere to our claim as contained in our letter of the 15th June last.

It might be added that the statement in the Council’s letter to which you take such strong 
exception namely “the owners propose to erect Chinese shops” was taken from the opening words of 
your previous letter of April 25, which runs “Ag it is proposed to develop this property with Chinese 
shops and dwellings. . . .”

This case was heard by the Land Commissioners in the Council Chamber on November 16, 1928, 
at 3.30 p.m. 


Case No. 183. 
Cadastral Lots 1258 and 1265—Chengtu Road Extension—Western District. 


PROCEEDINGS. 


The registered Owners, Messrs. Atkinson & Dallas, Ltd. are represented by Messrs. R. M.. 
Saker and W. L. Atkinson, and the Council by the Deputy Secretary, Mr. J. R. Jones, Mr. C. Harpur, 
the Commissioner of Public Works, being in attendance. 


Mr. Saker states that he wishes to divide the Case under three distinct headings, and firstly 
states that the Land Regulation governing free surrender of land for Public use does not apply in 
this case and for these reasons:— 


The Land Regulation dealing with the question of free surrenders was no doubt drawn up in 
the first place to prevent owners not having paid taxes for many years refusing, when a portion of 
their lot was scheduled for road widening, to take out a deed in order to get a better price out of the 
Council for the area to be surrendered. As this no longer applies owing to the fact that the Council 
pays for fangtan land at the same rate that it does for land held under foreign title deeds, there is 
no longer any need of taking out a title deed, and the regulation itself is of no value. 

Supposing, he states, the title deed for this lot were cancelled, the: Council would pay at the 
market rate for the whole area, as the owners are paying taxes on the balance, and as their contention 
is that there is no betterment, then they would be claiming for Mow 5.423 at Tls. 40,000 per mow plus 
10 per cent. for compulsory surrender, or a sum of Tls. 238,612, so that even if the Land Commissioners 
awarded the full claim of Tls. 176,000 the owners would have lost the sum of Tls. 52,000 by having a 
title deed. 

Secondly, he denies that the property will, in any way, benefit by the proposed extension, 
because the claim is based upon the fact that the property will be developed according to Plan “A” 
which is handed to the Commissioners and which purports to show that a road of any width over 
fifteen feet is of no special benefit to the property. 

He submits that a 15 feet road placed in the position shown on plan “B,” also handed in, would 
be of value to the eastern portion of the property, but that an owner who has to part with some of 
his property, should derive some benefit; the whole of the benefit should not be for the public. 

He further points out that the Chengtu Road is not a shopping but a residential district, so 
that a wide road is not at all necessary. 

He submits that Cadastral Lot 205, Western is a typical example of the form of development 
considered most suitable for the property under discussion. 

Cadastral Lot 633 Central—Nanking Thibet Roads S.E.—is an example where tenants of a 
property have preferred to have most of the exits closed and to use only one or two. 

The Western portion of Cadastral Lot 1265 has been developed in the same way as it is 
proposed to develop this portion, and has turned out very satisfactory. 

Under these circumstances it is contended that these lots will in no way be benefitted by the 
new road. 

Thirdly, he quotes prices obtained recently for Lots purchased in the immediate neighbourhood 
in support of his contention that Taels 40,000 per mow is a fair market price:— 

Cadastral Lot 231, Western, sold by Messrs. Jardine, Matheson & Co., Ltd., to the Shanghai 
Race Club, of which the Council are getting a portion for road widening, changed hands at Tls. 
75,000 per mow. 

Cadastral Lot 1478—West of the Cemetery corner of Mohawk/Bubbling Well Road—sold for 
Tls. 390,000 deducting Tls. 70,000 for the buildings, a sum of Tls. 320,000 is left for land, the area of 
which according to the Municipal Schedule is Mow 5.174 and works out at over Tls. 60,000 per mow. 


an 
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Going considerably further west there is part of Cadastral Lot 2984 adjoining Medhurst 
Road which is assessed at Ts, 11,500 per mow selling for Tls. 23,000 per mow. 


He estimates that at Ts. 40,000 per mow and taking the same rents at which the owner of the 
opposite property has already rented his houses (which are not yet built) he would be getting a gross 
return of nearly 9 per cent. The property alluded to is Cadastral Lot 1960 and rentals are to be 
Tls. 34 per Hong per mensem. 


Cadastral Lots 241 and 242 having a total area of Mow 9.739 are being offered for sale at Ts. 
600,000 and he states an offer of Ts. 500,000 has already been refused, the present Owners being 
Chinese. Therefore the Council’s offer of Ts. 72,000 for the Mow 5.423 of land to be surrendered 
works out at about Ts. 13,280 per mow, which means that the Owners are making a gift to the 
community of something like Tls. 145,000 for which they are deriving practically no benefit, the said 
area including that portion subject to free surrender. 


For the Council, Mr. Jones states that out of the whole area required, a portion marked blue 
on the plan and measuring Mow 1.452 is subject to compulsory free surrender under the Land 
Regulations. The argument of Messrs. Atkinson & Dallas, Ltd. as to the value and application of 
the Land Regulations in such cases as this is entirely incorrect and as they come before this tribunal 
by virtue of the Land Regulations, they cannot be heard to deny their force. 


The point the Commissioners have to decide is the price to be paid for the balance to be 
surrendered Mow 3.971 having in mind, in making their Award, the direction contained in Land 
Regulation VIA, to “take into account the increase or decrease in value of the remainder of the 
property.” 

He submits further that they must consider as against the present value of the property the 


enhanced value the interior portions will derive by the building of a main thoroughfare such as 
Chengtu Road will be. r 


Eventually Chengtu Road will be of an arterial nature running from the Soochow Creek at the 
Northern end to Avenue Foch. At the present time the road is completed from Avenue Foch to 


Mandalay Road, and the portion extending to Bubbling Well Road will in all probability be completed 
in 1930. 


At the time the road was scheduled, the two Cadastral Lots 1253 and 1265 were in one 
beneficial ownership but owing to the death of the late owner, the property has been divided among 
the beneficiaries according to the alternative plan now before the Commissioners and separate Title 
Deeds have accordingly been applied for covering these new ownerships. 


The question might arise as to whether in assessing the compensation, the surrender should be 


regarded as being made from the original estate of some 76 mow or from the smaller prospective lots 
abutting on the new road. 


He suggests, however, that the former basis is correct, The opening letter from Messrs. 
Atkinson & Dallas, Ltd. of April 25 stated that it was proposed shortly to develop B. C. Lots 2780 
and 12518 (Cadastral Lots 1253 and 1265) with Chinese shops and dwellings, and negotiations 
proceeded on the basis that the lots were in one ownership. It will be seen that a separate Title 
Deed is being taken out for the area to be surrendered for the road. 


The assessed value of the land is Tls. 20,000 per mow and Messrs. Atkinson & Dallas, Ltd., base 
their claim on an estimated value of Ts. 40,000 per mow. In adhering to this figure they quote 
prices at which lots in the vicinity have changed hands. The lots referred to are Cadastral Lot 241, 
recently known as the Belgian Consulate, Cadastral Lot 1478 on the South side of Bubbling Well 
Road near Mohawk Road, Cadastral Lots 1965 and 1995, recently known as the Customs property 
purchased by the Council in 1927 for the extension of Chengtu Road, and Cadastral Lot 231 known as 
Ewo Terrace. 


He submits that the prices obtained for these lots are not necessarily a criterion of the value 
of Cadastral Lots 1253 and 1265. Lots 241 and 1478 both have an area of about five mow only, have 
frontages of about 250 feet to Bubbling Well Road and depths of about 160 feet, both being of 
excellent shape for development. It is stated that Lot 281 (Ewo Terrace) was recently sold to the 
Race Club for Tls. 75,000 per mow. This property is directly opposite the entrance to the Race 
Club buildings, and he thinks there is no doubt that the Club must be considered as special 
purchasers who paid a fancy price. 


As regards Cadastral Lots 1965 and 1995, this property was purchased by the Council from 
the Customs Authorities in the early part of 1927 at a price which allowed Tis. 27,650 per mow for 
the land which had an area of 14.321 mow. The lots were purchased as one property. If the Council 
now constructed the extension of Chengtu Road through Cadastral Lots 1965 and 1995 and were able 
to sell the surplus land for as much as Ts. 40,000 per mow, this would seem an excellent argument 
to prove the betterment which would be conferred on the remaining land by the construction cf the 
road. 


7h, 
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Furthermore, these two lots 1965 and 1995 which were purchased early in 1927 at Tls. 27,650 
per mow, were valued by the Land Assessors in May 1927 at Tls. 22,000 and Tis. 14,000 per mow 
respectively, which on the total area gives an average assessed value of approximatly Tls. 20,500 per 
mow. 


These two lots then, which the Council actually purchased at Tls. 27,650 per mow, were valued 
by the Land Assessors at an average of Tls. 20,500 per mow. Yet Messrs. Atkinson & Dallas, Ltd., 
suggest that the lots now under consideration, which were only assessed at Tls, 20,000 per mow, are 
in fact worth Tls. 40,000 per mow. 


The Land Assessors included prominent members of the local surveying and valuing profession, 
and it is inconceivable that they would assess at Ts. 20,000 per mow, land which they thought 
could be worth Tis. 40,000 per mow. It must be that they took into consideration one fact which the 
Council has already pointed out in the correspondence, that although these lots do possess excellent 
road frontage, the property possesses a large area of back land which could not be developed without 
the provision of adequate road access, and this interior land must reduce the average value of the 
whole estate. 


In all the recent sales quoted by the claimants as evidence, the entire properties changed 
hands whereas the Council in this case requires only a comparatively small area for road purposes, 
and the tenants of the estate will have equal rights and privileges over the public road in common 
with the remainder of the community—the Council is acquiring what is in the nature of an easement, 
or a public right of way. The present or future owners will still be permitted to make some use of 
this area; they can, for instance, project the footings of their buildings some distance into this land 
and project verandahs over it or they can open windows and doors on to it without their light and 
access being interfered with. In other ways it will be of special value to them in a manner quite 
impossible if it were sold to some other owner at market value. 


The total area to be surrendered is Mow 5.423 but when it is remembered that the estate has a 
total area of some 76 Mow, the scheduled area represents approximately 7.1 per cent. only and there 
appears to be no good reason why this case should be treated on any different lines from others in 
which a relatively small area is taken for road purposes. 


Touching the question of betterment, this has been described as “the principle that persons 
whose property has clearly been increased in market value by a particular improvement can equitably 
be required to pay a special charge assessed on such improved value” and this principle has been 
embodied in Land Regulation VIA. 


The Council contends that having regard to the increase in capital value which will accrue to 
the estate by the construction of a 60 feet Municipal road, the Owners should surrender without 
compensation such area as is required for a 25 feet road from the Northern boundary of Cadastral 
Lot 242 to Burkill Road, excluding radii; the remaining width of 35 feet and radii may be said to be 
required for traffic purposes, and being redundant to the actual requirements of the lots, compensation 
is offered therefor. 


The area required for a 25 feet road between the Northern boundary of Cadastral Lot 242 and 
Burkill Road is Mow 1.973 which includes the land coloured blue, and it is this area of Mow 1.973 
for which the Council asks a surrender without compensation. 


Messrs. Atkinson & Dallas, Ltd., deny the reasonableness of this claim. They state that a 15 
feet private alley would be sufficient for development purposes and allege that even if a 25 feet 
road was considered necessary, no reasonable man would put it in the position scheduled. 


Mr. Jones refers to the position of the road as scheduled. At first sight there would appear to 
be good ground for asserting that if a 25 feet road is necessary, the position scheduled is too near the 
Eastern boundary of the estate and that it would be preferable to make it approximately bisect the 
property. It has been pointed out that the building depth on the East of the new road will at one 
point be less than the width of the road itself. But this minimum building depth is upwards of 
50 feet which is in fact more than is required for a Chinese house, so that no great hardship is likely 
to result thereby. The Council on the other hand might point out that there is a large area of back 
land North of Cadastral Lots 241 and 242, where the maximum depth from the new road will be 380 
feet. 


It has been stated that the new road will not be suitable for the erection of shops and that a 
25 feet road is unnecessary for development with Chinese residences. 


The shopping district is rapidly extending Westwards, and even if it would be unwise to 
build shops on the new road immediately, there can be little doubt that the time is not far distant 
when shops will be the only possible development on this road frontage. It is significant that on a 
plan submitted by Messrs. Atkinson & Dallas, Ltd., it was proposed to erect shops on the Bubbling 
Well Road frontage and on the Chengtu Road/Bubbling Well Road radius. 
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The Council contends that it must be an advantage to have a Municipal Road running 
through this property; apart from giving additional 1,000 feet of frontage, the Municipal Road will 
enable better police and fire protection to be provided. 

If these contentions are correct, it hardly seems relevant to suggest that the claim for better- 
ment should be limited to the interior land which could not at present be developed from Bubbling 
Well and Burkill Roads. If it is necessary to provide a 25 feet road, this road must extend from 
Bubbling Well Road to Burkill Road, and the Council contends that if this road was not constructed 
out of public funds, a building owner would be compelled to bear the cost of constructing it himself 
and would, moreover, be called upon to pay Land Tax on such private road. 


Figures are produced showing an increase of 2% per cent. on the remaining portion of the 
property based upon the 1927 assessment, should the Council’s offer of Ts. 72,000 be upheld, whereas 
by paying Messrs. Atkinson & Dallas’ claim of Ts. 176,000, the value of the remaining land would 
be depreciated. 


Mr. Saker asks the Commissioners to consider what portion of the remaining Mow 71.000 will 
benefit by the making of the proposed road. 

The Commissioners hear further argument by each side on the various points raised, after 
which both parties withdraw, whereupon the Commissioners deliberate on the evidence before them, 
adjourning at 6.10 p.m. 

A subsequent meeting of the Commissioners was held on Wednesday, November 21, from 3.30 


pm. to 5.15 p.m. and again adjourned to 4 pm. on Thursday, November 29, 1928, at 4 p.m., at 
which they decided as follows:—

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SEWAGE TREATMENT AND DISPOSAL 
REPORT OF CHIEF SANITATION CHEMIST. 


Rifle Range Treatment Works.—The Rifle Range plant dealt with an average 
daily dry weather flow of 84,000 gallons of sewage from the Northern District, the 
sewage from the Central District having been diverted to the Eastern District Treatment 
Works. The average Dissolved Oxygen Absorption (in 5 days at 18.3° C.) of hourly 
samples of effluent taken by a clock-operated sampler throughout the year was 1.91 
parts per 100,000. The determination of the Dissolved Oxygen Absorption is one of 
a number of tests applied to the sewage and effluents, as a guide to the control and 
efficiency of purification, and was recommended by the Royal Commission on Sewage 
Disposal, as the standard test for this purpose. The effluent is discharged into the 
Sawginkiang Creek, a tributary of the Hongkew Creek. The dilution provided by the 
creek is variable, being almost negligible during periods of low tide. The effluent is 
of greater purity than the creek, and adds, in the form of oxidised nitrogen, a reserve 
of oxygen contributing to its purification, 


Sludge Disposal_—The sludge is de-watered, without difficulty, on underdrained 
sand beds. 


Western District Treatment Works.—The Western District Treatment Works dealt 
with an average daily dry weather flow of 375,000 gallons of sewage from the Western 
District, and from the Central District West of Honan Road, including 60,000 gallons 
discharged from Vacuum Tank Wagons. The average Dissolved Oxygen Absorption 
(in 5 days at 18.38° C.) of hourly samples of effluent taken by a-clock-operated sampler 
throughout the year was 2.27 parts per 100,000. The effluent is discharged into’ the 
Soochow Creek. The purification effected is ample having regard to the dilution available. 


With the permission of the Council, the liquid trade waste from a tannery has 
been admitted to the Western sewerage system, on payment of a monthly fee, and 
subject to the provision of effective preliminary treatment, the equalizing and limiting 
of the flow, and facilities for sampling the effluent on the Council’s behalf at all times. 
Discharge commenced in March, and after a few preliminary adjustments, an effluent 
has been consistently produced which does not materially affect the subsequent treatment 
of the sewage. 


Sludge Disposal.—The sludge is de-watered on mud-beds, without difficulty, other 
than that arising from abnormal weather. At the request of the farmers, wet sludge 
has been distributed to small areas of land immediately adjoining the Works. Average 
samples of sludge contained 6.78% nitrogen on the dry matter. 


Eastern District Treatment Works.—The Eastern District Treatment Works dealt 
with an average daily dry weather flow of 1,300,000 gallons of sewage from the Eastern 
District, and from the Central District East of Honan Road, including 42,000 gallons 
discharged from Vacuum Tank Wagons. The average daily flow during the previous 
year was 650,000 gallons. The increased flow is mainly from the Eastern District, and 
of this a large proportion is discharged from public and industrial latrines in which the 
volume of flushing water is carefully restricted, resulting in a highly concentrated sewage. 
The average Dissolved Oxygen Absorption (in 5 days at 18.3° C.) of hourly samples of 
effluent taken by a clock-operated sampler throughout the year was 4.32 parts per 100,000. 
The effluent is discharged into the Whangpoo near the Point. The purification effected 
is ample, having regard to the liberal dilution available. 


The advisability of adopting some form of preliminary settlement of the sewage 
treated at the Eastern District Works, is under consideration. Experiments, to which 
reference was made in earlier reports, with Central District sewage as delivered at the 
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Rifle Range, showed that such treatment would be of little value, repeated pumping 
having so emulsified the solids, that the proportion removed by large scale settlement 
would be negligible. Provision for preliminary treatment at the Eastern and Western 
Works, was therefore postponed until the characteristics of the actual sewage to be 
treated, could be determined. Laboratory trials during the past year, show that a normal 
proportion of the sewage solids from the Eastern District, having passed through only 
two pump chambers before treatment, can be removed by settlement under conditions 
comparable with those of large scale practice, and that the adoption of this treatment, 
which is almost invariably adopted in British and American practice, would add 
materially to the capacity of the aeration section of the Activated Sludge plant. 


The volume of surplus sludge accumulating daily is, after concentration by 
settlement until it contains 1% of dry solids, equal to 4% of the daily flow. This propor- 
tion is abnormal, and is an indication of the strength of the sewage. In good weather 
carefully conditioned sludge is partially de-watered in thin layers on specially drained sand 
beds, in from two to six days, producing a spadeable mud containing 10% solids, and 
representing about 7% of the volume of the original sludge. Rain, excessive humidity 
or frost may prolong this period to 10 or 15 days, or alternatively, necessitate the removal 
of the sludge from the bed in a semi-liquid condition. Large quantities of sludge have 
also been dealt with on mud beds. As far as possible during unfavourable weather, the 
sludge is retained in the aeration tanks to the maximum proportion consistent with 
effective treatment of the sewage. Average samples of sludge contained 7.47% nitrogen 
and 3.14% phosphate (as P,0;) on the dry matter. 


Kinnear Road Treatment Works.—This continuous flow unit, dealing with fresh 
Sewage, continues to yield satisfactory results. The creek into which the effluent is 
discharged remains clear and without perceptible deterioration. 


The population directly connected to this plant is approximately four hundred 
and fifty, and sewage discharged from Vacuum Tank Wagons has also been treated. The 
average Dissolved Oxygen Absorption (in 5 days at 18.3° C.) of daily samples taken 
throughout the year was 1.55 parts per 100,000. 


Rivers and Creeks.—The necessary analyses have been made of numerous samples 
from the Whangpoo, the Soochow Creek, and other creeks into which the various effluents 
are discharged.

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MUNICIPAL ORCHESTRA AND BAND. 
REPORT OF CONDUCTOR. 


In comparison with previous years, the year 1928 has certainly been for the 
Municipal Orchestra and Band a most successful one, indeed a record, for 106 concerts 
were held. 


Many of these deserve to be recorded for their extraordinary success, as for 
instance the two extra-symphony concerts (at raised entrance-fees) given in March 
with the famous Russian Cellist, Professor S. Spielman, as also the one given on April 1, 
to celebrate the Jubilee of Mme. Alla Tomskaya, the well-known Russian Contralto, 
when, with the collaboration of the Russian Choral Society, a very interesting programme, 
including great fragments of operas, by Glinka and Rimsky-Korssakoff, was performed 
with great success. 


But there were two concerts of a very high artistic standard, which will certainly 
be remembered for a long time by the musical public of Shanghai, as perhaps the two 
finest performances of the Municipal Orchestra, the “Two Grand Concerts,” given on 
November 19 and 25 respectively “In Memoriam of Schubert” te celebrate the centenary 
of the death of the greav’ master. 


For these two concerts the best amateur string players of Shanghai and several 
professional musicians joined the Municipal Orchestra, which, in very much augmented 
strength, beautifully rendered the most celebrated symphonic works by Schubert. 

Further, to illustrate Schubert’s genius also in vocal, piano and chamber-music 
compositions, two soloists of high reputation were engaged for these two concerts. Mme. 
Ellen Munter-Jessen, the wonderful Danish mezzo-soprano, delighted the audiences with 
her fine rendering of Schubert’s songs, while the popular Professor Harry Ore, the Lattish 
pianist, played Schubert’s works for the piano, amongst them the “Wanderer-Fantasy” 
with orchestra accompaniment, to perfection. 

Schubert’s Chamber-Music Works were represented in the two programmes by 
the “Trout-Quintet” and the “Octet op. 166;” and very fine and well-balanced 
performances were given by the following members of the Orchestra: Maestro M. Paci 
(Piano), A. Foa (1st Violin), H. Livshitz (2nd Violin), R. Gerzowsky (Viola), I. 
Shevtzoff (Cello), M. Bakalainikoff (Double Bass), V. Dramis (Clarinet), C. J. van 
Heyst (Bassoon), W. Schroeter (French Horn). 


At the beginning of the year an effort was made to please that part of the public 
who, in the correspondence columns of the local newspapers, had expressed the desire 
to hear the Municipal Orchestra in special concerts with programmes of light music. 
During March, “Tuesday Night Popular Concerts,” with programmes mainly consisting 
of selections from Light Operas, Grand Operas, Dances and Incidental Music, were 
arranged. It soon became evident, however, that the wishes expressed in the press were 
not those of the general public, for the attendances at these concerts were very poor in 
comparison with those of symphony concerts; therefore, after this trial during February 
and March, these concerts were discontinued. 

The series of “Special Monthly Concerts for Young People” has been continued, 
the gradual education of young people in musical matters in an entertaining way being 
the main object of these concerts. The public continue to show appreciation of these 
concerts. 

There has been no alteration in the Orchestra’s strength. As regards musical 
efficiency and quality, it may conscientiously be said that the Orchestra has never been 
so perfectly balanced and complete in its different instrumental choirs as during October, 
November and December of the year under review. The Conductor availed of the 
opportunity to replace without any increased expenditure several musicians, with better 
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qualified men, and, at the beginning of October, two very much needed musicians, a first 
class Solo-Harpist, Mr, P. Beriulin from Leningrad, and a brillant Kettle-Drums and 
other Percussion-Instruments player, Mr. V. Osadchuk, from Leningrad, were engaged.

As regards the Open Air Concerts, it may be mentioned that the Brass Band 
continued to give its popular concerts in the afternoons and evenings in the Public 
Gardens and Hongkew Park and the Orchestra has given three weekly concerts at 
Jessfield Park with programmes composed of popular music. In this connection, it must 
be recorded that now that the Parks are open to Chinese, a remarkably good number of 
Chinese (an average of 75 per concert) attended these concerts, showing much interest 
in Western Music. 

The 8. V. C, Military Band organized in 1923, under the command of the Assistant- 
Conductor, Mr. de Kryger, has continued to give satisfaction. 

In a final reference to the Concert Season, it is the Conductor’s desire to express 
his sincere appreciation and thanks to all the artists (professional and amateur), in 
addition to the Soloist members of the Orchestra, who gave their kind collaboration as 
Soloists at so many Symphony, Popular and Young People Concerts during 1928. In

The Committee met twelve times during the year for discussion of the affairs 
of the Department. 


ANNUAL REPORT OF THE ENCINEER-IN-CHIEF 
AND MANACER. 


The Department can look back upon the year nineteen hundred and twenty-eight 
as the one in which all records have been broken. If the development of the electricity 
undertaking is a barometer of local trade activity then the height to which it climbed 
last year should lend encouragement to those who place their faith in the prosperity of 
Shanghai and its ultimate development to one of the biggest trading centres of the 
world. What may be regarded as pre-eminently satisfactory is that the increased 
development of the Department is not due to any spectacular large scale industrial 
growth, such as took place some years ago when cotton mills and other factories were 
springing up and developing, but to a steadily increasing demand for more electric power 
by existing consumers; and by an ever increasing demand for light and heat. On 
page 344 the tabulated statement of kilowatt-hours sold shews the segregated figures 
for different classes of consumption. 

Profit:—The estimated nett profit for the year under review was Tls. 2,427,300, 
whereas the actual profit came to Tls. 3,165,300. This figure is the highest recorded in 
the history of the Undertaking.

Since 1916 the General Municipal Funds have participated in the profits of the 
Department, and the contribution from the profit for the year under review is Tls. 1,200,000 
which brings the contribution to date up to Tls. 9,760,000.

These figures give in condensed form statistics contained in the Report and Accounts 
for the year. 


_ STAFF. 


The foreign staff at the end of the year numbered 305 and Chinese 3,140. At 
the end of 1927 the figures were 308 and 3,191 respectively, 


The Department has an asset in its staff, both foreign and Chinese, and attention 
is particularly directed to the valuable service rendered by it. A public utility business 
cannot give good service to the public and maintain the important traditions of “consumer 
relationship” without the co-operative efforts of the whole staff. That the service is 
acknowledged as good and the relationship between the consumer and the Department 
friendly suggests that the team spirit, which is gratefully acknowledged, is a real factor 
in the Department’s success. 


In nineteen hundred and twenty-seven, dispensaries under a Chinese Doctor 
were opened at Riverside Power Station and at Fearon Road Depot for the free treatment 
of native workmen, At first the introduction of this phase of welfare work may have 
been regarded with a little suspicion by the men, but once that was overcome it is 
gratifying to record. that the movement has steadily gained ground and the benefits 
which it confers are appreciated. The scheme was formulated to help the lower paid 
class of Chinese labour. Prior to the scheme being put into effect the lower paid men 
often could not afford to take time off to go to hospital for treatment, with the result 
that they were finally compelled to quit work and lose their means of livelihood. ‘The 
provision of the dispensaries offers these men the means of getting treatment in the early 
stages of their troubles, and in many cases enables them to carry on with their work 
without loss of wages. It is hoped that the steps already taken in this direction for 
their welfare may be the forerunner of a bigger scheme in which the Electricity Depart- 
ment may build and run its own hospital for the Chinese staff, 


TECHNICAL. 
INSTALLED GENERATING PLANT CAPACITY. (RIVERSIDE\"'A” AND “B"); 


The installed generating plant capacity in actual service—including the two 
3,000 K.W. house sets—remained at 121,000 K.W. The section of the power station in 
which this particular plant is located will in future be known as Riverside “A,” and 
the section in which the two new 20,000 K.W. turbo-alternators and four boilers equipped 
for pulverised coal firing are now being completed will be known as Riverside “B.” It 
is important for the purposes of operation and accountancy that these two sections be 
regarded individually, for whereas in Riverside “A” the steam pressure at the boiler 
is 200 lbs. per square inch and total steam temperature 572° F., in Riverside “B” the 
steam conditions will be 375 lbs. per square inch and 700° Fah. respectively. A great 
deal of importance attaches to the future performance of Riverside “B” in comparison 
with “A” so that the nett lowering in cost of production under the new conditions may 
be carefully ascertained. 


In the report for 1927 it was mentioned that part of the additional plant might 
be commissioned during 1928. Unfortunately that was not possible, and it is improbable 
that the first of the two 20,000 K.W. sets will be started up before May 1929. The 
second set, together with its ancillary boiler plant is being erected at this time of 
writing and it is hoped to have it in service during the Summer, 
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MAXIMUM LOAD ON POWER STATION: 


The highest maxium peak load recorded was 99,000 K.W. which occurred on 
December 20th and 28th, 1928, at 6.15 p.m., the maximum sustained load for thirty 
minutes was 98,500 K.W., and the maximum load delivered to feeders 95,250 K.W. The 
latter is 10.61% higher than in 1927. 


It is interesting to note that whilst for 1928 statistical purposes the maximum 
load has to be taken as 99,000 K.W., it actually rose in January 1929 to 104,500 K.W., or 
14.500 K.W. above the 1927 peak of 90,000 K.W. 


During January 1929 the peak was 100,000 K.W. or over for fifteen days, as

EFFICIENCIES: 


The overall efficiency of the Riverside Power Station is 17.60% as compared with 
17.41% for the previous year. 


The B.Th.U’s per Kilowatt-hour generated were 19,404 compared with 19,701 in 
the previous year. The operation of the Riverside “B” section of the power station 
should result in a lowering of this figure.

The sales for lighting shew a very satisfactory increase, and the power sales 
increase of 51,286,529 is exceptionally good. An interesting feature is the steady growth 
of the heating and cooking business. From small beginnings this more recent develop- 
ment is now assuming important dimensions. It is a side of domestic utility supply which 
the Department has been pursuing for some years, and it would seem that the low rate 
charged for heating and cooking is appreciated by consumers. Many authorities believe 
that the day is not far distant when this particular use of electricity will exceed the 
lighting demand. The figures shewn below will indicate how it is gaining ground in 
Shanghai and forming an increasingly larger percentage for domestic use:—

Total number of joints and end boxes made during the year, 769. . During 1928 
two new 22,000-volt feeders were completed with H.S.L. type cable and put in commission, 
also the laying of five new 22,000-volt H.S.L. type feeders from Riverside Power Station 
was commenced, three of these feeders to go to Connaught Substation and one each to 
Tonquin and Yangchow Substations. Nine 6,600-volt feeders, twelve radial feeders 
and sixteen L.T. feeders were commissioned during the year. 


GENERAL REVIEW. 
POWER: : 

In last year’s Report it was mentioned that given more settled conditions 
projected industrial schemes and extensions would be proceeded with. It would appear 
that this opinion has been to some extent borne out and is reflected in the nett increase 
of 1,154 power motors connected to the mains, having an aggregate of 11,461 horse power, 
which compares favourably with the nett addition in 1927 of 673 motors aggregating 
5,041 horse power. 

The number of motors hired out by the Department again shews a decrease. At 
first sight this might be thought regrettable, but as a matter of fact it is a healthy and 
satisfactory indication of greater industrial stability. It means that power users are 
more and more inclined to invest more capital in power conversion plant, whereas 
formerly they were not prepared to take the risk and therefore used the Department’s 
hire service for the provision of their power conversion. The hire service has been and 
still is a boon to a large class of power users and there will always be a good demand 
for it. But to the larger user such as is represented by the cotton spinning, flour 
milling and other large process industries the trend has been for some years towards 
provision of their own power motors. 

The hire service will, however, continue to be taken advantage of as it is a 
convenient means by which a quick transfer from some other form of prime mover 
can be made, and at a smaller initial cost to the consumer. For instance, two mills 
last year discarded their steam plant as a prime mover and installed hired motors 
aggregating 1000 horse power.

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NEW POWER BUSINESS: 


So far there is new bulk supply business booked for connection in 1929 totalling 
7,590 horse power. This figure does not include the further additions which may be 
expected in respect of the smaller class of power user supplied under schedule power 
rates, which additions may amount to 4,000 horse power, 


HEATING AND COOKING: 


It is sometimes asked whether electric heating and cooking is a commercial 
proposition. The best answer to this is that at the end of the year there were 9,981 
electric radiators on the mains, equivalent to 28,923 K.W. connected: cookers totalled 
799 equivalent to 5,549 K.W. connected. In addition to this there were 775 sundry 
appliances aggregating 669 K.W. using electricity for various processes, some requiring 
it for heat and others for refrigeration, making a total for heaters, cookers and sundries 
of 11,555 appliances aggregating 34,141 K.W. 

It is the considered opinion of the Department that the present position of the 
heating and cooking demand is small as compared with the prospective possibilities. 
In course of time the sales of electricity for heating and cooking will be greater than 
for lighting.

The Department has recently arranged for hiring to consumers electric water 
heaters for domestic purposes. There is little doubt that this particular use of electricity 
will grow to important dimensions as the advantages of this system become appreciated. 
Some years may elapse before this development assumes large proportions, but a start 
has been made which in course of time will yield a handsome revenue to the Department 
whilst at the same time bringing to the consumer still another of those conveniences 
which the public has now grown accustomed to expect electricity to provide. Electrical 
energy is like Shakespeare’s description of mercy: “It blesseth him that gives and 
him that takes”,

Extraordinary Expenditure.— 

It will be noted that there is a deficit on this account of Tls. 1,379,639 which is 
carried forward to 1929. This result is due to the fact that during 1928 it was possible 
to make use of available funds in defrayment of Capital requirements and thereby defer 
public borrowings until the early part of 1929. Under the section dealing with “Loans” 
it will be observed that an amount of Tls. 1,560,000 was ultimately raised which means 
in effect that the deficit disclosed under the above heading only existed for a very short 
period before being adjusted. : 

The actual expenditure under this heading has been Tls. 2,556,330 as against an 
estimated expenditure of Tls.

LOANS. 


The amount authorised to be raised in 1928 was Tls. 1,600,000, the whole of which 
was required for General Purposes. 


By the exercise of strict economy and utilizing current funds temporarily for 
capital expenditure it was possible to defer the flotation of the Loan of 1928 until after 
the close of the financial year, thereby effecting a reduction in interest charges. 


It was decided to float a 7 per cent. 10 year Silver Loan, at an issue price of 9714 
per cent., the Council reserving to itself the option of redemption in whole or in part on 
December 31, 1933, or at any subsequent date. Holders of Debentures of the 1908 and 
1918 Loans due for redemption on December 31, 1928, were given the option of convert- 
ing their holdings into the new Loan on the above terms and provision was made for an 
allotment of Debentures through the Municipal Investment Bank on February 5, 1929. 
The Loan was opened to the public on January 10, 1929, and closed at 12 noon the same 
day on full subscription.

MUNICIPAL INVESTMENT BANK. 

The number of depositors fell from 1,303 at December 31, 1927, to 1,145 at the close 
of the year under review. 

The rate of interest allowed on deposits awaiting allotment was increased from 
41% per cent. to 5 per cent. per annum with effect from August 5, 1928. 

Debenture holders availing themselves of the facilities offered for the automatic 
reinvestment of interest numbered 492. The corresponding figures for the years 1926 
and 1927 were 1,119 and 570 respectively.

LOAN REDEMPTION SINKING FUNDS. 
Silver—The outstanding debentures of the 6 per cent. Loan of 1908 amounting to 
Tls. 650,000 were redeemed on December 31 under the operation of the Sinking Fund. 
The Debentures of the Short Term Loan of 1918 amounting to Tls. 507,300 were redeemed 
at maturity. Investment of the Silver Sinking Fund was not completed to the extent of 
Tls. 124,587 at the end of the year. On the other hand the Sterling Sinking Fund was 
overinvested to the extent of Tls. 138,324. 


RESERVE AGAINST VARIATION OF EXCHANGE, ETC., ON SERVICE OF STERLING 
LOAN OF 1920. 

Purchases of Sterling to cover the half yearly interest on the Sterling Loan of 1920 
were made at the following rates:—June 2/7%4,¢, December 2/7%.

GENERAL. 

As a result of the more settled conditions prevailing throughout the year little 
difficulty was experienced in financing the Council’s requirements, and expenditure 
generally was kept within Budget provision. 

Under the heading of General Charges, however, expenditure on Emergency 
Measures exceeded the estimated amount by approximately Tls. 77,000. This is partly 
accounted for by the fact that during the second half of the year the strength of the 
Russian Detachment, 8.V.C., was doubled. 

The funds at credit of the Council’s Current Accounts were utilized to the best 
possible advantage. Temporary loans were made when necessary to the Electricity 
Department in respect of Capital extensions and considerable savings were effected in 
other directions, resulting in a net reduction on the total Budget appropriation for 
Interest of Tls. 89,350. 

The Report of the Municipal Economy Committee published on February 9, 1929, 
contains many criticisms of the accounting methods used in relation to certain revenue 
earning sections of the Council’s functions. Particular reference is made to this question 
in the report by the Health Sub-Committee. 

In connection with this matter I would observe that in 1922 this question was 
carefully considered by the Council’s Auditors who in a report dated June 9 of that year 
expressed the opinion that as the present form of Accounts has the advantage of being 
known to the Community any alteration should be based on a definite theory which can 
be applied to every possible item. The Council’s Auditors stated that they are quite 
satisfied with the present form of Accounts which meets all their requirements as regards 
the division of Income and Expenditure as between Ordinary and Extraordinary; any 
other subdivision of the Accounts is considered to be a matter of expediency only as 
between the Council and the Ratepayers. 

Having regard to the expressed desire that fuller details be made available as to 
the financial results of certain of the Health Department’s activities, steps have been 
taken to give effect to the relative recommendation. 


STAFF, 


Edward Franklin Goodale, who was appointed Treasurer in November 1909 when 
the Finance Department was instituted, died on May 8 whilst proceeding to England on 
sick leave. By his death the Council has lost a most valued servant. 

The undersigned was appointed Treasurer and Comptroller with effect from 
May 4. Mr. J. C. Bosustow was promoted Deputy Treasurer and Comptroller and 
Messrs. J. W. Morcher and E. P. Oliver, A.c.A., Assistant Accountants. 

Long leave was granted to Messrs. G. O. Jackson, J. Huxley, C. J. Passikides, 
S. J. Williams, N. E. Lack and H. C. W. Pedersen. 

Mrs. V. Wavell, temporary Stenographer and Typist, was appointed Assistant. 
Mr. H. C. W. Pedersen resigned from the Council’s service on December 1 and Mr. J. 
Huxley was transferred to the Fire Brigade as Accountant Officer with effect from 
January 1, 1929. .

Licensing.—While one of the chief objects of licensing is the production of revenue, 
prominence has been given during the past year to a further object, viz., the safeguarding 
of the public; and the conditions governing all licences have been carefully revised. The 
public is gradually recognizing the importance of complying with the Council’s fire, 
structural and sanitary requirements in connection with licensed premises. The 
inspection of buildings prior to licensing now forms an important branch of the duties 
undertaken by this office in conjunction with the Police, Public Works, Fire, and Health 
Departments. 


A licence for the sale of beer and other malt liquor was introduced with effect from 
April 1, with conditions as published in Municipal Notification No. 3673. 


The licensing of premises for the storage of explosives and inflammable materials 
was undertaken by this office from July 1, in conjunction with the Fire Department, 
under the conditions specified in Municipal Notification No. 3740. 


With a view to securing more adequate supervision of the sale of pork in the Settle- 
ment, the Council inaugurated a licence for pig slaughter houses with conditions, effective 
from November 1, as published in Municipal Notification No. 3775. Supervision fees 
were paid in respect to the slaughter of 65,024 animals during November and December. 


A licence for the import, manufacture, sale, possession and/or wearing of bullet 
proof vests was introduced in October with conditions as published in Municipal 
Notification No, 3771. The issue and control of these licences is under the supervision 
of the Police.

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Motor Vehicle—The steady development of motor transport is depicted in the 
receipts from this class of licence, particulars of which are given below. There has 
been a phenomenal increase in the number of motor freight vehicles and trailers during 
recent years. In 1918 there were only 143 on the register, including service vehicles 
exempted from taxation, while the corresponding figure for 1928 is 8,835. Contrary to 
expections the great increase in mechanical transport appears to have made little 
appreciable reduction in the number of handcarts, wheelbarrows and ricshas plying for 
hire. 


The receipts from Motor Omnibus licences show a lower figure than last year. 
This is explained by the fact that whereas licences were formerly taken out by the China 
General Omnibus Company, payment since April 1, 1928 has been made by the Company at 
a fixed fee per mile run. The receipts are now included under the heading “Revenue 
from Public and Municipal Undertakings.” 


Taxicabs have made their appearance in the Settlement in limited numbers. It is 
doubtful, however, if they will prove as popular as in other cities owing to the limited 
parking spaces available. The few which are operating at the present time are licensed 
as ordinary hire cars pending the adoption of satisfactory taxi-meters. 


Conditions for licensing Charabancs were drawn up and published under Municipal 
Notification No. 3763 on September 27; but up to the present no licences for this class of 
vehicle have been issued.

Tis. 41,549 against Tls. 35,070 in 1927. This figure includes $6,502 inspection fees 
collected from pig slaughter houses during November and December. 

Band Conceris—43 concerts were held during the year. The entrance fees 
collected by this office (excluding subscriptions) amounted to $9,132.10 against $11,365.60

The following Budget of Municipal Income and Expenditure is submitted for the 
approval of the Ratepayers at the Annual Meeting to be held in April, 1929. 


The Ordinary Income for the year including the Surplus 
on the Ordinary Budget for 1928 Tis. 501,600 is 


estimated at Tls. 13,549,120

ORDINARY INCOME. 


Land Tax, Tls. 2,950,000.—This estimate shows an almost negligible increase on 
last year’s appropriation, the assessed value of taxable land remaining practically 
unchanged and the same rate of levy being maintained. 

General Municipal Rate, Tls. 5,630,000.—An increase of Tis. 460,000 on the 
estimate for 1928 attributable to progressive building operations. The levy recommended 
is again 16 per cent. 

Special Rate, Tls. 322,000.—A decrease of Ts. 28,000. No change in the levy is 
recommended. | 

Special Advertisement Rate, Tls. 17,000.—An increase of Tls. 5,500 on the estimated 
receipts for the previous year. 

Wharfage Dues, Tis. 650,000.—An increase of Tls. 150,000 compared with last 
year’s estimate, based on actual returns. 

Licence Fees, Tls. 1,601,800.—This estimate shows an increase of Tls. 82,970 on 
the figure for 1928. Tis. 50,000 of this amount will, it is expected, be derived from the 
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fees on Public Motor Garages, Motor Vehicles and Freight Trailers for which the 
estimate is Tls. 480,000 as compared with TIs. 430,000 for last year. Increases are also‘ 
anticipated from Carts Tls. 8,000; Hotel, Tavern and Temporary Bars Tls. 6,500; Pawn 
Shops Tls. 6,500; Foreign Theatre and Cinematograph Tls. 2,500; Chinese Theatre, Sing 
Song and Story Tellers Tis. 2,500; and Bicycles Tls. 2,000. 

Rent of Municipal Properties, Tls. 246,500.—An increase of Tls. 2,900 due to 
anticipated increased revenue from Market Fees. 

Revenue from Public and Municipal Undertakings, Tls. 1,557,720.—A decrease of 
Tls. 254,320 compared with the previous year’s Budget figures attributable to a reduc- 
tion in the contribution from the Electricity Department of Tls. 300,000. It is anticipated 
that the dividend on the Council’s shareholding in the Shanghai Waterworks Company 
will show an increase of Tls. 14,680. ‘Tue estimated royalty from the Shanghai Electric 
Construction Company is increased by Tls. 20,000, and mileage fees from the China 
General Omnibus Company account for Ts. 21,000 in excess of last year’s figures. The 
estimated available profits from Concreteware Manufactory and Pingchiao Quarry have 
been decreased by Tls. 5,000 in each case. 

Miscellaneous, Tls. 72,500.—This figure is Tls. 7,500 less than last year’s estimate. 

Surplus from 1928, Tls. 501,600.—An explanation of this account is given in the 
Treasurer and Comptroller’s Report on Finance Matters, vide page 371.

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ORDINARY EXPENDITURE. 


Volunteer Corps, Tls. 303,890.—This estimate shows an increase of Tls. 136,970 on 
last year’s figure due to the inclusion for the first time of the Russian Detachment’s 
requirements. Hitherto the cost of this Unit has appeared under General Charges, 
Emergency Measures. ; 


In respect of the total appropriations under Volunteer Units a decrease of 
Tis. 13,280 on last year’s figure is shown. The estimated cost of the Artillery Units is 
reduced from Tis. 12,000 to Tis. 4,000 as the result of the mechanization of the Field 
Artillery Battery. 


Volunteer Corps, Stock and Stores, Tls. 58,600.—An increase of Tls. 20,960 on 
last year’s appropriation.. Provision is made for the purchase of an additional armoured 
car, and an increase of Tls. 8,500, is allowed for under Ammunition. 


Fire Brigade, Tls. 489,150.—This estimate shows an increase of Tls. 20,050 on last 
year’s figure, mainly attributable to an addition in strength of the Chinese Branch. 


Fire Brigade, Stock and Stores, Tls. 21,200.—An increase of Tls. 4,200 on last 
year’s estimate. The appropriation provides for the purchase of a motor-chassis 
Tls. 5,000, fire alarm apparatus Tls. 5,000, and other necessary gear. 


_ Police Force, Tls. 3,811,430.—The estimates for 1929 are submitted under three 
separate headings, “General,” “Gaols and Reformatory” and “Legal Department:” The 
total estimated expenditure for the year shows an increase of Tls. 551,350 over the 1928 
figures, due primarily to the reorganization of the Department and an augmentation in 
strength recommended for the several branches. 


The appropriation under Foreign Branch Pay makes provision for an increase of 
30 in the authorized strength. This addition to the Foreign personnel together with 
normal promotions under the Terms of Service accounts for an increase of Tls. 205,870. 


The appropriation covering the Pay of the Japanese Branch is Tls. 43,140 in excess 
of last year’s figure, and allows for a further addition of 28 men in the establishment. 


The large increase of Tls. 115,870 under Pay of the Chinese Branch makes provision * 
for augmenting the personnel by 591. : 


The effect of the foregoing increases in personnel is reflected under the various 
others headings of expenditure. 


Police Force, Stock and Stores, Tls. 306,850. Value of Stores issued Tls. 242,000. 
The purchase of stock and stores during the year contemplates an increase on last year’s 
estimates of Tls. 21,520, and includes provision for furniture and sundries Tls. 31,850, 
Uniform and Equipment Tis. 197,000, Automatic Pistols Tls. 30,000, and Ammunition 
Tis. 10,670. 


Health Department (including Grants-in-Aid) Tls. 889,530.—An increase of Tls. 
22,130 on the figures for 1928. General administration expenses call for an increase of 
Tls. 30,650. The closing down of the surgical and medical sections of the Victoria 
Nursing Home and the discontinuance of the Private Nursing Service account for a 
decrease of Tis. 41,100, whilst the opening of a tuberculosis sanatorium necessitates 
provision being made to the extent of Tls. 41,360. The appropriations under Cemeter- 
ies and Swimming Baths show an increase of Tis. 3,730 and Tls. 3,000 respectively. 


The grants to the Lester Chinese Hospital and St. Luke’s Hospital are shown at 
Tls. 20,000 in each case. 


The Country Hospital deficit for the year ended December 31, 1928, amounted to 
approximately Tls. 37,200 as compared with Tls. 81,620 in the preceding year. : 


Health Department, Stock and Stores, Tls. 23,500.—An increase of Tls. 1,230 on 
_ the 1928 appropriation. 
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Public Works Department,*Tls. 2,985,530.—An increase of Tis. 125,300 on ihe 
corresponding figures for 1928. The difficulties encountered in connection with House 
Refuse Collection and Disposal have necessitated an addition in the appropriation under 
this heading amounting to Tis. 118,890; this sum includes Ts. 50,000 for experimental 
work. The estimated cost of Upkeep and General Repairs to Buildings and Compounds 
is Tls. 46,780 in excess of last year’s figure, and the appropriation under Creeks and River 
is increased by Tls. 20,480. A reduction of Tls. 27,010 has been effected under Drainage 
and Sewerage primarily by the omission of any special work in the way of replacing oid 
and defective drains. It is proposed to postpone all work of this nature until very serious 
defects occur.. A reduction of Tls. 61,160 is shown under Roads, caused to some extent 
by a decrease in the cost of broken stone and also by larger contributions from the Public 
Utility Companies. ; 

Public Works Department, Stock and Stores, Tls. 613,800.—An increase of Ts. 
120,500. Provision has been made for seven motor trucks, four motor cars and a motor 
water wagon, as well as for park seats, maps of Shanghai and various appliances. 


Orchestra and Band, Tls. 134,420.—An increase of Tis. 9,080 on the appropria- 
tion for last year. 


Orchestra and Band, Stock and Stores, Tis. 1,900.—This provision covers the 
replacement of old instruments. 


Public Library, Tls. 6,600.—A decrease of Tls. 170 on the 1928 appropriation. 
Receipts are computed at the same figure as for last year. 


Educational Department, Tls. 575,060.—An increase of Ts. 44,490 mainly attrib- 
utable to the introduction of District Primary Schools for Chinese, the cost of which 
is estimated at Tls. 32,350. The maj jority of the remaining schools show minor reductions 
compared with last year. The detailed figures are as follows:—

The appropriation for Grants-in-Aid is decreased by Tis. 1,600. 


Educational Department, Stock and Stores, Tls. 12,870.—An increase of Tls. 4, 680 
mainly due to the requirements of the new district Primary Schools for Chinese. 


Finance Department (including Compradore’s Office), Tls. 260,870.—This figure 


represents a decrease of Tls. 28,000 due to a reduction in the Foreign staff and the 
rearrangement of certain functions. 


Finance Department (including Compradore’s Office), Stock and Stores, Tls. 750. 
A reduction of Tis. 1,750 on the 1928 estimate. 

Secretariat (including Revenue Office), Tls. 541, 170.—An increase of Tls. 15,100 
on the appropriation for the previous year, apportioned between the Secretary’s Office 
and the Revenue Office at Tls. 8,620 and Tls. 6,480 respectively. 


Secretariat (including Revenue Office), Stock and Stores, Tls. 2,000.—A reduction 
of Tis. 2,000 on the previous year’s estimate. 


Director General’s Office, Tls. 34,980.—This figure compares with Tls. 52,260 
shown in the estimates for 1928 under the Commissioner General’s Office.’ 
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General Charges, Tls. 512,340.—An increase of Tls. 27,500. Emergency Measures 
are reduced to Tls. 44,750 as compared with Tls. 85,000 for 1928. The cost of the Russian 
Detachment, formerly shown under this heading, has now been incorporated under the 
Volunteer Corps section of the Budget. 


Pensions and Gratuities amount to Tls. 11,090 more than last year. Rents of 
Municipal Properties and Leased Premises are increased by Tis. 41,850. Of this excess, 
Police Quarters account for Ts. 30,500. The appropriation under Grants-in-Aid is 
increased from Tls. 29,700 to Ts. 41,640. 


Interest, Brokerage, etc., Tls. 1,933,900.—As compared with TIs. 1,945,400 for 
the previous year. 


Redemption of Debentures, Tls. 366,720.—As compared with Tls. 378,810 in 1928. 
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EXTRAORDINARY EXPENDITURE. 


Bundings, Tls. 4,000.—Provision is included for the construction of a bunding 
opposite the refuse loading station fronting West Soochow Road. 


Drainage, Tis. 54,520.—The estimated expenditure is Tls. 14,560 in excess of the 
provision for 1928, and allows for the construction of drains along roads which it is 
proposed to metal during 1929. The major works provided for are in respect of drain 
construction in Kwenming Road Tls. 16,000; Ferry Road Tis. 8,010; and Haiphong Road 
Tls. 7,100. - 

Provision is made for Tls. 10,000 under the heading of “Miscellaneous” to cover 
drainage work contingent upon unforeseen building operations. 


Sewerage, Tls. 158,200.—This appropriation, representing an increase of Tls. 31,300 
over the figure for the preceding year, is required to provide for an extension of sewers 
to properties where the flush system has been installed. The construction of an additional 

_pumping station in the Western District is also allowed for. 


Landing Stages, Tls. 15,000.—The cost of constructing a wharf fronting Soochow 
Road Depot is re-inserted. The sum of Tls. 5,000 is included to cover the outstanding 
commitment in respect of Landing Accommodation on The Bund. 


Land, Tls. 569,300.—This amount, representing an increase of Tls. 436,600 over 
the figure of the preceding year, is absorbed mainly by Health and Police requirements. 
Provision has been inserted for the acquisition of a Market Site at Sinza Road to replace 
the existing Sinza Market which, it is considered, is too small to cope with the constantly 
increasing demand for market accommodation in that locality. Provision has also been 
made for the acquisition of a Market Site, north of Nanking Road, rendered necessary by 
the approaching demolition of the Maloo Market. The early vacating of premises adjacent’ 
to Gordon Road Police Station, now leased to accommodate the increased personnel at this 
Station, renders an extension to the existing site a matter of urgency. Fire Brigade 
requirements have been limited to a Station site in the Wayside District. Provision has 
been included to cover an extension to the Hungjao Cemetery; for the balance of cost 
of the Wharf and Depét, Eastern District; Latrine Sites; and additional amenities for 
Hongkew Park. 

Buildings, Tls. 961,000.—An increase of Tls. 557,700 on the 1928 estimate. A 
considerable portion of this amount relates to constructional work in connection with 
extensions at the Ward Road Gaol and includes the balances of cost of 2 Cell Blocks 
Tls. 143,000 and Wall and Gates Tis. 7,500. Portions of cost are provided for 1 Cell 

*Block Tis. 70,000; Foreign Block Tis. 25,000; Juvenile Block Tls. 25,000; Hospital 
Tis. 40,000 and Quarters Tls. 30,000. In order to provide accommodation for employees 
at present in occupation of leased premises the sum of Tis. 30,000 is included as a portion 
of cost for Married Quarters in Carter Road, and Tls. 75,000 for the erection of New 
Japanese Quarters at Hongkew Station. An amount of Tls. 170,000 has been inserted for 
the construction of a Market on Foochow Road to replace the Maloo Market. Provision 
is made for the erection of a Police Hospital and Victoria Nurses’ Home, and for this 
purpose portions of cost at Tls. 30,000 and Tls. 20,000 respectively are inserted. 


A sum of Tls. 45,000 is allocated to the building of new Latrines and balances of cost 
have also been provided in respect of Gordon Road Police Station Extension Tis. 13,000; 
Police Eastern Depét Ts. 27,500; Pig Slaughter House Tls. 3,500; Tuberculosis Hospital 
Tis. 25,000 and Concreteware Depot Tls. 4,000. 


Roads, Tls. 1,399,010.—The estimate for acquiring land for road widenings and 
extensions is Tls. 1,100,000 which compares with Tls. 800,000 for 1928. Commitments 
already entered into, and the anticipated re-development of other areas during the current 
year arising out of building operations, necessitate this increased appropriation. For 
making up and metalling roads so acquired a sum of Tls. 299,010 is allocated as compared 
with Tls. 317,240 for the preceding year.
